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REPORT  OF  THE 

GRAND  SIRE  AND  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Officers  and  Representatives:  In  this  beautiful  and  historical  city 
of  the  Southland  we  here  assemble  in  86th  annual  session  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  in  all  branches  of  the  Order 
during  the  past  year,  legislating  for  its  welfare  and  advancement,  and  to 
promote  through  close  personal  and  official  association  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  all  pending  questions  requiring  the  best  thought  and  con¬ 
sideration  of  every  Representative.  In  approaching  and  conducting  our 
labors  we  should  ever  remember  that  the  Great  Supreme  Ruler  of  the 
Universe  has  again  permitted  us  to  safely  journey  hither  from  every 
section  of  our  country  and  from  the  great  Dominion  of  Canada  and  to 
gather  here  in  peace  and  harmony  to  consult  together  over  the  best 
plans  for  the  betterment  of  humanity,  the  improvement  of  human  char¬ 
acter,  and  of  ways  and  means  for  carrying  on  the  great  work  of  reliev¬ 
ing  the  distressed  to  which  our  Order  is  committed  and  to  which  we  are 
individually  and  collectively  bound  by  our  obligations.

It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdictions  are 
again  being  flooded  with  circulars  relating  to  our  written  and  unwritten 
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work,  and  that  the  mails  are  being  used  for  nefarious  purposes  con¬ 
nected  therewith: 

Now,  therefore,  by  authority  in  me  vested,  and  as  directed  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  through  the  adoption  of  Report  67,  at  the 
last  session  thereof,  I,  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  hereby  notify  and  warn  all  officers  and  members 
that  it  is  unlawful  to  own  or  possess  and  use  any  book,  booklet,  or 
written  or  printed  work  purporting  to  be  the  written  or  unwritten  work 
of  the  Order,  or  both  combined,  and  that  every  member  possessing  or 
using  any  such  work  is  subject  to  the  penalty  of  expulsion  as  provided 
in  Section  1962  of  Busbee’s  Digest.  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs, 
and  Presidents  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  are  hereby  requested  and  re¬ 
quired  to  promulgate  the  above  within  their  Jurisdictions  and  notify 
the  subordinate  bodies  under  their  Jurisdictions  respectively  to  enforce 
the  law  by  requiring  all  members  in  possession  of  such  work  to  deliver 
the  same  to  the  subordinate  body  of  which  they  are  members,  to  be 
destroyed  thereby;  the  fact  of  such  destruction  to  be  certified  to  the 
proper  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Scribe,  and  to  direct  said  subordinate 
bodies  to  strictly  enforce  the  law  against  every  member  who  shall  here¬ 
after  purchase  or  possess  any  kind  or  character  of  such  prohibited  work.

Proclamation. 

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Presidents  of  Rebekah  Assem¬ 
blies,  and  Department  Commanders,  Greeting: 

Whebeas,  At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  held  in 
Seattle  in  the  State  of  Washington,  the  following  named  orders  were 
reported  as  the  ones  referred  to  in  my  Proclamation  of  April  12,  1909, 
to  wit:  “  The  Ladies'  Militant ,”  “  The  Oriental  Order  of  Humility  and 
Perfection,”  “  The  Imperial  Order  of  Muscovites,”  and  “  The  Improved 
Order  of  Muscovites,”  and  whereas  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  said 
session,  through  the  adoption  of  Reports  68  and  86,  directed  that 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  each  branch  of  our  Order  should  be 
again  called  to  the  law  relating  to  membership  in  such  orders,  and  the 
penalty  of  expulsion  attached  thereto,  and  directing  me  to  enforce  the 
law  against  such  orders,  said  law  being  as  follows: 

“  Resolved,  That  any  Odd  Fellow  who  shall  hereafter  retain  member¬ 
ship  in  or  become  a  member  of  any  secret  organization  not  subordinate 
to  this  Grand  Body,  which  shall  have  adopted  or  appropriated  to  its  own 
use  the  Uniform,  Regalia,  Emblems,  Name,  Title,  Mottoes,  or  Initials  of 
this  Order,  or  any  part  of  them,  or  in  which  qualification  for  member¬ 
ship  is  based  upon  the  applicant’s  standing  in  this  Order,  shall  be  guilty 
of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  and  a  grave  offense  against  Odd 
Fellowship,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  expelled.” 

Which,  coupled  with  the  provision  in  said  report  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  said  resolution,  and  also  with  the  provision  in  said  Report  86, 
including  said  orders,  whether  they  are  now  composed  wholly  or  mainly 
of  members  of  our  Order; 

And  whereas,  the  law  quoted  above  referred  directly  to  the  Ladies’ 
Militant  Organization,  it  also  applies  with  equal  if  not  greater  force  to 
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each  of  the  other  Orders  herein  named,  which  were  organized  in  a  way. 
to  evade  said  law  if  possible;  and  notwithstanding  the  proclamation  and 
legislation  of  last  year  are  continuing  the  same  evasive  course,  by  claim¬ 
ing  that  they  are  not  basing  membership  on  membership  in  our  Order, 
whilst  openly  admitting  that  no  man  not  an  Odd  Fellow  is  or  will  be 
accepted  as  a  member.  Such  claim  is  another  attempted  evasion  of  the 
law,  which  no  court  of  the  country  would  uphold  for  a  moment. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire,  in  accordance  with 
said  law,  recent  legislation,  records,  and  other  evidence  in  my  posses¬ 
sion  and  as  directed,  do  issue  this  Proclamation,  warning  all  members 
of  our  Order  who  are  members  of  either  of  said  orders  to  immediately 
withdraw  therefrom,  and  all  members  of  our  Order  are  hereby  notified 
and  warned  not  to  become  members  of  either  of  said  orders,  as  the 
penalty  for  so  doing  is  expulsion. 

And  every  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriarch,  President  of  Rebekah 
Assembly,  and  Department  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  are 
hereby  requested  and  directed  to  issue  an  Official  Order  or  Proclamation 
to  each  Lodge,  Encampment,  Rebekah  Lodge,  or  Canton  existing  under 
their  authority  respectively  embodying  this  Proclamation  therein,  and 
that  they  strictly  enforce  the  law  relating  to  membership  in  all  of  said 
orders.

DECISIONS. 

Many  questions  have  been  propounded  by  members  of  the  Order  and 
decisions  thereon  requested,  all  of  which  were  courteously  refused  with 
directions  to  apply  through  proper  legal  channels  to  local  officers  having 
jurisdiction  over  the  subject  involved  as  provided  by  local  legislation. 
Where  statements  and  questions  have  been  submitted  through  the 
proper  legal  channel,  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  I  have  rendered  and  submit  the  following  decisions  for  ap¬ 
proval.  That  the  number  is  not  greater  is  in  my  opinion  accounted  for 
by  holding  inflexibly  to  the  rule  laid  down  in  said  section  and  refusing 
to  decide  any  question  unless  based  upon  a  clear  statement  of  facts  upon 
which  a  definite,  affirmative,  or  negative  conclusion  could  be  reached; 
also  upon  the  fact  that  our  laws  have  been  so  perfected  through  the 
wisdom  of  conservative  members  and  former  decisions,  as  to  leave  very 
little  ground  upon  which  to  base  a  statement  or  question  that  has  not 
already  been  well  settled;  and  mainly  from  the  fact  that  no  new  legis¬ 
lation  or  great  change  of  existing  laws  were  adopted  at  our  last  session 
as  heretofore,  calling  for  numerous  decisions  thereon. 

SUBORDINATE  LODGE  DECISIONS. 

Decision  1.  Statement. — Bro.  T.  W.  Granbery,  a  member  of  Long 
Pine  Lodge,  No.  114,  of  Nebraska,  with  dues  paid  to  April  1,  1907,  made 
application  on  January  10,  1907,  to  become  a  member  of  Ross  Lodge, 
No.  96,  of  Midvale,  Idaho.  On  January  17  he  was  elected  to  become  a 
member  of  Ross  Lodge,  No.  96,  upon  deposit  of  a  card.  Application 
was  made  at  once  for  a  card,  which  was  granted  and  issued  on  February 
18  by  Long  Pine  Lodge.  On  February  8,  the  brother  was  taken  sick  and 
died  on  March  29,  without  having  signed  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
of  Ross  Lodge. 

Question. — Is  Long  Pine  Lodge,  No.  114,  of  Nebraska,  liable  for  sick 
benefits  and  expenses  of  last  sickness  of  the  deceased  brother? 

Answer. — Yes,  to  extent  only  of  the  payment  of  benefits  for  sickness 
from  February  8,  1907,  until  the  date  of  Withdrawal  Card,  or  Transfer 
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Certificate,  and  in  this  case  for  four  weeks  or  one  month  after  latter 
date  as  said  card  or  certificate  which  it  seems  from  statement  was  not 
received  by  Ross  Lodge  until  four  weeks  after  issue  of  same  and  that 
the  brother  never  signed  the  constitution  of  said  Ross  Lodge.  See 
Transfer  Law  as  amended  in  Report  141,  page  778,  Journal  of  1906. 

Dec.  2.  Statement. — At  the  1909  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Resolution  or  paper  53,  pages  329-332,  Journal  of  1909,  was 
presented  by  Gen.  M.  A.  Raney  of  the  General  Military  Council,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant.  The  various  matters 
contained  in  said  resolution  were  reported  on  by  said  committee  in 
Report  111,  on  page  389.  The  report  recommended  the  adoption  of 
paragraphs  or  sections  numbered  1,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  12,  14,  15,  17,  of 
said  resolution,  and  that  sections  2,  10,  13,  and  16  be  adopted  as 
amended.  This  report  was  adopted,  except  as  to  Section  2,  to  which 
there  was  a  Minority  Report,  and  as  to  Section  2,  the  Minority  Report, 
Number  112,  page  389,  was  adopted.  Section  7  of  said  resolution  or 
paper  refers  by  numbers  only  and  to  striking  out  “  Adjutant-General  ” 
where  it  occurs  therein  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  “  Assistant 
Adjutant-General  ”  or  “  Military  Secretary,”  one  or  both,  in  sections  of 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code,  Nos.  35,  42,  46,  65,  73,  85,  86,  100  and  107,  but 
without  showing  or  mentioning  the  substance  or  subject  matter  of  said 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code  sections,  and  also  without  showing  how  said 
sections  would  read  as  amended;  whereas,  it  has  been  the  uniform 
practice  ever  since  said  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  was  first  adopted  in 
1893,  when  amending  the  same  to  set  out  and  show  how  any  and  all 
sections  to  be  amended  would  read  when  amended.  This  practice  has 
uniformly  been  regarded  as  requisite  for  legislation  making  changes 
in  sections  of  said  Patriarchs  Militant  Code.  See  Journal  volumes, 
years  and  pages  as  follows:

Lodge  in  practice,  it  is  submitted  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
proper  and  wise  legislation  that  sections  of  either  code  being  amended

should  show  in  what  respect  by  showing  how  the  section  would  read 
when  or  as  amended,  or  certainly  by  at  least  stating  in  what  respect  to 
he  amended  or  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposed  amendment.  As  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code  has  132  sections,  no  officer  or  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  could  be  expected  to  know  by  reference  to  the  number  of  the 
section  only  and  to  one  or  two  words  therein  what  change  or  amendment 
would  be  made.  Under  Section  7  of  said  Resolution  53,  it  is  at¬ 
tempted  to  transfer  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Military 
Council,  all  fees  for  commissions  to  cantons  resuscitated  where  no 
Department  Council  exists  and  this  by  referring  only  to  Patriarchs 
Militant  Code,  Section  46,  by  number  and  by  striking  out  “  Adjutant- 
General  ”  and  inserting  “  Assistant  ”  preceding  and  “  Military  Secre¬ 
tary  ”  after. 

Also  under  said  Section  7  it  is  attempted  to  transfer  from  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  by  amending  in  the  same  manner  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  Code,  Section  85,  all  fees  for  commissions  to  officers  not  in  De¬ 
partments  having  Department  Councils.  Such  attempted  amendment 
of  said  Sections  46  and  85  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  would  have 
the  effect  of  transferring  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Council  about  $235.00  annually,  and  this  without  mentioning  the 
fact  and  without  the  same  having  been  referred  to  or  considered  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  as  required  by  Rule  or  Order  38,  Busbee’s  Digest, 
page  811.  Such  change  of  the  revenue,  if  made,  would  be  in  effect  an 
appropriation  to  the  Military  Council. 

Question  1. — Is  the  above  recited  manner  of  attempting  to  amend  said 
Sections  46  and  85  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  sufficient,  and  has 
said  sections  been  amended  under  the  Resolution  148  and  the  adoption 
of  Report  111? 

Answer. — In  the  adoption  of  amendments  and  laws  proposed  in  Reso¬ 
lution  53,  pages  329-332,  Journal  of  1909,  there  is  in  my  opinion  a 
radical  if  not  illegal  departure  from  precedent,  if  not  direct  law  as  well 
presented  in  the  several  citations  contained  in  preceding  statement 
regarding  practice  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  yet  I  am  con¬ 
strained  to  believe  that  I  have  no  power  to  set  aside  or  annul  other 
laws  formulated  under  the  head  of  said  Resolution  53,  except  where  the 
same  conflicts  with  or  sets  aside  a  direct  or  fair  interpretation  of  the 
Constitution  or  By-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  so  rule. 

Question  2. — Can  said  Sections  46  and  85  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
Code  be  amended  by  fsuch  reference  only  as  was  made  to  them  and 
without- showing'how  .said  sections  would  read  as  amended? 

Answer. — The  answer  to  this  question  is  the  same  as  the  answer  to 
Question  1. 

Question  3. — Can  the  revenues  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be 
Changed  and  transferred  and  an  appropriation  in  effect  be  made  by  such 
reference  only  to  said  sections,  and  without  reference  to  and  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  contemplated  by  said  Rule  of 
Order  38? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion,  and  I  decide  that  such  revenues  cannot  be 
so  changed  and  transferred,  especially  without  reference  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Finance,  the  same  being  contrary  to  By-laws.  See  Articles 
XIX  and  XXX,  Rule  of  Order  38,  Section  1150,  Busbee’s  Digest,  Report 
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163,  Journal  of  1909,  page  417,  and  close  of  same  and  others.  Also 
Articles  XIX  and  XX  of  Constitution,  Section  3;  Article  XIII  Constitu¬ 
tion,  Section  2;  Article  VII  Constitution;  and  1661,  Busbee’s  Digest, 
page  452. 

Statement  2. — Paragraph  5,  of  said  Resolution  53,  undertakes  to  trans¬ 
fer  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Military  Council  the  fees 
for  retired  commissions  to  officers  of  the  General  Staff  and  to  Department 
Commanders,  and  this  without  mentioning  that  it  is  a  change  or  trans¬ 
fer.  said  Paragraph  5  appearing  as  if  it  were  original  legislation. 

Question  1. — Under  all  the  facts  herein  above  set  forth,  is  Paragraph  5 
sufficient  to  change  the  revenue  and  in  effect  to  appropriate  funds  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  reference"  to  or  consideration  by 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  per  Rule  of  Order  38? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  it  is  not.  See  part  or  all  of  same  references 
mentioned  in  answer  to  Question  3  of  Statement  1. 

Statement  3. — Under  Section  3  of  said  Resolution  53  it  is  attempted 
to  give  to  the  General  Military  Council  the  discounts  on  all  supplies 
sold  to  cantons  where  Department  Councils  are  not  organized,  and  this 
would  in  effect  appropriate  from  $500.00  to  $800.00  annually  in  such  dis¬ 
counts  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  treasury  without  being  re¬ 
ferred  to  or  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Finance;  also  without 
providing  when  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Treasurer  shall  pay 
over  such  discounts  to  the  Military  Council,  and  indeed  without  author¬ 
izing  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same  at  all. 

Question  1. — Can  such  discounts,  being  in  effect  an  appropriation,  be 
made  without  reference  to  or  consideration  by  the  Committee  on  Finance 
under  Rule  of  Order  38? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  such  discounts  cannot  be  changed  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  Section  3  of  said  Resolution  53.  See  part  or  all  of  same  refer¬ 
ences  mentioned  in  answer  to  Question  3  of  Statement  1. 

Question  2. — Can  such  discounts  be  paid  over  to  the  Military  Council 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Treasurer  without  express  authority 
therefor,  and  can  they  be  so  paid  over  under  the  legislation  above  re¬ 
ferred  to? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  such  discounts  cannot  be  so  paid.  See  same 
references  as  hereinbefore  cited. 

Question  3. — Is  it  not  a  misnomer  to  call  such  a  discount  to  cantons 
and  not  allow  it  to  them,  but  require  the  amount  of  it  paid  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Military  Council,  and  should  not  any  legislation  authorizing  dis¬ 
counts  on  supplies  sold  to  cantons  not  in  Department  Councils  provide 
that  such  cantons  get  the  benefit  thereof? 

Ansiver. — It  is  certainly  a  misnomer.  If  cantons  are  allowed  a  dis¬ 
count  they  and  they  only  are  entitled  thereto  and  should  receive  same. 

Question  4- — If  the  legislation  attempted  should  be  held  good,  would 
it  not  in  effect  merely  authorize  the  payment  of  the  amount  which  such 
discounts  would  realize  if  allowed  to  a  third  party,  and  is  it  in  fact 
a  discount  unless  allowed  to  the  cantons  purchasing  the  supplies? 

Ansiver. — A  third  party  would  most  assuredly  be  the  beneficiary  of 
such  discount  unless  allowed  to  cantons  purchasing  supplies,  the  latter 
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alone  being,  in  my  opinion,  entitled  thereto,  as  they  are  clearly  not  dis¬ 
counts  to  such  third  party  and  cannot  fairly  be  so  considered. 

Question  5. — Discounts  have  not  heretofore  been  allowed  to  cantons 
not  under  Department  Councils.  Is  not  allowing  the  same  under  the 
legislation  above  cited  and  paying  the  same  to  the  General  Military 
Council  a  mere  fiction  as  to  said  cantons,  and  in  effect  only  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  money  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  treasury  to  the 
General  Military  Council?  ♦ 

Answer. — An  attempted  transfer  of  a  non-existent  discount  would 
seem  to  be  a  fiction  in  reality  as  well  as  in  name,  which  is  in  effect  an 
attempt  to  appropriate  money  without  open  and  direct  notice  and  con¬ 
trary  to  Rule  38  and  other  laws,  and  would  seem  to  be  null  and  void. 

Dec.  3.  Statement. — A  brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  at 
the  end  of  the  five  years  asked  for  a  Dismissal  Certificate  which  was 
granted.  Later  he  wanted  to  get  back  into  the  Order,  the  lodge  granting 
his  certificate  being  his  nearest  lodge. 

Question. — Can  he  apply  thereto  and  be  elected  to  membership  therein 
on  paying  the  fee  fixed  by  our  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — He  can  be  elected,  but  if  he  is  more  than  fifty  years  of  age 
he  will  be  a  non-beneficial  and  not  a  beneficial  member,  unless  your 
local  law  otherwise  provides;  and  in  either  case  the  applicant  must  pay 
the  fee  fixed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  1681 
and  1734;  also  Section  301,  page  96;  also  tenth  resolution,  Journal, 
1880,  page  8487;  and  Section  14  of  Article  II  of  constitution  for  subord¬ 
inate  lodges  adopted  by  your  Grand  Lodge,  pages  10  and  33. 

Dec.  4.  Statement. — The  constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  Section  73,  provides  that  there  shall  be  two  regular  funds 
of  the  lodge,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  widows’  and  orphans’ 
fund  and  the  general  fund.  Section  76  provides  that  at  least  one-fifth  of 
the  dues  of  the  members  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  widows’  and 
orphans’  fund. 

Question  1. — Can  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  which  does  not 
maintain  a  home  for  widows  and  orphans  or  aged  or  indigent  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  repeal  these  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  thus  abolish  the 
necessity  for  creating  a  special  fund  for  the  support  of  widows  and 
orphans? 

Answer. — Yes.  In  my  opinion  it  can  repeal  so  much  of  Sections  73, 
76,  77,  and  others  of  subordinate  lodge  constitution  as  relate  to  con¬ 
tinuing  the  widows’  and  orphans'  fund  and  the  collection  of  dues,  fines, 
and  other  moneys  therefor,  provided  such  repeal  is  adopted  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Section  144  of  said  Constitution. 

.  Question  2. — If  the  widows’  and  orphans’  fund  can  be  dispensed  with 
by  law,  what  becomes  of  such  fund  already  accumulated  by  subordinate 
lodges? 

Answer. — All  accumulated  widows’  and  orphans’  funds  in  possession  of 
lodges  at  time  of  repeal  of  present  law  are  and  will  be  trust  funds  and 
must  be  held  separate  from  any  other  fund  and  used  solely  for  the 
objects  for  which  same  was  accumulated.  See  Sections  535  to  540,  both 
inclusive,  Busbee’s  Digest. 
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Dec.  5.  Question. — The  Noble  Grand  elect,  being  sick  on  the  night  of 
installation  and  unable  to  appear,  does  the  retiring  Noble  Grand  hold 
over  or  the  newly  installed  Vice  Grand  take  charge  of  the  lodge  after 
installation? 

Answer. — It  is  my  opinion  that  where  a  Noble  Grand  elect  is  sick 
and  fails  to  appear  for  installation  at  the  time  fixed  for  that  ceremony 
and  is  excused  by  the  lodge,  or  no  election  is  then  held  to  fill  the  office, 
the  Vice  Grand  then  installed  takes  charge ‘of  the  lodge  and  will  be  the 
acting  Noble  Grand  thereof  until  the  Noble  Grand  elect  appears  and  is 
installed,  or  a  vacancy  in  said  office  is  legally  declared  and  the  member 
elected  to  fill  the  same  is  installed.  See  Sections  1417,  1434,  1442,  1443, 
1446,  1449,  1478,  Busbee’s  Digest,  and  Journals  therein  referred  to. 

Dec.  6.  Statement. — October  9,  1909,  a  brother  belonging  to  a  lodge 
in  Iowa  petitioned  a  lodge  in  this  (Oklahoma)  Jurisdiction  for  member- 
bership  under  Transfer  of  Membership  Law,  and  was  elected.  Applica¬ 
tion  was  regularly  made  to  his  lodge  in  Iowa  for  Transfer  Certificate, 
which  was  granted  and  issued  November  2,  1909,  and  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Oklahoma  lodge  who  notified  the  brother  it  had  been 
received  and  for  him  to  appear  at  the  next  meeting  and  sign  the  con¬ 
stitution  as  required  by  law.  He  did  not  appear  at  said  meeting,  but 
sent  word  he  would  be  present  and  sign  the  constitution  at  the  next 
meeting,  which  was  on  November  20,  1909.  At  this  meeting  he  was 
sick,  and  next  day  had  the  doctor  with  him,  who  on  November  25  se¬ 
cured  the  keys  to  the  lodge-room  and  without  any  authority  from  the 
lodge  carried  the  roll  book  and  constitution  to  the  sick  brother’s  room, 
where  he  signed  the  same.  Signing  was  dated  back  to  the  20th  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  the  date  of  meeting.  The  brother’s  Official  Certificate  was 
dated  October  19,  1909,  and  shows  his  dues  paid  up  to  January  1,  1910. 
Our  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  provides  that  membership  in  the  lodge 
dates  from  the  signing  of  the  constitution. 

Question. — Is  the  brother  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction 
or  is  he  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  Iowa? 

Answer — He  is  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  Iowa,  for  the  reason  that  he 
was  taken  sick  within  four  weeks  from  date  of  Transfer  Certificate  and 
before  consummating  his  transfer  of  membership,  and  said  Certificate 
should  have  been  cancelled  under  the  law.  See  Decision  9,  pages  428, 
429,  Journal  of  1908,  and  laws  cited  therein  which  are  germane  thereto. 

Dec.  7.  Statement. — A  brother  of  a  subordinate  lodge  is  a  State 
charge  hopelessly  insane  in  the  insane  asylum.  The  members  of  his 
lodge  know  of  nothing  that  can  be  done  for  his  relief;  the  brother  has  a 
wife  and  child,  who  need  the  benefits  that  are  accruing  in  the  brother’s 
favor  to  help  support  them.  The  brother  has  a  guardian,  but  the  lodge, 
not  having  full  confidence  in  him,  does  not  want  to  pay  the  money  into 
his  hands.  I  find  in  Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  61,  the  following:  “  An 
insane  brother  in  a  State  lunatic  asylum  and  in  the  charge  of  that 
institution  is  entitled  to  benefits  and  the  lodge  is  compelled  to  pay 
them  to  his  duly  appointed  guardian  or  to  the  General  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee  having  him  in  charge.”  Decision  30,  by  Grand  Sire  Carleton, 
Journal  of  1897,  pages  15,  168,  is  to  the  effect  that  dependent  relatives 
are  entitled  to  benefits  due  a  brother. 
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Question. — Would  it  be  lawful  for  the  lodge  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  expend  the  brother’s  benefits  as  they  accrue  for  the  support  or  relief 
of  his  wife  and  child? 

Answer. — Yes,  for  in  my  opinion  said  benefits  are  due  and  payable 
by  the  lodge  to  him  or  his  immediate  family,  which  in  this  case  is  the 
wife  and  child.  See  approved  Decision  30,  Journal,  1897,  page  15,168. 
Also  see  opinion  and  finding  of  committee  in  report  on  Daniels’  case, 
Journal  of  1886,  page  10,394;  and  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  Report  6,  Journal  of  1902,  page  873. 

Dec.  8.  Question  1. — Must  we  ballot  by  ball  ballot  upon  application 
for  the  First,  Second,  and  Third  Degrees? 

Answer. — Yes,  by  ball  ballot  separately  for  each  degree  unless  you 
have  a  local  law  providing  for  one  ballot  for  all  the  degrees. 

Question  2. — Is  Section  1,  Article  YI,  of  our  Constitution,  sufficient 
local  legislation  upon  which  we  may  ballot  for  all  three  of  those  degrees 
at  one  time? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  it  is  not  and  I  so  decide. 

Question  3. — Can  a  brother  under  our  laws  be  balloted  for  the  Second 
Degree  before  he  has  received  the  First  Degree? 

Answer. — He  cannot,  where  the  ballot  is  for  each  degree. 

Question  //. — Is  that  part  of  Section  1,  Article  VI,  which  says  that  if 
more  than  one-third  of  the  ballots  are  black  the  applicant  shall  not  be 
granted  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  degree,  or  in  other  words,  can  we 
make  a  law  requiring  more  black  balls  to  reject  an  applicant  for  the 
degrees  than  we  can  for  an  applicant  to  become  a  member? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  your  law  requiring  a  greater  number  of  ball 
ballots  to  reject  an  applicant  for  either  degree  than  it  provides  for  in 
the  case  of  an  applicant  for  initiation,  as  said  law  appears  in  Section  I 
of  Article  VI  of  your  constitution  for  subordinate  lodges,  is  invalid, 
because  it  attempts  to  provide  for  conferring  the  First,  Second,  and 
Third  Degrees  without  any  ballot,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  it 
attempts  to  force  members  to  disclose  their  ballots  through  open  objec¬ 
tion,  thereby  depriving  them  of  the  legal  right  to  cast  a  secret  ball 
ballot.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  366,  371,  966,  967. 

Dec.  9.  Statement. — The  question  as  to  the  rights  of  a  half-sister  of 
a  member  of  the  Order  to  petition  a  Rebekah  lodge  for  membership  has 
been  submitted  to  me.  I  find  nothing  in  our  law  covering  the  issue.  I 
am  submitting  this  question  to  you  for  decision. 

Question. — Is  she  eligible  for  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge? 

Answer. — A  half-sister  of  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing 
is  eligible  for  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  if  otherwise  and  in  all 
respects  legally  qualified. 

Dec.  10.  Statement. — A  native-born  Hindu,  who  is  now  a  naturalized 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  living  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois,  desires 
to  become  an  Odd  Fellow. 

Question. — Would  it  be  right  to  admit  him? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  he  is  not  eligible  for  membership  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  2,  Article  XVI,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sot- 
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ereign  Grand  Lodge,  unless  he  can  clearly  establish  the  fact  that  he  is 
of  the  pure,  white,  Caucasian  race,  and  a  believer  in  One  Ever-Living 
Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  as  provided  in  said  section.  His  being 
a  naturalized  citizen  has  no  bearing  if  he  is  not  otherwise  legally 
qualified. 

Dec.  11.  Statement. — On  page  376,  Journal  of  1909,  Document  72,  the 
law  relating  to  blind  applying  for  membership  in  the  Order  was 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  “  Neither  the  totally  deaf,  dumb,  or  blind, 
can  be  initiated  into  the  Order,  providing  that  the  same  shall  not  apply 
to  the  blind  daughter,  wife,  or  mother  of  an  Odd  Fellow.” 

Question. — Can  a  blind  sister,  admitted  under  the  present  construction 
of  the  law,  serve  as  Vice  Grand  or  Noble  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  lodge? 

Answer. — She  cannot,  as  she  cannot  comply  with  certain  provisions 
of  the  Rebekah  Ritual  in  either  position. 

Dec.  12.  Question. — Is  it  lawful  for  a  Rebekah  Assembly  to  procure 
and  give  the  retiring  President  any  jewel  (as  official)  other  than  the  one 
adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1908? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion  it  is  not  lawful  to  present  a  retiring  Presi¬ 
dent  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  with  any  jewel  as  official,  except  the  one 
adopted  in  1908  for  Past  President  and  I  so  decide.  See  Busbee’s 
Digest,  Section  2677,  Clause  53,  pages  750  and  756, “also  Report  136, 
page  348,  Journal  of  1905.  Resolution  36,  page  244,  Journal  of  1907. 
Report  123,  page  319,  Journal  of  1907;  and  Report  137,  page  741,  Journal 
of  1908. 

Dec.  13.  Statement. — A  brother  of  a  lodge  in  Massachusetts  who  was 
in  possession  of  the  annual  traveling  pass-word  was  denied  admission 
to  a  Degree  Lodge  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  ground  that  no  officer 
of  such  Degree  Lodge  was  authorized  to  receive  the  annual  traveling 
pass-word  and  that  the  only  persons  who  could  be  admitted  to  such 
Degree  Lodge  were  members  of  subordinate  lodges  located  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  New  York,  who  were  in  possession  of  a  semi-annual  pass-word 
of  that  Jurisdiction. 

Question  1. — Can  a  brother  who  is  in  possession  of  the  annual  travel¬ 
ing  pass-word  visit  a  Degree  Lodge  in  another  Jurisdiction? 

Answer. — He  cannot.  I  construe  the  law  as  laid  down  in  Article  XXV 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  By-laws  and  the  provisions  of  all  other 
laws  relating  to  the  subject  matter  as  applying  solely  to  a  subordinate 
and  not  to  a  Degree  Lodge. 

Question  2. — Is  admission  to  a  Degree  Lodge  confined  exclusively  to 
brothers  residing  within  the  State  Jurisdiction  in  which  such  Degree 
Lodge  is  located? 

Answer. — It  is  so  confined.  In  my  opinion  a  member  of  a  subordinate 
lodge  in  possession  of  semi-annual  pass-word  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction 
in  which  he  resides  may  visit  a  Degree  Lodge  therein,  if  the  local  law 
so  provides,  but  cannot  visit  such  a  lodge  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction 
in  the  absence  of  any  general  law  making  provision  therefor. 

Dec.  14.  Statement. — Under  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates,  for  this 
Jurisdiction,  Section  92  says  in  part  as  follows:  “A  member  suspended  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  who  makes  application  for  reinstatement  may  be  re¬ 
instated  in  the  lodge  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot,  within  one  year  of  date 
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of  suspension,  on  payment  of  one  year's  dues.  After  one  year  from  date 
of  suspension,  upon  payment  of  the  fee  charged  for  an  initiate  of  same 
age,  or  such  less  sum  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe,  at  any  time  within 
five  years  from  the  date  of  suspension,  he  may  be  reinstated  and  granted 
a  withdrawal  card  upon  payment  of  one  year's  dues  and  the  usual  price 
of  a  card.”  Under  the  by-laws  of  a  particular  lodge,  under  salaries,  it 
says  as  follows:  “The  Financial  Secretary  shall  receive  five  per  cent 
of  the  gross  receipts  for  dues  collected  during  his  term  of  office.” 

Question. — Is  the  contention  correct,  that  as  a  brother  has  been  sus¬ 
pended  for  non-payment  of  dues  the  payment  of  one  year’s  dues  to  rein¬ 
state  is  a  compromise  of  the  account,  and  that  being  paid,  can  the 
Financial  Secretary  claim  five  per  cent  commission  on  said  amount  so 
paid? 

Answer. — He  can  claim  and  under  the  by-laws  of  said  lodge  is  entitled 
to  said  commission  of  five  per  cent.  See  Section  92  of  your  Constitution, 
said  By-laws,  and  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  452,  454,  and  457. 

Dec.  15.  Question. — Can  the  paraphernalia  purchased  prior  to  the 
issuing  of  the  new  Rebekah  Ritual  be  used  in  the  competitive  Rebekah 
work  at  Atlanta? 

Answer. — In  my  opinion,  as  a  legal  proposition,  paraphernalia  pur¬ 
chased  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  present  Ritual,  if  lawful  under  the 
old  Ritual,  can  be  legally  used  in  the  competitive  Rebekah  work  at 
Atlanta  and  elsewhere  where  lawfully  permitted. 

Dec.  16.  Statement. — A  brother,  in  order  to  help  his  lodge,  raised 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  hall,  contracts  and  buys  with  his 
own  funds  three-link  pins.  He  places  them  on  the  market  in  his  own 
Jurisdiction  and  gives  the  profits  therefrom  as  a  donation  to  his  lodge. 
He  fails  to  sell  all  the  pins  and  in  order  to  dispose  of  them  in  a  larger 
field  he  sends  out  circular  letters  to  lodges  of  other  Jurisdictions  offer¬ 
ing  them  for  sale  at  a  given  price,  said  price  being  low  for  the  quality 
of  pin  offered,  and  therefore  gives  full  value  and  does  not  ask  for  dona¬ 
tion.  In  his  circular  letter  he  states  the  facts  truthfully,  and  also  states 
that  whatever  profits  he  will  make  on  the  sale  of  these  pins  and  also 
some  cards  which  he  has  he  will  donate  to  a  worthy  brother  who  is  a 
member  of  his  lodge  and  sick  beyond  recovery  and  who  has  a  wife  and 
family.  Presumably  the  object  of  this  truthful  statement  is  to  advise 
those  who  purchase  this  pin  and  card  that  they  will  not  only  get  value 
for  their  money  but  the  profits  would  be  donated  to  a  worthy  and  chari¬ 
table  cause,  the  owner  of  the  goods  only  wanting  his  money  back  as  a 
matter  of  business.  It  is  a  business  proposition  with  the  brother  offer¬ 
ing  the  pins  and  cards,  to  recoup  what  he  is  out,  does  not  want  any 
profits  for  himself,  but  if  any  are  made,  will  give  them  to  charity.  In 
order  to  show'  that  he  is  not  a  fraud,  but  is  acting  in  good  faith,  he 
prints  his  circular  letter  under  the  style  and  title  of  his  own  lodge,  but 
does  not  use  the  seal  of  his  lodge. 

Question. — Has  this  brother  not  the  right  to  offer  his  pins  and  cards 
for  sale  the  same  as  any  jewelry  or  regalia  house  in  any  one  of  the 
Grand  Jurisdictions  and  would  the  mere  statement  of  whatever  profits 
he  might  derive  from  the  sale  he  will  give  of  his  own  free  will  to  a 
worthy  brother  in  distress  as  an  act  of  charity  and  with  no  effort  what¬ 
ever  to  intend  it  as  an  appeal  be  such  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  The 
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Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  to  bring  it  within  the  meaning  of  Secs.  1908 
and  1909  of  Busbee’s  Digest? 

Answer. — He  has  not,  and  the  provisions  of  Sections  528,  1908,  1909 
and  others  of  Busbee’s  Digest  in  my  opinion  apply  to  his  and  all  simi¬ 
lar  cases  and  not  to  any  jewelry  or  regalia  houses. 

• 

Question. — If  you  hold  that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  sections  named, 
then  could  not  this  brother  by  eliminating  from  his  circular  letter  the 
name  and  style  of  his  lodge  and  the  statement  that  he  will  give  the 
profits  to  a  worthy  charitable  cause  proceed  to  offer  his  goods  for  sale 
anyhow  without  violating  any  law? 

Answer. — I  am  of  the  opinion  he  cannot  so  offer  his  goods  for  sale 
without  violating  law,  unless  he  obtains  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master 
of  his  own  Jurisdiction  and  all  others  in  which  he  offers  his  pins  and 
cards  for  sale. 

Dec.  17.  Statement. — Please  refer  to  Decision  9,  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings,  1909,  page  22,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Question. — Is  it  intended  to  apply  this  decision  to  Jurisdictions  that 
have  local  laws  to  the  contrary  and  can  it  apply  to  other  cases  than 
those  actually  cited  in  the  statement  preceding  this  decision;  in  other 
words,  can  a  brother  who  is  a  member  in  Lodge  A  be  elected  to  member¬ 
ship  in  Lodge  B  on  application  by  Official  Certificate,  then  ask  for  With¬ 
drawal  Card,  Lodge  B  being  10  miles  or  more  away  from  Lodge  A,  and 
the  brother  does  not  actually  change  his  residence,  but  remains  a  resi¬ 
dent  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Lodge  A,  the  local  laws  being  to  the  effect 
that  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  must  be  had  unless  it  be  in  a  town  or  city 
where  there  is  more  than  one  lodge  and  applicants  have  choice? 

Answer. — In  this  case  if  each  of  said  lodges  has  a  defined  jurisdiction 
of  its  own,  a  member  of  Lodge  A  continuing  to  reside  within  its  juris¬ 
diction  cannot  transfer  his  membership  to  Lodge  B  under  any  law, 
without  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  is  secured  from  Lodge  A.  See  Decision 
9,  page  428,  Journal  of  1908,  Sec.  906  and  others  of  Busbee’s  Digest. 
In  my  opinion  this  case  is  not  analogous  to  the  one  referred  to  in  the 
statement  preceding  the  question  to  which  this  is  the  answer. 

Dec.  18.  Statement. — A  circular  letter  from  Tofield,  Canada,  has  been 
circulated  in  many  lodges  requesting  contributions  from  individual 
members  and  lodges  to  aid  in  paying  off  a  church  debt  in  that  place,  and 
other  schemes  of  similar  character  in  aid  of  other  churches  have  been 
placed  in  circulation  by  letters  to  lodges  appealing  for  financial  aid  to 
assist  in  the  payment  of  indebtedness  created  in  the  erection  of  church 
buildings. 

Question. — Is  it  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  our  Order  to  lend  endorse¬ 
ment  to  a  money-raising  enterprise  of  this  nature  even  though  it  be  for 
so  good  a  purpose  as  building  a  church? 

Ansieer. — It  is  contrary  to  our  laws  and,  having  no  relation  to  our 
Order,  in  my  opinion  it  should  not  be  permitted.  See  Secs.  528,  1908  to 
1912,  both  inclusive,  Busbee’s  Digest. 

Question. — Is  it  good  policy  to  read  unofficial  communications  before 
a  lodge  and  take  collections  for  purposes  outside  the  Order? 

Answer. — No,  and  in  my  opinion  should  not  be  permitted.  See  above 
references  and  other  laws. 
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Dec.  19. — I  have  considered  and  decided  an  appeal  arising  from  Can¬ 
ton  Columbia,  No.  3,  of  the  Department  of  Idaho,  action  on  the  same 
having  been  taken  by  the  Department  Commander,  Department  Council 
and  M.  A.  Raney,  General  Commanding,  and  by  appeal  transmitted  to 
me.  The  substance  of  the  appeal  being  indicated  by  the  following  state¬ 
ment  and  question  submitted  to  General  Raney,  to  wit:  I  most  respect¬ 
fully  submit  herewith  the  following  document  for  your  decision: 

Statement. — A  chevalier,  having  been  regularly  dropped  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues,  makes  application  for  reinstatement. 

Question. — Shall  a  majority  vote  determine  the  result,  or  shall  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  be  necessary  to  reinstate? 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  Sections  19  and  47,  Revised  Code  of 
Laws  Patriarchs  Militant  of  1905.  Our  By-laws  require  a  three-fourths 
vote  to  reinstate.  Said  statement  and  question  being  submitted  to  Gen. 
Raney,  by  August  J.  Moritz,  Clerk  Canton  Columbia,  No.  3,  Patriarchs 
Militant,  and  forwarded  to  Gen.  Raney  through  Patriarchs  Militant 
channels. 

On  the  above  statement  and  question,  and  being  in  effect  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  General  Commanding  holding  that  Major  Rob¬ 
ert  Mobley  had  been  reinstated  by  a  requisite  vote  in  said  canton,  and 
my  decision  herewith  holding  that  he  had  not  been  legally  reinstated, 
General  Raney  endorsed  thereon:  “Respectfully  returned  to  Depart¬ 
ment  Council  with  direction  that  like  vote  or  action  of  suspension  shall 
govern  reinstatement.”  In  this  case  my  decision  is  as  follows:  Re¬ 
spectfully  returned  to  Canton  Columbia,  No.  3,  of  Idaho,  to  the  General 
Commanding  and  other  regular  military  channels,  with  my  disapproval 
of  the  action  of  said  canton,  as  well  as  disapproval  of  the  decisions  of 
Gen.  M.  A.  Raney,  also  of  the  Department  Council,  and  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  of  Idaho  in  the  case  of  the  reinstatement  of  Major 
Robert  Mobley  by  said  canton  as  presented  in  the  appeal  papers  sub¬ 
mitted.  The  appeal  of  Major  A.  J.  Moritz  from  said  action  of  said  can¬ 
ton  and  said  decision  is  hereby  sustained  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  adopting  Report  7  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  as  the  same  appears  in  Journal  of  1909, 
pages  212,  312,  which  applies  there  regularly  to  the  case  under  review. 

The  papers  in  said  case  being  somewhat  elaborate  are  not  set  out 
here  in  full,  but  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary  for  consideration  in  connection  with  the  decision.

PERMISSION  GRANTED  FOR  TRANSFER  OF  JURISDICTION. 

May  3,  1910. — Upon  petition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Exploits  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  the  Island  of  Newfoundland,  I  granted 
permission  for  said  lodge  to  transfer  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  that  of  said  Provinces  until  otherwise 
directed  by  the  former. 

June  11,  1910. — Upon  petition  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Manitoba 
and  Umisk  Encampment,  No.  4,  of  Alberta,  I  granted  permission  for 
the  latter  to  transfer  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  said  Grand  Encampment 
until  otherwise  ordered  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

Lodge  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  praying  that  jurisdiction  over  said 
island  be  transferred  to  said  Grand  Lodge  and  be  attached  to  the  latter 
for  jurisdictional  purposes  as  in  such  cases  made  and  provided  until 
such  time  as  the  Grand  Lodge  can  be  instituted  on  said  island  or  as  may 
be  directed  at  any  time  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  and  are  herewith  submitted.  Having  investigated  conditions 
existing  on  said  island  pertaining  to  the  present  and  future  welfare  of 
our  Order  thereon  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that  the  prayers  of 
said  petitioners  should  be  granted  and  I  again,  as  I  did  last  year,  ear¬ 
nestly  recommend  the  transfer  of  said  island  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  said 
Grand  Lodge,  and  Olive  Branch  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  on  said  island, 
having  been  reorganized  or  resuscitated,  I  recommend  that  it  be  at¬ 
tached  to  said  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction. 

PETITIONS  OF  LODGES  IN  MEXICO. 

During  the  past  year  I  received  the  petition  from  each  of  the  lodges 
in  the  Republic  of  Mexico  not  heretofore  attached  to  any  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  Jurisdictions,  praying  to  be  attached  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Texas 
until  such  time  as  they  could  form  a  Grand  Lodge  in  said  Republic.  I 
informed  them  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  through  its  consenting  to  assume  jurisdiction 
and  petitioning  to  have  said  lodges  attached  before  action  could  be 
taken  providing  for  transfer  of  jurisdiction  over  said  lodges.  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  said  Grand  Lodge  refused  at  its  last  session  to  grant  such 
consent  or  petition  as  required  in  such  cases.  It  seems  other  lodges 
could  be  instituted  in  Mexico  if  provision  of  some  kind  was  made  for 
introducing  our  Order  therein,  all  of  which  is  submitted  for  your  con¬ 
sideration  and  such  action,  if  any,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
interest  of  said  lodges  and  the  further  spread  of  the  Order  in  said 
Republic. 
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AUTHORIZED  INTRODUCTION  OF  ENCAMPMENT  BRANCH  INTO 

THE  NETHERLANDS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  The  Netherlands,  through  its  Grand  Master,  Bro. 
Jean  H.  Odink,  having  hy  letter  dated  April  6,  1910,  applied  for  the 
introduction  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  into  that  Juris¬ 
diction,  I  granted  permission  therefor  on  May  11,  1910,  with  authority 
for  the  Grand  Sire  of  Germany  to  confer  the  Encampment  Degrees  upon 
a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  members  to  apply  for  and  form  a 
subordinate  encampment  as  a  basis  for  the  spread  of  that  branch  in 
The  Netherlands,  for  which  I  request  approval  of  my  action. 

PROPOSED  INTRODUCTION  OF  OUR  ORDER  IN 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

In  accordance  with  and  in  obedience  to  the  resolutions  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  found  on  page  241,  Journal  of  1909,  and 
realizing  from  experience  the  futility  of  attempting  the  introduction  of 
our  Order  into  that  country  without  the  consent  of  the  Government 
thereof,  I  addressed  a  letter  under  date  of  December  30,  last,  to  Hon. 
Philander  Knox,  our  Secretary  of  State,  requesting  him  to  bring  the 
subject  matter  of  said  resolution,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclosed  to  him,  to 
the  attention  of  the  Emperor  or  proper  officials  of  Austria  through  our 
Ambassador  to  that  country  or  otherwise  as  in  his  wisdom  might  be 
best  calculated  to  secure  the  coveted  permission  or  governmental  author¬ 
ity  for  the  introduction  of  our  Order  into  that  country.  In  answer  to 
this  letter  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  replied,  under  date  of 
January  21,  last,  refusing  to  intercede  or  take  any  action  for  securing 
the  end  sought  through  said  resolution  for  the  reason  that  our  diplo¬ 
matic  representatives  abroad  are  “  limited  to  such  matters  as  involve 
their  protection  of  American  citizens  and  interests  and  the  maintenance 
and  performance  of  the  international  relations  and  duties  of  this  Gov¬ 
ernment.”  On  February  10,  last,  I  wrote  Bro.  Paul  Gerlach,  Grand  Sire 
of  Germany,  enclosing  him  a  copy  of  said  letter  and  requesting  him  to 
use  his  best  efforts  to  secure  the  permission  sought  should  he  visit 
Austria  as  then  contemplated.  Realizing  the  great  difficulty  of  intro¬ 
ducing  our  Order  into  foreign  countries,  where  church  and  state  are 
combined  or  where  special  laws  relating  to  friendly  societies  exist,  and 
successfully  maintaining  it  after  introduction  leads  me  to  believe  that 
it  is  worse  than  folly  to  attempt  such  introduction  without  permission 
of  official  authorities.  Certainly  our  Order  cannot  afford  to  establish 
lodges  anywhere  which  will  be  clearly  illegal  under  the  laws  of  the 
country  thus  invaded,  so  believing  I  submit  this  and  my  action  in  the 
premises  with  correspondence  relating  thereto  for  your  consideration 
with  the  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  the 
legal  introduction  of  our  Order  into  Austria-Hungary  and  that  you  will 
approve  my  action  taken  in  response  to  said  resolution. 

REBEKAH  BRANCH  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Under  the  head  of  condition  of  the  Order  herein,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  the  net  increase  in  the  number  of  sisters  during  the  past  year  to 
December  31,  last,  has  increased  our  Sisterhood  to  418,335,  which  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  very  creditable  showing  and  clearly  demonstrates  what  can  be 
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accomplished  where  enthusiasm  and  pride  in  the  work  and  teachings  of 
our  Order  are  the  rule  and  not  the  exception. 

I  was  enabled  to  meet  with  a  number  of  Rebekah  lodges  and  nine 
Rebekah  Assemblies  in  all  of  which  I  found  the  business  of  the  meetings 
conducted  in  a  splendid  manner  where  the  law,  work,  and  business 
was  strictly  adhered  to,  which-  deservedly  entitles  them  to  the  commen¬ 
dation  of  all  members  of  the  Order;  and  when  we  consider  the  fact  that 
they  have  provided  ways  and  means  for  aiding  materially  in  a  pecuniary 
way  as  well  as  socially  in  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  our  homes, 
in  my  opinion  they  should  receive  some  fitting  recognition  on  our  part 
for  their  devotion  to  the  great  cause  of  humanitarian  work  for  which 
they  have  so  nobly  and  worthily  exemplified  their  great  ability  as  co¬ 
laborers  with  us  in  the  wide  field  which  Odd  Fellowship  has  assumed  to 
cover.  For  their  kind  treatment  and  many  courtesies  so  lavishly  ex¬ 
tended  to  me  on  all  occasions  I  here  place  on  record  an  expression  of 
my  thanks  and  great  appreciation  which  I  hope  will  be  received  and 
remembered  as  a  slight  token  of  my  esteem,  admiration,  and  tribute  to 
the  unselfish  labor  of  the  devoted  sisters  whom  I  have  met  in  the  many 
Grand  Jurisdictions  visited. 

ENCAMPMENT  BRANCH. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  tabulated  statistics  heretofore  pre¬ 
sented  in  this  report,  the  net  increase  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  for 
1909  is  only  1308.  To  my  mind  this  indicates  great  apathy  among 
encampment  members,  especially  in  Jurisdictions  where  that  branch  is 
weak  or  where  an  encampment  has  to  depend  upon  one  or  two  weak 
lodges  for  increasing  its  membership.  A  number  of  causes  exist,  some 
of  which  in  my  opinion  have  always  existed,  which  have  a  bearing  upon 
the  failure  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  to  keep  pace  with  the  subordinate 
lodge  and  Rebekah  branches  in  increase  of  membership.  I  am  inclined 
to  the  belief  that  every  Grand  Representative,  unless  it  may  be  those 
from  very  strong  encampment  Jurisdictions,  is  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  many  subordinate  encampments  are  simply  on  paper  and  not  in 
condition  to  aid  in  any  way  in  the  work  of  that  branch  and  its  increase. 
It,  therefore,  seems  to  me  some  provision  should  be  made  or  action  taken 
as  preliminary  at  least  to  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  various  causes 
responsible  for  existing  conditions.  There  certainly  must  be  a  remedy 
in  all  cases  of  weak  encampments  and  those  where  apathy  has  taken 
possession  of  the  members  and  it  seems  to  me  it  should  be  found  and 
applied  in  strong  doses,  or  if  no  direct  remedy  exists  it  seems  other 
plans  should  be  evolved  to  create  a  change  in  present  conditions  con¬ 
nected  with  this  branch  of  the  Order.  This  is  submitted  to  draw  special 
attention  to  this  question,  believing  that  it  requires  close  consideration 
and  will  eventually  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  some  manner  insuring  much 
better  results  than  appear  at  the  present  time. 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT. 

From  the  report  of  the  General  Commanding  the  net  increase  in  this 
branch  of  the  Order  during  past  Militant  year  is  2215,  being  greater  than 
in  any  former  year,  or  at  least  during  recent  years,  all  of  which  more 
fully  appears  in  said  report  to  which  your  attention  is  directed.  As 
the  increase  and  success  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  depends  in  great 
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measure,  if  not  altogether,  upon  the  net  increase  of  the  Encampment 
branch  and  as  it  seems  impossible  to  increase  encampment  membership 
rapidly,  with  all  seeming  advantages  in  its  favor  as  at  present  organized, 
the  question  arises  as  to  what  action,  if  any,  can  be  taken  to  change 
conditions  for  the  better.  Every  Representative  no  doubt  has  at  some 
period  in  his  career  as  an  Odd  Fellow  realized  that  some  change  in 
encampment  organization  is  necessary  if  it  and  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
branch  are  to  become  strong  in  numbers  like  the  subordinate  and  Re- 
bekah  branches,  and  it  seems  to  me  have  about  reached  a  critical  stage 
in  the  relationship  which  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  bears  to  the 
subordinate  organization.  It  is  self-evident  that  the  Militant  branch 
is  not  increasing  at  it  should  and  if  we  are  ever  to  have  an  army  really 
worthy  the  name,  radical  changes  will  have  to  be  made  to  secure  that 
desirable  object,  ever  keeping  in  view  the  fact  that  the  subordinate  lodge 
branch  shall  at  all  times  be  protected  from  any  encroachment  whatever 
and  be  recognized  at  all  times  now  and  in  the  future  as  the  great  factor 
and  ruling  power  in  our  Order,  for  in  my  opinion  when  the  time  comes, 
if  it  ever  does,  that  either  of  the  other  branches  or  officials  thereof 
attempt  to  encroach  upon  the  powers  inherent  in  the  subordinate  lodge 
branch  or  to  handicap  it  or  this  Grand  Body  or  its  machinery  in  any 
way,  decisive  and  no  uncertain  action  should  be  taken  at  once. 

The  report  of  the  General  Commanding  is  attached  herewith,  as  Ex¬ 
hibit  A. 


HOMES  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Having  visited  several  of  our  homes,  as  reported  elsewhere  in  this 
report,  I  am  more  than  ever  confirmed  in  the  belief  that  for  results 
nothing  has  ever  been  accomplished  by  our  Grand  Jurisdictions  begin¬ 
ning  to  compare  with  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  our  homes,  which 
stand  forth  as  landmarks  of  the  great,  magnificent  work  already  accom¬ 
plished  for  the  helpless  and  distressed  and  as  reminders  that  every 
Jurisdiction  will  in  due  time  be  prepared  to  respond  in  like  manner.  I 
do  not  believe  any  member  of  the  Order,  whose  heart  is  in  the  work,  who 
visits  one  of  our  homes,  as  all  should  do  where  opportunity  occurs,  can 
come  away  without  feeling  better  for  the  visit  and  that  his  contribu¬ 
tions  great  or  small  have  been  extended  in  aid  of  a  grand  and  noble 
cause. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGES  OF  INDIAN 
TERRITORY  AND  OKLAHOMA. 

When  the  political  divisions  composed  of  Indian  and  Oklahoma  Ter¬ 
ritories  were  consolidated  by  act  of  Congress  to  form  the  State  of  OKla- 
homa,  it  raised  the  question  of  the  status  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  of  said  Territories,  which  the  Representatives  and  membership  of 
both  seemed  to  realize  should  be  settled  without  any  great  delay  and 
they,  therefore,  requested  that  time  should  be  granted  to  enable  them 
to  jointly  consider  and  agree  upon  terms  or  articles  of  consolidation, 
which  has  resulted  in  a  selection  of  a  Board  or  Commission  by  each 
that  agreed  upon  and  reported  a  series  of  such  articles  recommending 
consolidation  thereunder  which  has  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
members  or  lodges  of  both  Jurisdictions  for  ratification  or  rejection. 
Realizing  the  many  difficulties  and  environment  especially  peculiar  to 
said  Jurisdictions  under  which  our  brethren  therein  have  labored  in 
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agreeing  upon  such  terms  as  would  be  right  and  just  to  each,  in  my 
opinion  calls  for  great  commendation  for  their  efforts  to  unite  their 
conflicting  interests  and  agree  upon'  terms  of  consolidation,  the  latter 
of  which  let  us  hope  will,  as  I  believe,  be  consummated  at  an  early  date 
without  this  Grand  Lodge  having  to  adopt  any  direct  measures  provid¬ 
ing  for  requiring  and  effecting  such  consolidation. 

VISITATIONS  AND  HOMES. 

Whilst  officiating  as  Acting  Grand  Sire  and  during  the  past  year  as 
Grand  Sire  I  have  visited  twenty-four  Grand  Jurisdictions  officially,  in 
several  of  which  I  attended  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
Encampment,  and  Rebekah  Assembly.  In  addition  thereto  I  also  visited 
fifty-two  subordinate  lodges,  sixteen  Rebekah  lodges,  and  five  subord¬ 
inate  encampments.  I  was  received  everywhere  with  great  cordiality 
and  with  every  evidence  of  loyalty  to  the  Order,  devotion  to  its  princi¬ 
ples,  and  respect  for  the  office  which  for  the  time  being  I  was  the 
incumbent.  Will  ever  remember  with  great  pleasure  the  love  and 
esteem  displayed  by  the  membership  in  all  cases.  One  trip  occupied  an 
even  month,  two  were  of  three  weeks’  duration  each.  The  last  one 
occupied  two  weeks,  whilst  others  took  from  ten  to  fifteen  days  to  make 
the  rounds  and  no  time  was  lost,  with  little  or  no  time  for  rest.  About 
one  hundred  and  twenty  addresses  and  talks,  mainly  along  practical 
lines,  were  required,  which  to  all  appearances  were  received  with 
enthusiasm  and  assurances,  that  coupled  with  my  presence  as  the 
executive  head  of  the  Order  they  were  greatly  appreciated  and  would 
be  of  great  material  benefit  to  the  Order  in  many  ways,  which  I  hope 
will  be  the  case.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Orphans’  Homes  at 
Portland,  Oregon;  Corsicana,  Texas;  and  Liberty,  Missouri,  the  latter 
being  located  six  miles  from  my  birthplace,  where  I  met  a  few  of  my 
boyhood  friends  and  many  of  the  descendants  of  others  of  the  long  ago. 

It  was  a  great  gathering  of  the  men,  women,  and  children  of  the 
county  to  extend  to  me,  as  one  of  its  sons,  the  greeting  and  hospitality 
for  which  they  are  famous  and  to  honor  the  position  of  Grand  Sire  by 
their  presence  and  enthusiasm.  Bros.  L.  J.  Eastin,  Ollie  Gentry,  and 
Grand  Master  Bird,  aided  by  Sister  Sullivan  and  other  Rebekahs,  were 
the  leading  spirits  in  providing  for  and  making  it  a  successful  meeting 
to  be  remembered  with  pleasure  and  delight  by  all  who  participated  as 
long  as  time  shall  last.  I  found  conditions  excellent  in  each  home,  the 
children  and  old  folks  in  each  were  tidy,  healthy,  and  happy  and  con¬ 
ditions  greatly  impressed  and  confirmed  me  in  the  opinion  that  if  our 
Order  had  never  accomplished  any  other  great  deed,  the  erection  of  our 
homes  entitles  it  to  the  commendation  of  all  the  men  and  women  of  our 
land.  Of  all  the  days  spent  on  my  trips  the  most  strenuous  and  hap¬ 
piest  was  with  our  children  at  Corsicana,  Texas.  From  early  morning 
until  ten  at  night  it  was  one  round  after  another  of  excitement,  sight¬ 
seeing,  examination  of  the  plant,  schools,  and  a  happy  time  with  the 
children  after  school  hours.  Texas  certainly  has  a  fine  home  and  its 
membership  is  entitled  to  great  credit  for  its  buildings  and  maintenance 
of  the  large  family  of  children  congregated  therein.  It  is  also  a  pleas¬ 
ure  to  report  that  whilst  the  home  at  Portland  is  not  as  large  as  the 
others  I  found  conditions  excellent  and  the  members  of  the  family,  both 
old  and  young,  healthy,  contented,  and  happy.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  conditions  existing  at  the  home  in  Missouri,  which  is  also  a  fine 
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institution,  but  not  as  large  as  the  one  in  Texas.  The  home  visits  and 
kindness  extended  to  me  by  all  connected  therewith  and  by  those  who 
accompanied  me  in  each  case  will  ever  be  remembered  with  great  appre¬ 
ciation  and  as  marking  another  lively,  exciting,  and  pleasant  episode 
in  a  long  and  eventful  career.  May  the  Great  Supreme  Ruler  of  the 
Universe  ever  be  kind  and  merciful  to  everybody  engaged  in  making 
ways  pleasant  for  me  during  my  visits  and  may  prosperity  attend  them 
in  all  their  undertakings. 

PROPOSED  INTRODUCTION  OP  THE  ORDER  INTO 

GREAT  BRITAIN. 

At  the  1908  session,  Report  139,  from  the  Committee  on  International 
Relations,  recommended  that  the  incoming  Grand  Sire  take  such  steps 
within  his  discretion  as  might  be  necessary  to  introduce  our  Order  into 
Great  Britain  and  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  commissioner  for  that 
purpose.  Directly  thereafter  the  Grand  Sire,  Brother  Nolen,  received 
an  application  for  such  appointment  which  he  refused  to  make.  During 
the  time  I  was  Acting  Grand  Sire  I  received  several  applications  for  the 
place,  which  I  refused  to  entertain  for  several  reasons,  among  them  that 
said  report  nor  the  resolution  on  which  it  was  based,  carried  an  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  purpose.  The  last  applicant,  Bro.  Herbert  C.  Caines,  of 
Australasia,  visited  England  last  year  on  business  and  undertook  to 
initiate  a  movement  for  organizing  a  lodge  in  London.  Having  good 
reason  to  believe  that  the  laws  of  Parliament  had  great  bearing  regard¬ 
ing  the  organization  of  societies  and  their  supervision,  I  requested  him 
to  send  me  such  laws  as  referred  thereto,  which  he  kindly  did,  wherein 
I  very  soon  discovered  that  to  have  any  legal  rights  or  be  legally  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  society,  it  would  be  necessary  to  register  and  have  all  busi¬ 
ness  and  financial  affairs  examined,  supervised,  and  controlled  by  one 
of  the  Crown  Registrars  and  our  Order  would  have  to  change  its  name 
in  that  country  to  be  registered.  It  may  be  true  that  lodges  of  our  Order 
can  be  organized  without  registering,  but  it  is  equally  true  that  they  will 
be  constantly  under  police  supervision  and  control,  the  same  as  anarch¬ 
ist  and  other  illegal  organizations,  which,  it  would  seem,  accounts  for 
past  failures  of  our  lodges  which  were  instituted  in  Great  Britain,  all 
ceasing  to  exist  in  a  short  time.  Aside  from  all  this,  however,  other 
potent  reasons  exist  why  no  attempt,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  made 
to  introduce  the  Order  into  that  country,  among  which  may  be  men¬ 
tioned  the  certain  opposition  of  two  strong  Society  Insurance  Corpora¬ 
tions  and  the  expense  attached  to  the  undertaking,  both  of  which  it 
seems  should  be  well  considered  now  and  at  all  times  in  the  future  from 
a  business  standpoint  before  undertaking  a  movement  of  doubtful  re¬ 
sults  at  best.  Sentiment  has  been  and  may  be  continued  to  be  urged  as 
paramount  to  all  other  considerations,  but  when  confronted  in  this  as 
in  all  matters  from  a  sound  common  sense  view  of  the  subject  under 
consideration  and  by  cold  facts  and  figures  to  the  contrary  should,  in 
my  opinion,  have  very  little  weight  in  determining  this  or  any  other 
question.  Certainly  no  successful  business  man  or  corporation  engages 
in  any  enterprise  without  first  investigating  the  question  of  cost  and  it, 
therefore,  seems  to  me'that  before  this  Grand  Body  ever  enters  upon  the 
attempt  to  establish  our  Order  in  Great  Britain  the  matter  of  all  con¬ 
templated  expense,  salary  of  a  commissioner,  and  other  things  of  vital 
importance  should  be  well  considered  and  settled,  otherwise,  when  too 
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late,  it  may  be  discovered  that  a  great  mistake  has  been  made.  Neither 
do  I  believe  it  is  good  policy  to  provide  an  official  position  for  a  junket¬ 
ing  trip  of  possibly  short  duration  when  years  of  steady  work  will  be 
required  to  accomplish  anything  permanent.  I,  therefore,  recommend 
that  no  commissioner  shall  be  appointed,  under  the  provisions  of  said 
report. 

THE  REGALIA  QUESTION. 

For  several  years  past,  complaints  have  been  presented  that  com¬ 
panies  engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  regalia  and  parapher¬ 
nalia  of  our  Order  have  not  confined  themselves  altogether  to  advertis¬ 
ing  such  goods  as  have  been  provided  for  under  our  laws,  and  believing 
they  would  cease  such  advertising  upon  attention  being  directed  thereto, 
I  commenced  an  investigation  of  the  subject  directly  after  our  last  ses¬ 
sion  by  requesting  their  latest  catalogues  and  other  advertising  me¬ 
diums,  which  nearly  all  of  them  forwarded  to  me  at  once.  Upon  ex¬ 
amination  I  found  several  items  clearly  not  provided  for  under  our 
laws.  Their  attention  being  called  thereto,  the  same  were  discontinued, 
and  assurances  given  that  they  would  not  appear  in  future  editions  of 
the  catalogues  and  other  advertising  matter.  In  the  correspondence 
which  ensued  my  attention  was  directed  to  the  fact  that  whilst  regular 
regalia  companies  were  willing  and  anxious  to  conform  to  all  reason¬ 
able  requirements  imposed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  such  would 
not  entirely  remedy  the  evil  and  manufacturing,  advertising,  and  sale 
of  prohibited  goods,  ostensibly  pertaining  to  our  Order,  for  the  reason 
that  a  few  men  and  companies  engaged  therein  were  not  bound  in  any 
way  through  membership  or  otherwise  to  discontinue  such  illegal  work. 

Futher  report  on  this  subject  will  be  submitted  in  secret  session,  to 
which  your  special  attention  is  now  called. 

Such  being  the  case,  it  seems  to  me  that  an  examination  of  the  cata¬ 
logues  of  all  regular  regalia  companies,  many  members  of  which  are 
Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  should  be  made  to  ascertain  what,  if  any, 
objectionable  paraphernalia  and  advertising  appears  therein  to  the  end 
that  the  same  may  be  eliminated  as  correspondence  with  said  company 
indicates  it  will  be,  thus  uniformity  can  and  will  no  doubt  be  secured 
in  the  manufacture  of  regalia  and  paraphernalia,  recognized  by  our  laws 
and  advertising  the  same  and  in  the  sale  thereof  to  our  membership. 

With  this  in  view,  I  recommend  such  legislation  through  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  or  the  report  of  a  committee  as  will  accomplish  the  pur¬ 
pose  indicated.  I  further  recommend  that  such  legislation  be  adopted 
as  will  prohibit  the  purchase  from  any  person  or  company  by  our  lodges 
or  members  thereof  of  any  regalia,  paraphernalia,  or  other  society 
goods  not  clearly  authorized  as  legal  and  absolutely  required  by  our 
work,  and  that  a  penalty  be  attached  in  all  cases  where  such  a  purchase 
is  made.  I  further  recommend  that  our  laws  as  digested  in  Sections 
1841  and  2245  of  Busbee’s  Digest  be  so  amended  as  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  our  lodge-rooms  by  any  organization  composed  wholly  or  mainly  of 
members  of  our  Order,  which  claims  to  be  independent  of  and  not 
obedient  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  which  is  not  recognized 
thereby  as  forming  any  part  of  our  organization  in  which  shall  be 
included  the  conferring  of  any  so-called  side  degree  in  said  lodge-rooms, 
even  to  the  extent  of  arresting  charters  of  lodges  for  disobeying  our 
laws  thus  adopted. 
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All  catalogues  and  correspondence  connected  with  the  subject  matter 
hereof  are  submitted  herewith  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
and  expedient. 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIUM  QUESTION. 

Soon  after  our  last  session,  and  on  my  way  home  from  visiting  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  I  stopped  off  at  Colorado  Springs  and  visited 
the  Sanatorium  of  the  Modern  Woodmen,  where  I  was  shown  every 
courtesy  and  given  the  opportunity  to  examine  everything  connected 
therewith,  including  the  method  of  treatment,  sanitary  conditions,  and 
the  appearance  and  condition  for  the  betterment  of  those  under  treat¬ 
ment  and  of  others  who  were  seemingly  cured  and  working  about  the 
place.  I  also  visited  the  Union  Printers’  Home,  where  I  found  similar 
conditions  existing,  so  far  as  the  sanatorium  is  concerned,  all  of  which, 
in  connection  with  some  knowledge  of  the  disease  and  its  management 
acquired  through  reading  and  study,  caused  me  become  a  convert  to 
the  tent-cottage  system  now  generally  in  use  for  patients  troubled  with 
tuberculosis.  The  question  of  the  cost  of  said  system,  with  expense  of 
maintenance  of  patients  and  all  statistical  facts  and  figures  connected 
therewith,  and  with  other  systems,  will  no  doubt  appear  in  the  report 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  Sanatorium.  Without  going  into  details 
regarding  feasibility  of  establishing  such  a  sanatorium  or  suggesting 
any  plan  for  raising  the  money  therefor,  it  seems  to  me  that  our  Order 
cannot  afford  to  delay  engaging  in  the  work  until  one  society  after  an¬ 
other  has  followed  the  example  of  the  Modern  Woodmen,  and  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  lessened  our  Order’s  prestige  with  the  people  who 
are  critically  judging  as  never  before  as  to  whether  or  not  an  Order  is 
living  up  to  its  professions  so  often  proclaimed  in  public  and  otherwise. 
Seemingly  the  great  unequal  burden  of  weekly  and  attentive  benefits 
which  the  members  in  a  few  localities  have  been  for  many  years  and  are 
now  bearing  where  sojourners  in  their  midst  are  and  have  been  afflicted 
with  lung  trouble,  should  have  weight  with  every  Grand  Jurisdiction 
and  its  Representatives  for  the  reason  that  such  a  sanatorium  is  in  great 
part  a  remedy  for  removing  such  burden  and  inequality  without  adding 
appreciably  in  amount  to  the  question  of  taxation  per  capita  anywhere. 
It  would  also  be  the  means,  in  my  opinion,  of  greatly  lessening  the 
many  disagreements,  strife,  and  discord,  often  arising  between  lodges 
in  the  case  of  sojourners.  The  argument  against  the  proposition  seems 
to  be  mainly  of  a  financial  character,  while  the  fact  seems  to  have  been 
lost  sight  of  that  it  will  be  much  cheaper  for  lodges  to  contribute  as  a 
whole  than  to  separately  care  for  the  thousands  of  our  members  which 
are  and  may  hereafter  become  afflicted  with  the  dread  disease,  ending 
fatally  in  every  case,  in  most  localities,  thereby  adding  additional  bur¬ 
dens  to  the  individual  lodge,  in  every  case,  whilst  the  treatment  in  the 
sanatorium  would  restore  them  to  their  lodges  and  families  no  longer 
burdens  upon  either,  but  physically  qualified  to  resume  their  places  as 
business  men  or  wage-earners.  Thus  our  Order  as  a  whole  would  be¬ 
come  an  important  factor  in  relieving  the  great  distress  endured  by 
those  afflicted,  whilst  lessening  the  real  and  ever-present  danger  of  con¬ 
tracting  the  disease  through  contact  or  close  association  with  them, 
and  materially  aiding  in  the  great  humane  struggle  of  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession  and  others  in  staying  and  stamping  out  this  greatest  of  all 
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plagues  and  most  dangerous  menace  to  the  future  safety  and  well-being 
of  our  country.  ' 

Believing  that  our  Order  will  eventually  demand  such  a  sanatorium, 
if  not  undertaken  now,  it  seems  to  me  we  should  not  hesitate  to  provide 
therefor  and  I  heartily  favor  such  action  at  this  session  as  will  insure 
the  inauguration  of  plans  insuring  the  early  completion  of  a  sanatorium 
wherein  patients  may  receive  attention  and  treatment  to  the  great  and 
everlasting  honor  and  fame  of  our  Order. 

THE  ORIENTAL  ORDER  OF  HUMILITY  AND  PERFECTION,  THE 
IMPERIAL  ORDER  OF  MUSCOVITES,  THE  IMPROVED  ORDER 
OF  MUSCOVITES,  THE  GRAND  AND  NOBLE  ORDER  OF  BUT¬ 
TON  BUSTERS,  THE  LADIES  MILITANT,  AND  THE  ALETHES 
FRATERNITY. 

It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  few  of  the  members  of  the 
first  three  orders  named  above  feel,  or  pretend  to  feel,  greatly  aggrieved 
at  my  action  as  hereinafter  outlined,  and  all  being  Odd  Fellows,  they 
intend  to  present  their  claims  openly  or  by  the  gum-shoe  route  to  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Body,  claiming  that  I  have  ignorantly  and  with¬ 
out  investigation  declared  them  to  be  illegal  orders  so  far  as  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  is  concerned,  and  that  no  member  of  the  Order  may  be  deceived 
by  the  smooth  claim  which  has  been  made  that  membership  in  said 
orders  is  not  confined  solely  or  mainly  to  Odd  Fellows,  and  that  nothing 
appears  in  any  of  their  laws,  applications  for  membership,  or  any  other 
literature  showing  who  shall  or  shall  not  join  either  of  said  orders,  I 
present  the  following  statement  of  facts,  which  I  have,  through  very 
careful  and  thorough  investigation,  developed.  That  there  may  be  no 
mistake,  will  say  that  I  did  not  commence  said  investigation  on  my  own 
motion,  but  was  compelled  to  take  notice  officially  of  said  Oriental 
Order  of  Humility  and  Perfection,  that  I  never  heard  of  until  my 
attention  was  called  thereto,  early  last  year  through  a  letter  from 
a  prominent  Odd  Fellow  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  which  he  stated  that 
he  had  not  joined  said  order,  but  understood  it  accepted  no  man  as  a 
member  unless  he  was  an  Odd  Fellow  and  that  our  members  were  join¬ 
ing  it  in  great  numbers,  and  on  such  a  statement  of  facts  he  wanted  a 
decision  as  to  whether  or  not  it  was  an  order  a  member  of  our  Order 
could  safely  join.  I  informed  him  that  if  he  would  have  said  statement 
and  question  submitted  through  the  proper  legal  channel  I  would  decide 
it  at  once.  At  the  same  time  referred  him  to  the  law  on  the  subject  as 
reaffirmed  in  Report  81  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  Journal 
of  1908,  page  693.  A  few  days  thereafter  I  received  a  daily  newspaper 
in  which  the  Grand  Master  was  abused  for  his  action  in  enforcing  said 
law  and  in  which  it  was  stated  that  a  monster  petition  would  shortly 
be  sent  to  me  to  remove  the  Grand  Master,  and  if  I  refused  to  do  so 
many  Odd  Fellows  would  secede  and  start  another  independent  branch 
of  our  Order.  Then  for  the  first  time  I  heard  from  the  Grand  Master, 
who  wanted  to  be  heard,  which  I  informed  him  was  not  necessary. 
Such  conduct  and  insubordination  compelled  the  issuing  of  the  Procla¬ 
mation  of  April  12,  1909.  See  Journal,  page  17.  Other  action  on  the 
part  of  a  few  Odd  Fellows,  who  were  members  of  said  order,  brought 
great  scandal  on  Odd  Fellowship  in  Michigan,  which  is  not  necessary 
to  present  here,  as  the  same  is  a  matter  of  record  in  the  proceedings  of 
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the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  Michigan  and  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  for  1909,  in  all  of  which  the  Grand  Master  was 
sustained.  The  Grand  Monarchos,  or  head  of  said  order,  also  wanted  a 
decision.  I  called  his  attention  to  the  law  and  stated  that  he  certainly 
knew  whether  or  not  it  was  accepting  members  of  all  societies  and  citi¬ 
zens  generally  or  relying  upon  Odd  Fellows  altogether,  or  nearly  so, 
for  its  membership.  If  the  latter,  it  was  in  my  opinion  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  basing  its  membership  upon  and  attempting  to  build  itself 
up  on  our  Order,  instead  of  standing  on  its  own  foundation  like  all 
other  lawful  societies  which,  like  our  Order,  seek  to  secure  good  men  as 
members  who  belong  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and 
all  such  orders,  each  of  which  have  the  right  to  accept  and  in  which 
any  Odd  Fellow  has  the  clear,  undoubted,  and  legal  right,  under  our 
laws,  to  become  a  member  because  they  have  not  and  are  not  directly, 
indirectly,  or  evasively  accepting  none  but  Odd  Fellows  as  members. 

During  the  trouble  in  Detroit,  the  end  of  which  has  not  been  reached, 
it  was  claimed  that  the  charter  issued  by  said  order  had  been  returned, 
and  I  am  informed  that  it  has  been  proclaimed  from  the  housetops  that 
any  man  otherwise  qualified  can  and  should  hereafter  be  accepted  and 
without  any  change  whatever,  in  my  opinion,  in  the  make-up  of  its 
membership  it  has  invaded  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  New  York,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  possibly  others,  and  notwithstanding  my  proclamation  on 
the  subject.  Odd  Fellows  are  in  large  numbers  becoming  members 
thereof,  showing  conclusively  that  our  Order  remains  its  basis  for 
membership.  This  is  in  marked  contrast  to  the  action  of  the  Imperial 
Czar  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Muscovites,  who  immediately  upon  re¬ 
ceipt  of  said  proclamation  issued  his  edict  disbanding  said  order,  whilst 
the  Imperial  Order  of  Muscovites  has  seemingly  ceased  operations.  The 
outcome  of  all  this,  however,  depends  upon  whether  or  not  my  action  is 
sustained. 

Directly  after  the  trouble  in  Detroit  my  attention  was  called  to  the 
Imperial  Order  of  Muscovites,  which  I  had  forgotten  and  supposed  had 
ceased  to  exist,  but  upon  investigation  found  that  it  had  established 
Kremlins  in  several  of  our  Western  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  then  the 
Supreme- Kremlin  died.  After  the  Denver  session  an  attempt  to  resur¬ 
rect  the  defunct  body  was  made,  when  a  split  occurred,  resulting  in  two 
branches,  one  retaining  the  name  “  Imperial  ”  and  the  other  adopting 
the  name  “  Improved.”  Upon  investigation  I  was  confronted  with  ver¬ 
bal  and  written  statements  and  claims  as  follows: 

That  all  three  of  said  orders  were  of  the  same  character,  being  or¬ 
ganized  to  create  fun  for  our  members  and  to  each  occupy  the  same 
position  to  our  Order  that  the  “  Mystic  Shrine  ”  is  supposed  to  hold  to 
Masonry. 

That  each  had  a  Supreme  Body  and  a  Supreme  Officer  similar  to  our 
Order. 

That  each  claimed  to  be  absolutely  independent  of  each  other,  of  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  not  obedient  to  its  laws  or  in  any  other 
way. 

That  there  was  nothing  in  their  laws,  blanks,  papers,  or  records 
designating  who  could  or  could  not  become  members  of  either.  That 
Odd  Fellows  only  were  or  would  be  accepted  by  either,  such  being  an 
unwritten  law  and  tacitly  understood  by  all  members. 
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Well  remembering  the  Patriarchal  Circle  trouble  of  three  years’  dura¬ 
tion  and  the  laws  adopted  relating  thereto,  there  was  little  or  no  diffi¬ 
culty  in  arriving  at  the  fact  that  the  originators  and-  organizers  of  said 
orders,  being  well  aware  of  said  laws,  had  clearly  attempted  to  evade 
them  by  not  going  on  record  in  any  way  regarding  membership,  whilst 
having  a  well-understood  unwritten  law  that  the  application  of  no  man 
not  an  Odd  Fellow  should  be  secured  and  presented  by  any  member 
under  any  circumstances.  This,  in  my  opinion,  was  evasion  of  our  laws 
with  a  vengeance  and  such  as  would  not  be  sustained  -in  any  civil  or 
criminal  action  by  any  court  of  our  country.  If  such  evasion  of  law  is 
not  basing  membership  in  said  orders  on  our  Order,  then  the  door  is 
open  for  hundreds  of  such  and  similar  organizations  which  can  and  no 
doubt  will  be  ushered  into  existence  by  grafters,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
organizer  of  said  Button  Buster  Order,  recently  launched  for  the  benefit 
of  confiding  Odd  Fellows,  who,  however,  suddenly  came  to  grief  through 
a  Grand  Master  having  the  law  executed  in  his  case,  and  if  our  mem¬ 
bers  in  any  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction  are  permitted  to  join  an  order 
which  it  is  not  reasonable  to  believe  has  in  one  short  year  ceased  to  rely 
altogether  or  nearly  so  upon  our  Order  for  its  membership  and  for  its 
meeting  places,  free  of  rent,  then  both  branches  of  the  Muscovites,  the 
Button  Busters,  and  all  other  orders  built  along  the  same  or  other  lines 
which  may  from  time  to  time  he  organized,  should  be  permitted  to  live 
and  thrive  upon  our  Order,  as  it  is  not  just  and  fair  to  make  an  exception 
in  favor  of  any  one  of  them,  and  we  should  open  the  door  to  and  wel¬ 
come  all  alike. 

I  have  been  assured  in  writing  that  there  was  no  danger  that  said 
orders  would  ever  attempt  to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  that  their  members  were  good  loyal  Odd  Fellows  who 
would  never  do  anything  of  that  kind,  to  which  I  have  and  now  reply 
that  history  repeats  itself  and  no  matter  how  loyal  they  may  be,  which 
I  have  not  doubted,  they  cannot  give  any  guarantee  that  when  either  of 
them  has  invaded  and  secured  a  safe  footing  in  each  of  our  Grand 
Jurisdictions  there  will  be  no  friction  between  them  and  between  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  lodges  who  join  them.  As  to  such  interference,  we  only  have 
to  refer  to  the  members  of  the  Patriarchal  Circle,  who  also  claimed  to 
be  absolutely  loyal  to  Odd  Fellowship,  but  signally  failed  to  prevent  the 
man  at  its  head  from  attempting  to  control  our  organization  and  its 
legislation  and  that,  too,  before  it  had  gained  any  strength  outside  of 
one  or  two  Jurisdictions.  It,  therefore,  seems  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
now  provide  against  such  a  contingency  while  very  little  or  no  damage 
can  result  and  not  wait  until  it  is  confronted  with  disastrous  conditions, 
owing  to  numberless  organizations,  each  having  a  supreme  executive 
and  legislative  head  and  composed  of  Odd  Fellows  only  or  with  just 
enough  added  thereto  from  time  to  time  who  are  not  our  members  to 
perpetrate  a  fraud  upon  or  evade  our  laws.  It  must  be  self-evident  to 
every  member  who  has  the  good  of  our  Order  at  heart,  who  is  not 
laboring  under  a  mid-summer  night’s  dream,  who  takes  time  to  think, 
and  who  has  not  fixed  his  eyes  upon  some  scheme  of  graft  connected 
with  this  question  whereby  he  expects  to  profit,  that  no  two  or  more 
orders,  each  having  a  supreme  head  over  the  whole  fraternity,  or  com¬ 
posed  altogether  or  mainly  of  the  same  people,  can  safely  exist  side  by 
side  without  more  or  less  friction  and  eventual  death  of  all  of  them 
save  one. 
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As  to  evidence  that  some,  if  not  all  three  of  said  orders,  originally  and 
within  the  past  year  claimed,  and  no  doubt  now  claim,  they  had  the 
right  to  accept  none  but  Odd  Fellows  as  members  and  did  not  really 
accept  any  others,  I  only  have  to  refer  to  their  statements  contained  in 
correspondence  and  in  our  records  and  otherwise  which  brought  them 
clearly  within  the  provision  of  said  law  for  evasively  basing  their  mem¬ 
bership  on  our  Order. 

Referring  to  the  Ladies  Militant,  Report  81,  Journal  of  1908,  page  693, 
was  called  forth  through  that  organization,  which  to  its  credit,  in  one 
way,  at  least,  be  it  said  that  it  came  out  in  the  open  without  any 
attempt  at  evasion,  and  so  far  as  I  have  direct  information,  disbanded 
everywhere.  It  has  been  rumored,  however,  that  it  is  simply  sleeping, 
with  a  wakeful  hour  now  and  then  in  one  or  two  localities,  which  it 
seems  to  me  should  be  thoroughly  investigated. 

I  herewith  submit  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  The  Alethes  Frater¬ 
nity,  another  new  candidate  for  honors  as  an  order,  or  Odd  Fellows’ 
club,  in  all  the  male  colleges,  academies,  etc.,  of  our  country,  in  which 
a  charter  would  be  accepted.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  such  seats  of 
learning  so  far  removed  from  lodge-rooms  that  students,  professors,  and 
others  who  are  Odd  Fellows  cannot  reach  the  same  in  a  few  minutes  by 
street  car,  automobile,  or  flying  machine,  and  by  their  presence  and 
otherwise  materially  aid  the.  lodge  members  in  the  work  and  business 
of  their  meetings  which  it  seems  they  should  be  pleased  to  do  without 
shirking  their  duty,  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  law  preventing  members 
in  colleges  or  elsewhere  from  conversing  about  our  Order  and  improv¬ 
ing  themselves  by  practicing  its  principles  therein  without  resorting  to 
organizing  a  society  or  chartered  club. 

The  latest  candidate  for  the  favor  of  our  members)  is  The  Grand  and 
Noble  Order  of  Button  Busters,  which  has  very  recently  appeared  upon 
the  scene  to  contest  with  the  others  for  first  place  as  an  annex  to  our 
Order,  providing  it  with  circus  performances  and  side-show  attach¬ 
ments,  in  face  of  the  fact  that  seventy  years  have  been  occupied  in 
eliminating  such  from  our  work  and  lodge-rooms.  It  has  also  been 
intimated  that  one  or  more  rituals  for  a  so-called  side  degree  have  been 
prepared  by  grafters  and  furnished  a  large  number  of  our  lodges  or 
members  thereof  with  paraphernalia  of  a  ridiculous  character,  sold  them 
for  good  coin  of  the  realm,  which  with  the  fees  collected  by  said  orders 
and  their  expenses  could  have  been  much  better  used  in  materially  aid¬ 
ing  in  the  erection  of  homes  and  sanatoriums  and  their  maintenance 
and  would  have  been  much  more  in  keeping  with  our  teachings.  And 
there  may  be,  and  no  doubt  are,  other  orders  in  process  of  formation 
ready  to  begin  business  among  our  members  as  soon  as  those  herein 
mentioned  are  licensed  to  spread  themselves  in  all  of  our  Jurisdictions. 

The  argument  or  statement  presented  in  letters  I  have  received  that 
as  everything  of  a  funny  or  ludicrous  character  has  been  eliminated 
from  our  Subordinate  Lodge  Ritual,  members  needed  some  relaxation 
therefrom  and,  therefore,  said  orders  were  necessary  auxiliaries  to  Odd 
Fellowship,  where  Odd  Fellows  only  could  revel  in  our  lodge-rooms  to 
their  hearts  content  in  all  all  kinds  of  what  is  commonly  termed  “  Hot 
Sands  Work.”  Further  report  upon  this  subject  will  be  submitted  in 
secret  session,  and  your  special  attention  is  called  thereto. 

I  have  received  two  or  three  letters  containing  the  old  expression  of 
“  let  said  orders  alone  and  do  not  advertise  them  and  they  will  soon 
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die.”  This  is  simply  begging  the  question  and  winking  at  Odd  Fellows 
trampling  our  laws  under  foot  until  they  become  strong  enough  to 
openly  defy  the  latter,  and  while  said  orders  will  no  doubt  from  time 
to  time  become  defunct  temporarily,  they  will  be  revived  periodically 
as  long  as  they  are  allowed  to  base  their  membership  on  our  Order.  No 
order  built  along  their  lines  ever  has  or  ever  will  live,  thrive,  and 
become  a  prime  factor  as  a  great  fraternity  where  it  has  been  or  shall 
be  compelled  to  rely  alone  upon  citizens  generally  for  its  members; 
wrecks  of  all  such  are  scattered  on  the  shores  of  fraternalism  every¬ 
where.  It,  therefore,  seems  to  me  that  now  is  the  time  to  legislate  in 
such  manner  as  to  prevent  our  members  from  joining  either  of  them  oi 
any  other  order  in  the  future  which  relies  wholly  or  mainly  on  Odd 
Fellows  as  members.  When  the  time  comes,  if  it  ever  does,  that  either 
of  said  orders  has  proselyted  effectively  among  other  great  fraternities 
and  citizens  and  has  actually  become  a  society  of  standing  and  thus 
shown  that  it  does  not  rely  upon  our  Order  alone  or  mainly  for  its 
members,  will  be  the  time  to  relax,  for  then,  and  not  until  then,  should 
any  Odd  Fellow  having  the  safety  and  welfare  of  our  Order  at  heart 
desire  to  join  such  a  society.  Let  it  be  once  known  that  our  law  has  been 
amended  so  as  to  make  it  absolutely  effective,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Patriarchal  Circle,  and  Odd  Fellows  will  very  suddenly  choose  whether 
they  will  remain  such  or  cast  their  lot  with  the  other  so-called  orders, 
and  there  is  no  fear  that  any  Grand  Sire  will  cause  any  Odd  Fellow  to 
be  proceeded  against  who  has  joined  any  society  which  does  not  base 
itself  on  our  Order,  either  directly,  indirectly,  or  evasively. 

A  member  of  one  of  said  orders  remarked  that  it  claimed  to  be  some¬ 
thing,  but  came  as  near  being  nothing  as  can  be  imagined,  all  of  which 
is  granted  and  can  be  applied  to  all  of  them,  and  yet  either  or  all  of 
them  can  at  any  time  after  securing  a  foundation  everywhere  change  in 
every  way,  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  so  as  to  become  a  menace  to  our 
Fraternity  as  an  organization. 

All  Representatives  who  were  present  at  last  session  will  remember 
that  I  read  a  special  report  in  secret  session  relating  to  said  orders. 
Same  was  referred  and  reported  upon,  which  formed  part  of  basis 
authorizing  the  issue  of  the  proclamation  of  January  10,  1910,  which 
was  preceded  by  a  circular  letter  dated  November  22,  1909,  a  copy  of 
both  with  all  correspondence,  laws,  literature,  etc.,  relating  to  said 
orders  being  herewith  submitted,  and  attention  is  hereby  called  to  the 
following  action  of  this  Grand  Body  warranting  the  issuing  of  said 
proclamation  and  my  action  generally  regarding  said  orders.  They 
having  admitted  in  writing  that  they  accept  none  but  Odd  Fellows,  in 
my  opinion,  brings  them  within  the  terms  of  basing  their  membership 
on  our  Order,  as  specified  in  said  Report  81,  page  693,  Journal  of  1908, 
which  was  reinforced  at  our  last  session  through  the  adoption  of  Report 
113,  page  390,  approving  my  proclamation  relating  to  said  orders,  also 
Report  68,  page  338,  and  Report  86,  page  381,  directing  further  action 
against  them.  In  every  act  of  mine  connected  with  this  matter  I  have 
endeavored  to  quietly  enforce  the  law  as  I  construe  it  and  the  mandates 
of  this  Sovereign  Body. 

Having  herein  reported  a  synopsis  of  the  history  of  and  conditions 
involved  in  dealing  with  said  orders,  I  submit  the  same  with  the  recom¬ 
mendation  that  all  the  laws  originally  in  force  relating  to  the  Patriar¬ 
chal  Circle  be  re-enacted  and  so  amended  and  retained  as  to  prevent  our 
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members  from  joining  any  society  which  now  or  shall  hereafter,  either 
directly,  indirectly,  or  evasively,  base  its  membership  wholly  or  mainly 
on  our  Order.  I  also  recommend  the  amendment  of  our  law  relating  to 
using  our  lodge-rooms  as  digested  in  Section  2245  and  others  in  Bus- 
bee’s  Digest  so  as  to  hereafter  exclude  all  such  orders  and  the  working 
of  so-called  side  degrees  therein. 

Having  prevented  the  spread  of  said  orders  temporarily,  I  submit  my 
action  relating  thereto  for  your  consideration  with  the  admonition  that 
if  one  of  said  orders  is  to  have  an  open  field,  then,  in  my  opinion,  all 
the  others  and  the  many  which  will  spring  into  existence  as  leeches 
upon  our  Order  should  be  allowed  to  have  full  sway.  In  my  opinion 
safety  demands  effective  action  at  this  session  and  that  responsibility 
rests  upon  every  Grand  Representative  present.  In  dealing  with  this 
question,  remember  it  is  the  present  and  future  safety  and  welfare  of 
the  Order  you  are  considering,  and  whatever  your  action  may  be  I 
assure  you  it  will  receive  my  earnest  support,  as  a  loyal  member,  as  it 
should  receive  the  support  of  all  other  members. 

INDEPENDENT  GRAND  LODGES. 

Following  precedents  established  by  my  predecessors,  I  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  keep  in  touch  with  said  Grand  Lodges  through  corre¬ 
spondence  with  the  officers  thereof.  On  February  17,  last,  I  addressed 
a  letter  to  each  of  the  Grand  Sires  of  said  Grand  Lodges,  requesting 
a  report  from  each.  At  the  time  of  drafting  this  report  Bro.  W. 
Laurentz,  Grand  Sire  of  Sweden,  is  the  only  one  who  has  responded 
with  a  report  addressed  to  me,  which  I  deem  well  worthy  of  reproduc¬ 
tion  here  as  follows: 

“  In  accordance  with  your  request  some  time  ago,  I  now  beg  to  give 
you  some  particulars  about  our  work  here  in  Sweden  during  the  last 
year. 

“  In  July  last  year  we  had  our  quadrennial  Grand  Lodge  meeting, 
whereby  this  corporation  showed  their  usual  confidence  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  officers  by  re-electing  them  all  unanimously  with  the  exception  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer,  who,  on  account  of  much  work,  declined  re-elec¬ 
tion.  As  our  laws  are  working  well,  very  little  legislation  was  enacted, 
but  preparations  were  made  for  celebrating  the  25th  anniversary  of  the 
introduction  of  our  Order  into  Sweden.  In  this  connection  it  was  re¬ 
solved  by  a  rising  vote  to  request  our  King  Gustavus  V  to  become  the 
Protector  of  our  Swedish  Jurisdiction,  which  His  Majesty,  by  a  private 
audience,  graciously  accepted. 

“  Our  25th  anniversary  was  celebrated  with  great  festivals  at  Malmo 
on  November  7  in  the  presence  of  the  King,  many  other  eminent  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  state,  the  church,  and  the  city.  A  great  number  of 
Odd  Fellows  from  Sweden  and  Denmark  were  also  present.  The  King, 
the  Governor  of  the  Province,  the  Aldermen  of  the  city  and  many  others 
addressed  the  assembly  in  very  friendly,  and  for  our  work,  flattering 
terms.  Twenty-five  old  Odd  Fellows  received  the  Veteran  Jewel. 

“  In  the  beginning  of  last  year  we  instituted  two  new  lodges,  at  Linko- 
ping  and  Stockholm,  and  this  year  we  have  already  instituted  two  more 
at  Falan  and  Skara.  Besides  we  have  four  clubs  at  Solvesborg, 
Nykoping,  Gothenburg,  and  Gellibare,  which  are  making  preparations 
for  forming  new  lodges;  we  expect  to  have  them  all  transferred  into 
lodges  before  the  end  of  this  year. 
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“  Our  terms  for  subordinates  are  yearly  from  April  1.  According  to  the 
statistics  sent  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  Brother  Goodwin,  we  had  on 
April  1,  this  year,  43  lodges,  with  4943  members,  and  three  encampments 
with  1177  members.  The  net  increase  in  lodge  membership  for  the 
j'ear  is  322.  The  capital  has  increased  $35,000  and  is  now  about  $375,000, 
besides  special  funds  are  collected  by  voluntary  contributions  for 
benevolent  purposes  and  amount  now  to  about  $75,000. 

“  As  you  will  find,  all  is  going  on  well  here  and  peace  and  harmony 
prevails  everywhere.” 

To  this  letter  I  replied  in  behalf  of  this  Grand  Body,  requesting  him 
to  convey  to  the  King  my  personal  and  official  thanks  for  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  his  action  in  becoming  the  Protector  of  our  Order  in  his  domin¬ 
ions  and  in  lending  his  presence  and  voice  at  the  celebration  of  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into  his  realm.  This  action 
on  my  part  I  trust  will  meet  your  approval. 

As  reports  have  no  doubt  been  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  Brother 
Goodwin,  by  the  proper  officers  of  each  of  said  Grand  Lodges,  showing 
the  numerical  strength,  financial,  and  other  conditions  in  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  each,  you  are  referred  to  his  report  for  all  desired  information 
relating  thereto. 


DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRES. 

On  February  4,  last,  I  wrote  to  each  of  the  fourteen  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sires,  requesting  a  report  from  each.  The  following  have  re¬ 
sponded: 

Bro.  A.  E.  May,  of  Alberta,  writes,  under  date  of  June  10,  last,  that 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  twelve  subordinate  lodges,  three  Rebekah 
lodges,  and  one  encampment  in  that  Jurisdiction  since  the  session  of 
Grand  Lodge  in  August,  1909.  He  also  reports  the  mustering  in  of  the 
first  canton  in  that  province  and  says  the  intention  is  to  institute  a 
Grand  Encampment  and  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the  near  future. 

Bro.  C.  H.  H.  Hall,  of  Japan,  reports  conditions  about  the  same  as 
last  year  in  his  Jurisdiction;  says  Far  East  lodge,  the  only  one  in  that 
country,  is  about  holding  its  own,  whilst  performing  its  duty  faithfully 
as  one  of  the  links  in  the  great  chain  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Bro.  H.  B.  Rose,  D.  D.  G.  S.  for  Keewatin  and  the  Northwest  Terri¬ 
tory,  says  that  said  Territory  comprises  that  portion  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  lying  north  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  and  Alberta.  He  pre¬ 
dicts  that  many  new  lodges  will  be  instituted  in  said  Territory  in  the 
near  future. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Phillips,  of  Newfoundland,  reports  the  institution  of  Exploits 
Lodge,  No.  2,  September  3,  1909.  He  also  reports  the  resuscitation  of 
Olive  Branch  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  with  forty  members.  He  believes  if 
the  island  is  attached  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maritime  Provinces,  it  will 
greatly  benefit  our  Order,  and  I  am  very  sure  the  Order  and  members  on 
the  island  will  profit  immensely  if  transfer  of  Jurisdiction  is  ordered 
at  this  session. 

Bro.  George  N.  Hurd,  of  the  Philippines,  says  gains  can  only  be  hoped 
for  in  that  country  from  the  American  population.  He  warns  against 
great  anxiety  and  hurry  to  spread  the  Order  in  the  island,  giving  good, 
sound  reasons  in  support  of  his  warning.  Because  of  the  large  field  in 
Manila,  difficulties  generally  prevailing,  he  says,  constant  and  encourag¬ 
ing  progress  can  be  made,  but  does  not  believe  there  is  much  probability 
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of  new  lodges  for  some  time  to  come.  He  reports  that  Memorial  Day 
was  fittingly  observed,  the  exercise  concluding  with  the  unveiling  of  an 
artistic  and  durable  monument  in  the  center  of  a  plot  of  ground  in  Del 
Norte  Cemetery  as  the  last  resting  place  of  Odd  Fellows.  I  regret  very 
much  to  report  here  his  notice  that  he  will  be  unable  to  serve  as  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  Grand  Sire  after  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  He  recommends  Bro.  Charles  E.  Helvie  as  his  successor. 

Bro.  L.  Ranltin,  of  Sasketchewan,  reported  the  close  of  the  third  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  thriving  young  Jurisdiction  and  the 
most  prosperous  year  in  its  history.  He  says  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
organized  in  May,  1907,  with  thirty  subordinate  lodges  and  about  1400 
members,  now  having  sixty-eight  lodges  and  3800  members,  nineteen 
lodges  having  been  instituted  during  the  past  year.  He  also  reports 
five  Rebekah  lodges,  with  12Q0  members.  This  is  certainly  a  phenom¬ 
enal  showing,  as  he  says  it  is  mainly  owing  to  the  great  influx  of 
Americans  into  that  province,  many  of  whom  were  Odd  Fellows  on  this 
side  of  the  line.  He  also  reports  the  Home  Fund  still  growing  and 
closes  by  saying  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all 
classes  throughout  the  province. 

Bro.  D.  C.  Robertson,  of  Yukon  Territory,  reports  Dawson  Lodge, 
No.  1,  Klondike  Encampment,  No.  1,  and  Yukon  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1, 
all  prosperous  and  in  fine  condition,  increasing  rapidly  in  membership 
and  doing  a  noble  work  in  the  far  North. 

PERMISSION  GRANTED  AUTHORIZING  CERTIFICATE  IN 

CERTAIN  CASE. 

Under  former  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  authorizing  the 
issuing  of  certificates  to  certain  former  members  of  Northern  Light 
Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Fargo,  North  Dakota,  application  of  H.  D.  Corliss,  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  said  lodge  when  its  charter  was  arrested, 
was  received  and  it  appearing  on  investigation  that  he  was  not  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  action  of  those  causing  the  loss  of  said  charter,  and  not 
being  debarred  from  regaining  membership  under  the  provision  of  law 
in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  I  did  on  July  11,  last,  authorize  the 
issuing  to  him  of  the  certificate  issued  in  such  cases  and  request  ap¬ 
proval  of  my  action  in  the  premises. 

RELATING  TO  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  AND  REBEKAH  CODES. 

Having  occasion  to  carefully  examine  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and 
Rebekah  Codes,  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  there  is  no  provision  in 
either  providing  the  mode  and  manner  of  amending  same.  Whilst  other 
laws  no  doubt  cover  the  defect,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  section  should 
be  added  to  each  providing  that  all  amendments  to  either  shall  give  the 
section  to  be  amended  and  then  the  section  as  amended  and  re-enacted, 
and  I  so  recommend. 

THE  PRESS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  press  of  the  Order  is  aiding  materially  in  advancing  the  true 
principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  will  so  continue  as  long  as  political 
methods  are  not  present  and  the  editors  practice  the  beautiful  lessons 
usually  set  forth  in  the  columns  of  their  papers.  Many  and  certain 
features  of  our  regular  newspapers  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  safely 
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adopted  by  any  fraternal  journal  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  no  attempt  in 
that  or  any  other  direction  foreign  to  the  true  mission  and  work  of 
fraternalism  will  ever  find  a  place  in  any  Odd  Fellows’  paper.  Every 
member  of  the  Order  should  subscribe  and  not  forget  to  pay  for  at  least 
one  paper  devoted  to  Odd  Fellowship.  For  the  many  courtesies  extended 
to  me  through  the  columns  of  some  of  our  papers  I  am  truly  thankful 
and  such  will  not  be  forgotten. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  in  the  foregoing  pages  outlined  to  some  extent  the  work  con¬ 
nected  with  the  office  of  Grand  Sire  during  the  past  year,  all  the  details 
of  which  would  have  extended  this  report  far  beyond  a  reasonable  limit, 
I  now  present  it  for  your  consideration  and  action.  As  the  time  is  near 
at  hand  when  the  gavel,  which  you  placed  in  my  hands  one  year  ago, 
will  be  officially  wielded  by  another,  I  do  not  deem  it  out  of  place  to 
say  that  I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty  officially  and  under  all  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  to  conserve  the  interests  of  the  Order  and  protect  its 
fair  name  and  to  check  attempted  innovations  which  in  my  opinion 
would  be  detrimental  to  Odd  Fellowship  and  dangerous  to  the  future 
supremacy  of  this  Sovereign  Body.  Legislation  for  the  past  eighty  years 
or  more  has  succeeded  in  eliminating  many  objectional  features  from 
our  laws  and  work  which  have  been  perfected  to  such  extent  as  to  re¬ 
quire  very  little  amendment  cr  modification  for  a  long  time  to  come  and 
some  of  the  former  which  have  stood  the  test  should  in  my  opinion  be 
considered  and  held  as  fundamental.  For  nearly  forty-two  years  I  have 
labored  in  the  vineyard  of  Odd  Fellowship,  endeavoring  at  all  times  to 
work  in  a  conservative  way  for  the  advantage  of  every  branch  of  the 
Order  one  of  which  I  helped  to  organize,  and  feel  that  in  closing  my 
official  career  as  Grand  Sire  it  is  my  duty  to  place  on  record  a  promise 
of  unabated  devotion  to  Odd  Fellowship  and  its  principles  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past;  and  in  like  manner  to  place  on  record  at  this  time  a  warn¬ 
ing  against  innovations  and  encroachments  which,  in  my  opinion,  will 
inevitably  lead  to  danger,  if  not  destruction,  to  the  supremacy  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  to  the  powers  and  rights  of  its  officers. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  extending  to  the  Officers  and  Rep¬ 
resentatives  my  sincere  thanks  for  courtesies  extended  and  assistance 
rendered  in  all  cases  where  an  opportunity  occurred,  and  also  without 
referring  to  my  long  and  close  association  with  our  present  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  Bro.  John  B.  Goodwin,  during  the  time  he  served  as  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative  and  Grand  Sire  and  extending  to  him  my  great  appreciation 
of  his  official  labors  and  to  thank  him  for  the  many  courtesies  he  has  so 
generously  extended  me  personally  and  officially.  May  he  be  spared  to 
us  for  many  years  to  grace  the  position  he  so  creditably  occupies  to  the 
great  and  lasting  credit  of  our  Order  and  this  Grand  Lodge.

EXHIBIT  A. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  COMMANDING. 

Hon.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Commander-in-Chief. 

Sir  and  Sire:  Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  concerning 
the  particular  portion  of  the  great  Order  embraced  within  our  Com¬ 
mand,  under  the  title  of  Patriarchs  Militant.  Much  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  and  the  record  of  the  year  is  one  of  the  brightest  as  yet  recorded, 
with  a  constantly  increasing  and  extending  interest.  The  movement 
and  interest  has  each  year  but  amplified  that  of  the  preceding,  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  complimentary,  but  the  season  just  past  has  been  indeed  rich 
in  its  Militant  harvest.  The  net  gain  for  the  year,  as  shown  by  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Military  Secretary  filed  with  the  Adjutant-General  and  in¬ 
cluded  in  that  officer’s  report,  being  2215.  A  result  that  fully  attests  the 
practicability  and  wisdom  of  the  method  adopted  for  collaborating  the 
report  and  having  details  of  same  performed  by  the  Military  Secretary 
as  this  great  gain  is  not  attributable  in  greater  proportion  to  the  added 
membership,  than  to  the  completeness  of  the  report. 

During  the  year  the  organization  of  the  Department  Council  of  British 
Columbia,  Col.  J.  A.  McKay;  Montana,  Col.  J.  H.  Gilbert;  South  Dakota, 
Col.  W.  F.  Gordon  has  been  approved.  A  regiment  having  been  recruited 
in  each  Department. 

In  harmony  with  action  of  several  Department  Councils  in  changing 
the  formation  by  reason  of  increased  numbers  recruited,  the  grade  of 
the  Department  of  Minnesota  was  raised  from  a  Regiment  to  a  Brigade, 
Gen.  Aug.  Hohenstein  commanding;  Kansas  to  a  Brigade,  Gen.  O.  R. 
Stevens  commanding;  Idaho  to  a  Brigade,  Gen.  Ernest  G.  Ebers  com¬ 
manding;  and  Michigan  to  a  Division,  Maj.-Gen.  F.  W.  Davis  com¬ 
manding. 

The  allied  interests  of  the  Militant  and  Encampment,  expressive  of 
personal  thought  and  effort  but  in  the  wrords  of  another,  are  quite  com¬ 
prehensively  set  forth  by  the  pen  of  Grand  Representative  A.  B.  Parker, 
in  the  Lodge  Record: 

“  The  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  should  be  and  is  closely  allied  with 
encampment  work  and  the  success  of  the  Encampment  branch  in  this 
State  means  much  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch.  Every  chevalier 
should  be  as  active  in  his  encampment  work  as  he  is  in  his  Patriarchs 
Militant  work,  for  the  Encampment  branch  is  his  field  for  recruiting  the 
ranks  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Army.  The  greater  the  success  of  the 
Encampment  branch,  the  better  the  opportunity  for  the  canton  to  go 
forward.  The  opportunity  given  to  the  Militant  to  be  placed  before  the 
subordinate  lodge  and  the  community  as  a  semi-military  organization  of 
the  Order  tends  to  bring  to  their  notice  that  of  the  Encampment  as  well

as  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  the  Mili¬ 
tant  assist  and  aid  by  all  means  possible  for  the  growth  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment,  and  this  co-operation  given  in  the  past  should  be  continued  in  the 
future. 

“  The  Patriarchs  Militant  was  created  for  the  purpose  and  object  of 
building  up  the  Order  and  to  promote,  advance,  and  arouse  interest 
therein.  But  the  Militant,  in  its  field  for  recruiting,  is  limited  to  the 
Patriarchal  branch,  and  in  a  sense  they  bear  the  relationship  of  parent 
to  child.  Therefore,  we  should  appreciate  any  effort  the  patriarchs 
might  put  forward  in  their  encampments  to  bring  before  their  member¬ 
ship  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree  for  the  greater  prosperity  in  the 
Militant  Degree,  for  the  greater  prosperity  and  attraction  to  the  encamp¬ 
ment.  Every  Scarlet  Degree  brother  should  hasten  and  receive  the 
beautiful  lessons  taught  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship.  If  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  is  a  good  thing,  wre  should  want  all  there  is  in  it,  and  we  do  not 
reach  the  top  notch  until  we  become  chevaliers. 

“  You  cannot  become  a  good  chevalier  unless  you  are  a  good  patriarch. 
You  cannot  become  a  good  patriarch  unless  you  are  a  good  subordinate 
member,  and  you  cannot  become  a  good,  subordinate  member  unless  you 
are  a  good  man.  Let  us  all  strive  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order  in  all 
branches  of  the  work  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

“  The  Patriarchs  Militant  of  this  State  are  proving  every  year  to  be 
of  great  value  to  the  Encampment  and  subordinate  branches  of  our 
Order.  Their  attendance  at  public  functions,  the  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  Grand  Encampment,  Department  Council  session,  escort  of  lodges 
and  encampments  on  Memorial  Day  and  other  exercises,  is  a  most  desir¬ 
able  means  of  advertising  Odd  Fellowship.  It  lends  additional  interest 
to  the  same  and  awakens  the  desire  in  the  hearts  of  the  young  American 
to  become  an  Odd  Fellow  that  he  may  reach  the  Militant  rank.  The  ap¬ 
pearance  and  attendance  of  the  Militants  at  our  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  sessions  contribute  materially  to  the  attraction  of  the 
same  and  have  aided  largely  in  making  these  State  meetings  fraternal 
events.” 

With  a  view  of  a  greater  Encampment  membership  and  tendering 
co-operation,  in  so  far  as  same  might  be  desirable,  the  following  letter 
was  sent  all  Grand  Patriarchs,  and  when  responded  to,  the  one  following 
was  mailed  to  Department  Commanders.  However,  but  few  Grand  Pa¬ 
triarchs  gave  same  attention, ^and, the  result. was  largely  abortive  so  far 
as  material  general  results  were  concerned,  although  the  impression  is 
still  felt  that  a  generous  effort  in  concert  would  be  productive  of  hand¬ 
some  and  gratifying  results.  The  replies  had  being  from  Grand  Patri¬ 
archs  B.  H.  Bower,  of  Utah;  E.  B.  Morrey,  of  Ontario;  E.  E.  Corn,  of 
Ohio;  H.  A.  Hamilton,  of  Missouri;  Geo.  S.  Bussell,  of  Wyoming;  Jos. 
Burroughs,  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  Leon  S  Merrill,  of  Maine; 
H.  F.  G.  Wulff,  of  California;  John  W.  Salter,  of  Wisconsin;  Usher  A. 
Hall,  of  Pennsylvania.

Grand  Patriarch:  Results  have  demonstrated,  in  the  main,  that 
wherever  an  active  canton  of  Patriarchs  Militant  is  had,  that  in  connec¬ 
tion  therewith  is  found  a  progressive  and  increasing  subordinate  en¬ 
campment.  The  one  cannot  long  continue  additions  to  membership 
without  accessions  for  the  other,  therefore  the  interest  for  added  and 
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retention  of  numbers  is  mutual,  and  to  this  end,  without  invasion  of 
your  official  or  personal  jurisdiction,  is  co-operation  by  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  its  officers  and  chevaliers,  tendered. 

The  close  of  the  year  in  many  localities  has  recorded  large  additions 
to  subordinate  encampment  membership.  The  new  ritualistic  features, 
the  general  awakening  interest,  with  energetic  and  capable  attention 
accorded  by  officers  in  charge,  each  appearing  to  be  influential  in  the 
result.  There  *is  every  reason  to  anticipate  additions  to  subordinate 
organizations,  and  the  only  excuse  for  such  not  being  the  case  is  in¬ 
active  and  dilatory  subordinate  officers,  in  need  of  inspiration  and  direc¬ 
tion,  a  situation  possible  of  improvement  by  concert  of  action,  with 
perhaps  persistent  insistence. 

The  Encampment  degrees,  as  now  interpreted,  are  interesting  and  in¬ 
structive,  amply  sufficient  to  attract  all  who  may  receive  information 
relative  thereto,  with  opportunity  presented  for  affiliation.  Would  it 
not  therefore  be  practical  and  possible  to  have  a  grand  international 
rally  for  encampment  membership,  by  initiation  and  reinstatement,  of 
all  Jurisdictions,  Grand  Patriarchs  to  each  promulgate  same,  during  the 
week  of  April  26,  1910,  or  as  near  thereto  as  subordinate  encampment 
meetings  may  make  possible. 

Should  such  suggestion  meet  with  your  approval,  and  on  being  so 
advised,  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  the  Jurisdiction  will  be  especially 
requested  and  directed  to  co-operate  therewith  to  the  full  extent  of  its 
organization. 

From  your  better  acquaintance  with  local  situations  and  strength  of 
encampments,  should  there  be  any  within  your  Jurisdiction  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  which  it  is  deemed  a  canton  may  be  had,  will  be  pleased  to  be 
advised  therefore  and  receive  names  of  those  with  whom  correspond¬ 
ence  to  that  end  may  be  had.

Commandant:  Herewith  find  copy  of  letter  recently  sent  the  Grand 
Patriarch  of  your  Department,  writh  copy  of  his  reply  thereto,  for  your 
information,  relative  to  an  organized  campaign  for  additional  encamp¬ 
ment  membership,  to  culminate  in  a  grand  rally  day  April  26,  1910. 

The  Grand  Patriarch  having  indicated  that,  it  will  be  agreeable  to 
proceed  along  these  lines,  in  harmony  with  his  promulgation,  you  are 
requested  and  directed  to  at  once  enter  into  co-operation  therewith,  de¬ 
voting  your  entire  available  command  to  the  movement.  Your  orders 
therefore  to  at  once  issue  and  be  announced  in  each  canton,  and  so  con¬ 
tinue  until  each  individual  officer  and  chevalier  shall  be  informed. 

It  is  particularly  enjoined  and  requested  that  the  admissions  had  in 
each  encampment,  where  is  located  a  canton,  shall  be  creditable,  thus 
demonstrating  the  activity  of  the  canton  or  the  reverse,  as  results  will 
determine.  The  movement  is  to  be  forwarded  all  along  the  line  and 
being  thus  indicated,  further  details  are  all  with  you  in  the  full  confi¬ 
dence  that  same  will  receive  prompt  attention  and  capable  execution. 

It  is  to  be  anticipated  that  such  admissions  will  be  followed  by  the 
enrollment  of  many  recruits  for  the  Militant,  and  for  this  possibility 
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each  and  every  officer  and  chevalier  will  he  constituted  as  on  a  special 
recruiting  detail. 

With  advance  assurance  of  energetic  co-operation  on  your  part  and 
further  assistance  from  here  as  may  be  desired,  and  trusting  that  every

Attention  is  directed  to  the  bill  introduced  in  Congress  by  Mr.  Dick 
of  Ohio,  reading: 

“  That  any  persons  who  shall  wear  any  uniform  or  any  device,  strap, 
knot,  or  insignia  of  any  design  or  character  used  as  a  designation  of 
grade,  rank,  or  office,  such  as  are  by  law  or  general  regulations,  duly 
promulgated,  prescribed  for  the  use  of  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United 
States  or  similar  thereto,  except  members  of  the  Arniy  and  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,  and  the  organized  militia  and  naval 
militia  of  any  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
officers  and  members  of  independent  military  organizations,  members 
of  associations  composed  of  soldiers  or  sailors  honorably  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the  order  of  Sons  of 
Veterans  and  Confederate  Veterans,  and  such  persons  as  may  be  author¬ 
ized  by  the  laws  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  so 
to  do,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  may 
be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty 
days,  or  both.” 

The  operation  of  the  foregoing,  if  enacted,  would  be  to  put  out  of 
commission  and  existence  every  civic  military  organization,  any  and 
all  organizations  having  uniforms  and  officers,  such,  as  was  admitted 
by  the  author  of  the  bill,  being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  those  request¬ 
ing  its  introduction. 

Immediate  steps  were  taken  in  opposition  to  same,  co-operation  of 
officers  commanding  other  organizations  being  generously  had,  with  the 
result  that  no  consideration  was  ever  given  the  bill  by  the  committee 
to  whom  it  was  referred. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  gentlemen  whose  names  are  given,  an¬ 
other  bill  was  then  introduced  in  both  Senate  and  House,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  circular,  relative  to  same,  generously  distributed,  relative  to 
which  much  correspondence  was  received  and  a  generous  support  of 
same  assured  by  many  Senators  and  Congressmen,  but  by  reason  of  its 
late  introduction,  at  a  time  when  important  measures  were  pending,  its 
consideration  on  the  calendar  was  not  reached:

Sirs:  There  has  been  introduced  in  Congress,  House  File  No.  20,677, 
by  Hon.  J.  A.  T.  Hull,  of  Iowa,  and  Senate  File  No.  6294,  by  Senator 
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M.  E.  Clapp,  of  Minnesota,  each  being  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs  in  the  House  and  Senate,  reading  as  follows: 

A  Bill 

Authorizing  the  detail  of  officers  for  inspection,  instruction,  and 
observation  of  military  organizations  of  fraternal  societies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  to  develop  and 
encourage  military  training  and  discipline  among  the  membership  of 
those  fraternal  military  organizations  requiring  fidelity  and  loyalty  to 
flag  and  country,  and  embracing  two  thousand  or  more  duly  mustered, 
equipped,  and  available  members,  the  Secretary  of  War  may,  upon  re¬ 
quest  of  the  commanding  officer  of  any  such  organizations,  detail  an 
officer  or  officers  on  the  retired  list  of  the  regular  establishment  for  the 
purpose  of,  inspecting  and  instructing  companies  or  other  units  named 
in  said  request.  Officers  so  detailed  in  reporting  observations  and  in¬ 
structions  given  shall  include  information  as  to  roster  strength,  military 
efficiency,  and  availability. 

These  bills  that  simply  mean  a  higher  degree  of  military  attainment 
by  civic  military  organizations  under  competent  instruction,  should  re¬ 
ceive  the  endorsement,  support  and  vote  of  all  members  of  Congress. 
Our  organization,  patriotic  in  nature,  wherein  loyalty  to  flag  and  coun¬ 
try  is  required,  but  serves  as  a  preparatory  school  for  U.  S.  Military 
service  when  needed,  voluntary  and  without  government  expense,  avail¬ 
able  in  patriotic  demonstrations,  in  practically  all  cities  and  towns,  and 
to  which  public  approval  is  extended,  is  but  made  the  better  by  the  co¬ 
operation,  thus  provided  for.  Write  your  Senator  and  Congressman  at 
once,  requesting  support  for  the  bills,  urge  every  member  of  the  Order 
to  do  so,  and  that  the  effort  may  be  effective,  information  as  to  Con¬ 
gressional  support  will  be  appreciated.

REPORTS  OF  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDERS. 

The  activities  and  existing  conditions  had  in  all  Departments  are 
most  fully  and  comprehensively  shown  in  the  reports  herewith,  they 
being  from  those  who  are  directly  in  charge,  having  full  knowledge  of 
the  progress  had,  thus  constituting  a  valuable  feature  of  reliable  in¬ 
formation  for  consideration. 

Alabama. — Col.  H.  Firstbrcok,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

“  The  general  conditions  of  the  Department  are  far  below  a  standard 
of  perfection,  and  whilst  we  have  officers  and  chevaliers  who  are  enthu¬ 
siastic,  attend  all  canton  meetings,  and  ready  at  all  times  to  answer  a 
call,  yet  we  have  those  who  do  not  appear  to  realize  the  purport  and 
importance  of  the  Militant  branch.  The  writer,  on  accepting  the  office 
of  Department  Commander,  outlined  the  work  of  a  personal  visit  to  all 
cantons  in  Department;  this  with  one  exception  has  been  done,  and,  1 
regret  to  add,  sickness  alone  prevented  the  last  visit.  It  is  my  intention 
to  visit  each  canton  twice  prior  to  end  of  year,  oftener  if  called  upon. 
I  regret  to  say  that  I  find  Regulations  on  Equipment,  Commissions,  etc., 
have  not  been  lived  up  to  with  any  degree  of  form  or  accuracy.  During 
the  year  one  charter  has  been  revoked,  canton  had  not  equipped,  or  even 
held  a  meeting  from  date  of  institution.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future,  with  the  infusion  of  new  blood,  this  canton  will  be  revived. 
Another  canton  must  soon  equip  according  to  requirements,  or  it  wil? 
be  necessary  to  suspend  charter,  which  would  be  regrettable.  Some  of 
our  cantons  are  quietly  working,  and  adding  to  their  rosters,  and  we 
realize  that  only  by  personal  example  and  expense  on  the  part  of  those 
having  the  Militant  at  heart,  will  success  be  attained;  by  such  example 
we  hope  by  end  of  year  to  have  Department  in  better  shape  than  hereto¬ 
fore  obtained.” 

Arkansas. — Maj.  G.  A.  Chase,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “  The 
condition  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  Arkansas  is  not  what  I  would 
like  to  be  able  to  report.  It  seems  to  be  a  hard  matter  to  get  the  can- 
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tons  throughout  the  State  to  take  enough  interest  to  try  to  gain  a  larger 
membership,  but  I  attribute  this  to  the  fact  that  our  last  Grand  Lodge 
did  not  donate  any  funds  for  prize  drills  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  At  Hot  Springs  last  year  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  we  conferred  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  upon  a  class  of  Rebekahs, 
after  which  we  had  a  competitive  drill,  which  created  great  interest 
among  the  representatives,  as  most  of  them  had  never  witnessed  a  com¬ 
petitive  drill  before.  I  hope  to  organize  a  canton  at  Fort  Smith  before 
this  year’s  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  that  city.” 

Australia. — Er?g.-Gen.  Geo.  T.  Clarke,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “A  few  lines  to  inform  you  that  I  called  a  meeting  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  establishing  a  canton  in  Sydney.  The  day  of  the 
night  the  meeting  was  held  unfortunately  my  brother  died,  and  since 
then  no  opportunity  has  offered  itself.  In  the  course  of  a  month  or  so 
I  will  get  busy  and  again  bring  the  matter  forward.  I  have  every  hope 
of  success,  and  ere  long  you  may  look  forward  for  a  report.  I  am  kept 
very  busy,  recently  I  returned  from  an  extended  visit  to  lodges  in  north¬ 
ern  Queensland  where  the  presence  of  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia  was  very  necessary.  Our  beloved  Order  in  New  South 
Wales  is  making  great  progress,  in  the  other  States  we  are  also  doing 
well.” 

British  Columbia. — Col.  Jas.  A.  McKay,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  I  have  the  pleasure  to  say  that  of  the  seven  cantons  in  British 
Columbia  only  one  shows  a  lacking  of  interest,  which  is  largely  due  to 
their  officers  not  having  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  their  duties  as  a  mili¬ 
tary  body,  and  the  fact  that  the  canton  is  stationed  in  a  mining  town 
where  it  is  impossible  for  the  chevaliers  to  attend  cantonments  regu¬ 
larly.  I  have  hopes  that  when  they  change  their  officers  conditions  will 
improve.  Nos.  1,  2,  4,  5,  6  and  7  are  doing  splendid  work  and  enrolling 
new  recruits.  I  want  it  understood  that  as  yet  we  are  only  a  new  and 
scattered  Department,  that  we  have  to  educate  the  subordinate  members 
and  the  public  as  to  what  our  mission  and  calling  is,  and  if  I  may  judge 
by  the  prosperity  that  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  are  experi¬ 
encing,  in  the  near  future  the  Patriarchs  Militant  will  receive  its  duo 
reward  in  British  Columbia.  It  has  been  all  up-hill  work  with  us,  but 
‘  never  despair  ’  is  our  motto,  ever  keeping  in  view  that  to  get  to  the 
top  we  must  first  climb  the  hill.” 

California. — Brig.-Gen.  J.  K.  Ritter,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Army  in  the 
Department  of  California  is  now,  as  it  has  been  the  past  several  years, 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The  membership  is  increasing,  and  I 
predict  that  in  another  year  we  will  have  sufficient  chevaliers  in  this 
Department  to  form  a  division.  The  fact  that  we  are  so  far  away  from 
our  brothers  in  the  East,  and  the  further  fact  that  we  have  our  annual 
cantonments  in  connection  with  the  Grand  Encampment  each  year,  has 
had  considerable  to  do  with  our  progress.  We  not  only  look  forward  to 
our  annual  encampment  for  the  pleasure  and  enjoyment,  but  derive  a 
great  deal  of  benefit  from  same  by  going  into  camp,  together  with  our 
competitive  drills.  The  indications  are  favorable  that  this  Department 
will  again  be  represented  at  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Atlanta, 
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Georgia,  by  one  or  more  cantons,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  and  when¬ 
ever  California  undertakes  anything  they  invariably  get  all  they  are 
after,  as  has  been  demonstrated  in  the  past.  So  we  advise  our  brethren 
through  the  entire  Jurisiction  to  keep  a  lookout  for  California.” 

Colorado. — Col.  J.  J.  Hallock,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  in  regard  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  my 
Department.  From  what  I  can  learn  through  corresponding  with  the 
different  cantons  in  the  Department  I  find  them  to  be  in  a  very  good 
financial  and  a  prosperous  condition,  with  work  nearly  every  meeting 
night.  There  are  several  new  cantons  which  are  expected  to  be  mus¬ 
tered  during  the  summer,  two  of  them  will  be  mustered  the  last  of  this 
month,  which  will  give  this  Department  a  very  good  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership.  On  April  26  I  conferred  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  on  Major 
W.  S.  Biddle  of  Canton  Rogers,  No.  13,  and  Sisters  Clara  E.  Gray  and 
Pearl  Harvey,  of  Magnolia  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  72,  all  of  Denver,  and 
expect  to  have  another  class  at  Cripple  Creek  at  the  Military  Council 
in  October.  We  are  expecting  at  that  time  to  have  8  or  10  cantons  that 
will  be  present  and  hope  to  have  the  honor  of  having  you  with  us  at 
that  time  to  confer  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  on  Past-Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  George  W.  Bonney.” 

Georgia. — Maj.  C.  L.  Elliot,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  the  condition  of  the  Militant  branch  of  the 
Order  in  Georgia,  and  I  am  sorry  to  not  be  able  to  make  a  better  report. 
At  the  last  Grand  Lodge  session  in  Athens  but  one  (Brunswick)  canton 
was  present,  although  all  the  others  had  said  they  would  go,  therefore 
the  prize  drill  resulted  in  a  display  drill  only,  and  Brunswick  was 
awarded  the  prize,  $200.  I  saw  representatives  from  the  other  four 
cantons,  and  they  all  say  that  they  will  be  present  in  Atlanta  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  they  will.  I  am  in  great  hopes  of 
getting  a  canton  in  Athens,  Columbus,  and  Rome,  but  not  in  time,  how¬ 
ever,  for  the  Atlanta  session,  but  I  am  doing  all  I  possibly  can  to  have 
all  the  uniforms  at  Atlanta,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  very  liberal  in 
appropriating  funds  for  this  purpose.  Canton  Brunswick  expects  to 
enter  the  National  Drill,  and  have  already  begun  work  on  that  line, 
and  you  will  hear  from  them  in  due  time.  While  in  Athens,  I  was  urged 
to  make  official  visits  to  Augusta,  Macon,  and  Atlanta  in  the  interests  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch,  but  as  you  know,  there  are  no  funds 
available  for  expenses,  and  we  have  not  yet  the  necessary  number  of 
cantons  to  form  a  Council,  so  you  can  readily  see  that  it  works  a  hard¬ 
ship  on  the  Department  Commander  as  well  as  the  cantons;  however, 
I  expect  to  make  the  visits  and  pay  the  same  out  of  my  own  funds  with 
the  hope  that  soon  we  will  be  able  to  create  a  treasury  of  our  own.” 

Idaho. — Brig.-Gen.  E.  G.  Ebers,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  While  I  think  you  will  note  some  improvement  along  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  in  our  Department  over  the  conditions  existing  one  year 
ago,  still  our  progress  has  not  been  so  great  as  desired  or  hoped  for. 
Our  cantons  have  increased  in  number,  and  greater  interest  is  being 
manifested  in  many,  some  are  well  drilled  and  equipped,  while  others 
seem  to  have  received  the  impression  when  organized  that  to  uniform 
was  unnecessary.  Our  efforts  have  been  to  remove  that  idea,  and  I  am 
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happy  to  say  we  have  met  with  some  success,  and  we  are  still  laboring 
to  induce  our  chevaliers  to  fully  equip,  hold  regular  meetings,  and  give 
much  time  to  drill  exercises,  not  forgetting  to  become  more  familiar 
with  the  code  and  unwritten  work,  striving  to  attain  the  highest  degree 
of  perfection,  and  at  all  times  practice  the  lessons  inculcated  by  our 
teaching,  living  in  peace,  harmony  and  concord,  remembering  that 
‘  Universal  justice  is  the  end  for  which  we  are  united.’  ” 

Illinois. — Maj.-Gen.  James  H.  Harris,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
6th  ult.,  which  should  have  received  an  earlier  response  but  for  condi¬ 
tions  and  circumstances  over  which  the  undersigned  had  no  control. 
While  it  is  impossible  for  the  undersigned  to  give  you  any  data  as  to 
the  official  status  of  this  Department  owing  to  the  sudden  death  of  my 
assistant  adjutant-general,  Colonel  Foster,  yet  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
the  trend  is  upward,  and  that  the  army  shows  a  betterment  of  conditions 
as  compared  to  previous  years.  The  Department  of  Illinois  has  not  only 
increased  its  membership,  but  it  has  increased  its  efficiency,  as  is  shown 
by  the  interest  made  manifest  throughout  the  rank  and  file.  The  present 
incumbent  has  made  a  special  effort  to  hold  up  the  dignity  of  the  army 
to  the  extent  that  it  may  be  accorded  the  honor  conferred  upon  other 
branches  of  the  Order,  and  that  we  have  succeeded  is  beyond  question, 
for  the  Department  is  no  longer  a  ‘  side  issue,’  but  is,  instead,  recognized 
and  respected,  as  are  the  subordinate  lodges  and  encampment.  We  are 
not  unmindful  of  the  magnificent  service  rendered  by  the  General  Com¬ 
manding,  and,  as  a  recompense,  the  Department  of  Illinois,  in  raising 
its  hand  in  salutation,  does  so  not  only  as  an  honor  to  the  office,  but  in 
appreciation  of  the  great  service  rendered,  and,  therefore,  you  may  de¬ 
pend  upon  this  division  of  your  command  for  a  faithful  fulfillment  so 
far  as  possible  of  any  orders,  requests  or  desires  emanating  from  your 
headquarters.  We  have  had  a  large  influx  of  new  members  in  existing 
cantons,  we  have  had  institutions  of  new  cantons  with  more  to  follow, 
and  what  is  equally  gratifying  we  have  had  a  revival  of  several  dormant 
cantons.  Thus  it  is,  sir,  that  we  come  to  you  with  this  humble  report 
hoping  that  the  evening’s  approval  may  be  given  for  the  day’s  effort.” 

Indiana. — Maj.-Gen.  Joseph  A.  DeHority,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “We  have  the  honor  to  report  the  Department  of  Indiana  to  be 
in  the  best  condition  since  the  organization  as  a  Department.  There 
is  a  general  demand  for  Patriarchs  Militant  supplies  and  a  number  of 
cantons  have  revived  that  have  been  dormant.  We  also  have  several  ex¬ 
cellent  prospects  for  new  cantons,  and  general  activity  prevails  through¬ 
out  the  Department.  A  special  session  of  the  Council  was  had  at  the 
Odd  Fellows’  Building,  Indianapolis,  the  18th  inst.,  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  plans  for  the  coming  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
competitive  drills  at  Atlanta,  September- next,  with  many  enthusiastic 
officers  and  chevaliers  in  attendance;  resulting  in  a  decision  to  attend 
the  session  as  a  Department,  as  well  as  a  number  of  canton  officers  ex¬ 
pressing  a  purpose  of  entering  the  National  Drill  Contest.  Arrangements 
were  further  made  for  special  train  service  to  Atlanta  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  officers  and  staffs,  cantons  and  Degree  staffs,  and  with  us  will 
have  the  incoming  Grand  Sire,  the  Honorable  John  B.  Cockrum,  an 
honored  member  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  this  Department.  Can- 
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tons  of  the  Department  will  act  as  special  escort  to  both  the  incoming 
Grand  Sire  and  Department  officers.  The  sessions  of  the  Council  being 
migratory  of  late,  the  annual  session  will  be  held  at  the  home  of  the 
Department  Commander  during  the  month  of  October.  The  new  De¬ 
partment  officers  are  much  indebted  to  our  retiring  Commander,  Major- 
General  E.  R.  Perrin,  and  his  worthy  assistant,  Adjutant-General  Geo. 
W.  Freyermuth,  for  the  splendid  condition  in  which  we  received  the 
Department  affairs,  and  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  since  assum¬ 
ing  command.  We  feel  much  encouraged  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
branch  and  are  quite  sure  the  next  report  will  show  a  marked  im¬ 
provement.” 

Iowa. — Maj.-Gen.  E.  E.  Lambert,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  this  Department.  All 
active  cantons  except  two  have  reported  for  1909,  and  while  the  net 
gain  has  not  been  what  we  had  expected  we  feel  very  much  encouraged. 
The  promptness  with  which  some  of  the  cantons  send  in  their  reports 
is  surely  commendable,  but  the  lack  of  interest  in  some  of  the  others 
is  deplorable.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  cantons  would  adopt  the  plan 
of  getting  a  good  clerk  and  retain  the  same  one  after  they  do  get  a  good 
one  that  some  of  the  delays  might  be  avoided.  All  reports  that  come 
in  from  the  brigade  and  regimental  commanders  indicate  a  spirit  of 
enthusiasm  that  should  produce  results  entirely  satisfactory  to  any 
Department  Commander.  The  entire  Department  is  thoroughly  deter¬ 
mined  to  do  all  in  its  power  for  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  all  its  branches.  While  we  are  working  for  the  Army,  we  appreciate 
the  fact  that  a  chevalier  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  in  all 
lower  branches  of  the  Order  and  that  all  recruits  for  the  Army  must 
come  from  the  Encampment  branch.  The  Army  in  this  Department  is 
working  hard  for  the  establishment  of  the  rule  that  all  branches  of  the 
Order  must  work  in  peace  and  harmony  in  order  to  get  the  best  results. 
Viewing  the  situation  from  all  sides  we  feel  that  the  Department  of 
Iowa  Patriarchs  Militant,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  need  not 
be  ashamed  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  last  year.” 

Kaxsas. — Brig.-Gen.  0.  R.  Stevens,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  have  reports  from  every  canton 
in  the  Department  of  Kansas,  and  most  of  them  show  good  gains  for 
1909.  Have  increased  the  number  of  cantons  in  the  Department  from 
12  to  21  during  the  year,  and  the  membership  shows  an  increase  of  over 
50  per  cent,  as  does  also  the  value  of  property  on  hand.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1909  we  had  a  regiment  composed  of  12  cantons,  while  we  closed 
the  year  with  a  brigade  of  2  regiments  and  with  21  cantons  in  good 
standing.  Interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  work  is  very  encouraging. 
Mustered  one  new  canton  in  February,  which  took  first  prize  in  the 
Competitive  Drill  at  Pratt  on  April  26.  There  are  prospects  for  new 
cantons  at  several  points  and  we  hope  to  materially  increase  the  mem¬ 
bership  this  year.  Field  and  staff  officers  are  enthusiastic  workers. 
Department  has  grown  from  7  cantons  and  195  members  two  years  ago 
to  21  cantons  and  489  members  at  close  of  1909.  Department  Comman¬ 
der  was  elected  without  opposition  for  another  term,  and  we  are  deter¬ 
mined  to  have  a  division  of  40  cantons  before  the  close  of  the  present 
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term,  and  field  and  staff  officers  and  chevaliers  working  with  that  ob¬ 
ject  in  view.” 

Kentucky. — Col.  Dwight  L.  Bailey,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Since  receiving  your  order  directing  me  to  assume  the  duties  of  De¬ 
partment  Commander  in  the  Department  of  Kentucky,  I  have  made  a 
careful  investigation  of  the  general  condition,  and  am  still  engaged  in 
that  work.  There  are  6  cantons  in  this  Department  in  condition  rang¬ 
ing  from  good,  indifferent,  to  a  "bad  condition.  Canton  Richmond,  No.  6, 
and  Canton  Louisville,  No.  7,  belong  in  the  first-named  class,  and  the 
future  can  only  determine  the  class  of  the  others.  The  baby  canton, 
Louisville,  No.  7,  was  mustered  in  August,  1909,  now  has  20  swords  in 
line,  2  applicants  elected  last  meeting  night,  and  expect  to  receive  4 
petitions  our  next  meeting  night.  On  April  26  they  turned  out  as  a 
canton  with  every  sword  in  line  save  one,  and  that  chevalier  was  at 
home  confined  to  his  bed.  The  general  condition  here  will  improve  be¬ 
tween  now  and  the  close  of  the  year,  and  ‘  General  Apathy’  will  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  take  a  retired  commission  and  move  out  of  the  Department  of 
Kentucky.” 

Louisiana. — Maj.  Wm.  O.  Schmidt,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Department  of  Louisiana,  and 
while  it  may  not  be  as  prosperous  as  other  Departments,  yet,  on  the 
whole,  taking  all  circumstances  into  consideration,  we  are  doing  well. 
New  life  has  been  injected  into  Canton  Crowley,  and  from  the  present 
outlook  a  good  increase  in  the  near  future  seems  assured.  Canton  Ber¬ 
wick  is  somewhat  dormant,  and  will  shortly  pay  a  visit  of  inspection  to 
see  what  is  lacking.  Canton  Orleans  is  holding  its  own,  and  several 
new  accessions  will'  be  had  shortly.  Financially  the  cantons  are  not  as 
they  should  be,  but  the  enthusiasm  and  efficient  work  now  going  on, 
this  will  be  overcome,  and  where  equipment  is  lacking  plans  are  afoot 
to  see  that  all  are  up  to  standard.  Meetings  are  well  attended.  Hoping 
to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  when  the  Department  Council  meets 
in  September,  at  which  time  I  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  inform  you 
of  affairs  in  this  Department.” 

Maryland. — Col.  George  W.  Godman,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  can  report  a  very  successful 
year  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  the  Old  Mother  Jurisdiction  of  Mary¬ 
land,  having  mustered  2  new  cantons  during  the  year,  being  assisted  by 
a  Department  staff  in  exemplifying  the  Militant  degree — which  was  done 
in  full  costume,  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  by  all  the  officers  and 
chevaliers  composing  the  staff.  The  6  cantons  now  composing  the  De¬ 
partment  are  in  a  condition  which  causes  us  to  feel  greatly  encouraged 
at  the  progress  made,  and  bright  for  the  future.  The  Grand  Decoration 
of  Chivalry,  conferred  by  yourself,  upon  Col.  Fred.  Groom  and  Captain 
Geo.  Smith,  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Temple,  before  an  immense  assembly 
of  persons,  was  both  gratifying  in  the  splendid  manner  the  Decoration 
was  conferred,  and  a  great  occasion  for  all  concerned.  Eleven  candi¬ 
dates  have  been  recommended  to  the  Degree  of  Chivalry,  which  will  be 
conferred  in  the  Armory  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  National  Guard,  the 
second  week  in  June.  Truly  can  we  repeat  the  words  of  the  patriotic 
song,  ‘  Maryland,  My  Maryland.’  ” 
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Massachusetts. — Maj.-Gen.  Alvin  E.  Bliss,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “  It  is  my  good  privilege  to  report  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  is  still  in  good  standing,  and  the  prospects 
for  continued  growth  are  exceptionally  good.  Of  course  we  have  had 
our  usual  drawbacks,  but  have  met  them  in  the  best  possible  manner 
and  have  been  able,  in  a  great  many  cases,  to  overcome  some  very  diffi¬ 
cult  problems.  We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
resuscitate  Canton  Beard  of  Fall  River,  enrolling  a  number  of  young 
members  full  of  interest  and  enthusiasm.  The  degree  work  has  been 
taken  up  in  nearly  all  of  our  cantons  and  most  of  them  are  able  to  do 
this  work  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  showing  decided  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  chevaliers.  I  am  proud  to  mention  that  the  Rebekah  lodges 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  privilege  extended  to  them  of  recommending 
sisters  for  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  and  a  great  many  of  the  sisters 
have  had  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  conferred  upon  them  during  the 
past  year.  A  large  number  of  applications  will  be  presented  to  the  De¬ 
partment  Council  this  year.  In  accordance  with  our  usual  custom,  the 
Department  Council  meeting  will  be  held  on  June  17,  1910,  at  Fitchburg, 
Mass.  We  are  making  a  special  effort  to  have  a  good  showing  on  this 
date  and  have  arranged  for  a  splendid  program.  The  usual  parade  will 
take  place  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon,  both  the  Decoration  and 
Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  will  be  conferred  on  a  large  number.  In 
the  evening  a  grand  military  ball  will  close  the  program.  The  Grand 
Encampment  of  Massachusetts  voted  at  the  meeting  held  in  February 
to  recommend  the  consolidation  of  the  Encampment  and  Patriarchs 
Militant  branches.  Personally,  I  do  not  believe  that  this  is  wise  and 
any  agitation  of  this  kind  will  only  tend  to  injure  these  two  branches, 
if  not  the  entire  Order.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Department  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  are  in  a  more  flourishing  condition 
to-day  than  for  some  time  past,  and  that  any  interference  with  the 
Encampment  or  Patriarchs  Militant  branches  will  be  an  injury  to  both. 
We  must  work  together  for  one  grand  cause,  the  upbuilding  of  the 
I.  O.  0.  F.  at  large.  If  the  officers  of  the  encampment  and  the  cantons 
will  work  in  unison,  I  have  no  fear  but  that  the  result  will  be  increased 
membership.  My  term  of  office  expires  January  31,  1911.  For  two 
terms  I  have  given  my  time  and  attention  to  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  our  Order.  If  I  have  accomplished  any¬ 
thing  in  this  time  that  has  benefited  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  our 
Order  at  large,  I  shall  retire  satisfied.  My  interest  in  this  Order  and 
this  branch  will  continue,  and  I  can  always  be  counted  to  do  my  part 
towards  the  good  work.” 

Michigan. — Brig.-Gen.  Fred.  W.  Davis,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “Believing  it  is  wise  and  also  that  it  is  your  desire  to  keep  in 
touch,  as  far  as  possible,  with  the  doings  of  the  Militant  and  the  activity 
of  the  Department  Commander  in  each  Department,  I  hereby  beg  leave 
to  advise  you  briefly  of  our  stewardship  during  the  past  year.  The 
printed  proceedings  of  the  last  general  military  council  showed  26  can¬ 
tons  reported  from  this  Department.  We  thought  at  that  time  there  was 
an  opportunity  for  enlargement,  and  the  last  report  for  1909  to  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Secretary  showed  our  judgment  was  correct,  for  this  Department 
reports  32  cantons  in  good  standing  with  a  membeship  of  927,  and  since 
sending  in  that  report,  we  have  resuscitated  a  defunct  canton  that  has 
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not  reported  for  four  years.  The  report,  perhaps,  does  not  show  a  com¬ 
mensurate  increase  of  chevaliers  to  the  cantons  reported,  but  we  are  un¬ 
alterably  opposed  to  the  idea  of  cantons  carrying  non-paying  and  non¬ 
active  members,  and  advised  the  officers  in  command,  at  the  beginning 
of  last  year,  to  call  out  all  such  dead  timber.  The  seeming  lack  of  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  is  the  result,  but  I  believe  from  the  activity  now 
being  shown  in  this  Department  throughout  the  State,  that  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  our  advice  will  show  fruitful  results;  that  every  member  being 
a  live  and  energetic  one,  the  increase  will  be  greater  than  if  they  had  to 
carry  the  burden  of  the  drones  on  their  shoulders.  I  also  wish  to  state 
that  this  Department  is  in  the  best  financial  condition  it  has  been  in 
for  some  time;  that  every  canton  in  the  Department  is  paid  up  to  the 
minute  for  supplies,  commissions,  etc.,  and  we  are  carrying  no  dead 
accounts  on  our  books.  Hope  we  may  have  the  pleasure  and  benefit  of 
your  presence  somewhere  in  this  State  before  long,  and  thereby  still 
further  exhilarate  and  enthuse  the  membership  in  this  Department.” 

Minnesota. — Brig.-Gen.  Aug.  Hohenstein,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “In  submitting  to  you  this  report,  it  affords  me  a  great  deal 
of  pleasure  to  note  the  splendid  condition  of  my  Department  at  this 
time.  Our  new  cantons,  mustered  into  service  within  the  last  year,  are 
active  and  are  working  with  a  determination  to  master  the  difficulties 
connected  with  the  organization  of  a  new  body;  our  old  cantons  are 
either  progressing  along  the  old  prosperous  lines,  or  when  they  have 
not  been  active  in  the  past,  have  changed  their  ways,  and  I  can  boast 
to-day  of  20  live,  working  cantons  in  the  Department  of  Minnesota.  The 
large  part  of  this  success  and  the  healthful  conditions  of  the  cantons 
has  been  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  the  cantons  have  been  careful 
in  the  selection  of  their  commanding  officers.  I  believe  we  have  the 
most  efficient  set  of  line  officers  to-day  that  were  ever  in  command  of 
cantons.  It  has  also  been  our  good  fortune  to  find  chevaliers  of  the 
right  kind;  active,  enthusiastic,  able  and  willing  to  fill  the  honorable 
offices  of  field  officers,  and  I  most  sincerely  predict  an  era  of  prosperity 
and  progress  for  Patriarchs  Militant  Odd  Fellowship  in  Minnesota.” 

Missouri. — Brig.-Gen.  E.  R.  Shipley,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  The  Patriarchs  Militant  of  this  Department  remains  in  about  the  same 
numerical  strength  as  at  last  annual  report.  We  feel  that  we  are  stead¬ 
ily  gaining  in  popular  feeling,  and  that  the  lower  branches  of  the  Order 
are  looking  upon  the  Militant  branch  with  more  favor.  Our  Grand 
Lodge  is  making  an  annual  appropriation  of  $500  for  our  presence  in  its 
annual  parade,  and  our  Grand  Encampment  gives  us  $200  annually,  so 
that  we  feel  greatly  encouraged.  Our  Grand  Master,  ex-Governor  Dock¬ 
ery,  took  the  Militant  degree  last  month,  as  did  our  Past  Grand  Master 
Marshall,  and  when  our  prominent  Odd  Fellows  seek  the  fellowship  of 
the  chevalier’s,  we  see  a  brighter  future  all  along  the  line.” 

Montana. — Col.  J.  H.  Gilbert,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  in  this  Department  is  very  satisfactory.  In  my  last 
report  to  you  for  1909  we  had  7  cantons.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that, 
with  the  assistance  of  Col.  Crowhurst,  of  Seattle,  we  have  increased 
the  number  6  more,  making  a  total  of  13  cantons  in  this  Department 
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at  present.  I  have  organized  the  forces  into  three  battalions  with 
three  majors  commanding  them.  The  reports  of  the  cantons  show  that 
they  are  mustering  in  right  along,  which  is  encouraging,  and  I  am  satis¬ 
fied  this  Department  will  show  a  good  increase  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
We  have  17  encampments  in  the  State  and  13  cantons,  and  unless  there 
are  more  encampments  organized  we  will  not  be  able  to  have  more  can¬ 
tons  for  the  reason  that  the  other  four  encampments  are  not  strong 
enough  to  support  a  canton.  Our  next  Department  Council  meets  at 
Helena  in  October,  and  I  look  for  a  very  enthusiastic  meeting.  I  have 
been  again  elected  Department  Commander,  and  I  fully  realize  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  devolving  upon  me  to  be  successful.  I  conferred  the  Decora¬ 
tion  upon  23  ladies  the  past  year,  and  I  find  that  these  public  demon¬ 
strations  create  a  decided  enthusiasm  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  a 
continuance  of  them  will  inspire  the  Department  into  a  new  and  better 
atmosphere.” 

New  Hampshire. — Brig.-Gen.  H.  B.  Fairbanks,  Department  Com¬ 
mander,  reports:  “The  death  of  Major  John  W.  Bourlet,  Secretary  of 
this  Department,  early  in  January  of  the  present  year  and  the  suspen¬ 
sion  of  his  work  until  a  new  appointment  was  made,  naturally  caused 
quite  a  delay  in  compiling  the  statistics  of  this  Department  for  the  past 
year.  The  work  has  so  far  progressed  though,  that  I  am  able  to  state, 
with  much  pleasure,  after  examining  the  reports  of  the  various  cantons, 
that  this  Department  seems  in  a  healthy,  prosperous  condition.  The 
report  to  the  Military  Secretary  will  show  quite  an  addition  in  num¬ 
bers  and  funds,  and  that  there  seems  to  be  quite  a  little  activity  all 
along  the  line.  While  two  of  our  cantons  are  in  a  quiescent  state,  we 
shall,  immediately  after  the  session  of  our  Department  Council  on  June 
14,  take  steps  to  revive  them,  if  possible.  Indications  are  that  the  pres¬ 
ent  year  will  show  even  greater  and  better  results  than  the  past  year.” 

New  Jersey. — Col.  Chas.  L.  Williams,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  Since  assuming  command  of  the  Department,  in  February, 
have  personally  visited  the  most  of  our  cantons,  finding  on  each  occa¬ 
sion  with  one  exception,  at  least  60  per  cent  of  the  membership  in 
attendance.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  military  efficiency  is 
quite  fair,  in  fact  the  present  general  conditions  are  good,  and  the 
prospects  for  the  future  prosperity  bright.  While  there  was  a  net  loss 
of  10  chevaliers  in  1909,  there  will  be  an  increase  this  year,  as  quite  a 
number  of  recruits  have  already  been  mustered  in.  One  canton  in  par¬ 
ticular  (Essex,  No.  1,  of  Newark)  has  been  most  active  during  the  past 
year,  having  made  22  visitations  to  the  other  branches  of  the  Order, 
frequently  acting  as  escort  to  Grand  Officers.  On  April  11  a  new  canton 
was  publicly  mustered  in,  Canton  Washington,  No.  4,  of  Washington, 
with  18  members.  The  Department  Council  met  in  conjunction  with 
the  Grand  Encampment  on  May  3  in  Atlantic  City,  complete  harmony 
existing  between  the  two  bodies.  At  the  sessions  we  were  honored  by 
the  presence  of  our  distinguished  General  Commanding,  M.  A.  Raney, 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Military  Council,  Colonel  Fred.  A. 
Groom.  We  trust  that  as  the  Militant  has  become  so  important  a 
branch,  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we  will  have  direct  representa¬ 
tion  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.”

New  York. — Maj.-Gen.  Omar  A.  Hine,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  that  I  am  permitted  to  report  at 
this  time  a  prevailing  sentiment  of  harmony  throughout  our  entire 
Jurisdiction.  The  trend  has  an  element  toward  tne  betterment  of  all 
conditions  which  impart  a  healthful  advancement  for  all  that  is  sub¬ 
stantial  and  good  in  the  maintenance  and  uplift  of  the  Militant  Order. 
The  increase  in  membership  has  been  substantial,  perhaps  all  that 
should  be  expected.  The  losses  by  suspensions,  however,  have  been  sur¬ 
prisingly  great,  hence  affecting  materially  the  total,  or  net,  increase. 
While  we  must  regret  the  necessity  for  our  losses  through  this  medium, 
yet  we  may  feel  grateful  that  the  occasion  leaves  as  a  result  conditions 
more  in  harmony  with  a  pure  and  substantial  future.  The  conferring  of 
the  degree  in  full  form,  which  is  quite  universal  in  this  Department, 
has  had  much  to  do  with  the  prosperous  conditions  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  in  this  State,  and  the  annual  inspection  has  also  had 
a  great  influence  for  the  betterment  of  conditions  from  a  military 
standpoint.  While  in  the  year  past  we  have  been  compelled  to  cancel 
the  charter  of  one  canton  in  this  Department,  we  have  had  the  privilege 
of  mustering  two  new  ones,  which  now  gives  a  total  of  58.  It  is  more 
than  likely  that  during  the  next  year  there  will  be  added  several  more. 
Indications  fully  warrant  the  assertion.  It  is  my  purpose  during  the 
coming  winter  to  inspect  quite  thoroughly  in  the  Department  such  can¬ 
tons  as  may  need  encouragement.  In  this  work  I  shall  receive  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  my  general  and  field  officers,  and  I  have  faith  that  our  efforts 
will  reap  for  the  Militant  Order  a  bountiful  and  substantial  harvest  of 
good  results.  In  conclusion  I  desire  to  congratulate  the  General  Com¬ 
manding  the  great  Militant  Army  on  the  loyal  and  high  esteem  in  which 
he  is  held  by  the  members  of  the  Order  in  this  Department,  and  permit 
me  to  assure  you  of  a  most  hearty  welcome  whenever  you  may  be 
pleased  to  come  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State  of  New  York.” 

North  Carolina. — Maj.  L.  B.  McBrayer,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  hand  you  herewith  report  of  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Depart¬ 
ment.  Things  are  still  alive  and  the  spirit  of  progress  pervades  the 
Army  in  this  Department.  On  account  of  the  small  membership  of  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  we  have  not  been  able  to  muster  any 
new  cantons.  However,  the  patriarchs  are  becoming  more  and  more 
interested  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order,  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  we  will  add  one  or  more  new  cantons  in  the  very  near 
future.  Congratulating  you  upon  the  splendid  organization  of  the  Pa¬ 
triarchs  Militant  Army,  and  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  advancement 
that  pervades  the  same,  due  largely  to  the  high  ideals  and  splendid  ex¬ 
ecutive  ability  of  the  General  Commanding.” 

Nova  Scotia. — Maj.  H.  L.  Hart,  Department  Commander,  reports :  “  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  an  increase  in  membership,  with  prospects  of 
more,  and  possibly  another  canton,  in  the  Department  of  Nova  Scotia. 
There  is  a  healthy  interest  in  our  branch  of  the  Order.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  July  4  and  5,  when  Canton  Malden,  No.  55,  is  expected  to 
favor  the  chevaliers  of  Nova  Scotia  with  their  far-famed  degree  work, 
and  the  first  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  in  the  Province  to  be  con¬ 
ferred  by  our  General  Commanding.  A  large  party  from  Maine  will 
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accompany  the  General  and  staff.  The  visit  will  no  doubt  help  the 
Order  and  especially  the  Patriarchs  Militant.” 

Ohio. — Maj.-Gen.  A.  R.  Stocker,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Another  year  has  passed  since  our  last  report,  and  again  has  come  the 
time  to  make  report  on  the  present  condition  of  the  Department  of  Ohio, 
which  is  not  so  flattering  as  anticipated  a  year  ago.  However,  no  room 
for  discouragement.  The  Department  is  in  a  most  healthy  condition 
financially,  and  in  a  continued  improved  condition  in  proficiency,  not  to 
the  standard  of  numerical  strength  desired,  but  the  present  outlook  war¬ 
rants  us  to  feel  that  our  labors  are  not  in  vain.  Accept  highest  personal 
regards,  and  may  your  every  effort  be  crowned  with  success.” 

Oklahoma. — Col.  J.  H.  Donart,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “  I 
have  the  honor  to  report  the  conditions  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  the 
Department  of  Oklahoma.  This  Department  consists  of  9  cantons,  and 
at  date  of  my  commission  as  Colonel  and  Department  Commander,  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1910,  there  were  only  5  cantons  that  had  made  their  reports  or 
paid  per  capita  tax,  viz.:  Cantons  Ponca  City,  No.  2;  Oklahoma  City, 
No.  3;  Guthrie,  No.  5;  Carmen,  No.  7,  and  Stillwater,  No.  9.  Since 
above  date,  we  have  succeeded  in  reinstating  Cantons  Enid,  No.  1,  King¬ 
fisher,  No.  4,  and  Lawton,  No.  8;  all  the  above-named  cantons  have  paid 
per  capita  tax,  commissioned  their  officers  and  are  now  in  good  working 
order  and  mustering  new  members.  I  am  confident  that  from  our  pres¬ 
ent  outlook,  we  will  be  able  to  report  a  very  material  gain  in  our  mem¬ 
bership  during  the  ensuing  year.  We  expect  to  issue  the  necessary 
orders  and  dispensation  for  the  mustering  of  a  canton  at  Beaver,  Okla¬ 
homa,  on  or  about  June  8,  with  the  kind  assistance  of  Brigadier-General 
O.  R.  Stevens,  Department  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Kansas,  as 
the  brothers  write  me  that  they  intend  organizing  an  encampment  and 
canton  on  same  date  if  they  secure  the  required  permission.  They  have 
83  applications  for  the  encampment  and  have  8  chevaliers  ahd  15  Royal 
Purple  degree  members,  making  23  applicants  for  canton  charter.  I 
hope  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  adopt  the  Amendment  this 
year,  granting  direct  representation  to  the  several  Departments,  as  now 
enjoyed  by  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  encampments;  I  believe  this 
will  do  more  to  enhance  the  interest  in  this  branch  of  our  beloved  Order 
than  any  other  action  that  could  be  taken.  I  find  that  one  of  the  great 
objections  to  gaining  new  membership  is  the  cost  of  uniforming,  es¬ 
pecially  during  the  prevalent  high  cost  of  living,  that  were  the  General 
Military  Council  to  authorize  the  wearing  of  the  Fatigue,  instead  of 
Full  Dress  uniform  on  all  occasions,  there  would  be  a  very  material  in¬ 
crease  in  our  membership.” 

Oregon. — Brig.-Gen.  P.  A.  Hantz,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  The  condition  of  affairs  in  this  Department  are  very  satisfactory,  have 
made  a  gain  of  12  cantons  since  my  last  report  with  a  gain  of  over  300 
members.  On  May  18,  last,  the  first  brigade  was  formed  with  22  can¬ 
tons.  Most  of  the  cantons  have  made  considerable  gains  in  membership, 
which  is  very  gratifying  to  me.” 

Pennsylvania. — Maj.-Gen.  J.  B.  Andrews,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “  In  submitting  my  report  as  Department -Commander  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  De-

partment  is  still  gaining  both  in  numbers  and  military  proficiency.  All 
the  cantons,  with  one  exception,  are  alive  and  increasing.  I  would  also 
report  that  warrant  has  been  issued  for  a  new  canton  to  be  located  in 
Beaver  County,  and  before  our  annual  Department  Council  sessions  at 
Allentown  in  October  I  expect  to  issue  at  least  2  more  warrants  for  new 
cantons.” 

South  Dakota. — Maj.  W.  F.  Gordon,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  I  herewith  send  you  a  report  of  the  cantons  in  this  Department. 
We  now  have  7  cantons  in  this  Department  with  good  prospects  of  at 
least  3  more  during  the  summer,  as  I  have  calls  for  that  many  petitions. 
All  cantons  in  this  Department,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  are  doing  fairly 
well,  although  some  of  them  are  a  little  behind  in  their  drill.  I  shall 
try  and  hope  for  higher  attainments  all  along  the  line  as  soon  as  we  are 
organized  as  a  Department  Council.” 

Tennessee. — Maj.  J.  W.  Howard,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  wish  I  had  a  more  flattering  report  to  give  you  from  the  Department 
of  Tennessee  than  I  am  warranted  in  making  at  this  time.  However, 
matters  could  be  worse  in  Patriarchs  Militant  circles  in  this  Department 
than  they  are.  A  few  years  ago  they  were  much  worse.  We  have  the 
encouragement  of  one  new  canton  having  been  organized  during  the 
year;  and  prospects  seem  good  for  another  in  the  very  near  future. 
Death  having  invaded  one  of  our  cantons  and  taken  away  its  leader  and 
leading  spirit,  has  caused  it  to  lag  to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  our 
organizing  a  State  Council  at  as  early  a  date  as  we  had  anticipated;  but 
we  are  going  to  have  that  State  Council  yet,  and  we  sincerely  trust  that 
it  will  be  in  the  near  future.  Some  of  us  are  still  hopeful,  and  deter¬ 
mined;  and  when  we  once  get  well  to  going  we  expect  to  make  up  for 
much  lost  time.  We  hope  to  have  a  representation  at  Atlanta,  and  get 
enough  enthusiasm  instilled  into  us  there  to  make  the  following  year 
the  best  one  we  have  ever  had  in  Tennessee  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant.” 

Texas. — Col.  H.  D.  Johnson,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  While  our  report  only  shows  a  small  net  growth,  still  we  have  made 
considerable  progress  during  the  year  1909.  We  have  mustered  more 
chevaliers  than  in  any  preceding  year,  but  our  suspension  list  was  very 
heavy.  This  loss  is  caused  by  the  continual  movement  of  the  population 
from  one  part  of  the  State  to  another,  and  chevaliers  thus  getting  away 
from  their  canton  into  a  place  where  there  is  none  and  thus  losing  inter¬ 
est  and  eventually  dropping  out.  During  the  year  we  mustered  4  new 
cantons,  and  since  January  have  mustered  2  more,  giving  us  now  a 
brigade.  Within  a  few  days  I  shall  make  application  for  the  forming 
of  a  brigade.  I  believe  that  this  fall  there  will  be  something  doing  in 
Patriarchs  Militant  circles.” 

Vermont. — Col.  W.  T.  Haigh,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “The 
condition  of  the  Department  of  Patriarchs  Militant  of  Vermont  is  very 
encouraging.  While  we  made  no  gain  last  year,  which  was  owing  to 
one  canton  being  placed  on  a  non-reporting  list,  we  have  made  a  decided 
gain  since  January  1.  In  looking  over  the  reports,  I  find  that  we  have 
a  larger  number  than  at  any  previous  time.  It  seems  quite  probable 
that  there  will  be  another  canton  soon  organized.  Reports  are  for¬ 
warded  more  promptly  than  ever  before  and  the  general  outlook  is  very 
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encouraging.  Our  Department  Council  in  May  was  well  attended,  and 
in  the  parade  that  followed  I  noticed  a  marked  improvement  in  forma¬ 
tions,  drill  and  marching.” 

Washington. — Maj.-Gen.  E.  P.  Edsen,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “I  beg  to  say  that  this  Department  has  gained  56  chevaliers 
during  the  year  just  ended.  The  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  this  city  has  given  our  branch  of  the  Order  an  impetus  felt  every¬ 
where.  The  reports  from  the  general  and  field  officers  to  these  head¬ 
quarters  show  good  discipline  and  order,  excellent  health,  up-to-date 
equipment,  good  finance  and  that  harmony  and  general  good  fellowship 
is  the  watch-word  throughout  the  Department.  The  foundation  has 
been  laid  for  several  new  cantons,  which  will  be  mustered  into  the  ser¬ 
vice  as  soon  as  practicable.  Our  last  field  encampment  held  at  North 
Yakima  from  June  5  to  10  was  a  success  from  every  point  of  view.” 

West  Virginia. — Col.  Oliver  J.  Fleming,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “Conditions  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  this  State  are  not 
ideal,  and  we  are  handicapped  in  several  ways,  but  are  doing  fine  under 
the  conditions  that  exist,  and  have  a  fine  prospect  in  the  near  future. 
All  the  cantons  in  the  State  have  reported  but  one.  I  have  application 
for  a  canton  of  32  to  40  members  at  Moundsville,  W.  Va.  Several  other 
places  are  making  an  effort  to  start.  The  prospect  is  very  good  for 
quite  a  revival  in  the  Militant  branch  of  the  Order.” 

Wisconsin. — Col.  F.  X.  Schaeffer,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  is  going 
through  a  general  awakening.  We  have  received  nearly  all  reports  from 
the  different  cantons  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  Cantons  Nos.  1  and  5  are 
mustering  in  new  members  at  nearly  every  meeting.  I  have  hopes  to 
be  able  in  the  near  future  to  muster  in  about  2  new  cantons.  I  have 
taken  up  the  charter  of  Canton  No.  3,  which  has  been  dead  for  many 
years  and  beyond  hope  of  resurrection.  I  have  great  faith  in  Wisconsin 
Odd  Fellowship  and  believe  that  in  a  year  or  two  this  Department  will 
have  500  members,  especially  if  you  are  successful  in  passing  the  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  giving  Depart¬ 
ments  of  500  or  more  members  a  Grand  Representative.  It  is  certainly 
a  very  poor  policy  to  have  a  great  body  of  men  governed  by  men  who 
are  not  members  of  said  body.  I  hope  the  time  will  soon  come  when  a 
Grand  Representative  must  be  a  member  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant.” 

Wyoming. — Maj.  A.  T.  Morgareidge,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  In  regard  to  condition  of  Patriarchs  Militant  in  Wyoming,  will  say 
we  have  3  active  cantons,  Nos.  1,  3  and  5.  We  will  muster  one  new  can¬ 
ton  in  the  near  future,  and  we  hope  to  revive  the  two  dormant  ones 
within  the  year,  thereby  giving  us  a  Department  Council.” 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

General  M.  A.  Raney,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Dear  General:  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report 
of  the  work  and  present  condition  of  the  Medical  and  Hospital  Corps  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 
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As  directed  by  you,  I  have  attempted  to  organize  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  into  a  Medical  and  Hospital  Corps.  With  all,  the  task  assigned 
me  has  been  necessarily,  in  a  measure,  disappointing.  Yet,  however, 
looking  at  the  many  and  multitudinous  details  necessary  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  such  a  scheme  and  recognizing  the  vastness  of  the  territory  to 
be  covered  by  such  an  organization,  throwing  out  its  tentacles  as  it 
does  from  one  end  of  the  earth  to  the  other — covering  57  State,  terri¬ 
torial  and  colonial  Jurisdictions,  with  a  membership  of  50,000  chevaliers 
— I  am  sure  we  should  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  splendid  success 
attained,  the  present  condition  and  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  past  year. 

I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  after  the  reorganization  has  been 
made  complete  by  molding  into  a  more  concrete  form  the  detail  work 
and  discipline  of  the  Medical  Corps  throughout  this  vast  Jurisdiction, 
we  may  reasonably  anticipate  a  perfect  working  Medical  and  Hospital 
Corps  that  will  be  excelled  by  none. 

I  have  corresponded  with  all  the  various  Departments,  in  which  both 
Department  Commanders  and  Chief  Surgeons  give  me  their  assurance  of 
hearty  co-operation  in  this  scheme  of  organization. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  invariably  is  that  there  should  be  commis¬ 
sioned  none  but  physicians  in  the  Medical  Department.  Imagine  our 
horror  should  sickness  or  accident  befall  one  of  our  brothers  or  sisters 
while  in  camp;  the  only  acting  surgeon  not  a  medical  man;  before  a 
physician  could-  be  brought  to  the  aid  of  the  injured  or  sick  person — a 
soul  had  entered  eternity — what  then!  ! 

Aside  from  the  humanitarian  aspect  of  the  subject,  the  organization 
of  the  Medical  Corps  upon  a  purely  medical  plan  will  not  only  prove  a 
valuable  auxiliary  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  but  to  the  order  in  general. 

I  am  pained  to  report  that  throughout  the  various  Departments  there 
is  a  dearth  of  medical  men,  leaving  many  vacancies  that  should  be  filled 
with  capable  surgeons. 

This  is  due  to  the  inability  of  commanders  to  find  capable  medical 
men  to  accept  these  positions. 

We  should  strive  to  make  some  incentive  for  medical  men  to  sacrifice 
a  little  of  their  time,  and  accept  these  appointments. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  may  be  accomplished  by  urging  upon  the 
various  Relief  Committees  and  Boards  of  Homes,  Hospitals  and  Or¬ 
phanages  to  employ  only  surgeons  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  to  attend 
the  sick  of  these  institutions. 

The  professional  standing  of  the  present  members  of  the  Medical  De¬ 
partment  is  excellent,  and  among  them  men  determined  to  do  their  duty 
and  fulfill  all  their  obligations  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 

I  hope  at  the  next  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  there  will  be 
enacted  such  legislation  as  will  assist  the  completion  of  this  organiza¬ 
tion  so  that  in  my  next  report  I  will  be  able  to  give  you  a  more  flatter¬ 
ing  and  detailed  account  of  my  stewardship.

A  great  deal  of  time  and  attention  has  been  given  to  a  complete  and 
thorough  revision  of  the  Militant  tactics  or  drill  regulations,  the  en¬ 
deavor  being  to  supply  a  book  that  shall  be  complete  in  all  particulars, 
supplying  the  needs  of  all  desiring  such  information.  All  manuscript 
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for  same  being  submitted  to  the  committee.  Under  direction  of  Surgeon- 
General  D.  L.  Smith,  manuscript  has  been  prepared  for  a  complete 
Medical  Department  and  Hospital  Corps,  which  will  also  be  submitted. 
As  directed  at  last  session  a  trial  Code  has  been  carefully  prepared  and 
is  ready  for  consideration. 

By  reason  of  the  great  success  attending  the  organization  and  forma¬ 
tion  into  companies  of  the  boy  scouts,  by  a  prominent  newspaper,  and 
the  fact  that  such  organizations  of  boys  are  commended  by  religious 
organizations,  athletic  societies  and  schools,  wherein  military  training 
is  the  predominating  feature,  and  that  such  training  and  physical  de¬ 
velopment  in  boys  is  universally  commended,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
sons  of  Odd  Fellows  of  12  years  and  up,  under  the  title  and  name  of 
“  Volunteers,”  be  recruited  into  companies,  each  of  such  company  of 
Volunteers  to  be  auxiliary  to  a  lodge,  encampment  or  canton,  by  whom 
all  fixed  expense  incidental  thereto  may  be  carried,  the  Volunteers  to 
be  governed  by  the  Code  and  regulations  now  had  for  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  with  like  provisions  for  officers.  The  equipment  to  consist 
optionally  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Fatigue  or  Huzzars  uniform,  char¬ 
ters,  and  all  details  for  the  “  Boy  Volunteers  ”  to  be  provided  by  the 
General  Military  Council  and  without  expense  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  * 

During  the  year  the  Militant  headquarters  in  the  second  floor  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Building,  at  25  N.  Liberty  Street,  Baltimore, 
have  been  continuously  open,  and  a  great  amount  of  correspondence  and 
business  appertaining  to  the  Militant  transacted  therefrom.  The  rooms 
and  accommodations  are  quite  complete  as  arranged  by  Grand  Secretary 
John  B.  Goodwin,  to  whom  is  great  appreciation  due,  also  for  many 
courtesies  and  assistance  extended.  Col.  Fred.  A.  Groom,  Military 
Secretary,  has  proved  thoroughly  competent,  and  in  his  effort  for  a  com¬ 
plete  report  and  all  possible  assistance,  untiring.  Constantly  alert  and 
with  an  interest  unexcelled,  his  selection  has  indeed  proven  to  be  one 
of  the  very  best. 

Great  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  many  courtesies  and  compliments 
extended  during  the  year,  much  pleasure  being  had  in  visiting  many  of 
the  Department  encampments  and  exercises,  some  of  which  were  par  ex¬ 
cellence  in  character,  the  increasing  interest  and  higher  attainments 
being  noted  each  year.  It  not  being  possible  to  particularize,  with  so 
many  meriting  special  mention,  congratulations  are  extended  to  each 
individual  officer  and  chevalier,  who,  by  their  endeavors,  have  made 
possible  and  brought  about  the  splendid  showing  now  possible  on  all 
occasions.

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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

After  my  regular  report  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  the 
following  official  business  has  been  transacted: 

Permission  granted  authorizing  certificate  to  be  issued  to  G.  W. 
Morris. 

It  appearing  upon  investigation  that  G.  W.  Morris,  a  former  member 
of  Northern  Light  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Fargo,  North  Dakota,  now  defunct, 
was  not  initiated  in  said  lodge  until  February  26,  1895,  nearly  two 
years  after  the  lodge  perverted  the  funds  of  said  lodge  and,  therefore, 
had  no  part  or  share  in  the  perversion  of  its  funds  and  was  not  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  action  of  those  causing  the  loss  of  its  charter,  and  for 
that  reason'  not  being  debarred  from  regaining  membership  under  the 
provision  of  law  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  I  did,  on  August 
11,  last,  authorize  the  issuing  to  him  of  the  certificate  issued  in  such 
cases  and  I  hereby  request  your  approval  of  my  action. 

Dec.  20.  Statement  —  Our  Jurisdiction  requires  a  capitation  tax  to 
the  Grand  Encampment  from  subordinates  of  fifty  cents  per  capita, 
payable  in  January.  Therefore,  if  an  encampment,  be  instituted  the 
latter  half  of  the  last  term  of  1900,  or  the  first  half  of  the  first  term 
of  1910,  what  amount  of  capitation  tax,  if  any,  is  due  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  at  the  completion  of  the  first  full  term  which  would  be  July 
1,  1910? 

Answer . — Twenty-five  cents  or  half  the  per  capita  tax  would  be  due 
in  either  case  for  the  term,  ending  July  1,  1910,  unless  local  law  pro¬ 
vides  for  reduction  of  tax  for  time  between  January  1  and  instituting 
of  subordinate  encampment,  or,  that  no  part  of  said  tax  shall  be  due 
until  January  1,  1911. 

Statement. — We  have  two  or  three  encampments  instituted  in  October 
and  November  of  last  year,  prior  to  our  Grand  Encampment  meeting 
in  November,  and  these  encampments  will,  of  course,  expect  to  be  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  Grand  Encampment  next  November  and  have  their  rep¬ 
resentatives  receive  mileage  and  per  diem. 

Question . — If  no  capitation  tax  is  due  from  these  encampments  until 
January  1,  1911,  would  such  representatives  be  entitled  to  their  mileage 
and  per  dietn?  " 

Answer. — In  deciding  this  question  I  am  left  to  infer  that  local  law 
provides  that  all  taxes  and  dues  must  be  paid  by  an  encampment  prior 
to  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  to  entitle  its  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  mileage  and  per  diem.  If  such  be  the  case,  then  said 
representatives  would  not  be  entitled  thereto  it  being  in  my  opinion  a 
question  settled  or  to  be  settled  by  local  legislation. 
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Dec.  21.  Statement. — At  a  regular  meeting  of  Mount  Sinai  Lodge, 
No.  22,  held  on  Thursday  evening,  April  28,  1910,  Bro.  Harry  H.  Far- 
num,  a  first  degree  member  of  Beacon  Lodge,  No.  15,  of  Washington, 
D.  C.,  made  application  to  Mount  Sinai  Lodge,  No.  22,  for  membership 
under  the  transfer  lhw.  Committee  was  appointed  at  our  regular  meet¬ 
ing  held  on  Thursday  evening,  May  5,  1910.  The  Committee  of  Inves¬ 
tigation  reported  favorably.  Bro.  Harry  H.  Farnum  was  balloted  for 
and  declared  elected  to  become  a  member  of  Mount  Sinai  Lodge,  No.  22. 
Beacon  Lodge,  No.  15,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  notified  of  Brother 
Farnum’s  election  in  Mount  Sinai  Lodge  and  requested  to  forward 
Transfer  Certificate  which  it  refused  to  do  on  the  plea  that  Brother 
Farnum  was  not  a  scarlet  member. 

Question. — Who  is  in  error,  Mount  Sinai  Lodge,  No.  22,  in  electing 
Brother  Farnum  to  membership, -or,  Beacon  Lodge,  No.  15,  in  refusing 
to  grant  Transfer  Certificate? 

Answer. — Beacon  Lodge,  No.  15,  is  in  error  and  in  my  opinion  should 
have  granted  the  Transfer  Certificate  under  ritualistic  and  other  laws 
and  especially  under  the  latest  Transfer  Law  which  appears  in  ap¬ 
proved  Decision  9,  page  428,  Journal  of  1908. 

During  the  year  I  have  received  a  number  of  letters  requesting  my 
approval  of  schemes  of  a  private  financial  character  and  to  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  use  our  emblems  for  advertising  purposes  in  aid  of  some  en¬ 
terprise  to  financially  benefit  individual  members  and  others.  Two 
related  to  appeals  by  circular  letters  to  lodges  requesting  their  aid  in 
raising  funds  for  the  erection  of  church  buildings.  Attention  is  directed 
to  my  decision  numbered  18  on  this  subject.  Another  desired  my  ap¬ 
proval  of  a  lecture  scheme.  A  publishing  company  mailed  a  chart  to 
me  for  my  endorsement.  I  returned  same.  Another  business  firm  re¬ 
quested  my  permission  to  manufacture  a  pennant  with  some  of  our 
emblems  thereon  to  be  used  as  premiums  connected  with  the  sale  of 
goods,  and  mailed  a  sample  for  my  inspection  which  I  at  once  returned. 

I  also  received  request  from  two  or  three  brothers  to  approve  their  sale 
of  booklets  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship  which  they  had  published  and 
desired  to  sell  to  members  of  the  Order  in  our  Grand  Jurisdictions.  I 
received  a  circular  in  which  a  business  man  used  one  of  our  emblems 
in  his  advertisement  for  business  purposes  to  which  I  called  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  he  lived.  I 
received  a  circular  relating  to  an  insurance  corporation  using  the  name 
“  Odd  Fellows  Annuity  ”  to  which  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  that  Jurisdiction  and  the  name  was  changed  at  once.  To 
all  the  appeals  herein  designated  I  promptly  refused  to  grant  my  ap¬ 
proval  as  amply  demonstrated  in  my  letters  connected  therewith  which 
are  herewith  submitted. 

Since  my  arrival  in  Atlanta  my  attention  officially  has  been  directed 
to  a  circular  letter  issued  not  by  my  lodge,  but  by  a  young  lodge  in  the 
town  where  I  reside  in  which  it  was  proposed  to  sell  bonds  of  five 
dollar  denomination  to  lodges  and  individuals  payable  in  twenty  years, 
the  money  derived  therefrom  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  memorial . 
hall  to  be  known  under  my  name.  I  never  saw  one  of  said  circulars 
or  bonds  until  yesterday,  and  I  positively  refused  to  sanction  or  ap¬ 
prove  the  issuing  of  either,  and  all  the  action  taken  by  those  issuing 
said  documents  was  taken  during  my  absence  visiting  Grand  Bodies, 
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and  was  without  my  knowledge  until  some  time  after  action  had  been 
taken,  and  certainly  at  no  time  with  my  consent.  If  any  Grand  Master 
or  any  member  had  requested  at  any  time  to  know  my  position  regarding 
the  action  of  said  lodge  taken  as  I  believe  through  the  great  zeal  of  its 
membership  to  do  something  to  perpetuate  the  signal  recognition  and 
great  honor  conferred  by  this  Grand  Body  on  one  of  the  very  few  re¬ 
maining  pioneer  citizens  and  Odd  Fellows  of  my  adopted  State,  there 
would  not  have  been  a  moment’s  hesitation  in  placing  myself  squarely 
on  record  as  to  said  action,  and  requesting  him  to  see  that  the  law  was 
executed  in  his  Jurisdiction  the  same  as  in  all  other  cases.  As  to  what 
my  action  would  have  been  in  such  case  is  very  clearly  and  well  defined 
as  expressed  in  my  decisions  numbered  16  and  18  and  my  letters  re¬ 
lating  to  all  cases  submitted  for  my  official  action. 

Another  matter  has  also  been  called  to  my  attention  since  my  arrival 
in  which  a  circular  was  issued  by  a  business  house  to  aid  one  branch 
of  the  Order  through  the  sale  of  pictures.  This  too  would  have  met 
with  my  disapproval  if  it  had  come  to  my  knowledge  in  time  and  in  a 
proper  manner. 

There  may  be  some  question  as  to  whether  or  not  all  of  our  laws 
relating  to  the  several  matters  herein  mentioned  are  broad  enough  to 
cover  every  point  involved.  I,  therefore,  recommend  such  action  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  through  the  report  of  a  committee  hereon  as 
will,  if  possible,  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  matters  herein  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit 
to,  you  in  the  eighty-sixth  annual  session  convened,  the  report  of  this 
office,  giving  the  condition  of  all  branches  of  the  Order  on  December  31, 
1909  (except  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  which  appears  in  the  separate 
report  as  Adjutant-General).  While  the  particulars  and  figures  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  past  year  will  appear  in  the  various  statistical  tables 
herein,  a  general  outline  of  the  work  done  and  results  accomplished 
during  the  year  1909  is  here  given. 

The  correspondence  relating  to  all  branches  of  the  Order  from  the 
various  Jurisdictions  through  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and 
Secretaries  of  Assemblies,  appearing  elsewhere  in  this  report,  will  be 
of  much  interest  considered  in  connection  with  the  tables.  This  corre¬ 
spondence  shows  the  general  condition  in  the  Jurisdictions  and  the 
causes  which  have  contributed  to  successful  results,  as  well  as  any  diffi¬ 
culties  encountered  or  overcome. 

Prevailing  financial  conditions  of  the  country  have  been  much  the 
same  during  the  period  covered  by  the  present  report  as  for  the  preced¬ 
ing  one  for  1908.  The  recovery  from  the  financial  depression  has  been 
slow  and,  as  correspondence  shows,  has  been  distinctly  felt  in  some 
Jurisdictions  up  to  and  including  the  past  year.  Notwithstanding  this 
fact,  the  progress  made  has  been  gratifying,  especially  in  the  subordi¬ 
nate  and  Rebekah  lodges,  and  a  splendid  net  gain  in  membership  in  both 
branches  has  been  made,  though  not  quite  so  large  as  for  1908.  There 
is  strong  assurance  of  greater  prosperity  to  the  Order  in  1910.  The  net 
increase  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  in  1909  is  41,608,  making  the 
total  present  membership  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  1,534,086.  The 
net  increase  in  Rebekah  membership  is  7247  brothers,  22,437  sisters, 
making  the  total  present  Rebekah  membership  633,615.  The  progress  in 
the  encampment  membership  has  not  been  in  proportion  to  that  in  the 
other  branches,  the  net  increase  for  the  year  in  this  being  only  1308. 
The  correspondence  already  referred  to  gives  some  of  the  difficulties  and 
conditions  encountered  in  encampment  work,  which  have  prevented 
greater  success  and  will  also  show  that  conditions  are  now  improving. 
The  total  net  gains  for  all  branches  in  1909  aggregate  72,600,  to  which 
should  be  added  that  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  2215,  making 
this  total,  74,815.  The  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  1,534,086, 
together  with  the  membership  of  418,335  sisters  only,  of  the  Rebekah 
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branch,  make  the  total  membership  of  the  Order  at  the  end  of  1909 
1,952,421,  and  only  47,579  less  than  2,000,000  members.  In  this  total, 
brothers  of  the  Rebekah  branch  and  of  the  Encampment  and  Patriarchs 
Militant  branches  are  not  included,  as  they  are  represented  in  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  membership. 

The  expenditure  for  relief  in  1909  was  $5,356,925.89,  being  a  decrease 
compared  with  the  preceding  year  of  $143,899.71.  The  total  receipts  of 
subordinates  in  1909  aggregated  $16,827,728.66,  being  an  increase  of 
$456,791.23  over  the  preceding  year.  The  invested  funds  of  Grand  and 
subordinate  bodies  of  the  Order  at  the  end  of  1909  amounted  to  $53,156,- 
910.14,  showing  an  increase  in  one  year  only  of  $3,565,561.90.  The  total 
relief  expenditure  of  the  Order  since  1830  has  been  $130,987,340.67. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY’S  OFFICE. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  the  new  Rebekah  Ritual  has  been 
issued  and  distributed,  and  many  of  the  supplies  changed  to  conform 
thereto.  The  total  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1910, 
amounted  to  $107,962.93,  which  is  $16,653.07  less  than  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  the  leading  reduction  being  in  the  sale  of  Rituals,  as  all 
branches  of  the  Order  have  recently  been  supplied  with  the  new  or  re¬ 
vised  Rituals  in  exchange,  free  of  cost,  and  as  such  Rituals  are  new  and 
in  good  condition  there  has  been  no  occasion  for  purchasing  Rituals, 
except  to  supply  newly  instituted  lodges,  Rebekah  lodges  and  encamp¬ 
ments,  and  this  condition  will  doubtless  continue  for  several  years  more 
as  to  Rituals.  The  reduction  in  the  item  of  the  sale  of  Rituals  alone, 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  was  $14,115.20,  the  next  largest  item 
of  reduction  being  $6,890.65  in  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Official  Cer¬ 
tificates. 

The  expenses,  as  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  have 
been  large,  chiefly  resulting  from  the  long  distances  traveled  to  the 
Seattle  session  and  the  consequent  large  amount  of  mileage  paid,  and 
to  the  issuing  of  the  new  Rebekah  Ritual  and  supplies  changed  to  con¬ 
form  thereto,  and  for  issuing  the  new  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encamp¬ 
ment  Floor  Work. 


GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

From  the  Representatives’  certificates  received  it  is  shown  that  the 
number  of  Representatives  to  the  present  session  will  be  210,  one  of 
these  being  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  in  the  person  of  Bro. 
J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary  of  that  Grand  Body,  for  whom  a  certificate 
has  been  received.  The  coming  of  this  distinguished  brother  will  be 
gratifying  to  the  membership  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  to  the 
entire  Order.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  under  its  jurisdic¬ 
tion  the  seven  Grand  Lodges  of  New  South  Wales,  New  Zealand,  South 
Australia,  Tasmania,  Victoria,  Western  Australia  and  Queensland,  with 
a  combined  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  37,182  and  4847  sisters  of 
Rebekah,  or  a  total  membership  of  42,029,  and  also  has  two  Grand 
Encampments,  one  in  New  South  Wales  and  one  in  South  Australia. 
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NECROLOGY. 

Information  has  been  received  of  the  death  since  the  last  session  of 
Reps.  George  W.  Mowbray,  of  Indian  Territory,  and  Charles  W.  Man¬ 
ning,  of  Ohio. 

SALE  OF  OFFICIAL  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1910,  the  sale  of  Official  Certifi¬ 
cates  reached  35,778  books  of  100  Certificates  each,  as  shown  by  table  in 
this  report. 


ISSUE  AND  EXCHANGE  OF  NEW  REBEKAH  RITUAL. 

The  new  Rebekah  Ritual  adopted  at  the  last  session,  and  which  be¬ 
came  operative  January  1,  1910,  was  issued  and  distributed  to  the  vari¬ 
ous  Jurisdictions  in  ample  time.  The  exchange  accounts  were  closed  as 
far  as  practicable  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  July  31,  1910,  but  as  the 
limit  for  exchange  extends  to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1910,  the 
exchange  is  not  completed.  The  new  Ritual  was  translated  into  German 
and  issued,  and  the  translation  into  Danish  will  soon  be  issued. 


NEW  FLOOR  WORK. 

The  new  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encampment  Floor  Work  were  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  committee  having  charge  of  the  same  as  early  after  the 
last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  the  verbal  and  other 
changes  and  corrections  authorized  could  be  made,  and  when  received 
at  this  office  were  gotten  out  as  quickly  as  the  work  could  be  done. 

The  new  Rebekah  Floor  Work,  now  being  prepared  by  the  committee 
to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  will  no  doubt  be  reported  to  and 
acted  upon  at  the  present  session.

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In  compliance  with  Report  95,  Journal,  1899,  page  342,  the  funds 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge^  have  been  deposited  during  the  past 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  the  Fidelity  Trust  Co., 
of  Maryland,  on  which  deposits  the  sum  of  $541.22  has  been  received 
as  interest  to  July  1,  1910. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Journal,  1896,  page  15,077,  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  were  executed  and 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  his  letters  acknowledging  their 
receipt  by  him  are  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office. 

Resolved,  That  the  iron  railing  surrounding  the  Wildey  Monument, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  be  removed  and  the  plot  of  ground  on  which 
it  stands  so  changed  as  to  conform  to  a  proper  and  well-defined  plan  to 
make  the  same  attractive  and  in  keeping  with  our  great  Order  and  with 
the  honor  due  its  founder,  at  an  expense  of  not  to  exceed  $200.00. 

Under  authority  of  the  chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance, 
Rep.  Foxwell,  of  Maryland,  was  designated  to  attend  to  this  matter,  and 
the  change  has  been  made,  greatly  improving  the  appearance  of  the 
monument. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
have  a  portrait  of  Grand  Sire  John  L.  Nolen,  deceased,  painted  and 
preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Order. 

The  painting  was  made,  and  the  portrait  now  hangs  on  the  wall  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  room  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Temple  in  Baltimore.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  following  correspondence  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  Order, 
showing  the  work  and  existing  conditions  in  the  various  Jurisdictions, 
and  in  all  branches,  and  gives  much  aid  in  considering  the  statistical 
tables  compiled  from  the  annual  reports.  It  not  only  shows  the  spirit 
and  condition  of  the  Order,  but  also  gives  much  information  accounting 
for  the  condition  reported  and  valuable  suggestions  bearing  thereon. 
It  also  shows  as  the  reports  indicate,  that  recovery  from  the  financial 
depression  has  been  slow  and  is  not  yet  altogether  complete  but  im¬ 
proving,  and  affords  gratifying  assurance  that  growth  and  good  work 
will  continue. 

GRAND  LODGES. 

Alabama. — H.  C.  Pollard,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  take  pleasure 
in  reporting  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  enjoying  a  steady 
growth.  Our  last  statistical  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  showed  that  we 
had  overcome  the  loss  of  the  year  previous,  and  made  a  slight  gain  in 
membership.  We  all  feel  elated  over  the  fact  that  we  have  passed  over 
the  ‘  stringent  ’  period,  and  are  now  on  rising  ground.  We  believe 
there  is  an  era  of  prosperity  before  us,  and  with  renewed  zeal  and 
efforts  our  Order  is  going  to  be  placed  in  the  front  ranks.  The  Odd 
Fellows’  Home  was  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  on  May  9. 
The  ceremony  conducted  by  the  Grand  Master  was  in  keeping  with  the 
Form  Book  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  a  revelation  to 
many  Odd  Fellows  who  had  never  witnessed  the  ceremony  before. 
Interest  in  Odd  Fellowship  is  increasing  and  the  Order  is  fast  becoming 
one  of  the  strong  factors  in  our  beloved  State.” 

Alberta. — O.  E.  Tisdale,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction,  that  I  am  able  to  report  that 
this  Jurisdiction  has  made  a  very  material  increase  during  the  year. 
Since  our  Grand  Lodge  meeting  in  August  last,  we  have  instituted  12 
subordinate  lodges  and  3  Rebekah  lodges,  making  a  total  of  60  and  11 
lodges,  respectively.  It  is  also  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know  that 
for  the  most  part  our  lodges  are  doing  good  work.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our  net  in¬ 
crease  during  the  year  has  not  been  as  large  proportionately  as  in 
previous  years  on  the  account  of  the  alarming  decrease  caused  by 
suspensions  for  non-pa3Tment  of  dues,  but  from  the  present  prospects  I 
am  quite  satisfied  that  we  will  make  up  the  deficiency  this  year  for 
our  next  report.” 

British  Columbia. — Fred.  Davey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
gain  in  membership  is  not  as  large  as  we  would  have  liked,  and  which 
we  were  expecting,  but  our  prospects  for  the  future  were  never  more 
encouraging  for  all  branches  of  our  Order  than  they  are  at  present, 
and  I  am  very  sanguine  that  our  reports  for  the  current  year  will 
show  a  more  marked  improvement  than  those  for  1909.” 

California. — H.  D.  Richardson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  On  June 

1,  1910,  the  Odd  Fellows  of  San  Francisco,  with  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  moved  back  to  the  historical  corner  of  Seventh  and  Market 
Streets,  into  the  magnificent  building  re-erected  by  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
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this  great  western  city,  washed  by  the  waters  of  the  Pacific.  The  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  in  California  during  the  past  year  has  not  been 
so  great  as  in  some  previous  years  that  have  gone  into  history,  yet  the 
good  that  has  been  accomplished  has  been  equally  as  great  as  in  former 
years.  3029  members  have  been  admitted  to  the  subordinate  lodges,  and 
2700  members  have  been  erased  from  the  rolls  from  one  cause  and  an¬ 
other,  leaving  a  net  increase  for  the  year  of  303  members,  and  a  total 
membership,  December  31,  1909,  of  43,154  members  in  good  standing.  7 
new  subordinate  and  8  new  Rebekah  lodges  have  been  instituted,  making 
a  total  number  of  subordinate  lodges,  April  30,  1910,  of  401,  and  317 
■  Rebekah  lodges  on  May  4,  1910.  36  brothers  and  sisters  were  admitted 
to  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Thermalito  during  the  year,  and  25  of  the 
good  old  people  were  called  away  by  death.  The  average  age  of  those 
who  have  died  was  79%  years,  while  the  oldest  resident  at  the  Home 
has  reached  the  age  of  95  years,  and  he  thinks  he  is  still  as  sprightly 
as  at  the  age  of  25  years.  The  year  to  come  indicates  that  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  California  will  show  a  greater  increase  as  times  appear  to  be 
more  prosperous  and  men  are  seeking  an  institution  that  appeals  to 
them  of  untold  worth  and  value,  and  in  Odd  Fellowship  they  think, 
and  we  know  they  will  find,  all  the  requirements  they  wisn  to  possess.” 

Colorado. — O.  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Colorado  is  prosperous  and  in  a  healthy  condition.  True, 
the  reports  show  but  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  members,  but 
this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  last  year  was  one  in  which  the  lodges 
cleared  out  the  dead  material  which  will  accumulate  in  spite  of  all  one 
can  do.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  newer  States  where  the  popu¬ 
lation  is  in  a  state  of  fluctuation,  coming  and  going.  Our  new  Grand 
Master  has  been  particularly  active  since  his  term  began  in  1909,  and 
six  new  lodges  have  already  been  instituted,  with  a  prospect  of  as 
many  more  during  this  year.  At  our  last  session  in  October,  1909,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  instructed  to  receive  bids  for  a  site 
for  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  and  make  report  at  the  next  session.  We 
now  have  over  $50,000  in  the  Home  Fund,  and  can  therefore  promise 
that  it  will  not  be  long  before  Colorado  has  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  the 
site  for  which  will  certainly  be  located  at  our  next  session.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is 
with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  report  for  Connecticut  for  1909,  it  has 
been  one  of  the  most  prosperous  years  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  having  added  one  new  subordinate  lodge.  The  93 
lodges  reported  a  membership,  December  31,  1909,  of  20,399,  with  assets 
of  $780,980.21,  a  net  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  of  600,  with 
an  increase  in  assets  over  last  report  of  $133,361.13.  This  large  in¬ 
crease  over  last  report  is  accounted  for  by  including  as  assets  items 
which  properly  can  be  classed  as  assets,  but  which  have  not  appeared 
in  previous  reports;  the  actual  gain  for  the  year  is  $23,125.57.  Judging 
from  the  reports  coming  from  all  over  the  State,  the  outlook  for  1910 
is  very  promising,  and  would  not  be  surprised  if  the  gain  for  that 
year  would  be  larger  than  reported  in  1909.” 

Delaware. — Isaac  W.  Hallam,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “With 
much  pleasure  I  forward  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1909.  The  details  of  the  completed  work  in  this  Jurisdiction  confirm 
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the  indication  of  a  year  ago.  Conservative  efforts  have  been  crowned 
with  ample  success,  our  numerical  force  having  been  increased  by  an 
addition  of  80  to  the  membership,  and  in  other  items  considered  in 
connection  with  prosperity  and  progress  we  have  good  cause  to  feel 
highly  elated.” 

District  of  Columbia. — W.  E.  Clapp,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“  During  the  past  year  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  been  quite 
active,  and  the  indications  are,  that  when  the  year  closes  December  31 
next,  there  will  be  shown  an  increase  instead  of  a  decrease  of  member¬ 
ship  in  all  branches  of  the  Order  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Under 
the  guidance  and  example  of  our  present  Grand  Master,  Daniel  A. 
Dugan,  there  has  been  shown  a  marked  unanimity  in  degree  work  and 
fellowship,  as  all  but  3  of  our  17  subordinate  and  all  of  the  5  Rebekah 
lodges  have  reported  an  increase  in  membership.  I  am  glad  to  report 
fewer  suspensions  during  the  past  12  months  than  for  several  years 
past,  and  unless  the  lodges  find  it  necessary  in  the  last  6  months 
of  this  year  to  lop  off  dead  branches  from  their  membership  roll,  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  this  Jurisdiction  should  not,  for  the  year  1910 
show  a  numerical  increase  in  excess  of  any  shown  for  several  past 
years.  Financially,  this  Jurisdiction  shows  a  steady  increase,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  had  much  sickness  and  many 
deaths  to  contend  with.  The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction  is  steadily  increasing,  both  numerically  and  financially, 
and  with  one  exception  there  is  marked  unanimity  in  all  of  the  lodges.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  a  source 
of  regret  that  we  are  not  able  to  report  a  nice  gain  for  the  past  year, 
but  conditions  have  been  such  that  it  was  impossible,  but  we  have 
started  off  in  good  shape  this  year  and  hope  to  reach  the  5000  mark, 
or  near  it,  by  another  year.  The  worst  we  have  to  contend  with  is 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  have  not  as  yet  solved  the 
problem  of  how  to  eliminate  or  reduce  it.  It  is  a  great  problem  and 
should  have  careful  consideration.” 

Georgia. — T.  H.  Robertson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Measured  by 
the  net  increase  in  membership,  the  past  year  is  not  quite  up  with  last 
year,  but  conditions  throughout  the  State  are  very  encouraging.  Our 
growth  indicates  a  healthy  condition  throughout  the  Fraternal  Body, 
and  the  spirit  of  peace,  harmony  and  good  fellowship  that  prevails 
promises  continued  growth  and  prosperity.  The  officers’  advance  re¬ 
ports  to  the  Grand  Lodge  (session  May  26,  1910),  show  491  lodges  with 
a  membership  of  more  than  36,000.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Although  our 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909,  shows  a  comparatively 
small  net  gain  of  membership,  splendid  work  was  done,  nowever,  the 
accessions  being  above  the  average.  The  enormous  loss  on  account  of 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  nearly  offsets  our  gains.  The 
subordinate  lodge  finances  are  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition,  and 
they  are  ready  to  meet  all  pecuniary  demands  for  aid.  Grand  Master 
Phelps  is  making  a  vigorous  campaign  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order 
in  this  Jurisdiction,  so  we  look  for  splendid  results  at  the  end  of  the 
present  year.  The  enclosed  annual  report  of  the  Rebekah  Degree 
speaks  well  for  that  branch  of  the  Order  in  Idaho.” 
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Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  has  never  been  in  a  more  prosperous 
and  healthy  condition  than  at  the  present  time,  due  largely  to  the  fact 
that  our  Grand  Master  has  put  extraordinary  effort  and  ability  into 
the  work  of  his  office.  Business  depression  together  with  the  new 
Ritual  had  stopped  the  growth  of  the  Order  and  we  needed  just  such  an 
administration  as  our  present  Grand  Master  is  giving.  He  conceived 
the  idea  of  holding  a  large  number  of  *  Booster  ’  meetings  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction,  taking  into  consideration  railroad  facilities,  etc.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  months  of  January  and  February  of  the  present  year  20  im¬ 
mense  rallies  were  held  in  different  sections  of  Illinois,  at  which  meet¬ 
ings  Schools  of  Instruction  were  held  in  both  the  secret  and  ritualistic 
work.  A  special  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  each  place  for 
the  purpose  of  conferring  the  Grand  Lodge  degree  on  qualified  Past 
Grands.  The  degrees  were  exemplified  by  competent  staffs.  The  rally 
concluded  with  an  open  meeting  in  the  evening  for  the  public.  At 
these  meetings  50,000  pamphlets  on  Odd  Fellowship,  together  with 
several  thousand  pictures  of  our  Orphans’  and  Old  Folks’  Homes  were 
distributed.  Free  copies  of  our  Fraternal  Publication  were  also  dis¬ 
tributed.  -These  meetings  were  largely  educational.  Splendid  ad¬ 
dresses  were  made  by  prominent  members  of  the  Order  throughout  the 
day.  The  following  record  will,  in  a  measure,  show  what  was  accomp¬ 
lished  in  these  meetings.  The  Schools  of  Instruction  in  the  secret  work 
were  attended  by  4060  members.  The  number  of  subordinate  lodges 
represented  at  these  meetings  was  976,  some  lodges  being  represented 
at  more  than  one  meeting.  The  number  examined  for  Official  Instruc¬ 
tors  was  145.  The  number  qualified  as  Official  Examiners  and  In¬ 
structors  was  84.  The  number  of  Past  Grands  receiving  the  Grand 
Lodge  degree  was  1651.  The  number  of  brothers  witnessing  the  Staff 
work  was  8400.  The  number  of  persons  attending  the  open  meetings 
for  the  public  was  15,075.  These  meetings  have  created  a  degree  of 
enthusiasm  never  before  known  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  it  will  now  be 
comparatively  easy  to  continue  the  work  which  is  well  in  hand.  The 
net  gain  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  present  year  was  4610,  our 
membership  being  at  this  time  90,476.  Not  only  has  the  enthusiasm 
become  general  with  our  subordinate  lodges  but  the  influence  of  these 
‘  Booster  ’  meetings  is  being  felt  by  encampments  as  well  as  the  Re- 
bekah  branch  of  the  Order,  the  total  result  being  that  all  branches  of 
Odd  Fellowship  are  at  this  time  in  a  most  flourishing  condition  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Illinois.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  to  you  the  continued  prosperous  conditions  in  Indiana.  It  is 
probable  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  term  our  membership  will 
reach,  and  probably  exceed,  the  80,000  mark.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
activity  among  the  lodges  which  promises  to  give  us  excellent  results. 
There  have  been  more  or  less  complaints  about  the  new  Rituals,  so 
many  lodges  not  having  been  able  to  muster  their  forces  and  give  the 
work  thereunder,  but  I  expect  if  the  truth  were  known  these  lodges 
have  never  been  very  active,  and  while  this  has  been  their  excuse  for 
inactivity  it  is  possibly  not  justifiable.” 

Indian  Territory. — C.  M.  Chauncey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our 
report  for  the  year  1909  shows  a  slight  falling  off  in  membership, 
which  we  think  has  been  caused  by  more  reasons  than  one,  when  we 
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take  into  consideration  that  the  majority  of  our  membership  is  made 
up  from  the  agricultural  and  industrial  classes,  and  the  further  fact 
that  this  being  a  new  country  and  the  population  being  more  or  less 
continually  on  the  move,  the  scenes  and  conditions  change  from  year 
to  year.  The  number  of  initiations  for  the  past  year  were  up  to  the 
average,  as  well  as  the  institution  of  new  lodges.  An  examination  of 
our  bordering  Jurisdictions  indicates  that  we  are  not  alone  in  loss  of 
membership.  We  are  now  organizing  for  an  active  campaign  the  com¬ 
ing  year.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Grand  Officers  to  re-organize  the  dead 
lodges  and  revive  the  weak  ones,  and  make  the  coming  year  one  of 
great  achievements  for  the  Order,  and  at  the  same  time  to  bring  about 
a  more  active  appreciation  of  the  high  ideals  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Kansas. — Will  J.  Russell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will  notice 
that  my  prophecy  of  a  year  ago  has  come  true  in  that  we  show  a  good 
gain  in  membership  over  the  previous  year,  and  while  it  is  not  large  it 
demonstrates  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Sunflower  State  is  progress¬ 
ing  and  endeavoring  to  do  its  share  in  building  up  our  Order.  I  am 
sorry  to  have  to  report  so  many  being  dropped  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  but  it  seems  that  this  is  an  evil  which  cannot  be  avoided.  The 
last  term  of  the  year  was  a  record  breaker  for  Kansas,  for  I  believe 
the  number  suspended  was  the  largest  in  years;  it  seemed  to  me  that 
our  lodges  were  cleaning  house  and  ridding  themselves  of  all  delin¬ 
quent  members.  Our  lodges  so  far  this  term  report  great  gains  to  their 
ranks,  and  the  outlook  for  1910  looks  very  encouraging.  At  the  last 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah  Assembly  a  joint  deed  for  the 
I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  was  executed  and  a  new  board  of  trustees  elected. 
They  have  already  commenced  improvements  which  will  make  our 
Home  equal  to  any.  All  branches  of  the  Order  are  working  in  harmony 
and  are  unitedly  engaged  in  the  practical  teaching  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will 
notice  we  have  just  completed  a  very  large  addition  to  our  Home  which 
will  be  open  for  the  reception  of  wards  about  July  1.  I  regret  exceed¬ 
ingly  to  send  you  this  report  for  it  shows  only  an  increase  of  129  for 
the  12  months.  This  is  the  smallest  number  we  have  snown  for  a 
number  of  years.  The  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  are  some¬ 
thing  beyond  anything  we  have  ever  had,  and  I  am  afraid  we  have  not 
reached  the  end  of  that  loss  by  any  means.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced 
that  the  larger  per  cent  who  are  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
is  not  because  of  the  lack  of  funds,  but  they  use  that  means  to  leave 
the  Order  as  the  cheapest  way  out.  I  have  been  convinced  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  that  if  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  would  make  a  part  of 
the  obligation  that  every  member  desiring  to  leave  the  Order  would 
pay  all  legal  charges  against  them,  many  would  not  be  dropped  and 
others  would  pay  up  and  take  a  Card,  because  you  could  then  appeal 
to  their  honor  in  having  obligated  themselves.  We  are  very  much  in 
hopes  that  we  will  be  able  to  begin  an  onward  move  again  as  we  are 
making  a  great  effort  this  term.” 

Louisiana. — M.  M.  Dickinson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  When  the 
last  year  dawned  upon  us  we  were  not  as  hopeful  and  buoyant  as  we 
had  been  in  previous  years,  neither  quite  so  despondent;  as  the  year 
rolled  on  and  as  our  reports  came  in,  we  were  a  little  fearful  that  our 
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reports  might  have  shown  a  shortage  in  membership.  But,  to  my 
surprise  after  the  compilation  of  our  reports,  we  find  that  our  mem¬ 
bership  has  an  increase  of  119  which  is  better  than  some  other  Juris¬ 
dictions  show,  and  we  also  had  the  good  fortune  to  report  that  we  have 
instituted  7  new  subordinate  lodges  and  2  Rebekah  lodges  during  our 
last  term.  The  Home  to  which  the  fraternity  of  our  State  is  looking 
and  pointing  with  pride  has  been  opened  and  has  at  the  present  time 
4  occupants.  We  have  not  dedicated  it,  but  it  is  hoped  to  be  dedi¬ 
cated  at  the  next  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in  March.  The  Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Association  of  this  State  continues 
to  do  great  good,  and  in  the  last  year  it  expended  $900.00,  which  was 
divided  between  the  different  widows  and  orphans  throughout  this 
State,  and  will  continue  to  do  its  good  work.  It  is  an  entirely  separate 
organization  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  subordinates,  and  the  Home, 
doing  its  own  work  in  the  most  efficient  manner  which  it  sees  fit.  We 
have  been  a  little  optimistic  in  regard  to  the  future.  Whether  our 
optimism  will  be  as  great  and  we  are  as  successful  as  the  present  now 
foretells,  remains  yet  to  be  seen,  but  Odd  Fellowship  still  continues  to 
roll  on  and  will  ever  roll  on  so  long  as  this  universe  is  extant.  So  far 
since  the  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  the  10th  day  of  March, 
we  have  instituted  6  new  subordinate  lodges  and  2  Rebekahs,  which 
certainly  augurs  well  for  the  Order  in  our  State,  and  we  are  hoping 
and  expecting  that  there  will  be  4  more  added  to  our  roster,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  10  instituted  this  year,  before  our  next  session  in  March.” 

Maine. — Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will  notice 
that  we  have  made  a  gain  of  only  81  in  the  subordinate  branch  when 
the  usual  yearly  gain  has  been  over  600.  I  cannot  explain  why  we 
make  such  a  poor  showing  and  will  offer  no  apologies.  \  simply  can¬ 
not  account  for  it.  Our  admissions  have  been  less  and  the  losses 
greater  than  usual.  This  is  especially  true  in  regard  to  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues  and  of  deaths.  The  latter  is  unavoidable 
while  the  former  is  deplorable.  When  a  lodge  suspends  a  large  number 
for  non-payment  of  dues  it  is  time  to  elect  a  new  Financial  Secretary. 
We  paid  out  last  year  for  relief  over  $88,000,  a  larger  sum  than  was 
ever  paid  in  a  single  year  since  the  Order’s  existence  in  this  State, 
which  shows  that  we  are  obeying  the  commands  of  our  Order.  While 
the  expenses  were  greater  than  ever  before  the  receipts  were  corre¬ 
spondingly  large.  Notwithstanding  the  great  outlay  of  over  $181,000 
we  have  increased  our  assets  over  $10,000.  Since  January  we  have 
instituted  one  subordinate  lodge  and  with  the  decks  of  the  old  ones 
cleared  for  action  we  ought  to  make  a  better  showing  next  year.  The 
Rebekah  lodges  made  a  gratifying  increase  last  year  and  are  gaining 
rapidly  on  the  subordinate  branch.  The  total  membership  is  now 
21,383  to  the  subordinates  24,923 — more  than  five-sixths  as  many.  At 
the  same  rate  of  increase  it  will  be  but  a  few  years  when  the  Rebekahs 
will  equal  if  not  surpass  the  subordinates.” 

Manitoba. — B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  branch  we  made  a  gain  of  700  and  in  the  Rebekah  branch  879. 
This  year  is  going  to  surpass  last  year.  Already  5  Rebekah  lodges 
have  been  instituted  with  a  membership  of  about  500.  One  subordinate 
lodge  was  instituted  on  March  23,  and  April  26  will  see  the  second.  We 
hope  to  institute  at  least  10  subordinate  lodges  and  15  Rebekah  lodges 
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this  year,  and  make  our  membership  reach  the  8000  mark  in  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  branch  and  3000  in  the  Rebekah.  We  are  paying  particular 
attention  to  our  Home  Fund,  which  now  amounts  to  $15,325.52,  which 
will  be  considerably  increased  by  the  Home  Fund  Day  donations.  We 
are  going  to  ask  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  their  1912  session 
in  Vvinnipeg,  which  we  hope  will  be  answered  in  the  affirmative,  as  it 
will  be  the  means  of  stimulating  us  to  greater  exertions  in  the  cause 
of  the  upbuilding  and  uplifting  of  humanity.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  J.  McKinnon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I 
am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  while  the  year  has  not  been  as 
successful  as  the  previous  one,  still  we  have  made  good  progress.  We 
have  added  2  subordinate  and  4  Rebekah  lodges  and  increased  our 
subordinate  membership  by  327  and  our  Rebekah  membership  by  484. 
Our  lodges,  with  perhaps  two  exceptions,  are  all  working  well,  and 
reports  from  different  parts  of  the  Jurisdiction  tell  of  renewed  activity, 
and  are  very  encouraging,  and  I  think  we  can  confidently  look  forward 
to  a  larger  increase  next  year.” 

Maryland. — Wm.  A.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Maryland 
Odd  Fellowship  is  still  growing  in  influence  and  numbers.  The  report 
shows  a  healthy  increase  in  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  work  during 
the  year  1909.  Commencing  with  1910  a  Rebekah  Assembly  was  in¬ 
stituted  which  gives  to  Maryland  everything  that  Odd  Fellowship 
affords,  except  a  Home  for  aged  Odd  Fellows,  their  wives,  and  orphans 
of  Odd  Fellows.  We  hope  that  the  near  future  will  add  this  necessity 
to  our  work.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  the  work  advancing  as  it  does  in 
the  Mother  Jurisdiction.  Our  aim  is  to  make  Odd  Fellowship  the 
leading  Fraternal  Organization  in  Maryland,  by  obtaining  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  best  men  in  the  various  communities.” 

Massachusetts. — Geo.  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary  pro  tem.,  writes: 
“  I  enclose  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  which  shows  the  work  accomplished  by  the  subordinate  lodges  in 
this  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909.  We  report  242 
subordinate  lodges  with  a  membership  of  58,755  contributing  members, 
and  199  non-contributing  members.  The  net  gain  in  contributing  mem¬ 
bership  for  the  year  was  561.  We  do  not  report  a  very  large  number 
of  lodges  in  comparison  with  other  Jurisdictions.  Our  State  is  geo¬ 
graphically  small  and  our  field  is  therefore  somewhat  limited,  but  we 
have  a  splendid  working  organization,  and  a  very  much  larger  average 
membership  than  is  the  case  in  many  other  Jurisdictions.  By  a  singu¬ 
lar  coincidence  the  number  of  our  lodges  is  242,  and  the  average  mem¬ 
bership  in  each  of  the  lodges  is  242.  Our  largest  lodges  are  located  in 
the  city  of  Springfield,  Hampden,  No.  27,  having  962  members,  and 
De  Soto,  No.  155,  with  907  names  upon  the  roll.  While  the  number  of 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  appears  to  be  large,  namely,  681, 
it  is  but  lVs  per  cent  of  the  total  membership,  and  represents  merely 
a  healthy  weeding  out  of  disinterested  persons.  Our  lodges  have  in¬ 
vested  funds  amounting  to  $2,351,165.59,  which  pro-rated,  would  repre¬ 
sent  $40.00  for  each  and  every  member  in  the  Jurisdiction.  The  lodge 
having  the  largest  invested  fund  is  Bethesda,  No.  30,  South  Boston, 
which  reports  assets  of  $81,963.21,  or  $198.00  for  each  of  its  414  mem¬ 
bers.  The  smallest  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  and  also  the  wealthiest 
per  capita,  is  Suffolk,  No.  8,  Boston,  with  35  members  and  invested 
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funds  of  $13,230.95,  or  $378.00  per  member.  There  is  a  splendid  in¬ 
terest  manifested  in  the  lodges  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  The  de¬ 
gree  work  is  well  rendered  and  the  business  of  the  lodges  is  conducted 
creditably  and  always  in  a  dignified  manner.  We  are  just  starting  upon 
yearly  terms  in  our  subordinate  lodges,  and  we  believe  the  system  will 
be  eminently  successful.  So  far  we  have  heard  no  remonstrance  and 
the  officers  who  have  been  installed  for  12  months  express  a  willingness 
to  serve  throughout  the  year.  We  believe  the  yearly  term  will  result 
in  a  better  selection  of  officers  and,  in  consequence  thereof,  a  more 
capable  and  efficient  rendition  of  the  duties  and  work  encumbent  upon 
them.” 

Michigan. — H.  N.  Wilder,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “While  our 
report  does  not  show  the  gain  we  had  hoped,  we  are  still  trying  with 
might  and  main  to  stop  the  drain  of  the  non-payment  of  dues  route, 
and  when  that  time  arrives  then  will  Odd  Fellowship  soon  double  in 
membership,  the  same  as  it  does  from  year  to  year  in  good  deeds.  We 
here  in  Michigan  are  working  earnestly  to  make  all  Priests  and  Le- 
vites,  Samaritans,  and  we  are  using  the  open  door  plan  (which  has 
accomplished  so  much),  as  the  means  to  that  end.  While  we  have 
made  this  last  year  a  net  gain  of  only  2049,  which  should  have  been 
4421  had  all  been  retained  that  have  taken  our  obligation,  and  started 
right,  but  who  for  some  reason  have  fallen  by  the  wayside,  which  I 
so  much  regret,  we  will  never  forsake  the  efforts  now  being  put  forth 
in  the  endeavor  to  stop  this  leak.  It  seems  the  obligations  taken  have 
rested  very  lightly  on  so  many.  I  feel  that  with  our  united  efforts 
this  loss  will  soon  begin  to  lessen,  and  the  Order  to  multiply  as  it 
should,  and  that  when  we  celebrate  our  One  Hundredth  Anniversary, 
we  can  boast  of  a  membership  of  4,000,000  in  place  of  the  2,000,000  of 
to-day,  which  places  Odd  Fellowship  way  beyond  all  fraternities  and 
adds  greatly  to  the  millions  that  we  are  spending  for  the  relief  of 
distress.” 

Minnesota. — A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “As  I  reported 
one  year  ago,  many  of  our  lodges,  especially  those  with  small  member¬ 
ship,  doubting  their  abilities,  were  backward  in  taking  up  the  study 
of  the  Ritual,  consequently  very  little  work  was  done  during  the  last 
half  of  the  preceding  year,  except  in  the  larger  lodges  of  the  cities. 
But  during  this  past  winter  the  medium  and  smaller  lodges  have  made 
commendable  progress,  and  decided  improvement  is  shown  in  degree 
work.  (As  a  suggestion,  I  believe  that  if  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
would  provide  a  short  form  of  the  First,  Second  and  Third  degrees 
for  lodges  with  small  membership  and  smaller  attendance,  it  would 
stimulate  degree  work — for  members  of  these  lodges  tell  mfe  they  can¬ 
not  get  enough  brothers  to  properly  confer  those  degrees,  even  by 
‘doubling'  up’  on  the  officers.)  But  I  notice  improvement  in  degree 
work  in  these  same  lodges,  and,  as  the  present  report  shows  an  increase 
of  101  over  the  net  increase  of  1908,  I  confidently  look  for  still  better 
results  for  the  present  year.  A  peculiar  phase  of  the  report  is  that 
while  receipts  of  lodges  decreased  to  some  extent,  the  total  assets  were 
increased  nearly  $50,000.00.  I  believe  this  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that 
105  of  our  259  lodges  meet  in  their  own  buildings,  and  fully  one-half 
their  revenues  are  derived  from  rents  and  kindred  sources.  ‘  A  Home 
of  our  own  *  should  be  the  motto  of  every  lodge.  With  assets  of  $60.94 
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per  member,  with  our  Home  in  systematic  running  order,  and  our 
subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  showing  renewed  activity  in  the  work, 
the  indications  are  that  this  will  be  the  best  of  any  year  in  the  last 
decade.” 

Mississippi. — W.  S.  P.  Doty,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  sta¬ 
tistics  for  this  year,  as  compared  with  last  year,  show  an  increase  in 
membership.  Last  year  a  loss  of  140  members  was  reported.  This 
year  we  have  a  net  gain  of  40,  which  is  180  members  better  than 
the  year  before.  This  report  shows  6  new  lodges  instituted  and  3  re¬ 
vived.  It  also  shows  a  loss  of  10  lodges  which  have  become  defunct 
and  their  membership  necessarily  charged  off.  While  the  net  gain  is 
small,  it  is  nevertheless  significant  in  the  face  of  the  charging  off  of 
10  lodges  as  defunct.  It  is  this  annual  charging  off  of  dead  and  dor¬ 
mant  lodges  which  pulls  our  total  gains  down  and  prevents  the  show¬ 
ing  of  handsome  net  results.  There  were  929  additions  to  the  member¬ 
ship  during  the  past  year,  but  this  substantial  growth  was  largely  off¬ 
set  by  the  loss  of  889  members.  In  1908  we  showed  a  growth  of  925 
members  which  was  more  than  offset  by  a  loss  of  1065  members.  The 
facts  are  that  during  the  past  5  years  or  so,  we  have  made  more  than 
5000  Odd  Fellows,  but  our  losses  have  been  nearly  as  heavy.  If  our 
losses  for  those  years  could  have  been  reduced  to  the  minimum  our 
membership  to-day  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  10,000  members. 
From  this  it  is  readily  seen  that  our  machinery  or  system  for  making 
Odd  Fellows  works  as  successfully  as  anywhere  else,  and  that  the 
defects  in  our  system  lie  in  those  causes  which  produce  or  result  in 
such  fearful  losses  from  dropping  for  non-payment  of  dues.” 

Missouri. — J.  W.  Wilkerson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  have 
taken  no  backward  step  in  the  past  year,  but  rather  in  our  onward 
march  we  have  fortified  our  position  to  such  an  extent  that  our  out¬ 
look  is  about  as  flattering  as  it  can  be.  We  have  a  Grand  Lodge  In¬ 
structor  in  the  field  now,  and  largely  through  his  efforts  conditions  are 
being  simplified  and  the  brethren  greatly  encouraged.  We  have  just 
installed  ex-Governor  A.  M.  Dockery  as  Grand  Master.  He  is  one  of 
the  strongest  men  in  this  nation,  and  is  disposed  and  also  in  a  position 
to  devote  his  entire  time  and  talents  to  the  Order;  therefore,  we  expect 
this,  in  many  respects,  to  be  the  very  best  year  in  the  history  of  Missouri 
Odd  Fellowship.” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  past  year 
has  been  very  encouraging  for  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  our 
Jurisdiction,  and  the  result  indicates  a  decided  increase  in  the  interest 
shown.  We  feel  that  the  increase  of  353  members  and  5  new  lodges  in 
our  small  Jurisdiction  is  a  fairly  good  exhibit  of  the  interest  being 
taken,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  8  applications  from  new 
towns  for  charters  for  lodges  we  feel  justified  in  predicting  that  the 
present  year  will  be  a  banner  year  with  us,  and  that  before  our  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  John  F.  Davies,  surrenders  his  office  to  his  successor  we 
will  have  a  membership  of  6000,  and  100  lodges.  Our  lodges  are  all 
live  ones,  and  there  is  every  prospect  that  instead  of  some  of  them 
having  to  give  up  the  fight,  they  will  increase  their  membership  ma¬ 
terially.  Regarding  our  Home,  the  first  building  is  practically  com- 
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pleted,  and  we  will  dedicate  it  at  our  Grand  Lodge  meeting  next  Octo¬ 
ber,  the  meeting  being  held  in  the  city  of  Helena  (where  the  Home  is 
located),  for  that  purpose.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Page,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  burden  of 
Nebraska’s  prayer  these  days  is  ‘  from  the  further  revision  of  Rituals, 
Good  Lord  deliver  us!  ’  Somehow  we  just  cannot  get  into  the  harness. 
Our  Order’s  four  commandments  are  not  forgotten,  or  in  any  way  neg¬ 
lected,  and  that  is  all  we  can  be  rather  proud  of.  Our  prospective 
*  Home  ’  holds  our  attention,  and  is  seemingly  cementing  all  branches 
of  the  Order,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  its  completion  with  joyous 
anticipation.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  shows  an  increase  of  1  new  lodge 
and  26  members  in  the  subordinate  branch,  and  a  gain  of  68  members 
in  the  Rebekah  branch.  While  the  gain  in  the  subordinate  branch  is 
not  as  great  as  expected,  still  it  shows  an  advancement.  The  small¬ 
ness  of  the  gain  is  attributed  principally  to  the  large  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  dropped  in  the  past  year  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Since  the  close 
of  the  annual  report  another  lodge  has  been  added  to  our  roster,  and  we 
hope  to  show  a  more  decided  increase  in  report  for  1910.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In 
submitting  the  annual  reports  of  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges 
of  New  Hampshire,  it  behooves  us  to  speak  also  of  the  general  condi¬ 
tion  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Conservativeness,  the 
peculiar  trait  of  New  Englanders,  is  as  manifest  in  fraternalism  as  it 
is  in  business  affairs,  and  time  and  experience  show  that  we  go  along 
in  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  slowly  but  surely  ‘  making  good.’  Odd 
Fellowship  in  New  Hampshire  maintains  a  steady  growth,  without 
blare  of  trumpet,  and  is  sought  after  by  thinking  men  who,  when  once 
affiliated  with  the  Order,  let  no  ordinary  circumstances  cause  them  to 
relinquish  their  membership.  At  the  close  of  1909  we  have  a  member¬ 
ship  of  15,186,  showing  a  substantial  gain  over  the  previous  year.  We 
take  pardonable  pride  in  again  being  in  the  front  ranks  regarding  our 
low  percentage  of  loss  on  account  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of 
dues.  The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  also  holds  an  enviable  posi¬ 
tion  by  attaining  a  membership  in  excess  of  the  subordinate  lodges, 
having  now  reached  15,267.” 

New  Jersey. — Harry  S.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “This  Juris¬ 
diction  is  in  good  condition.  We  are  making  for  a  broader  conception 
of  our  duties  and  possibilites  as  Odd  Fellows.  There  were  203  more 
initiations  in  1909  than  in  1908  and  we  expect  during  the  current  year 
to  more  than  equal  this  advance  of  the  previous  year.  In  the  matter  of 
finances  and  fraternal  spirit  we  are  doing  splendidly.” 

New  Mexico. — N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  we  have  gained  4  new  lodges  this  year, 
and  now  have  44  in  good  working  condition.  For  a  small  Jurisdiction 
we  have  made  a  fine  increase  in  membership,  and  all  the  lodges  are  in 
a  prosperous  condition.  We  have  our  building  for  the  Home  almost 
completed  and  hope  to  have  it  ready  to  turn  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  session  at  Tucumcari  in  October  free  of  debt.” 
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New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Examination 
of  the  recorded  effect  of  business  depression  in  previous  years,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  4  years  of  successive  losses  that  followed  the  panic  of 
1876,  made  us  approach  the  tabulation  of  statistics  for  1909  with  con¬ 
siderable  apprehension  of  disappointing  results.  A  slight  loss  in  our 
Encampment  branch  gave  weight  to  these  misgivings,  but  it  is  a  great 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  completed  figures  are  quite  satis¬ 
factory  when  we  realize,  as  proved  by  past  experience,  that  the  full 
effect  of  a  period  of  hard  times  is  generally  felt  in  the  Order  about 
the  third  year  after.  Though  the  advance  this  year  is  322  short  of 
what  we  gained  in  1908,  it  should  give  us  fully  as  much — if  not  more — 
satisfaction  and  encouragement,  for  it  proves  indubitably  that  there 
is  no  relaxation  of  effort  among  the  rank  and  file  of  our  fraternal  army, 
upon  whose  activity  alone  our  growth  and  strength  depends.  The 
Grand  Officers  of  this  State  are  proud  of  its  membership  and  well  con¬ 
tent  to  enter  the  campaign  of  1910-11  with  a  following  of  such  tried 
quality,  reinforced  to  the  substantial  total  of  117,277.” 

North  Carolina. — B.  H.  Woodell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our 
annual  report  for  1909  shows  a  small  net  increase  in  membership,  but 
not  such  as  we  formerly  reported  up  to  last  year,  when  we  had  to 
report  a  very  small  loss.  We  think  we  have  cause  to  be  glad  that  we 
show  any  increase  after  looking  over  the  past  2  years  with  their  draw¬ 
backs.  Now  we  hope  to  steadily  move  onward.  I  am  also  enclosing 
our  Home  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  in  which  we 
take  some  pride.  To  build  and  equip  another  new  building  at  a  cost 
of  over  $30,000,  especially  at  a  time  when  our  lodges  were  inactive  and 
the  Order  not  growing  as  it  once  had  grown  is  something  to  be  proud 
of.  We  will  dedicate  this  building  while  our  Grand  Lodge  is  in  ses¬ 
sion,  May  11,  and  also,  at  the  same  time,  have  the  pleasure  of  witnessing 
the  marriage  of  one  of  our  brightest  boys  to  one  of  our  loveliest  girls, 
in  the  Auditorium  of  the  building.  Both  were  admitted  to  our  orphan 
Home  while  little  tots,  but  are  now  among  the  most  popular  of  their 
many  friends  and  are  both  doing  well.  The  girl  was  adopted  by  a 
good  brother  of  Neuse  Lodge,  No.  6,  and  well  educated,  while  the  boy 
was  employed,  and  is  now  employed  by  one  of  our  Past  Grand  Masters, 
and  is  the  salesman  on  the  road  for  the  firm.  To  say  that  they  have 
all  our  best  wishes  but  mildly  speaks  our  sentiments.” 

North  Dakota. — Don  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “During 
the  year  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  the 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  A  number  of  new  lodges  have  been  organ¬ 
ized,  but  our  greatest  effort  has  been  in  the  way  of  strengthening  the 
old  lodges.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Instructor  have  devoted  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  visiting,  and  nearly  every  lodge  has  been  visited. 
The  work  along  this  line  has  been  productive  of  great  good.  An  in¬ 
creased  appropriation  was  made  at  our  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
just  closed,  for  a  continuation  of  this  work,  and  we  feel  sanguine  that 
our  next  report  will  show  greater  gains  than  in  any  year  of  our  history 
as  a  Grand  Jurisdiction.” 

Ohio. — C.  H.  Lyman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  giving  you  a 
summary  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Ohio,  for  the  past  year,  it 
pleases  me  to  say  that  we  made  a  better  showing  than  for  the  previous 
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year.  The  net  gain  in  membership  though  not  large,  is  50  per  cent  in 
excess  of  the  year  preceding,  and  that  too  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
subordinates  have  cut  out  dead  timber  more  -  closely  than  ever  by 
dropping  over  500  indifferents  more  than  in  1908.  This  net  increase 
of  membership,  coupled  as  it  is  by  the  handsome  addition  of  over 
$50,000  to  the  invested  funds,  gives  every  reason  for  encouragement 
and  abiding  faith  in  the  stability  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ohio.  I  am 
pleased  to  announce  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  weeks’  sickness, 
and  the  work  of  securing  young  initiates  during  the  last  few  years  is 
now  beginning  to  bear  fruit — good  fruit  too.  The  addition  of  3650 
young  men  to  our  ranks  in  1908  and  almost  4200  in  1909  is  telling  in 
physical  vitality  as  well  as  numerical  strength  and  the  weeks’  sick¬ 
ness  reported  is  on  the  decline.  We  are  over  the  summit  if  our  sub¬ 
ordinates  will  only  continue  the  campaign  for  new  blood  which  runs 
red  in  the  veins  of  good,  clean,  young  men.  It  is  with  regret  that  my 
report  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  dropped  members  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues.  This  is  the  great  evil  of  Odd  Fellowship.  On  my 
return  home  from  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Secretaries’  As¬ 
sociation  at  Seattle,  I  determined  to  put  forth  extra  efforts  to  try  and 
stop  this  leak  to  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  issued  a  strong 
circular  to  the  subordinate  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  on  that  subject. 
I  don’t  hesitate  to  say  that  this  circular  was  one  of  the  oest  that  has 
been  sent  out  from  this  office.  I  thought  that  it  would  materially  stop 
this  great  loss  in  Ohio.  But  I  am  sorry  to  announce  that  the  sug¬ 
gestions  contained  in  this  circular  had  little  effect  in  stopping  this 
great  drain  on  the  subordinate  lodges.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
appeal  will  be  the  means  of  bringing  good  fruit  for  the  future,  and  that 
the  good  seed  sown  will  have  a  wholesome  effect  on  next  year’s  work. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  thorough  education  among  the  subordinate 
lodges  along  this  line  will  do  much  in  solving  this  great  leak  to  the 
Order.” 

Oklahoma. — J.  A.  Carlberg,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Oklahoma  is  advancing  by  a  good,  steady  growth.  During 
the  past  year  we  have  made  a  gain  of  14  lodges,  and  increased  our 
membership  with  841  members.  We  have  initiated  2144  persons,  but 
we  have  lost  1591  members  by  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
We  have  re-instated  215  persons,  and  admitted  242  more  members  by 
card  than  have  withdrawn  through  the  same  channel.  An  addition  to 
our  Home  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  $20,000,  and  our  Home 
is  now  valued  at  $65,000.00.  Taking  everything  in  consideration  we 
are  moving  along  in  the  right  direction  and  expect  to  continue  on  our 
onward  progress.” 

Ontario. — J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “While  the  increase 
in  membership  is  hardly  up  to  our  expectations,  at  the  same  time  it  is 
certainly,  I  think,  a  most  creditable  increase.  The  net  increase  for 
the  year  is  2212,  and  certainly  is  not  a  bad  showing,  even  if  we  did 
expect  better  things.  If  all  the  Jurisdictions  have  done  as  well  the 
increase  throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  will  certainly  be  most  en¬ 
couraging.  The  Order  is  working  in  harmony  and  is  certainly  doing 
a  great  and  good  work,  and  has  every  appearance  of  having  settled  on 
a  solid,  firm,  workable  basis,  and  is  carrying  out  the  work  which  the

founders  of  Odd  Fellowship  evidently  intended  when  they  started  to 
build  this  Order,  and  built  it  so  much  more  wisely  than  they  knew  at 
the  time,  or  possibly  greater  than  any  of  its  earlier  members  realized/’ 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  "The  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  the  year  1909,  shows  a  net 
gain  of  1009  in  membership,  and  a  gain  of  $181,919.84  in  assets.  Our 
suspensions  were  less  than  3 V2  per  cent,  and  our  net  gain  almost  7  per 
cent.  There  is  no  booming  done  here — just  a  steady,  healthy  growth.” 

Pennsylvania. — Joseph  H.  Mackey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  now  closed,  Pennsylvania  has  not  been  able  to  continue 
her  record  of  increase  which  has  been  maintained  for  several  years 
past.  This  has  been  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  labor  disturbances  and 
other  causes  likely  to  affect  fraternal  beneficial  bodies.  Although  our 
increase  in  membership  is  but  little  over  700,  nevertheless  we  have 
succeeded  in  instituting  16  subordinate  lodges,  as  well  as  20  new  Re- 
bekah  lodges.  While  our  showing  for  the  past  year  has  not  been  as 
good  as  desired,  we  confidently  expect  the  coming  year  to  be  one  of 
prosperity.  A  matter  which  gives  to  Pennsylvania  a  prestige  singularly 
her  own,  is  the  splendid  interest  manifested  in  the  subject  of  our 
Homes;  those  for  the  orphans,  the  superannuated  Odd  Fellow  and  the 
widow  of  the  deceased  brother,  as  well  as  the  aged  Rebekah.  In  the 
last  two  years  the  amount  raised  for  the  education  of  the  orphans  by 
means  of  the  Orphans’  Home  dues,  has  aggregated  $72,000,  divided 
among  the  4  Orphans’  Homes  whose  population  each  year  has  been 
upwards  of  300.  In  addition  to  this  splendid  showing  the  Grand  Lodge 
this  year  and  last,  donated  to  the  Orphans’  Home  for  betterments 
$20,000,  besides  giving  to  the  Rebekah  Home  in  Philadelphia  $3000. 
So  you  see  while  we  have  apparently  stood  still  in  the  matter  of 
obtaining  additions  to  our  ranks  we  have  advanced  materially  in  those 
principles  which  make  Odd  Fellowship  distinctively  the  banner  fra¬ 
ternal  organization  of  the  world.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  "While 
we  report  1  less  subordinate  lodge  this  year  than  last,  the  condition  of 
the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  at  the  close  of  the  past  year  was  more 
satisfactory,  considering  the  circumstances,  than  a  comparison  with 
former  returns  would  seem  to  indicate.  The  general  condition  of  the 
Order  is  to-day  apparently  healthful;  much  activity  and  energy  prevail 
for  its  advancement,  and  the  prospects  for  the  present  year  are  very 
encouraging.” 

Saskatchewan. — F.  J.  Reynolds,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  "  The 

condition  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  very  encouraging.  Since 
the  institution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  3  years  ago  our  membership  has 
increased  150  per  cent  and  the  lodges  over  100  per  cent.  While  we  may 
yet  be  styled  the  baby  Grand  Lodge  we  are  not  wearing  the  clothes  of 
a  baby,  and  the  prospects  are  that  in  a  very  few  years  we  will  have  out¬ 
stripped  some  of  the  older  provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada.” 

South  Carolina. — S.  F.  Killingsworth,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“We  have  nothing  to  boast  of  unless  it  is  that  we  are  getting  rid  of  the 
dead  lodges,  and  members,  but  there  is  a  silver  lining.” 
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South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We 
feel  like  crowing  over  the  fact  that  we  have  passed  the  mark  that  we 
have  been  striving  for,  that  of  10,000  members.  We  had  on  the  first 
of  January,  10,176  members.  The  past  year  has  been  a  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  one.  Our  net  gain  was  1235  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  516 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Our  lodges  are  all  in  good,  first- 
class  financial  condition,  and  most  of  them  are  earnest  and  interested 
in  the  work.  Since  January  1,  1910,  we  have  instituted  8  subordinate 
lodges.  Our  Home  Fund  has  reached  the  sum  of  $30,648.00,  and  we 
expect  to  let  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  our  Home  at  our  Grand 
Lodge  session  next  month.  With  the  entire  membership  of  South  Da¬ 
kota,  this  Home  proposition  has  always  received  deep  interest,  and  there 
is  perfect  harmony  and  unanimity  on  the  subject.  In  my  opinion,  this 
has  done  as  much  or  more  than  anything  else  to  bind  our  membership 
together.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Owing  to  the 
depressed  condition  of  business  there  was  a  falling  off  in  our  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  membership  the  past  year.  Other  causes,  local  in  char¬ 
acter,  also  operated  to  bring  about  this  result.  But  we  are  steadily 
increasing  the  number  of  our  lodges,  and  the  prospect  is  that  in  a 
few  years  we  will  occupy  all  available  territory  in  our  State.  We 
expect  in  the  near  future  to  regain  all  we  have  lost  in  the  last  2  years. 
We  have  had  troublous  times  in  Tennessee  of  late  with  great  political 
upheavals  that  have  been  felt  more  or  less  by  all  fraternal  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  State.  These  will  subside  and  the  brotherhood  of  man 
will  again  assert  itself.  We  are  assiduously  laboring  to  this  end.” 

Texas. — W.  H.  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “By  reference  to 
my  statistical  report,  which  was  filed  with  you  some  time  since,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  net  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1909,  was  4311  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Texas.  The  number 
of  initiations  for  the  year  reached  the  sum  of  5340.  Had  it  not  been 
for  the  heavy  suspension  list,  Texas  would  have  made  a  most  magnifi¬ 
cent  record.  However,  I  am  persuaded  that  Texas  is  not  behind  other 
Jurisdictions  in  any  respect  whatever,  and  that  her  record  will  compare 
favorably  with  the  best  of  them.  We  made  an  extra  effort  to  hold 
down  the  suspension  list  and  did  succeed  in  keeping  it  below  the 
number  of  suspensions  in  1908.  It  is  still  too  large,  however,  and  it 
appears  that  this  cannot  be  helped.  Many  are  going  to  fall  by  the  way- 
side,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  the  contrary.  The  year  1910'  is  keeping 
progress  with  1909  and  we  have  no  reason  to  be  discouraged  about  the 
prospects  for  the  progress  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Texas.” 

Utah. — Peter  A.  Simpkin,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  report  the  Order  in  Utah  as  enjoying  at  this  time  the  most  pros¬ 
perous  period  in  all  its  history.  The  well-known  difficulty  of  our 
environment  in  the  State,  the  opposition  to  secret  societies,  through  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  spirit  and  motive  of  their  work,  has  made 
growth  slow  in  the  State  of  Utah.  The  worst  is  passed,  however,  and 
the  Order  is  now  planted  in  so  many  places  in  the  State  and  is  doing 
such  excellent  work,  that  it  is  disarming  criticism,  and  making  the 
name  ‘  Odd  Fellow,’  fragrant  everywhere.  We  have  a  membership  of 
over  3300  now,  an  increase  of  100  per  cent  in  the  past  8  years.  One 
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new  lodge  planted  during  the  year,  and  petitions  for  2  others  to  he 
instituted  during  July,  are  indications  of  vigor  and  advance.  The 
Grand  Lodge  just  closed  took  steps  to  realize  an  Orphan  Home  for  the 
State  at  the  earliest  day  need  may  demand,  and  the  whole  situation  is 
one  of  cheer  for  the  Fraternity.” 

Vermont. — O.  H.  Henderson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  Green  Mountain  State  is  steadily  progressing.  Our  gains 
numerically  were  not  as  large  as  in  some  previous  years,  but  we  have 
made  a  substantial  growth,  and  our  financial  condition  is  improved.” 

Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our  increase 
during  the  year  is  only  156,  this  is  by  far  the  smallest  we  have  reported 
for  several  years.  We  have  no  trouble  in  initiating  members  into  our 
lodges,  but  during  the  year  we  drop  the  major  portion  of  them  for 
non-payment  of  dues.  Our  total  receipts  for  the  year  were  less  than  for 
the  preceding  year,  why  this  was  so  I  am  unable  to  say,  though  the 
shortage  seems  to  be  mainly  in  the  items  of  ‘  rents  and  invested  funds.’ 
The  amount  expended  for  ‘  Relief  ’  is  slightly  in  excess  of  what  it  was 
in  1908,  which  shows  that  our  lodges  are  not  slack  in  their  ministra¬ 
tions  along  that  special  line  of  work.  The  admirable  condition  and 
management  of  our  Orphans’  Home  relieves  our  lodges  of  much  they 
would  otherwise  have  to  do  in  caring  for  the  children  of  our  deceased 
members,  hence  the  small  amounts  reported  by  the  lodges  in  that 
behalf.” 

West  Virginia. — A.  J.  Wilkinson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Peace, 
harmony  and  good-will  abound  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  of  West 
Virginia,  and  the  growth  of  the  Order  this  year  excels  any  recent  year. 
Our  new  Home  is  about  completed  and  will  be  dedicated  early  in  the 
fall.  It  is  one  of  the  very  finest  Homes  in  the  country,  and  the  Order 
in  this  State  is  proud  of  it.  The  only  discouraging  thing  I  have  to 
report  is  that  we  have  lost  2  of  our  earnest  and  valuable  members. 
Past  Grand  Master  John  Beckley  died  June  8,  and  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  James  C.  Mansbarger  died  June  13.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard  Hoe,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “A  gain  in 
membership  of  only  89  is  not  much  to  feel  proud  of  and  yet  it  is  better 
than  a  loss.  I  cannot  explain  why  we  do  not  grow  faster.  One  reason 
I  firmly  believe  is  that  cur  people  are  better  off  financially  than  they 
were  years  ago  and  do  not  feel  that  they  need  the  helping  hand  of 
Odd  Fellowship  as  much  as  formerly.  Then  the  fraternal  insurance 
orders  get  a  great  many  of  our  young  men  who  feel  the  need  of  pro¬ 
tection  and  cannot  afford  to  belong  to  more  than  one  Order.  Then  we 
hear  it  stated  occasionally  that  we  are  too  slow  and  are  not  keeping 
up  with  the  times.  But  the  principles  of  our  Order  have  not  changed 
and  we  shall  continue  to  be  a  power  for  good  in  the  cause  of  humanity.” 

GRAND  ENCAMPMENTS. 

Alabama. — D.  J.  Deacy,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “We  regret  very 
much  to  have  to  report  a  loss  of  membership  in  this  report,  which  re¬ 
minds  us  tnat  we  should  put  forth  renewed  efforts  to  overcome  this 
deficit  in  the  near  future.  I  have  every  hope  that  in  a  very  few  years 
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Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Alabama  will  assert  its  own  and  we 
will  then  boast  of  a  membership  that  befits  the  importance  of  this 
branch  of  our  beloved  Order.” 

Arkansas. — Jno.  P.  Paul,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  the  Encampment  branch  in  this  State  will  show  a  small  net  gain 
in  membership.  Have  instituted  5  new  camps  since  my  last  report.  I 
have  received  many  encouraging  letters  from  encampments  throughout 
the  State,  and  the  general  desire  is  that  the  Encampment  branch  might 
grow  and  prosper.  Encampments  which  a  year  ago  seemed  very  weak 
and  were  almost  ready  to  give  up,  have  developed  wonderful  activity, 
in  some  instances  have  doubled  their  membership,  while  a  few  of  the 
larger  and  seemingly  stronger  encampments  have  scarcely  done  any¬ 
thing,  some  of  them  reporting  a  net  loss.  I  think,  however,  the  pros¬ 
pects  for  an  increased  membership  were  never  brighter.” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Colorado  we  are  compelled 
to  report  that  instead  of  going  ‘  forward,’  we  have  taken  a  step  ‘  back¬ 
ward.’  It  would  he  hard  to  give  a  correct  cause  of  this  decrease  unless 
we  attribute  it  to  the  general  depression  in  business,  the  high  cost  of 
living,  and  the  multiplicity  of  secret  organizations.  Mining  has  fallen 
off  in  our  State  and  the  mining  towns  show  a  decrease  in  membership. 
We  are  yet  hopeful  of  the  future  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  an 
increase  next  year.  What  a  glorious  thing  ‘  hope  ’  is — how  it  lifts  and 
encourages,  how  its  sweet  fragrance  cheers,  how  its  radiance  dispels 
the  gloom  and  despair,  and  brightens  our  pathway.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  En¬ 
campments  in  this  Jurisdiction  have  not  done  nearly  as  well  as  was 
expected  for  1909;  in  fact,  we  confess  to  a  feeling  of  disappointment, 
hut  we  are  not  discouraged.  We  are  still  optimistic  and  have  the  goal 
set  for  Connecticut,  by  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  keeping 
ever  before  the  patriarchs,  this  motto:  ‘Fifty  per  cent  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  members  enrolled  as  members  of  the  patriarchal  family.’ 
With  a  net  gain  in  the  subordinate  lodge  membership  for  the  year  of 
600,  and  of  only  32  in  the  encampments,  it  may  seem  an  impossibility 
to  reach  our  goal,  hut  we  intend  to  keep  at  it,  and  hope  that  the  year 
1910  will  bring  us  more  encouragement.  Membership  reported  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1909,  4268;  funds,  $54,392.73.” 

Delaware. — Edward  B.  Henze,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  We  suffered 

quite  a  material  loss  in  membership,  due  largely  to  one  subordinate  en¬ 
campment  surrendering  its  charter  with  its  membership.  Since  our  last 
session  the  subordinate  encampments  in  our  city  have  been  quite  active 
in  taking  in  new  members,  especially  the  one  of  which  I  am  a  member. 
From  information  which  I  have  received  several  of  the  subordinates  in 
other  parts  of  the  State  have  very  encouraging  prospects  before  them; 
so  I  think  our  prospects  for  good  results  are  very  promising.  The  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  majority  of  our  subordinates  is  good.” 

District  of  Columbia. — Jos.  Burroughs,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  It 
will  be  seen  that  while  the  net  gain  is  not  large  in  the  aggregate,  it  is 
about  6  per  cent,  which  is  at  least  gratifying  to  our  membership,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  in  previous  years,  especially  of  late,  the  increase, 
if  any,  has  been  less.  We  hope  for  still  better  results  the  present  year.” 
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Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  regard  to  the 
Encampment  branch  I  hardly  know  how  to  offer  an  excuse  for  the  loss 
in  that  branch,  but  we  have  elected  a  man  for  Grand  Patriarch  who 
has  gone  to  work  with  a  will  and  has  already  got  2  new  encampments 
under  way,  and  we  hope  and  trust  that  by  another  year  we  will  make 
up  our  losses  for  the  past  few  years  and  show  a  neat  gain.” 

Georgia. — Alex  Dittler,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  greatly  de¬ 
lighted  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Encampment  branch  in  the  Empire 
State  of  the  South  is  in  a  magnificent  and  flourishing  condition,  such 
as  we  haven’t  had  before  in  years.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  18 
in  the  number  of  encampments,  with  about  500  members.  This  is  up 
to  the  time  our  Grand  Encampment  met,  which  was  May  24.  This 
splendid  result  was  largely  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Past  Grand 
Patriarch  E.  A.  Baughan,  and  I  verily  believe  also  to  the  fact  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meeting  in  our  capital  city.  Prospects  were 
never  brighter  in  the  history  of  the  Encampment  branch  in  Georgia.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report  of  the 
Patriarchal  branch  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1910,  will  show  a 
small  gain  in  membership,  which  is  gratifying,  as  the  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  of  Idaho  have  not  been  generally  active  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  present  year  promises  to  be  an  exceptionally  active  one,  and 
we  hope  to  revive  some  of  the  dormant  encampments  and  institute  sev¬ 
eral  new  ones.” 


•Illinois. — Sam.  J.  Baker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  greatly 
pleased  to  report  that  the  hope  expressed  in  my  former  letter  has  been 
fully  realized.  As  you  will  see,  Illinois  is  reporting  the  largest  number 
of  encampments  ever  recorded  in  the  life  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 
Our  net  gain  in  membership  is  greater  than  in  its  history.  The  condi¬ 
tions  are  excellent,  as  we  reported  to  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment,  that  there  was  not  one  delinquent  encampment  in  the  State. 
The  present  prospects  are  equally  as  good,  and  doubtless  the  year  will 
not  fall  behind  the  work  done  last  year.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  in  this  State  has  not  shown  unusual  activity.  We  barely  held 
our  own  last  year,  and  I  hope  we  will  do  as  well  this.  Harmony  pre¬ 
vails  everywhere  so  far  as  I  know.  The  inactivity  is  due  to  one  of  those 
sieges  which  comes  to  the  Encampment  branch  periodically.  I  feel 
sure  now  that  pretty  soon  we  will  take  on  new  life  and  go  forward  as 
we  did  before.” 

Kansas. — Lew.  T.  Rees,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  It  gives  me  pleasure 
to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  trie  Grand  Encampment  of  Kansas  is 
in  a  prosperous  condition.  We  have  now  more  than  5000  members  in 
our  Jurisdiction.  During  this  year,  1910,  we  have  instituted  3  new  en¬ 
campments,  and  reinstated  1  that  had  been  dormant  for  several  years 
past.  From  our  reports  received  to  date  I  am  glad  to  say  our  encamp¬ 
ments  are  doing  good  work,  and  everything  indicates  that  we  will  have 
a  prosperous  year  in  our  branch  of  the  Order.” 
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Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  show  another 
loss  which  I  regret  exceedingly.  I  hope  this  next  year  we  will  do  better 
as  more  encampments  have  reported  than  for  several  years.” 

Maine. — Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  will  notice 
that  we  made  a  small  loss.  While  the  admissions  were  as  large  as  the 
previous  year,  the  losses  were  greater,  especially  for  suspension  for 
non-payment  of  dues.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  the  new  Ritual  is 
responsible  somewhat  for  our  poor  showing.  While  all  concede  that  the 
Ritual  is  an  improvement  over  the  old  one,  yet  it  has  been  the  means 
of  laying  aside  many  of  our  most  prominent  and  efficient  workers.  The 
old  guard  will  not  commit  the  work  of  the  new  Ritual,  and  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  wait  until  a  new  set  commits  the  new  one.  When  this  takes 
place  we  will  again  take  the  upward  path.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  that 
less  interest  is  displayed  in  the  Encampment  branch,  when  the  reverse 
ought  to  be  the  case.  We  are  not  discouraged,  however,  but  will  soon 
turn  about  and  face  the  other  way.  Our  finances  are  first  class,  having 
made  a  satisfactory  gain  in  our  total  assets.” 

Manitoba. — D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  our  Order  is  prospering  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  while  the 
Encampment  branch  may  not  be  keeping  pace  with  the  subordinate 
lodges,  yet  we  are  able  to  show  a  substantial  gain  from  year  to  year, 
and  we  are  hoping  for  further  improvement  along  this  line  as  the  mem¬ 
bership  becomes  educated  to  the  fact  that  in  order  to  fully  appreciate 
the  mysteries  and  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship,  the  sublime  degrees  of 
the  Encampment  branch  must  be  acquired.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — F.  G.  Crockett,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “I 
beg  to  report  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  While  we  have  not  added  any  new 
encampments  during  my  term  of  office,  we  have  very  fair  prospects  of 
adding  one  or  more  in  the  near  future.  The  encampments  generally 
are  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition,  and  increasing  in  membership 
slowly  but  surely.” 

Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  I  again  have  the  honor 

and  pleasure  of  reporting  a  gain  in  the  membership  of  the  encampments 
in  the  Maritime  Provinces  of  Canada,  although  the  gain  is  small,  very 
much  smaller  than  we  anticipated;  still  we  have  good  cause  for  thank¬ 
fulness  that  we  have  not  met  with  serious  losses.  One  cause  of  the 
small  gain  was  the  strike  among  the  coal  miners  in  Cape  Breton  and 
Cumberland  counties,  and  the  effects  were  and  are  now  felt  throughout 
this  whole  Jurisdiction.  The  prospects  for  the  present  year  appear  to 
be  good,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  we  will  not  have  at  least  2  encamp¬ 
ments  instituted  during  the  year.  I  have  been  in  correspondence  with 
four  places  where  there  should  be  encampments,  but  as  two  of  these  are 
mining  localities,  we  will  let  them  rest  for  the  present.  Our  Grand  Pa¬ 
triarch  is  a  hustler  and  while  travelling  around  the  Provinces  does  not 
permit  the  brothers  to  forget  that  there  is  a  Patriarchal  branch  of  the 
Order. 

Maryland. — Wm.  A.  Jones,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Patriarchal  Odd 
Fellowship  is  steadily  advancing  in  Maryland.  The  increase  shows  a 
steady  growth  which  is  pleasing  to  all  who  are  anxious  for  the  success 
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of  this  particular  department  of  work.  I  feel  sure  that  wherever  in¬ 
activity  prevails  it  comes  from  lack  of  interest  in  the  general  work  and 
not  because  the  Patriarchal  Order  is  not  as  attractive  as  the  subordinate 
work  or  the  lessons  taught  as  beautiful  and  helpful.  The  work  indi¬ 
cates  continued  progressiveness  for  the  future.” 


Massachusetts. — Herbert  N.  Kingsbury,  Grand  Patriarch,  says:  “  I 
will  give  to  you  my  opinion  as  to  what  should  be  done  to  better  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order.  It  is,  that  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  and  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  should  be  con¬ 
solidated  and  made  one,  and  that  at  the  earliest  possible  moment;  that 
they  should  be  brought  into  one  undivided  body,  with  the  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch  of  each  Jurisdiction  at  its  head.  I  base  my  opinion  upon  a  close 
study  of  the  conditions  which  obtained  for  a  long  period  of  years  prior 
to  the  existence  of  the  Militant  branch  commencing  with  1868,  com¬ 
puting  the  relative  strength  of  the  Encampment  branch  to  the  subordi¬ 
nate  membership  in  America,  up  to  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  in  1886;  continuing  from  that  time  the  study  of  the 
relative  strength  of  the  Encampment  branch  to  the  subordinate  mem¬ 
bership  as  before,  the  relative  strength  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
branch  to  the  Encampment  branch,  and  the  relative  strength  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  to  the  subordinate  membership.  The  results  ob¬ 
tained  have  made  perfectly  clear  to  me  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
branch  has  not  been  a  benefit  to  the  Encampment  branch  or  to  the  Order 
at  large;  on  the  contrary  that  it  has  been  a  positive  detriment,  and  no 
one  regrets  it  more  than  myself.  No  better  proof  of  this  is  needed  than 
the  fact  that  to-day  it  has  not  as  large  a  membership  as  it  had  18  years 
ago,  while  there  are  now  213,075  encampment  members  from  which  to 
recruit  its  forces,  as  compared  with  114,743  at  that  time.  I  am  not 
alone  in  the  belief  that  the  Militant  branch  has  not  helped  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch.  In  1905  Robert  E.  Wright,  at  that  time  Grand  Sire,  said, 
‘  It  seems  to  me  statistics  clearly  indicate  that  it  is  a  mistaken  view 
that  the  encampments  are  helped  by  the  Militant  branch/  In  1900  our 
own  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton  said,  ‘  I  confess  disappointment  concerning 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order.  While  in  a  few  depart¬ 
ments  considerable  interest  is  manifested,  the  general  report  is  of 
apathy  and  indifference/  Another  very  important  thing  would  be  ac¬ 
complished  by  a  consolidation,  and  that  would  be  the  elimination  of  the 
very  considerable  expense  to  which  the  patriarchs,  who  are  members  of 
the  Militant  branch,  are  now  subjected  in  the  maintaining  of  an  en¬ 
tirely  separate  organization.  This  expense  annually  in  the  aggregate  is 
very  large  and  is  something  which  should  not  be  forgotten  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  in  the  consideration  of  the  subject.  In  the  event  that  a  consoli¬ 
dation  is  effected  my  own  personal  view  of  the  matter  would  be  that 
no  Militant  member  should  in  any  way  be  deprived  of  any  title  or  right 
which  is  now  his;  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  uniformed 
display  and  that  such  ritualistic  changes  or  provisions  should  be  made 
(possibly  the  elimination  of  one  or  more  of  the  present  degrees)  as 
would  accomplish  the  most  desirable  results.  I  believe  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  the  Encampment  branch  and  the  Militant  branch  would  be  of 
great,  very  great  good  to  our  active  Order.” 

Geo.  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Scribe,  pro  tem.,  writes:  “The  returns  show 
a  net  gain  in  membership  of  79,  which  gain  was  occasioned  very 
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largely  by  the  institution  of  Hyannis  Encampment,  No.  17,  with  a 
membership  of  67.  Were  it  not  for  the  unwearying  devotion  of  our 
Grand  Patriarch,  Bro.  Herbert  N.  Kingsbury,  to  the  duties  of  his  office, 
I  fear  we  should  have  met  with  a  substantial  loss.  The  conditions 
in  the  Encampment  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  are  not  what  we  wish 
they  might  be.  There  is  a  very  decided  lack  of  interest,  and  yet  the 
membership  ih  our  subordinate  encampments  is  greater  to-day  than  it 
ever  has  been  before.  I  feel  that  the  very  great  interest  which  our 
brothers  take  in  the  subordinate  lodge,  and  the  faith  they  have  in  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  as  a  fraternal  organization,  causes 
them  to  seek  and  to  attain  higher  degrees  in  the  Order,  and  I  very 
much  fear  that  their  expectations  are  not  always  fully  realized.  There 
is  very  great  need  of  favorable  action  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  behalf  of  subordinate  encampments,  and  I  feel  sure  that  I  voice  the 
sentiment  of  the  11,000  patriarchs  of  Massachusetts  when  I  plead  for 
something — anything — that  will  infuse  new  life  and  vigor  into  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  encampments  of  our  Order.” 

Michigan. — Jno.  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  During  the  year 
that  is  just  past  we  gained  6  new  encampments,  while  those  defaulting 
and  resuscitated  are  just  the  same,  5,  making  our  net  gain  the  6  spoken 
of.  This  is  the  largest  increase  of  encampments  in  many  years.  The 
net  numerical  increase  was  435,  or  about  5  per  cent,  and  our  suspension 
list  decreased  from  the  year  previous,  which  is  quite  satisfactory  and 
commendable;  in  fact,  the  increase  of  membership  in  initiation  swells 
the  net  increase  over  1908  nearly  double,  showing  that  the  patriarchs 
are  busy  conducting  the  weary  pilgrims  in  their  search  for  the  High 
Priest’s  tent  safely,  reaching  it  after  arduous  toil  that  is  successful  to 
the  end.  There  is  renewed  interest  all  along  the  line,  and  we  look  for 
still  greater  increases  and  returns  for  1910,  that  will,  we  hope,  soon  place 
us  in  the  10,000  class.  Our  finances  are  somewhat  depleted  for  the  fact 
that  we  have  in  the  recent  five  years  held  three  sessions  at  remote  and 
northern  points  of  the  State,  swelling  our  mileage  enormously,  yet  we 
think  and  know  it  has  been  well  expended,  as  it  quickens  and  strength¬ 
ens  the  interest  of  the  membership,  encouraging  the  patriarchs  to  *  press 
on  *  in  their  laudable  efforts.” 

Minnesota. — Thomas  T.  Warham,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Pa¬ 
triarchal  family  is  prosperous  and  happy  in  this  Jurisdiction.  We  re¬ 
duced  our  per  capita  tax  one  year  ago  from  60  cents  to  50  cents,  and  the 
balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  was  on  the 
right  side  of  the  ledger.  The  gain  for  the  year  was  79,  and  about  100 
admitted  since  January  1  to  May  1,  1910,  showing  that  the  interest  is 
being  increased.  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  Grand  Encampment 
should  not  report  the  largest  gain  in  its  history  one  year  hence.  True, 
the  new  Ritual  has,  to  a  certain  extent,  been  a  drawback  to  small  en¬ 
campments,  but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  great  many  encampments 
both  large  and  small,  have  degree  staffs  and  are  doing  the  work  in  a 
very  creditable  manner.” 

Missouri. — Ben.  Weidle,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  "  I  have  just  returned 
from  a  visit  through  the  State  where  I  have  been  busy  trying  to  enthuse 
dormant  patriarchs.  The  encampments  in  Missouri  are  not  doing  satis¬ 
factory  work,  either  in  point  of  ritualistic  work  or  increase  of  member- 
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ship  (except  in  possibly  20  encampments),  and  it  is  a  hard  question  to 
solve  as  to  what  had  best  be  done.  I  am  using  every  means  at  my  com¬ 
mand,  and  possibly  will  succeed  in  awakening  a  new  interest.  From 
the  present  outlook  I  believe  we  will  show  a  small  gain  for  the  year.” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “For  the  Encampment 
branch  of  our  Order  we  in  this  Jurisdiction  cannot  boast  of  large  gains, 
still  it  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  we  have  more  than  held  our  own. 
One  new  encampment  and  a  gain  of  74  members  is  the  result  of  the 
year’s  work.  So  far  the  conditions  of  the  Order  are  encouraging,  and 
we  hope  to  make  a  good  showing  by  the  time  our  next  yearly  report  is 
made.  A  number  of  cantons  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  have  been  mus¬ 
tered  in,  and  we  look  to  this  fact  to  increase  the  interest  in  the  encamp¬ 
ments  of  this  Jurisdiction,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not 
prosper  and  flourish  in  the  future.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  send  our  report 
with  a  bit  of  disappointment.  It  ought  to  be  better.  Every  time  we 
feel  sure  that  next  year  it  will  be  worth  bragging  about,  and  yet  each 
year  it  shows  up  about  the  same.  Expedients  all  seem  to  fail,  and  all 
there  is  left  for  us  is  to  keep  on  working  and  hoping.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  regret  exceed¬ 
ingly  that  the  annual  report  of  this  Jurisdiction  shows  a  small  loss 
instead  of  a  gain  for  the  year  1909.  The  financial  conditions  of  this 
State  for  the  past  year  have  been  such  that  brothers  belonging  to  en¬ 
campments  have  had  to  curtail  expenses,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
Encampment  branch  has  been  the  sufferer.  Still  we  hope  to  do  better 
during  1910,  having  already  instituted  one  new  encampment  with  pros¬ 
pects  for  another  in  the  near  future.” 

New  Hampshire. — H.  A.  Currier,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am 
pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  1909,  and 
there  are  numerous  indications  of  a  revived  interest  in  the  encampments 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  I  trust  that  next  year’s  report  will 
show  continued  and  increased  gain  in  membership.” 

New  Jersey. — Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  result 
of  last  year’s  labors  proclaims  in  unmistakable  language  that  the  pre¬ 
vailing  lethargy  must  be  shaken  off,  and  progressive  energy  substituted 
therefor,  if  we  would  accomplish  and  attain  success.  We  have  the 
promises  of  the  newly  elected  Grand  Officers  to  do  their  utmost  to  help 
bring  about  a  more  encouraging  state  of  affairs,  and  our  hope  lies  in  the 
future. 

New  Mexico. — N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  our  Order  in  New  Mexico  is  holding  its  own,  but  there 
seems  to  be  a  lack  of  interest,  and  many  of  our  camps  are  in  a  dormant 
condition.  But  with  the  prospect  of  soon  becoming  a  State,  I  hope  for 
greater  interest  and  growth  in  all  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “For  the  first 
time  the  annual  duty  of  reporting  statistics  of  the  Encampment  branch 
in  this  State  fails  to  give  me  pleasure,  for  it  is  undoubtedly  regrettable 
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to  be  compelled  to  announce  a  loss  after  21  years’  unfailing  advance. 
However,  the  loss  is  small  and  may  be  accounted  for  without  very  dis¬ 
heartening  conclusions.  During  three  administrations  endeavor  for 
increase  had  been  forced  to  the  highest  strain  in  all  directions,  and  the 
relaxation  of  this  high  pressure  in  1909  stopped  the  tide  of  accessions, 
and  in  addition  the  effect  of  business  depression  occurring  in  1907  is 
for  the  first  time  fully  felt  in  our  encampments.  We  are  very  hopeful 
that  the  worst  is  over,  as  semi-annual  returns  lately  received  encourage 
us  in  this  pleasing  anticipation.” 

North  Carolina. — R.  H.  Ramsay,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  have 
succeeded  in  getting  two  old  dormant  encampments  started  to  work 
again,  and  think  we  will  succeed  in  getting  another  one  started  real 
soon,  and  I  believe  we  will  have  a  good  year  for  the  encampments  when 
it  comes  to  an  end.” 

North  Dakota. — H.  J.  Rowe,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  have  made 
some  progress  in  additions,  but  our  expectations  have  not  been  realized, 
much  to  our  disappointment.  At  our  last  annual  session,  prospects  as 
depicted  by  the  delegates  led  us  to  believe  that  we  would  have  a  very 
large  addition  to  our  membership,  but  the  loss  from  non-payment  of 
dues  has  left  us  but  a  small  margin  over  our  last  year’s  report.  Times 
are  good  and  the  people  are  prosperous,  and  we  confidently  hope  that 
our  ranks  will  be  largely  augmented  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship 
when  we  make  our  next  report.” 

Ohio.— F.  C.  Garrett,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  will  see  by  our 
report  that  we  have  not  made  a  gain  in  numbers  during  the  past  year, 
yet  we  have  gained,  as  our  net  loss  of  41  is  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
year.  In  finances  there  has  been  a  very  healthy  gain  of  over  $10,000.00. 
The  outlook  is  good  for  much  work  and  a  consequent  increase  next  year, 
as  encampments  have  now  accustomed  themselves  to  the  new  work  and 
are  doing  much  at  this  time.  While  we  should  have  been  pleased  to 
show  a  large  increase  in  numbers,  the  results  are  most  encouraging  for 
the  future.” 

Ontario. — J.  Powley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  regret  that  our  report 
does  not  show  an  increase  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909,  but  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  the  apparent  falling  off  does  not  mean  a  loss  to  this 
branch  of  the  Order.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  withdrawal  of  376  mem¬ 
bers  to  form  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Quebec  we  would  have  shown 
an  increase  of  151.  This  figure  represents  the  actual  gain  in  Ontario, 
independent  of  the  encampments  from  Quebec  which  were  formerly 
attached  to  this  Grand  Encampment,  but  I  am  glad  to  learn  that  our 
Quebec  brothers  will  show  a  substantial  increase  which,  taken  with  On¬ 
tario,  will  make  a  more  satisfactory  showing.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  annual  report 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon  shows  a  net  gain  of  378  in  mem¬ 
bership,  or  a  little  more  than  10  per  cent,  wdiile  our  suspensions  were 
only  about  5  per  cent.  We  are  doing  well,  but  expect  to  do  better.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report 
for  the  year  ending  in  September,  1909,  shows  a  material  decrease  in 
the  number  of  admissions  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  suspen-

sions  for  non-payment  of  dues  over  the  report  of  the  preceding  year. 
This  is  but  a  natural  result  of  the  depressed  industrial  conditions  ex¬ 
perienced  in  our  State  during  the  last  two  or  three  years.  That  this 
increased  loss  is  mainly  due  to  the  above  cause  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  by  far  the  greater  part  of  it  is  reported  from  encampments  located 
in  the  manufacturing  and  mining  centers;  while  the  encampments  lo¬ 
cated  in  our  rural  and  farming  sections  show  no  loss  from  the  above 
causes  above  the  average  of  former  years.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  the 
encampments  that  have  suffered  the  greater  losses  will,  with  the  present 
renewed  industrial  activity,  be  the  first  to  regain  their  former  member¬ 
ship.  We  believe  that  the  prospects  for  a  greater  increase  in  member¬ 
ship  are  brighter  to-day  than  at  any  previous  time  in  the  history  of 
Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  of  Pennsylvania.” 

Quebec,. — W.  Kennedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  report  an  increase 
of  1  encampment  with  a  gain  in  membership  of  93.  Our  progress  has 
not  been  very  rapid,  but  indications  are  that  we  will  do  better  during 
the  present  year.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  have  instituted 
2  new  encampments  and  expect  to  institute  another  very  soon. 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  pre¬ 
senting  my  report  I  am  happy  to  state  that  although  the  encampments 
as  a  whole  have  not  been  booming,  yet,  contrary  to  the  precedent  of  the 
past  few  years,  we  have  made  a  gain  in  membership  which,  even  though 
slight,  is  none  the  less  a  balance  on  the  right  side  and  a  gratifying  evi¬ 
dence  of  progressiveness.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  encampments  exhibit  a 
numerical  increase.  To  maintain  and  better  the  success  of  the  past  year 
the  patriarchs  generally  should  hustle  to  get  at  least  one  new  member, 
the  result  of  which  would  more  than  justify  the  effort.” 

South  Cabolina. — F.  C.  Perry,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  show  a 
considerable  decrease  in  membership  this  year;  we  have  reclaimed  3 
charters  and  instituted  2  new  encampments,  and,  considering  a  great 
many  suspensions,  we  have  held  our  own.  We  have  only  lost  2  this 
year;  we  have  been  carrying  3  encampments  that  had  not  made  reports 
for  2  years,  and  we  have  now  all  live  timber,  and  I  think  our  gain  this 
year  will  be  permanent.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  This  branch 
of  the  Order  is  still  growing,  although  not  as  rapidly  as  we  would  de¬ 
sire.  Our  net  gain  last  year  was  168.  The  total  membership  January  1 
was  1740.  Two  new  encampments  have  been  instituted  since  January  1, 
1910.  Some  of  our  encampments  are  wide  awake  and  doing  good  work; 
others  seem  to  be  inclined  to  remain  idle.  We  hope  for  better  results 
during  the  coming  year.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  are  having 
trying  times  in  Tennessee  with  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order. 
Many  encampments  have  lost  interest  to  such  extent  as  to  seriously 
retard  our  progress.  We  have  lost  heavily  during  the  past  year  in  both 
encampments  and  membership,  but  the  loss  is  rather  apparent  than  real, 
as  most  of  the  encampments  stricken  from  the  list  have  been  practically 
defunct  for  several  years  and  their  membership  dormant.  At  the  recent 
session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  the  time  of  meeting  hereafter  was 
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changed  back  so  as  to  occur  the  day  before  the  Grand  Lodge  meets  and 
at  the  same  place.  It  is  confidently  believed  this  will  be  advantageous. 
At  least  we  are  hopeful.” 

Utah. — W.  J.  Moore,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  report,  I  am  pleased 
to  say,  shows  a  fair  gain  in  membership  during  the  year,  and  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  1  new  encampment.  Though  not  as  large  as  we  would  like, 
however  we  feel  greatly  encouraged  by  the  results  of  the  past  year,  and 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  shall  be  able  to  show  a  greater 
prosperity  for  the  coming  year.  Much  interest  is  being  manifested 
among  the  encampments  throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction.” 

Virginia. — T.  V.  Turney,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  The  Encampment 

branch  of  the  Order  in  Virginia  has  suffered  considerably  during  the 
past  3  years.  Membership  has  been  lost  to  nearly  600  and  the  vigorous 
growth  of  the  Order  so  apparent  before  1907  has  almost  entirely  disap¬ 
peared.  Many  of  our  rural  encampments  have  gone  out  of  existence, 
due,  it  seems  to  a  loss  of  interest  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
this  may  be  largely  traced  to  the  uninteresting  feature  of  social  or 
non-beneficial  organizations.  The  members  seem  to  have  lost  all  inter¬ 
est  in  the  encampment,  but  appear, -in  the  same  localities,  as  vigorous 
as  ever  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  showing,  pretty  clearly,  that  the  last¬ 
ing  interest  of  the  membership  is  where  it  gets  the  most  direct  benefit. 
Perhaps  it  is  the  social  feature  which  was  responsible  for  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  encampments  in  Virginia,  immediately  after  this  became 
permissible,  and  as  soon  as  the  novelty  wore  off,  with  nothing  to  interest 
the  membership,  the  encampments  became  inactive,  and  finally  went 
out  of  existence. 

It  is  hoped  this  question  of  social  or  non-beneficial  encampments  will 
receive  some  added  attention  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  en¬ 
campments,  especially  those  in  rural  districts,  are  certainly  in  a  bad 
way.  Then  again,  one  hears,  when  one  investigates  the  condition  of 
mans7-  inactive  encampments,  that  the  members  do  not  seem  to  be  able 
to  master  the  Ritual  as  well  as  they  did  the  old  one.  The  introduction 
of  new  characters  in  the  Patriarchal  degree,  and  the  change  seems  to 
have  baffled  the  efforts  of  the  average  rural  member,  and  when  you  ask 
them,  individually,  what  causes  their  lack  of  interest,  they  invariably 
lay  a  large  amount  of  the  blame  on  the  revised  Ritual.  It  is  very  cer¬ 
tain  that  in  our  State,  at  least,  the  new  Ritual  has  been  a  hindrance  to 
the  progress  of  the  encampments.  Then,  again,  the  discarding  of  many 
of  the  old  characters  and  the  necessity  for  supplying  new  costumes  to 
suit  the  changes,  has  had  a  tendency  to  discourage  those  members  who 
belonged  to  weak  and  uncertain  encampments,  and  take  these  matters, 
mentioned  above,  and  the  added  cost  of  living,  the  extra  exertion  re¬ 
quired  to  thrive  under  present  conditions,  have  become  active  agencies 
in  reaching  the  present  uncertain  conditions.  There  does,  however, 
seem  to  be  a  present  awakening,  and  we  are  now  receiving  more  in¬ 
quiries,  and  more  demands  for  instruction  than  formerly,  and  there  is 
a  brighter  outlook  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Virginia.  We  cer¬ 
tainly  hope  so,  at  least.” 

Wisconsin. — Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  enclose  report 
for  year  ending  December  31,  1909,  and  am  sorry  to  say  it  shows  a  loss 
of  19.  If  we  could  induce  all  who  connect  themselves  with  the  Order  to 
*  stay  in  ’  and  not  ‘  drop  out,’  we  would  be  satisfied  and  happy.” 
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REBEKAH  ASSEMBLIES.

Much  enthusiasm  in  our  work  is  noted  all  over  the 
State.  Our  number  of  new  lodges  is  fully  in  proportion  to  other  years 
and  our  number  of  delinquent  lodges  no  greater.

The  changes  in  ritualistic  and  unwritten  work  have  caused  some  diffi¬ 
culty  and  some  delay,  but  at  the  present  writing  most  of  the  officers 
have  familiarized  themselves  with  the  new  work.  The  interest  shown 
has  manifested  itself  in  the  fact  that,  though  there  are  but  131  lodges, 
170  copies  of  the  new  cipher  have  been  purchased.  A  goodly  number  of 
sisters  have  visited  the  office  of  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  learn¬ 
ing  the  new  secret  work,  and  the  Assembly  Officers  have  been  able  to 
reach  a  majority  of  the  lodges  through  district  meetings  and  visitations. 
Though  we  are  not  making  lodges  rapidly,  we  feel  it  is  a  fact  worthy 
of  comment  that  in  the  16  years  since  the  Rebekah  Assembly  was  or¬ 
ganized,  but  2  charters  have  been  surrendered.

The  financial  affairs  of  both  the  Assembly  and  lodges,  while 
not  showing  very  marked  advancement,  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition.  The  outlook  for  the  year  1910  is,  I  think,  favorable  both  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  institution  of  lodges  and  increase  of  membership.”

— Ida  M.  Davis,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  was  with  a  good 
deal  of  pleasure  that  I  forwarded  my  report  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  of 
Michigan.  I  think  it  showed  the  largest  net  gain  in  membership  that 
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we  have  ever  had  (1747).  We  have  been  talking  for  years  about  the 
number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  trying  to  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  our  members  the  importance  of  keeping  the  members 
we  have  interested,  as  well  as  of  the  importance  of  getting  new  ones. 
Whether  we  have  found  the  solution  of  the  problem  or  not,  I  am  not 
able  to  tell,  but  certain  it  is  that  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909, 
our  reports  show  that  we  have  suspended  a  fewer  number  than  ever 
before,  which  is  indeed  very  encouraging.  The  Rebekah  lodges  in  this 
State  are  in  a  very  good  condition.  A  great  interest  has  been  shown  in 
the  new  work  as  is  laid  down  in  our  new  Rituals,  and  all  are  striving 
to  perfect  themselves  in  the  work.  It  has  meant  hard  work  for  As¬ 
sembly  Officers  and  members  of  the  lodges.  As  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn, 
the  new  work  is  proving  very  satisfactory,  and  we  all  needed  the 
changes.  The  Rebekahs  of  Michigan  are  bearing  their  share  of  the 
expense  of  our  Home  at  Jackson.  It  has  been  our  privilege  to  meet 
some  expenses  that  would  not  have  been  incurred  if  we  could  not  have 
paid  for  them.  We  are  happy  in  the  doing,  and  trust  that  we  may 
always  be  able  to  do  much,  for  those  who  need  the  care  and  protection 
of  our  members.” 

Mississippi. — Jodie  Rubush  Moss,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  annual 
session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Mississippi  was  held  in  West  Point, 
May  16,  1910,  with  a  large  attendance.  Much  enthusiasm  was  shown 
and  all  of  the  lodges  made  good  reports.  All  of  the  drones  are  being 
pushed  out  and  the  workers  are  determined  to  make  our  lodges  stronger. 
Our  links  must  be  flawless  and  our  hands  will  be  clasped  in  the  union 
of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.” 

Missouri. — Allie  E.  Poundstone,  Secretary,  writes:  “  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Missouri  has,  under  the  leadership  of  a  grand  little  Re¬ 
bekah,  Mrs.  Stella  Boyer,  made  rapid  strides  toward  the  front,  and  is 
steadily  marching  on  hand  in  hand  with  the  subordinate  branch.

There  was  a  decided  increase  in  membership  and  finances  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year,  there  being  14  lodges  instituted  and  1  revived,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  57  lodges  in  working  order  in  the  State,  and  since  the 
Assembly  session  there  have  been  several  more  lodges  instituted.  The 
work  of  the  Rebekahs  for  the  past  year  was  the  furnishing  of  the  Ja¬ 
cobi  Memorial  Building  for  girls,  at  the  Orphanage.  They  contributed 
more  than  $2000.00  for  this- purpose,  and  it  would  indeed  make  the  heart 
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glad  to  visit  the  Home  and  see  the  grateful  hearts  of  the  children  as 
they  enjoy  their  new  and  beautiful  home.  We  have  bright  prospects  for 
the  future,  and  hope  our  work  this  year  will  exceed  that  of  last.” 

Ohio. — Emma  M.  Bell,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity,  showing  the  seed 
sown  from  year  to  year  has  fallen  on  fertile  ground.  We  are  still  on 
the  increase  numerically,  having  instituted  18  new  lodges  during  the 
year,  and  we  are  working  zealously  to  organize  others,  thus  extending 
our  knowledge  and  increasing  the  power  of  our  Order.  There  is  no  lack 
of  enthusiasm  and  the  outlook  for  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  is  very  en¬ 
couraging.”

We  are  proud  of  our 
Jurisdiction,  of  our  membership  and,  above  all,  of  the  Home  that  stands 
as  a  monument  to  our  beloved  Order  and  proves  to  the  world  that  we 
practice  as  well  as  teach.” 

Ontario. — Wm.  R.  Pearce,  Acting  Secretary,  writes:  “  December  31, 
1909,  the  Rebekah  branch  in  Ontario  numbered  2419  brothers  and  3688 
sisters,  a  total  of  6107,  with  78  lodges.  Since  then  7  new  lodges  have 
been  instituted,  and  the  work  is  progressing  most  favorably.  Money 
spent  for  relief,  including  donations  to  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home,  amounted 
to  $645.24.  It  is  too  early  yet  for  me  to  give  you  any  estimate  of  the 
work  since  then,  as  our  returns  are  not  yet  in. 

Oregon. — Ora  Cosper,  Secretary,  writes :  “  It  is  gratifying  to  report 

that  the  growth  of  the  Rebekahs  in  Oregon  has  been  unprecedented  this 
year.  Our  reports  show  7  new  lodges  instituted  and  a  total  membership 
of  13,384,  a  gain  of  1155  members.  I  am  advised  by  the  President  that, 
in  making  her  official  visits,  she  found  most  of  the  lodges  in  a  prosper¬ 
ous  condition,  and  the  membership  to  be  most  excellent.  The  fraternal 
relations  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Assembly  are  most  harmonious 
and  the  Rebekahs  are  keeping  pace  with  subordinates  in  every  par¬ 
ticular.” 

Pennsylvania. — Mary  N.  Joslyn,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  affords  me 
much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  during  the  past  year  we  have  added 
16  Rebekah  lodges  to  our  number  and  several  lodges  that  had  not  re¬ 
ported  for  several  years  have  been  reorganized,  so  that  we  feel  encour¬ 
aged  to  go  on  with  our  work  in  the  coming  year.

— H.  Spencer,  Secretary,  writes:  “We  were  never  in  as  pros¬ 
perous  a  condition  as  at  the  present  time,  both  numerically  and  finan¬ 
cially.  The  utmost  harmony  prevails  throughout  the  whole  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that 
peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  most  of  our  lodges,  and  that  they  are 
striving  to  live  up  to  the  beautiful  teachings  of  our  Order.” 

Texas. — J.  D.  Alexander,  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  giving  to  you  the 
annual  report  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  the  State  of  Texas  it  is  with  a 
degree  of  pleasure  to  state  that  it  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  In  the 
past  year  the  members  of  the  Order  have  begun  to  realize  that  they  are 
a  part  of  a  great  Order,  and  their  pride  in  belonging  to  such  an  organ¬ 
ization  has  prompted  them  to  work  as  never  before.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  Austin  last  March  splendid  reports  were 
given  by  every  officer  of  the  Order.

Washington. — Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary,  writes:  “Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Washington  continues  to  make  most  gratifying  progress, 
and  the  Jurisdiction  is  imbued  with  the  genuine  spirit  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  Since  our  last  report  16  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  and 
Northern  Light  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  1,  of  Douglas,  Alaska,  transferred 
to  our  Jurisdiction.  We  now  have  207  lodges,  and  a  summary  of  the 
returns  records  a  membership  of  17,993,  a  net  gain  of  1827  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1909.  The  Home  at  Walla  Walla,  of  which  we  are 
so  justly  proud,  is  in  a  splendid  condition  under  the  able  and  conscien¬ 
tious  management  of  Superintendent  H.  W.  Bathiany  and  wife,  who 
assumed  their  new  duties  January  1,  1910.  Present  membership  of  the 
Home,  10  brothers,  2  sisters  and  22  orphans.  The  new  Home  building 
has  just  been  completed,  and  we  are  very  proud  of  this  beautiful  new 
addition.  Among  the  many  improvements  made  by  our  excellent  board 
of  trustees  was  the  construction  of  a  concrete  bulkhead  along  Mill 
creek,  in  the  rear  of  the  Home  premises,  at  a  cost  of  $4587.17,  which 
will  make  it  possible  to  reclaim  over  an  acre  of  ground  from  the  creek 
channel,  valued  at  over  $5000.00.  At  our  recent  Assembly  session  5  Re-

bekah  Orphans’  Home  trustees  were  elected,  and  we  have  in  the  Or¬ 
phans’  Home  Fund  $6452.10.  Our  board  of  instructors  issued  certificates 
to  255  sisters  for  proficiency  in  the  unwritten  work  at  our  recent  ses¬ 
sion.  Much  enthusiasm  continues  to  be  manifested  in  our  district 
meetings.” 

West  Virginia. — Martha  A.  Ferrell,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  West  Virginia 
is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  We  have  had  6  new  lodges  instituted  and 
1  resuscitated  since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  making  a  total  of  102 
active  lodges  with  a  membership  of  over  5000.  The  outlook  is  fine  for 
a  number  of  other  new  lodges  before  the  close  of  the  year.  We  are  es¬ 
pecially  interested,  just  at  this  time,  in  the  furnishing  and  dedication 
of  our  beautiful  new  Home  at  Elkins,  which  has  just  been  completed.” 

FOREIGN  JURISDICTIONS. 

Australasia. — Wm.  Reid,  Grand  Sire,  under  date  of  December  9, 
1909,  writes:  “  I  have  good  accounts  from  all  parts  of  the  Jurisdiction. 
We  introduced  propaganda  work  through  the  means  of  paid  organizers 
a  few  years  ago.  I  may  say  that  we  were  rather  conservative  in  this 
for  a  long  time,  thinking  that  such  strenuous  methods  as  paid  canvassers 
adopt  would  lead  to  the  introduction  of  undesirables.  Brother  Ledford, 
a  P.  G.  of  Alta  California  lodge,  however,  came  along,  and  his  methods 
so  impressed  us  that  he  remained  with  us  for  over  a  year  with  excellent 
results,  both  in  regard  to  membership  and  the  *  work.’  He  has  since 
been  working  successfully  in  New  South  Wales,  is  now  in  Queensland, 
and  has  accepted  an  engagement  in  Victoria.  My  own  Jurisdiction,  New 
Zealand,  is  progressing  well,  and  we  are  opening  new  lodges  and  in¬ 
creasing  our  membership  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  indeed.  We 
have  lately  centralized  our  sick  funds,  which  has  consolidated  the  Order, 
strengthened  the  weak  lodges,  and  placed  our  finances  on  a  solid  basis, 
and  altogether  if  we  are  left  alone  we  will  take  up  a  leading  position 
among  friendly  societies  established  long  before  we  were  and  under 
better  auspices.  We  are,  however,  just  now  being  dominated  in  politics 
by  a  socialistic  labor  party,  and  the  Government,  pandering  to  this 
party,  has  brought  before  the  House  a  National  Annuities  Bill  which 
provides  for  the  Government  practically  taking  up  the  work  we  are  do¬ 
ing,  excepting  the  medical  benefits,  and  as  they  will  subsidize  the  sick¬ 
ness  payment  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Dominion  they  can  undersell  us 
and  offer  much  better  advantages  than  we  can,  and  what  its  results  will 
be  as  regards  friendly  societies  it  is  impossible  to  foretell.  Owing  to 
my  illness  I  have  not  gone  exhaustively  into  the  provisions  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  law,  but  think,  if  carried,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  detrimental  to  our 
Order  and  to  all  friendly  societies.” 

Netherlands. — H.  J.  Van  Wankum,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of 
May  24,  1910,  writes:  “Enclosed  I  beg  to  send  you  the  report  for  the 
year  1909,  showing  a  larger  number  of  members  than  in  the  previous 
year.  We  are  very  glad  to  say  that  the  Dutch  Order  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 
has  now  attained  the  number  of  561  brothers;  besides,  the  condition  is 
of  such  a  nature  that  we  have  every  reason  to  expect  soon  a  further 
extension  by  the  formation  of  new  lodges.  On  May  2  our  Grand  Lodge 
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celebrated  the  10th  anniversary,  and  on  that  occasion  it  was  generally 
acknowledged  that  our  corporation  has  been  of  great  use  to  the  Nether¬ 
lands.” 

Sweden. — Fred.  Geijer,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  April  23,  1910, 
writes:  “  Enclosed  I  beg  to  hand  you  the  statistics  for  our  lodges  and 
encampments  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1910.  As  our  Grand  Sire 
is  at  present  absent  on  a  voyage,  I  am  not  able  to  procure  his  signature, 
but  I  suppose  that  you  prefer  to  receive  it  without  his  signature  rather 
than  to  wait  until  his  return.  As  you  will  find,  the  year  has  been  pros¬ 
perous  for  us;  we  have  grown  as  well  in  membership  as  in  capital,  and 
the  year  has,  as  the  preceding  ones,  been  a  year  of  quiet  steady  devel¬ 
opment.” 

Switzeeland. — Ed.  Knuchel,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  March  28, 
1910,  writes:  “  In  submitting  the  annual  reports  it  affords  me  great 
pleasure  to  say  that  the  year  1909  has  been  one  of  prosperity  for  the 
Order  in  our  small  Jurisdiction.  The  membership  of  our  6  lodges  has 
now  raised  to  490  with  a  net  gain  of  24  for  the  year,  and  that  of  the 
encampment  to  142  members.  This  is  the  best  result  for  the  last  10 
years. 

The  financial  condition  of  all  subordinates  is  also  very  good,  showing 
invested  funds  of  $36,690.02.  The  funds  under  the  control  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  amount  to  $10,859.19.

Yukon. — D.  C.  Robertson,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  under  date  of  February  15, 
1910,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  prospering 
in  the  Yukon,  and  that  all  branches  of  the  Order  have  gained  in  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  year  and  are  in  good  shape  financially.  The  lodge  was 
out  of  debt  the  first  of  the  year,  but  they  decided  to  enlarge  the  hall  and 
make  some  other  improvements  which  will  very  likely  cost  over  $2000; 
however,  we  will  soon  clear  that  off  if  we  have  no  bad  luck,  as  we  have 
a  live  membership  of  110  in  good  standing  and  hope  to  make  it  150  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  We  have  taken  in  7  already  this  year,  which  is 
not  bad  for  a  start,  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  more.  This  country 
is  coming  to  the  front  again  as  a  quartz  mining  camp.  It  would  be  no 
surprise  to  me  if  inside  of  five  years  we  ask  for  a  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
Yukon;  if  the  expectations  in  regard  to  quartz  are  fulfilled  we  will  have 
a  lot  of  small  mining  towns  like  Colorado.  Our  attendance  is  good,  50 
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is  common,  and  we  had  over  100  at  the  installation  in  January.  I  have 
to  report  that  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  elect  Bro.  L.  G.  Bennet  Noble 
Grand.  We  lost  our  sitting  Vice-Grand,  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Comyn-Ching, 
who  has  received  a  call  from  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.  We  have  secured  a 
good  man  in  Brother  Bennet;  in  fact,  all  of  the  officers  are  active  in  the 
work,  and  have  the  work  down  fine  without  a  Ritual  in  sight.  I  think 
we  put  on  the  Initiatory  degree  as  good  as  90  per  cent  of  the  lodges 
outside  do  it.  I  have  seen  lodges  in  large  cities  not  do  it  as  well.  Ow¬ 
ing  to  my  absence  on  the  creeks,  I  could  not  attend  the  installations 
in  January.  I  was  able  to  secure  good  live  deputies  who  performed 
their  duties  in  a  very  able  manner.  You  will  notice  an  apparent  de¬ 
crease  in  the  Rebekah  lodge;  we  dropped  20  for  the  non-payment  of 
dues  and  had  1  death.  They  were  away  behind  in  their  dues,  some  of 
them  were  out  of  the  country;  all  of  those  left  are  in  good  standing. 
I  am  in  hopes  that  the  Rebekah  lodge  and  the  encampment  will  pick  up 
now,  as  with  the  increase  in  the  subordinate  lodge  they  both  will  have 
a  larger  field  to  draw  from  for  members.”

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MILEAGE  OF  MEMBERS  OF  COMMITTEES  MEETING  IN  ADVANCE 

OF  THE  SESSION. 

The  Rules  provide  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals  shall  meet  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  preceding  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary  on  Thursday  prior  thereto,  and  it  results 
that  those  Representatives  thus  required  to  meet  in  advance  never  get 
the  benefit  of  the  reduced  rates  for  the  session,  unless  when  held  in  a 
city  where  an  exposition  rate  or  some  special  occasion  or  tourist  rate 
is  open  to  make  it  possible.  Railway  Passenger  Associations  making 
special  reduced  rates  for  meetings  generally  restrict  the  selling  dates  of 
tickets  to  three  or  four  days  only  prior  to  the  session,  and  as  these 
advance  committees  have  together  only  twenty  members,  and  these  in 
different  parts  of  the  country  so  that  there  are  but  two  or  three  of  the 
members  in  the  territory  of  each  Passenger  Association,  it  is  impracti¬ 
cable,  and  has  always  been  so  found  as  far  as  I  am  advised,  to  get 
special  advance  privilege  and  selling  dates  arranged  for  them.  Where 
the  effort  had  been  made,  as  it  was  for  this  session  (with  the  South¬ 
eastern,  the  initial  Association),  it  has  failed,  and  the  railroads  can 
scarcely  be  blamed  for  not  incurring  all  the  correspondence  and  special 
arrangements  necessary  for  two  or  three  passengers  only  from  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  an  Association  representing  many  lines,  and  it  is  somewhat 
embarrassing  to  make  the  request  for  it. 

Yet  it  is  a  clear  and  indisputable  proposition  that  Representatives 
chosen  to  serve  on  these  advance  committees  should  be  placed  on  a  basis 
and  parity  of  position  and  extended  equal  benefit  with  all  other  Rep¬ 
resentatives.  This  was  recognized  in  1905  (see  Journal  of  1905,  pages 
233,  234)  by  providing  that  members  of  said  committees  not  receiving 
the  benefit  of  the  reduced  rates  for  the  session  should  be  paid  mileage 
of  twelve  cents  per  mile  for  one  way.  This,  however,  only  applied  to 
that  session.  It  is  respectfully  submitted  whether  action  should  not  be 
taken  making  such  a  provision  permanent  as  a  standing  resolution. 
Such  action  would  seem  equitable  and  fair.

The  greeting  extended  to 
him  by  the  Order  here,  which  is  active  and  progressive,  was  fraternal 
and  enthusiastic  and  his  coming  was  greatly  appreciated  and  will  be 
remembered  wfth  interest  and  pleasure. 
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THE  1910  MEETING  IN  ATLANTA,  GEORGIA. 

But  once  before,  in  1874,  and  thirty-six  years  ago,  was  a  meeting  of 
this  Body,  then  known  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  held 
with  the  Order  of  this  Jurisdiction,  and  then,  as  now,  it  was  in  Atlanta, 
the  splendid  Capital  City  of  the  Empire  State  of  the  South.  The  writer 
recalls  vividly  the  scenes  and  incidents  in  connection  with  that  meeting, 
and  personally  knows  that  at  that  time  when  the  population  of  the  city 
and  membership  in  the  State  were  small  compared  with  the  present 
population  and  membership,  a  magnificent  reception  was  extended, 
which  with  the  good  work  of  legislation  accomplished  made  the  session 
interesting  and  memorable.  Then  the  membership  of  the  Order  in 
Georgia  was  only  2125,  and  now  it  is  33,737,  besides  2209  sisters  of  the 
Rebekah  branch.  The  city  of  Atlanta  then  had  a  population  of  about 
one-seventh  of  the  present  population.  This  indicates  the  great  growth 
and  prosperity  of  both. 

The  only  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  expected  to  be  pres¬ 
ent  at  this  session  who  was  a  member  in  1874  is  our  beloved  brother, 
M.  J.  Durham,  of  Kentucky,  the  senior  living  Past  Grand  Sire,  who  was 
then  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  in  the  absence  of  Grand  Sire  Logan  pre¬ 
sided  over  the  Body,  and  at  the  same  session  Brother  Durham  was 
elected  and  installed  as  Grand  Sire.  Of  the  others  who  were  members 
in  1874,  but  not  members  now,  there  are  still  some  survivors,  but  death 
has  claimed  a  large  majority  of  them. 

The  privilege  of  a  brief  personal  reference  will  be  indulged  me  here. 
To  no  one  outside  the  Jurisdiction  of  Georgia  has  the  meeting  in 
Atlanta  more  of  interest  and  anticipated  pleasure  than  to  the  under¬ 
signed,  for  while  it  is  more  than  five  years  since  my  removal  to  Mary¬ 
land,  it  will  still  be  like  home  in  the  midst  of  familiar  scenes  and  among 
dear  friends  and  associates  as  citizens  and  Odd  Fellows.  Here  I  became 
an  Odd  Fellow  and  resided  from  youth  up  till  entering  upon  the  present 
service,  and  for  thirty-two  years  had  my  membership  in  this  city  and 
Jurisdiction,  and  with  many  others  witnessed  the  gratifying  growth  and 
prosperity  of  the  Order  and  of  this  city  and  State.  The  noble  and 
generous  fraternity  and  people  here  extended  me  recognition  and  honor 
for  which  they  will  always  be  held  in  grateful  and  loving  remembrance. 

I  find  great  pleasure  in  the  belief  that  the  present  session  will  prove 
one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held  and  result  in  great  good  to  our 
beloved  Order.  For  the  fraternal  greeting  extended  by  the  active  and 
enthusiastic  members  of  the  Order  in  this  strong  and  progressive  Juris¬ 
diction,  there  will  be  entertained  by  us  all  abiding  admiration  and 
appreciation. 


CONCLUSION. 

During  the  past  year  good  work  has  been  done  and  progress  made 
in  every  branch  of  the  Order,  and  this  notwithstanding  the  adverse 
conditions  resulting  from  the  slowness  of  recovery  from  the  financial 
stringency.  Each  branch  has  added  to  the  membership  and  the  relief 
work  commanded  by  the  law  and  organization  of  Odd  Fellowship  has 
been  well  and  faithfully  performed,  as  indicated  by  the  expenditures 
on  this  account  of  more  than  five  million  dollars.  The  total  receipts  of 
the  various  organizations  of  the  Order  increased  nearly  half  a  million 
dollars  over  the  preceding  year  and  the  assets  of  Grand  and  subordinate 
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bodies  were  increased  over  three  and  a  half  million  dollars  and  now 
make  a  total  of  fifty-three  million  dollars. 

At  the  end  of  1909  there  were  only  47,579  less  than  two  million  mem¬ 
bers  and  from  unofficial  information  received  in  regard  to  activity  and 
progress  in  the  work  during  the  last  eight  months,  it  appears  certain 
that  the  two  million  membership  mark  has  now  been  reached,  including 
brothers  of  subordinate  lodges  and  sisters  of  Rebekah  lodges,  and  this 
is  the  vast  constituency  which  the  membership  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  represents  at  this  session.  These  facts  demonstrate  the  high  and 
first  place  occupied  by  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  among 
fraternal  and  benevolent  Orders,  and  that  its  mission  to  humanity 
is  being  carried  out  and  meeting  with  gratifying  response.  We 
have  much  to  be  grateful  for  in  the  record  of  the  past  and  con¬ 
template  the  future  confident  of  even  greater  and  better  results.  The 
near  approach  of  the  centennial  year  of  the  Order — 1919 — admonishes 
us  of  the  importance  of  preparation  in  due  time  for  a  world-wide  cele¬ 
bration  of  this  great  event  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  place  of  its 
birth.  If  blessed  with  the  measure  of  prosperity  heretofore  vouch¬ 
safed,  and  should  the  percentage  of  net  increase  in  membership  for  the 
next  nine  yearly  reports  (1910  to  1918  inclusive)  equal  that  for  the  last 
nine  years,  the  Order  would  have  on  that  great  occasion  three  million 
members  and  corresponding  growth  in  expenditures  for  relief  work,  and 
in  assets.  May  harmony  and  prosperity  abide  with  the  Order  that  it 
may  continue  to  promote  the  happiness  of  mankind  by  its  beneficent  and 
fraternizing  work  and  influence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ADJUTANT-GENERAL, 
PATRIARCHS  MILITANT 


At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  following  action 
was  taken:  "Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General 
of  each  Department  governed  by  a  Department  Council  shall  annually 
forward  to  the  Military  Secretary,  all  reports,  including  membership, 
financial  and  memorial.  This  provision  shall  also  govern  Departments 
without  Councils.  The  Military  Secretary  shall  compile  a  report  from 
the  reports  thus  received  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Adjutant-Gen¬ 
eral.  This  to  supersede  all  former  regulations  as  to  reports.”  See 
Journal  1909,  pages  329,  389  and  407. 

Accordingly  the  consolidated  report  transmitted  to  this  office  by  the 
Military  Secretary  is  hereinafter  presented,  and  from  the  same  it  will 
appear  that  during  the  past  year  progress  has  also  been  made  in  this 
branch  of  the  Order,  and  that  the  net  gain  in  membership  is  2215.  From 
the  financial  tables  appearing  in  the  report  as  Grand  Secretary  the 
receipts  from  the  sale  of  Patriarchs  Militant  supplies  will  he  shown. 

At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (see  Journal,  pages 
above  cited)  it  was  also  provided  that  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Bro.  A.  M.  Drew,  Past  Grand  Master,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California,  in  relation  to  sustaining  a  decision  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  California,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

In  the  report  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  O.  0.  F.,  of 
Fresno,  California,  May  15,  1910,  the  following  question  was  reported: 

“  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  a  subordinate  lodge  to  notify  a 
member  who  resides  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said  lodge  of  the  fact 
that  an  assessment  has  been  levied?” 

“  Answer.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  4,  Article  VII,  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
or  Secretary,  should  there  be  no  Financial  Secretary,  to  notify  each 
member  who  is  in  any  way  indebted  to  the  lodge  of  the  state  of  his 
account.” 

“  If  the  lodge  neglects  to  notify  one  of  its  members  who  resides  with¬ 
out  its  jurisdiction  of  the  fact  that  assessments  have  been  levied,  and 
he  becomes  a  delinquent  for  the  payment  of  said  assessments  because 
of  a  failure  to  receive  notification  thereof,  is  the  brother  entitled  to  sick 
benefits,  he  being  in  good  standing  as  far  as  the  payment  of  dues  is 
concerned?  ” 

“  Answer.  Yes.” 

Your  committee,  after  giving  the  above  matter  due  consideration,  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  was  correct  in  sus¬ 
taining  the  position  of  the  Grand  Master;  and,  therefore,  offer  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution: 

“  solved,  That  the  appeal  of  A.  M.  Drew  from  the  action  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  California  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  dismissed,  and 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
sustained.  Signed  by  the  Committee.

Report  4 :  By  Rep.  Scott,  of  Illinois,  from  the  same  committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  submit  the  following: 

This  is  an  appeal  taken  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  by  Edwin  H.  Easterling  and  Roscoe  Jenkins. 

The  poiht  at  issue  pertains  to  the  disposition  of  certain  funds  raised 
by  Esther  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  5,  Washington,  D.  C.,  to  assist  in  estab¬ 
lishing  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home.  The  entire  amount  involved  in  this 
contention  is  $96.70.  The  record  shows  that  this  Rebekah  lodge  started 
a  fund  to  assist  in  establishing  a  Home.  This  fund  grew  from  various 
sources  until  it  amounted  to  $232.60.  On  January  1,  1910,  Esther  Re¬ 
bekah  Lodge  passed  a  resolution  placing  all  over  $135.90  in  the  general 
fund  after  January  10,  1910.  This  balance  was  $96.70.  The  original 
resolution  establishing  the  fund  contained  the  following  provision: 
“  That  nothing  contained  herein  shall  deprive  the  lodge  of  the  right  to 
dispose  of  any  part  or  all  of  this  fund  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and 
usages  of  the  Order  after  January  10,  1910.”  The  sum  of  $135.90  was 
the  proceeds  of  an  entertainment  given  March  19,  1907,  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  promoting  the  Home  fund.  The  appropriation  made  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  lodge  reserved  this  sum  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  provided.  The  balance  of  $96.70  only  was  placed  in  the  general 
fund.  There  can  be  seen  no  reason  why  even  the  proceeds  of  the  en¬ 
tertainment,  $135.90,  might  not  have  been  legally  turned  into  the  gen¬ 
eral  fund  in  view  of  the  terms  of  the  proviso  above  quoted.  The  lodge 
did,  however,  preserve  this  in  fact  as  the  entertainment  had  been  given 
for  that  express  purpose.  On  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  was 
held  that  Esther  Rebekah  Lodge  must  hold  the  sum  of  $135.90  and 
use  it  only  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  establishment  of  an  Odd 
Fellows’  Home:  but  “that  it  may  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  said 
fund  for  any  purpose  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
order  whenever  it  may  by  a  majority  vote  so  determine.”  From  this 
action  the  appeal  is  taken. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  largest  latitude  should  be 
accorde’d  to  lodges  in  disposing  of  their  funds  so  long  as  they  keep 
within  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  this 
Body  to  interfere  with  the  wise  discretion  of  lodges  in  the  management 
of  their  local  affairs. 

In  the  application  of  this  principle  and  believing  that  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was  correct  in  its  decision, 
we  recommend  that  the  decision  of  said  Grand  Lodge  be  sustained  and 
that  the  appeal  be  dismissed.

The  principal  officers 
of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  Warden, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer;  and  the  President  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  a  Marshal,  Conductor,  Chaplain,  Inside  and  Outside  Guardians. 
The  duties  of  these  various  officers  shall  be  those  which  usually  per¬ 
tain  to  such  officers.  All  officers  shall  be  of  the  female  sex;  provided, 
also,  that  in  Jurisdictions  where  the  Rebekahs  own  and  manage  an  Odd 
Fellows’  Home  or  an  Orphans’  Home  through  a  Board  of  Trustees, 
such  Jurisdiction  may  provide  by  local  law,  that  the  members  of  said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.”

No.  12.  Beps.  Trantmann  and  Borst,  of  New  York,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  the  Grand  Sire  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  at  each  annual  session 
from  five  to  eight  in  all  Messengers  and  Assistant  Guardians  who 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  attendance  and  service  the  same 
mileage  and  per  diem  as  may  be  allowed  Grand  Representatives. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Beport  113.) 
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No.  13.  Rep.  Monforte,  of  Oklahoma,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committees  on  the  Judiciary  and  Appeals  be 
allowed  an  additional  allowance  of  two  (2)  cents  per  mile,  inasmuch 
as  the  members  of  these  committees  were  required  to  leave  their  homes 
before  the  date  fixed  by  the  railroads  for  reduced  rates  took  effect. 

(Amended  and  adopted.  See  Reports  71  and  115.) 

No.  14.  Rep.  Brett,  of  Ontario,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies : 

Whereas,  There  were  94,900  Official  Certificates  sold  to  subordinate 
lodges  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario  during  the  year  1908,  and 
66,000  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1909,  a  corresponding  large  sale 
being  also  made  during  the  same  periods  to  subordinate  lodges  in  the 
six  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  Canada;  and 

Whereas,  Under  existing  arrangements  the  transmission  of  so  large 
a  quantity  from  Baltimore,  owing  to  their  bulky  nature  and  to  customs 
regulations  existing  between  the  United  States  and  Canada  in  regard 
to  lithographed  or  printed  matter,  entails  a  heavy  expense  upon  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  several  Grand  Bodies  interested  for  ex¬ 
press  charges  and  customs  duty;  and 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  has  signified  its  willingness 
to  give  any  required  guarantee  for  the  trust  reposed  in  having  the 
Official  Receipts  or  Certificates  consumed  by  the  order  in  Canada,  or 
at  least  by  the  subordinate  lodges  in  that  country,  printed  or  litho¬ 
graphed  in  Ontario  and  distributed  throughout  Canada;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  some  arrangement  be  made  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  whereby  the  necessary  plates 
can  be  supplied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  for  the  printing  05 
lithographing  of  said  certificates,  with  a  view  to  the  saving  of  heavy 
charges  for  duty  and  for  their  safe  and  less  expensive  transmission  to 
the  Grand  Bodies  in  Canada  subordinate  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  99.) 

No.  15.  Rep.  Schwartz,  of  Texas,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be,  and  are,  hereby 
instructed  to  have  the  Funeral  Ceremony  printed  in  the  Italian 
language,  providing  the  expenditure  shall  justify  the  same. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  102.) 

No.  16.  Reps.  Mack,  Leeper  and  Eggers,  of  Nevada,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Sanitarium: 

Whereas,  The  climate  of  Nevada  presents  the  most  favorable  condi¬ 
tions  for  the  cure  of  tuberculosis,  as  is  shown  in  the  following  data, 
to  wit; 
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Nevada  presents  many  advantages  for  the  establishment  of  a  sani¬ 
tarium.  We  take  it  for  granted  that  not  only  is  the  prime  object  to 
care  for  tubercular  patients  but  that  also  many  other  chronic  ailments 
will  demand  care;  in  fact  it  will  not  be  many  years  until  tuberculosis 
will  so  far  be  brought  under  control  that  the  demand  will  be  but  small 
for  that  complaint. 

I  would  call  to  your  mind  a  few  of  the  established  and  recognized 
facts  as  to  cause  and  pathology  of  tuberculosis.  It  is  an  infectious 
disease,  due  to  the  presence  and  ravages  of  the  tubercle  bacillus,  most 
commonly  found  in  the  lungs.  The  lungs  offer  the  favorable  conditions 
of  moisture  and  warmth  that  are  necessary  to  the  propagation  of  bac¬ 
terial  life.  Again  the  lungs  are  especially  exposed,  in  that  the  breath¬ 
ing  of  dust-laden  and  infected  air  is  a  common  cause,  and,  further,  the 
anatomical  relations  with  the  mouth  and  tonsils  favor  their  lodgment 
in  the  lungs.  When  lodged  in  the  lungs,  they  set  up  an  irritation  that 
causes  an  increase  of  connective  tissue,  formation  of  tubercles,  closing 
of  small  blood  vessels,  a  resultant  breaking  down  of  the  lungs’  sub¬ 
stance,  and  general  destruction  of  the  lungs,  during  which  time  there 
are  fever,  cough,  and  general  wasting  of  body  and  strength,  the  normal 
resistive  and  defensive  action  of  blood  and  body  fluids  is  overcome, 
and  the  final  result  is  slow  death. 

It  is  an  established  fact  that  sunlight  is  especially  destructive  of 
these  germs,  that  if  the  lungs  can  be  fully  expanded  with  a  pure  air1, 
dry  and  cool,  the  growth  of  bacteria  can  be  decidedly  inhibited,  that 
by  feeding  the  patient  on  plenty  of  nutritious  food  that  will  supply 
the  maximum  vitality,  the  effects  of  the  bacteria  are  eventually  over¬ 
come  and  the  bacteria  destroyed,  with  a  resulting  restoration  of  health 
and  strenth. 

Nevada  has  preeminently  these  favorable  conditions:  altitude  of  from 
4000  to  6000  feet;  spacious  valleys  surrounded  with  high  mountains; 
sparse  vegetation;  dry,  cool  air;  a  variability  of  temperature  that  ex¬ 
perience  has  shown  to  be  the  very  best  to  inhibit  the  growth  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

Reno  is  especially  favorably  situated  on  the  lee  side  of  the  mountain 
range,  where  the  humidity  is  lessened  and  the  absorptive  power  of  the 
atmosphere  at  its  highest  efficiency. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  in  such  an  altitude  as  this  of  Reno  the 
respirations  are  increased,  the  expansion  of  the  chest  much  greater, 
air  reaches  much  deeper  into  the  finer  ramification  of  the  bronchi,  with 
a  consequent  greatly  increased  heart  action,  all  of  which  are  demanded 
in  the  destruction  of  the  bacilli  and  the  building  up  of  the  patient. 

Again  the  dryness  of  the  air  at  this  altitude  secures  a  personal  com¬ 
fort  to  the  patient  not  possible  in  a  low  altitude. 

It  is  especially  important  to  impress  upon  all  the  great  advantages 
of  a  daily  variability  of  climate  with  an  annual  equability. 

Reno  is  situated  on  a  transcontinental  line  of  railroad,  with  two 
other  branch  lines,  that  makes  the  city  easy  of  access  and  insures  the 
comforts  and  advantages  of  the  East  to  a  large  extent. 

Near  Reno  are  a  number  of  fine  hot  springs  which  are  especially  fine 
for  treatment  of  rheumatism  and  many  other  chronic  disorders.  The 
heat  of  the  water  is  sufficient  for  it  to  be  utilized  for  the  heating  of 
buildings  and  to  a  great  extent  for  laundry  purposes  in  addition  to  its 
great  medicinal  value. 
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The  statistics,  comparing  several  States  in  reference  to  their  climatic 
conditions  to  our  own,  would  in  themselves  he  a  strong  argument  of 
the  superiority  of  Nevada  over  other  States,  for  in  them  is  proven  that 
all  that  is  desirable  is  at  hand,  without  going  to  the  extremes.  A 
patient,  who  lives  in  the  open  air,  digests  well  and  eats  large  quantities 
of  wholsesome  food,  uses  all  the  means  that  medical  science  to-day 
has  to  offer  to  cure  himself  of  tuberculosis.  I  beg  to  discount  the  value 
of  these  statistics  when  certain  fine  lines  are  to  be  drawn.  Any  one, 
who  will  judge  these  reports  of  sunshine,  moisture,  temperature  in  the 
light  of  the  principles  involved,  as  stated  in  the  following  paragraphs, 
will  give  due  weight  to  the  one  fact,  that  Nevada’s  conditions  are  in 
the  median  line,  while  all  others  are  in  the  extremes. 

Disease  may  be  defined  as  a  condition  in  which  the  resistance  against 
the  enemies  of  our  existence  have  been  overcome,  by  the  greater 
strength  of  these  enemies  against  the  former.  Health  in  its  various 
degrees  of  completeness  is  the  condition  in  which  the  onslaught  of  dis¬ 
ease  producing  causes  is  successfully  being  repelled.  Between  these 
two  extremes  the  feeling  of  well-being  varies  according  to  the  status 
of  the  factors  mentioned.  The  cure  of  all  diseases  then  would  be 
effected,  either  by  promoting  the  strength  and  vitality  to  overcome  the 
cause  and  effect  of  disease,  or  to  reduce  the  virulence  of  the  disease 
producing  factor,  or  by  both  simultaneously.  Nature  heals.  The 
physician  helps  nature  to  heal,  by  directing  his  efforts  towards  either 
reducing  the  disease  producing  agent  in  its  virulence  or  if  that  be 
impossible,  by  increasing  the  power  of  the  repelling  forces,  or  by  at¬ 
tempting  both.  His  judgment  elects  the  means  to  attain  the  mentioned 
end.  Opinions  of  physicians  as  to  naming  diseases  and  their  causes 
may  differ,  as  well  as  the  selection  of  the  means  of  helping  nature  to 
cure  disease,  but  these  medical  principles  involved  are  never  a  sub¬ 
ject  of  difference  among  educated  physicians,  for  medical  facts  are  as 
accurate  and  exact  as  the  principles  of  any  other  of  the  sciences.  With 
this  preliminary,  and  upon  this  foundation  we  all  agree  when  applying 
these  principles  upon  tuberculosis,  to  be  exact  all  physicians  agree: 

First.  That  tuberculosis  is  caused  by  the  “  coma  ”  bacillus  found 
and  first  described  by  Robert  Koch. 

Second.  That  in  most  cases  other  bacteria,  pus  producing  germs, 
are  following  or  accompanying  these  specific  tubercle  bacilli. 

Third.  That  while  the  former  kind  is  injurious  principally  by  the 
destruction  of  the  tissues  invaded  by  them,  the  latter  are  harmful 
principally  by  poisoning  the  economy  so  invaded  by  their  toxins,  i.  e., 
by  their  excretions. 

Fourth.  That  the  seriousness  of  a  given  case  of  tuberculosis  depends 
upon  the  capacity  of  the  individual  affected  to  resist  the  destructive 
action  of  the  germs,  and  also  upon  the  virulence  of  the  germs.  It 
further  depends  upon  the  power  to  throw  out  the  poisons  accumulated 
by  the  work  of  the  bacteria. 

Fifth.  Anything  then  that  can  enhance  the  degree  of  this  capability 
of  the  patient’s  organism,  to  resist,  to  throw  off  the  poison,  and  to 
make  repair,  would  be  the  means  of  curing  the  patient. 

What  are  the  agents  to  be  selected  as  allies  in  the  battle  for  recovery 
in  a  given  case  of  tuberculosis? 

The  broad  answer,  would  be,  anything  that  reduces  the  virulence  of 
the  enemy  and  promotes  the  resistance  and  healing.  So  far  we  all 
agree.  But  now  comes  the  variation  of  opinion  as  to  the  greater  or

lesser  potency  for  good  of  one  agent  as  compared  with  another.  As  far 
as  climatic  conditions  are  concerned,  it  is  not  the  amount  of  sunshine, 
or  its  duration,  or  well  digested  and  absorbed  food  alone,  or  tonics  or 
the  presence  or  absence  of  moisture,  that  should  be  supplied;  but 
much  more  the  harmonious  quantitative  and  qualitative  supply  of  all 
of  these  agents,  that  produces  the  most  good.  Because  a  climate  has 
many  hot  or  cold  days,  or  much  or  little  sunshine,  does  not  make  it  the 
best  for  this  disease,  it  is  the  marshalling  of  all  the  factors  in  such  a 
harmonious  proportion  that  as  much  good  and  as  little  as  possible 
harm  will  result.  Such  a  condition  exists  in  Nevada.  Statistics  are 
at  best,  dead  letters.  What  good  is  it  to  know  how  many  days  of  sun¬ 
shine  there  are  in  a  given  climate,  when  we  do  not  know  how  cold  it 
is  or  how  damp  it  is  on  the  other  days?  What  good  is  there  per  se  in 
knowing  the  altitude,  when  it  is  a  notorious  fact,  that  altitude  is  cited 
because  it  proves  the  thinness  of  the  air  and  also  well  known,  that 
there  are  better  factors  to  make  air  thin  than  altitude.  Let  us  submit 
to  you  the  premises  upon  which  we  desire  to  base  our  claim  for  the 
excellence  of  our  climate  for  the  cure  of  tuberculosis  as  well  as  the 
prolongation  of  life  in  uncurable  cases,  and  for  convalescence; 

First.  Altitude,  which  is  desired  because  it  means  rarefied  air,  is 
in  itself  not  a  measure  of  the  rarefication  of  the  air,  as  for  instance 
Switzerland  with  resorts  a  half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  high  into 
the  heavens,  has  too  much  plant  life  exhaling  both  oxygen  and  watery 
vapor,  as  to  make  these  resorts  desirable.  In  cases  of  tuberculosis  we 
want  expansion  of  the  chest  to  the  highest  degree,  for  as  long  as  all 
air  vesicles  of  the  lungs  are  employed,  there  is  not  alone  less  danger  of 
consolidation  of  lung  tissue,  but  the  blood  supply  to  all  these  parts  is 
active  and  in  the  blood  there  is  a  percentage  of  white  blood  corpuscles, 
taking  the  role  of  the  peace  officer  in  a  community,  arresting  enemies 
to  law  and  order.  Wherever  there  is  blood  there  is  resistance  and 
capacity  for  healing.  Now  Nevada  has  no  plant  life  to  speak  of,  except, 
where  through  irrigation  it  is  artificially  produced.  The  air  does  not 
contain  the  proportion  of  either  watery  vapor  nor  the  oxygen,  to  allow 
a  part  of  the  lung  to  become  dormant.  Without  the  disadvantages  that 
a  high  altitude  has  upon  the  blood  pressure  the  rarefication  of  the  air 
is  greater  here  than  in  the  better  known  places  of  higher  altitude. 
Patients  who  breathe  16  times  a  minute  at  the  sea  coast,  and  then  do 
not  have  to  fill  their  lungs,  will  have  to  breath  18  times  here  and  deep 
at  that,  to  satisfy  their  air  hunger.  That  means  life  to  every  part  of 
the  lung,  for  it  means  activity,  or  the  opposite  of  consolidation — that 
enemy  most  feared  in  tuberculosis. 

The  presence  of  alkali  upon  the  surface  of  the  neighboring  deserts, 
draws  upon  the  watery  vapor,  giving  us  as  dry  an  air  and  more  so 
than  the  States  that  have  nothing  else  to  boast  of  but  dry  air.  We,  in 
our  little  cities,  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  civilization,  and  yet  have*  an 
atmosphere  as  dry  as  elsewhere  possibly  only  upon  the  very  desert  with 
its  depressing  deathlike  surroundings,  which  are  bound  to  make  a 
patient  melancholy.  Take  the  diseased  lung  of  a  tubercular  patient, 
breathing  moist  air  and  ask  yourself  how  much  less  moisture  would  be 
carried  out  from  that  lung,  if  there  is  too  much  primarily  in  the  in¬ 
breath  air?  On  the  other  hand,  knowing  that  the  bacilli  residing  in 
the  patient’s  lung,  being  irritants  and  that  an  irritation  producing  a 
congestion  and  a  prolonged  congestion  means  a  catarrh,  and  a  catarrh 
being  the  condition  of  making  an  excessive  amount  of  mucus,  and  mucus 
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stopping  up  the  air  tubes  and  giving  additional  cause  for  cough,  how 
much  would  such  a  patient  be  improved,  if  this  excessive  moisture  is 
carried  off  by  the  dry  air  inhaled,  saturating  itself  within  the  lung,  to  be 
exhaled?  We  have  seen  many  cases  of  spontaneous  recovery  here  in 
Nevada,  by  simply  being  out  in  the  open  air  continuously,  with  proper 
food  and  hygienic  measures,  after  they  had  failed  to  get  relief  else¬ 
where.  It  is  a  well-known  phenomenon  that  blood  too  long  contained 
in  a  diseased  part  exhausts  its  healing  potency;  and,  if  circulation  can 
be  kept  up  a  new  fresh  blood,  supplied  with  vigor  and  healing  and 
repairing  agents  are  brought  to  the  part  in  greater  quantity  and  of  a 

better  quality,  hence  do  not  undervalue  the  air  hunger  that  this  par¬ 

ticular  condition  of  rarefied  and  at  the  same  time  dry  air  produces.  By 
air  hunger  I  mean  the  tendency  to  breathe  deeply  and  to  employ  every 
air  vesicle.  The  few  cloudy  days  we  have  I  notice  are  much  enjoyed 

by  patients,  for  they  are  the  days  of  relaxation  and  rest  for  the  over 

active  lung  tissues  and  vitality  as  a  whole.  On  such  days  the  patient 
seems  to  feel  particularly  good,  though  if  more  were  to  follow,  the 
same  sluggishness  would  take  place  and  would  diminish  their  chances. 

The  “  third  kidney  ” — the  skin  is  overactive  here,  for  the  circulation 
of  that  important  organ  of  elimination  is  favored  by  less  atmospheric 
pressure,  and  with  more  blood  in  the  skin,  there  is  less  in  the  diseased 
lung  and  a  greater  activity  of  the  glands  of  the  skin,  throwing  out 
effete  matter.  Fortunately  the  dry  air  takes  all  skin  products  up  as 
fast  as  they  appear,  and  such  a  feeling  as  “  stickiness  ”  is  unknown  to 
the  sufferer.  The  nights  are  cool,  there  is  a  difference  sometimes  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  statistics  of  30  degrees,  but  when  viewed  from  the 
rational  position,  there  is  a  particular  merit  in  that  fact,  of  which 
statistics  would  speak  as  undesirable.  Let  us  reason  it  out:  The  body 
reclining  in  bed  under  covers,  maintaining  an  even  temperature,  is  not 
affected.  The  colder  air,  breathed  into  the  lung  at  night  makes  the 
same  impression  as  cold  anywhere,  i.  e.,  drives  out  the  blood  quantity 
to  a  degree.  There  is  less  blood  in  the  lung  as  there  would  be  in  any 
other  part  of  a  cold  application.  True,  all  that  has  been  said  about 
the  desirability  of  vigorous  circulation  would  not  work  against  us,  but 
the  vigor  of  the  circulation  is  not  impeded,  only  the  total  quantity  is 
diminished.  That  means  that  the  tremendous  tension  upon  all  of  the 
vascular  system  is  lessened,  the  phenomena  of  congestion,  meaning 
disease,  are  lessened,  the  patient  sleeps  peacefully  with  less  annoying 
cough,  for  the  mucous  production  in  the  absence  of  congestion  is  les¬ 
sened,  and  there  is  not  the  quantity  to  be  expelled  bjr  the  only  means 
to  accomplish  the  purpose — cough.  Rest  intervenes. 

I  have  observed  less  night  sweats,  and  explain  it  in  this  manner: 
The  kidneys  not  being  sufficient  to  dispose  of  the  toxins  made  by  the 
bacteria,  call  upon  the  skin  to  help  to  dispel  them.  But  the  skin  in 
our  dry,  warm  climate  is  so  active  at  all  times  that  it  must  be  a  hard 
case  that  cannot  by  the  united  overactivity  of  both  kidney  and  skin, 
expel  toxins  enough  to  make  its  employment  at  night  necessary.  I 
have  observed  night  sweats  only  in  extreme  cases;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Sanitarium  be  erected  in  the  State  of 
Nevada  at  or  near  the  city  of  Reno,  or  at  any  other  desirable  point  in 
said  State.

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ISTo.  17.  Rep.  Embleton,  of  British  Columbia,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  the  legislation  respecting  Transfer  of  Membership 
contained  in  Resolution  No.  28,  page  240,  of  the  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Session  1907,  adopted  in  Report 
109,  page  314,  of  the  same  Proceedings,  be  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  the  said  resolution  the  following: 

“  Resolved,  That  Transfer  Certificates  shall  also  be  issued  to  mem¬ 
bers  in  good  standing  on  their  own  application,  in  writing,  and  on  the 
payment  in  full  of  all  charges  against  them  on  the  books  of  the  lodge 
to  the  date  of  the  issuing  of  the  Certificate,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
them  to  join  in  petitions  for  charters  for  new  lodges.  Also,  be  it 

“  Resolved,  That  holders  of  Transfer  Certificates,  which  have  not  been 
issued  more  than  twelve  months,  shall  be  eligible  to  sign  petitions  for 
charters  for  new  lodges  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  and 
have  the  same  status,  for  the  purpose,  as  holders  of  unexpired  With¬ 
drawal  Cards,  and  all  decisions  and  legislation  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed.”

No.  18.  Rep.  Dana,  of  South  Dakota,  moved  the  following,  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

Whereas,  The  legislation  adopted  at  the  1907  session  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  known  as  “  The  New  Transfer  Law,”  works  a 
hardship  on  numerous  members  of  the  Order  by  requiring  them  to  sign 
the  constitution  of  the  lodge  to  which  they  are  transferring  before  their 
membership  becomes  effective;  and  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  physical  im¬ 
possibility  in  many  instances  for  members  to  complete  said  member¬ 
ship  in  the  lodge  to  which  they  desire  to  transfer  by  signing  the  con¬ 
stitution  as  now  provided,  and  are  thus  deprived  of  the  pecuniary 
benefits  to  which  they  should  be  justly  entitled  as  members  of  the 
Order;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  legislation  made  effective  by  the  adoption  of  Re¬ 
port  109,  page  314,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  of  1907,  be,  and 
the  same  is,  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  is  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official 
Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  his  lodge  or  encampment  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  or  encampment  at  his 
new  place  of  residence,  upon  making  application  for  membership,  ac¬ 
companied  by  his  Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues 
paid  in  advance  and  being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law,  upon 
notice  being  sent  by  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  to  his  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment,  said  lodge  or  encampment  shall,  unless  charges  are  pending 
against  him,  without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for 
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the  same;  and  upon  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  which  fact 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  lodge,  the  member  shall  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  his  new  lodge  or  encampment  without  the  payment 
of  any  admission  fee;  provided,  that  if  a  physician’s  certificate  is  re¬ 
quired  he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the  same.  The  issuing  of  a  Trans¬ 
fer  Certificate  shall  sever  membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  issu¬ 
ing  it;  provided,  that  if  the  member  becomes  sick  or  disabled,  or  should 
die  within  four  weeks  of  its  date,  then  said  Transfer  Certificate  shall 
be  cancelled  and  said  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial  standing  in 
his  old  lodge  or  encampment  the  same  as  though  no  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  had  been  issued.  Provided,  further,  that  a  brother  desiring  to 
take  advantage  of  the  preceding  proviso,  must  pay  his  dues  four  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  date  of  his  Transfer  Certificate. 

The  provisions  hereof,  except  those  relating  to  benefits,  shall  apply 
to  Rebekah  lodges  the  same  as  to  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  decisions  and  legislation  inconsistent  herewith  be, 
and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  41.) 

No.  19.  Reps.  Robertson,  Romine,  Montforte,  and  Carlberg,  of 
Oklahoma,  under  instructions  from  their  Grand  Bodies,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Whereas,  There  exists,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  State  of  Okla¬ 
homa,  two  Grand  Lodges,  two  Grand  Encampments,  two  Rebekah 
Assemblies  and  two  Department  Councils  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant, 
all  in  good  standing,  working  'under  unreclaimed  charters  from  proper 
authorities;  and 

Whereas,  Action  has  been  taken-  by  all  said  Grand  Bodies  looking  to 
a  consolidation  to  the  end  that  but  one  Grand  Body  shall  exist  within 
the  confines  of  the  said  State  of  Oklahoma;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  this  Sovereign  Body  to  aid  and  assist 
said  Grand  Bodies  to  consolidate,  and  recognizing  the  sacrifices  that 
will  be  made  and  the  extra  expense  and  cost  necessarily  incurred,  the 
consolidation  requiring  extraordinary  and  special  sessions  of  all  said 
Grand  Bodies  with  attendant  costs;  and 

Whereas,  Without  consolidation  this  extra  cost  can  be  saved  to  said 
Grand  Bodies;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  as  a  matter  of  ordinary  justice  as  well  as  an  incentive 
to  aid  in  the  proposed  consolidation  of  the  said  Grand  Bodies,  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  said  proposed 
consolidation  of  the  said  above  named  Grand  Bodies  in  the  State  of 
Oklahoma,  provided  said  consolidation  occurs  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  1911.  Said  expense  of  said  consolidation  as  aforesaid  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of  the  representatives  and  all  other 
proper  expense  of  said  consolidation,  to  be  determined  by  the  present 
laws  in  force  in  the  various  Grand  Bodies  and  to  be  estimated  under 
such  laws  and  certified  by  the  Presiding  Officer  and  Secretary  of  the 
various  Grand  Bodies  to  the  Grand  Sire  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
and  upon  approval  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  for  that  purpose  there  is  hereby  ap- 
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propriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropri¬ 
ated,  such  sum  as  the  Grand  Sire  may  certify  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  issue  war¬ 
rants  to  the  various  persons  entitled  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  the 
various  Grand  Bodies  as  approved  by  the  Grand  Sire  for  the  amount 
due  them,  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  to  pay  *said  war¬ 
rants  thus  drawn  out  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated  for  such 
purpose. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  75.) 

No.  20.  Reps.  Stanger,  Pine,  Blake  and  Falk,  of  New  Jersey, 
moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1909, 
as  found  in  Resolution  No.  16,  page  234,  and  Report  102,  page  386,  he 
amended  by  striking  out  the  figures  “  50  ”  and  inserting  the  figures 
“  75  ”  thereby  providing  for  the  change  of  the  numerals  on  Veteran 
Jewels  in  periods  of  five  years  from  25  to  75. 

(Adopted.  See  Report  98.) 


No.  21.  Reps.  Stanger,  Pine,  Blake  and  Falk,  of  New  Jersey, 
moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies: 

Resolved,  That  the  Honorable  Veteran  Jewels  he  hereafter  so  con¬ 
structed  that  the  numerals  50  on  the  face  thereof  can  be  changed  every 
five  years  up  to  “75  ”  so  as  to  show  approximately  the  period  of  the 
wearer’s  membership. 

(Adopted.  See  Report  100.) 

No.  22.  Rep.  Emerson,  of  New  Hampshire,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Amend  the  By-Laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  by  adding  to 
Article  XXII  a  new  section  to  be  numbered  12: 

“  Sec.  12.  Veteran  members  not  occupying  official  station,  entitled 
to  wear,  and  in  possession  of  Veteran  Jewels,  issued  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  may  wear  said  jewels  in  lieu  of  regalia  in  any  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge,  encampment,  Rebekah  lodge,  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  En¬ 
campment  or  Rebekah  Assembly.” 
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Amend  Article  XXII,  Section  2,  by  striking  out  the  words  “  shall 
wear  ”  and  insert  in  their  place  the  words  “  regalia  shall  be,”  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

“  Sec.  2.  Past  Grand’s  regalia  shall  be  scarlet  collars  or  sashes 
trimmed  with  white.  The  collars  or  sashes  may  be  trimmed  with 
silver  lace  or  fringe,  and  those  having  attained  the  royal  purple  degree 
may  have  trimmings  of  yellow  metal.” 

Amend  Section  3  by  striking  out  the  words  “  shall  wear  ”  and  insert 
in  their  place  the  words  “  regalia  shall  be,”  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read: 

“  Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  Grand 
Lodges’  regalia  shall  be  the  regalia  of  Past  Grands  as  above  defined.” 

(Amended  and  adopted.  See  Report  111.) 

No.  23.  Rep.  Garver,  of  Ohio,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Rebekah  Degree : 

Resolved ,  That  Section  6,  of  the  Rebekah  Code  be  amended  by  in¬ 
serting  the  word  “  widows  ”  between  the  words  “  sisters  ”  and  “  and  ” 
in  the  third  line  of  the  second  paragraph  of  said  section,  and  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph  of  said  section.  So  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  6.  The  persons  herein  specified  shall  be  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  of  this  Order,  subject  to  the  laws  relative  to 
residence  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Jurisdiction  in  which  application  is  made,  and  conditioned  further 
that  all  female  applicants  shall  be  white  women,  who  believe  in  a 
Supreme,  Intelligent  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  and  who  are 
of  good  moral  character: 

“  1.  All  persons  who  have  received  the  Rebekah  degree. 

“  2.  All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  their  wives,  daughters,  sisters 
and  mothers;  also  the  daughters,  sisters,  widows  and  mothers  of  de¬ 
ceased  Odd  Fellows  who,  at  the  time  of  their  death,  were  members 
of  our  Order.” 

(Indefinitely  postponed.  See  Report  56,  and  action  on.) 

No.  24.  Rep.  Robertson,  of  Oklahoma,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary : 

Whereas,  Steps  are  now  being  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Encampment,  the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  the  Department  Council  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  the  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian 
Territory  to  effect  a  consolidation  of  said  Grand  Bodies  in  order  that 
but  one  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  exist  in  the  State  of  Oklahoma: 

Whereas,  Said  proposed  action  of  said  Grand  Bodies  is  largely  ex¬ 
perimental  and  is  likely  to  be  attended  with  confusion  of  law  and 
other  unavoidable  difficulties;  and,

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  of 
the  various  Grand  Bodies  in  said  Jurisdictions,  to  effect  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies  without  confusion,  embarrassment 
or  other  difficulty;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  the  Grand  Sire  be, 
and  he  is,  hereby  empowered,  authorized  and  instructed  to  make  any 
and  all  necessary  and  needful  rules,  orders  and  regulations  which  he 
may  find  necessary,  to  enable  the  said  Grand  Bodies  to  consolidate 
without  difficulty  or  confusion,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  all 
needful  proclamations  and  orders  in  the  premises  in  order  that  the 
ends  thus  sought  may  be  properly  attained,  and  he  shall  cause  to  be 
issued  such  dispensations  or  charters  as  the  exigencies  of  the  occasion 
may  demand  and  he  may  appoint  such  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  or  other 
special  agents,  to  represent  him  and  the  Order  during  the  consolidation 
as  proposed  and  he  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  approve  of 
all  laws,  constitutions  or  resolutions  that  may  be  enacted  and  adopted 
by  said  Grand  Bodies,  subject,  however,  to  review  of  this  Grand  Body. 

(Adopted.  See  Report  112.) 

No.  25.  Rep.  Powers,  of  Minnesota,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Resolved,  That  the  entire  subject  matter  contained  in  Report  29, 
pages  241  to  250  inclusive,  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  1909,  relating  to 
a  Universal  Code  of  Procedure,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of 
five,  and  that  said  Committee  make  their  report  at  the  next  annual 
session  of  this  Body. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  130.) 


Report  5.  By  Rep.  Hall,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  have  been  held  since 
the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  attended  also  by  the 
members  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  as  follows: 

One  at  the  office  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  December  11,  1909,  and  the 
other  at  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  June  30,  July  1  and  2,  1910. 

At  the  first  meeting,  on  December  11,  1909,  the  following  business 
was  transacted: 

The  printing  of  43,225  copies  of  the  new  Rebekah  Ritual,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  contract  made  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  with  The 
Lord  Baltimore  Press,  at  25c.  per  copy,  was  approved.  The  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  was  also  authorized  to  have  not  exceeding  1000  copies  of  the 
new  Rebekah  Ritual  printed  in  German,  and  100  copies  of  the  same 
printed  in  Danish,  and  the  contract  for  translating  the  new  Rebekah 
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Ritual  and  Secret  Work  into  the  German  language  was  awarded  to 
August  Hohenstein,  P.  G.  Rep.,  of  Minnesota,  and  for  translating  the 
New  Rebekah  Ritual  into  Danish  to  Bro.  0.  S.  Hervin,  also  of  Minnesota. 

In  accordance  with  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last 
session,  and  after  considering  correspondence  upon  the  subject,  the 
Grand  Secretary  was  authorized  to  arrange  with  Theo.  Neuhaus  &  Co., 
for  making  the  change  of  numerals  on  Veteran  Jewels,  and  that  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  charge  $2.00  for  each  change. 

On  Resolution  No.  38,  page  314,  Journal  of  1909,  by  Rep.  Johnston,  of 
Ontario,  asking  permission  to  have  the  Official  Certificates  for  the 
Canadian  Jurisdictions  printed  in  Ontario,  and  which  was  not  reported 
on  at  the  last  session,  the  following  action  was  taken: 

“ Resolved ,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  office  should  be  the  headquarters  for  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  all  supplies,  and  inasmuch  as  all  duty  paid  by  the 
Canadian  Jurisdictions  on  supplies  is  refunded  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  change  the  manner  of  distri¬ 
bution.” 

On  Resolution  No.  69,  page  373,  Journal  of  1909,  referring  to  ex¬ 
change  of  Past  President’s  Jewels,  and  not  reported  on  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion,  an  adverse  report  on  the  proposition  was  directed,  for  the  reason 
that  the  Past  President’s  Jewel  of  1905  in  the  possession  of  Past  Presi¬ 
dents  is  still  recognized  as  an  official  jewel. 

At  the  meeting  commencing  June  30,  1910,  the  following  business 
was  transacted: 

Bids  for  printing  the  Officers’  Reports  and  the  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings  for  1910  were  opened  and  considered  and  the  contract  for  the 
same  awarded  to  The  Lord  Baltimore  Press,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

Bids  for  printing  the  Daily  Journal  for  1910  session  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  were  opened,  considered  and  referred  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
with  power  to  act. 

Bids  for  furnishing  the  paper  for  the  Officers’  Reports  and  Journal 
of  Proceedings  for  1910  were  opened  and  considered,  and  the  contract 
for  the  same  awarded  to  the  Smith-Dixon  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Mary¬ 
land. 

On  Resolution  No.  53,  page  329,  Journal  of  1909,  Clause  15,  complain¬ 
ing  of  the  quality  of  P.  M.  supplies,  not  reported  on  at  the  last  session, 
the  Chairman  was  directed  to  report  that  the  manufacturer  of  jewels 
has  been  heretofore  apprised  of  the  complaint  and  the  same  has  been 
adjusted  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  it  being  his  custom 
to  investigate  all  complaints  relative  to  supplies.  In  regard  to  the 
printed  supplies,  the  committee  have  also  examined  the  same  and  find 
them  equal  in  quality  to  like  supplies  furnished  the  other  branches  of 
the  Order. 

The  committee  considered  the  letter  filed  with  the  Grand  Secretary 
objecting  to  the  Subordinate  Lodge  Ritual  as  translated  by  Brother 
Petersen  into  the  Danish  language,  the  evidence  before  the  committee 
showing  that  it  is  clearly  a  Danish  translation,  and  not  Norwegian,  but 
that  it  can  readily  be  used  by  the  Norwegians.  Should  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  its  wisdom  see  fit  to  authorize  a  separate  translation 
into  the  Norwegian  language  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $700.00,  which 
•  would  include  translation,  composition,  printing,  plates,  etc.,  the  com¬ 
mittee  will  carry  out  such  action.  There  is  much  evidence,  however, 
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before  the  committee  showing  that  the  Danish  translation  is  suscep¬ 
tible  of  being  used  by  the  Norwegians  and  that  the  Ritual  is  inter¬ 
changeable  for  all  practical  purposes. 

On  Resolution  No.  57,  page  369,  Journal  of  1909,  in  reference  to 
adopting  a  system  of  perforation  on  Official  Certificates  that  would 
prevent  their  alteration,  the  committee  considered  the  same  and  re¬ 
ferred  the  subject  to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  Brothers  Montague 
and  Goodwin  to  investigate  further  and  that  report  be  made  to  the 
session  of  1910. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  procure  Encampment  Ode  Cards, 
without  music,  and  sell  them  to  Grand  Scribes  and  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  at  the  same  prices  as  Subordinate  Lodge  Ode  Cards  are  sold.

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Report  6.  By  Rep.  Keller,  of  Texas,  from  the  Committee  on 
Appeals : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia 
in  dismissing  the  case  against  E.  A.  Jenkins  then  pending  in  said 
Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

On  April  1,  1909,  at  a  meeting  of  Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  of  Virginia, 
charges  were  preferred  against  Dr.  E.  A.  Jenkins,  a  member  of  said 
lodge.  Upon  investigation  of  said  charges  two  reports  were  made; 
the  majority  report  was  signed  by  four  members  and  recommended  ex¬ 
pulsion.  The  minority  report  was  signed  by  one  member  and  recom¬ 
mended  suspension  for  one  year. 

The  majority  report  was  adopted  by  the  lodge,  and  Dr.  Jenkins  de¬ 
clared  expelled. 

From  the  action  of  Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  Dr.  Jenkins  appealed  to 
the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia.  At  the 
1909  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Committee  on  Appeals  made  a 
report  upon  said  appeal,  and  recommended  that  the  case  be  returned  to 
Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  with  the  order  for  a  new  trial,  which  was 
adopted. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  held  May  10-11, 
1910,  the  Committee  on  Appeals  submitted  a  report  upon  the  same  case, 
and  as  Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  had  failed  to  carry  out  the  instructions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  in  reference  to  a  new  trial  in  the  case, 
recommended  that  the  case  against  Dr.  Jenkins  be  dismissed,  which 
recommendation  was  adopted.  After  this  notice  was  given  by  Mecca 
Lodge,  No.  242,  through  its  representative  present,  that  it  desired  to 
appeal  from  said  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia 
erred  in  dismissing  the  case  against  the  accused  while  the  same  was 
pending  in  the  subordinate  lodge.  We  feel  that  by  such  action  two 
wrongs  have  been  done.  i.  e.;  first,  permitting  a  member  to  evade  a 
trial  on  a  most  serious  charge,  and,  second,  permitting  a  subordinate 
lodge  to  remain  insubordinate,  after  a  direct  command  had  been  given 
it  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  give  the  accused  a  new  trial  and  which  com¬ 
mand  had  been  disobeyed  without  adequate  reason  being  assigned. 

Your  committee  feel  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Virginia,  after  its  attention  had  been  directed  to  the  subject,  to  require 
obedience  to  its  mandate,  by  Mecca  Lodge,  and  on  failure  of  said 
lodge  to  grant  a  new  trial,  or  show  adequate  reason  for  not  doing  so, 
to  arrest  its  charter  and  inflict  such  penalty  as  the  circumstances 
should  warrant.  We  are  satisfied  that  this  is  the  only  question  in  the 
case  that  claims  our  attention  and  without  expressing  an  opinion  on 
any  of  the  other  points  raised,  we  feel  that  this  matter  should  be  sent 
back  to  Mecca  Lodge  for  a  new  trial;  that  the  dismissal  of  the  case 
against  the  accused  should  be  vacated;  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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Virginia  be  required  to  see  that  its  former  order  to  said  Mecca  Lodge 
to  give  to  the  accused  a  new  trial,  be  obeyed  in  all  things. 

Being  of  such  opinion,  we,  therefore,  submit  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  in  dis¬ 
missing  the  case  then  pending  in  Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  against  E.  A. 
Jenkins,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  reversed,  and  said  case  is  hereby 
reinstated  as  it  was  prior  to  said  dismissal,  and  the  original  papers 
are  hereby  ordered  returned  to  said  Mecca  Lodge,  No.  242,  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  to  proceed  to  the  enforcement  of 
its  order  made  at  its  session  in  1909,  requiring  said  Mecca  Lodge  to 
grant  a  new  trial  to  said  accused;  and  on  failure  of  said  lodge  to  obey 
said  order,  and  no  adequate  excuse  being  offered  for  such  failure  to  said 
Grand  Lodge,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  proceed  to  punish  such 
insubordination  by  such  proper  methods  as  the  law  and  usages  of  the 
Order  require.

Report  7.  By  Rep.  Brett,  of  Ontario,  from  the  same  committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  A. 
H.  Brown,  P.  G.  M.,  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

The  record  submitted  to  your  committee  shows  that  the  appellant  in 
this  case,  Albert  H.  Brown,  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  from  October,  1902,  to  October,  1903,  and  was  Treasurer  of 
the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  Association  of  Michigan  for  several  years,  said 
Association  being  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  and  in¬ 
corporated  under  the  laws  of  that  State. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  at 
Lansing  in  October,  1904,  the  then  Grand  Master,  F.  H.  Daley,  in  his 
report,  alleged  that  appellant  had  appropriated  some  $6500.00  of  the 
Association’s  funds  to  his  own  use  and  benefit  and  had  neglected  and 
refused  to  pay  over  such  funds  to  his  successor  in  office  or  to  the 
officers  of  the  Association,  also  that  appellant  had  collected  $950  for 
charter  fees  and  sale  of  property  during  his  term  of  office  as  Grand 
Master  and  had  not  paid  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Master  in  reference  to  such  shortage,  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who 
reported  that  they  found  the  allegations  of  the  Grand  Master  to  be 
correct,  that  appellant  had  converted  to  his  own  use  trust  funds  to 
the  amount  of  $6500.00  and  up  to  the  time  of  the  allegations  so  made 
had  not  paid  said  shortage  to  the  Association,  though  after  demand 
bud  been  made  on  him  for  the  money  he  had  passed  over  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  certain  long  term  notes,  given  and  executed  by  appellant  and 
others.  The  amount  of  the  indebtedness  to  Grand  Lodge  was  made 
good  before  the  Special  Committee  met. 

The  Special  Committee  found  that  appellant  had  committed  acts 
unworthy  and  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  and  recommended  that  Grand 
Traverse  Lodge,  of  which  appellant  was  a  member,  be  directed  to 
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prefer  charges  against  appellant  in  accordance  with  the  report  and, 
upon  conviction,  inflict  the  proper  punishment. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Grand  Traverse  Lodge  held  a  regular  meeting  on  December  6,  1904, 
at  which  the  Noble  Grand  appointed  two  brothers  to  prefer  charges 
against  appellant,  which  was  done.  Appellant  was  given  a  trial 
on  said  charges,  the  Trial  Committee  found  same  fully  warrantable 
and  recommended  his  expulsion  from  the  lodge  and  Order.  The  lodge 
adopted  the  report  of  the  committee  by  a  vote  of  33  to  3,  and  appellant 
was  declared  expelled  from  the  lodge. 

From  this  action  said  Brown  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michi¬ 
gan.  His  appeal  was  duly  considered  by  the  Appeals  Committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  who  presented  a  report  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 
The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  From  this  decision 
appellant  appealed  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

FINDINGS  OF  COMMITTEE. 

Your  committee,  after  going  carefully  through  the  record  and  hear¬ 
ing  counsel  for  appellant,  are  of  opinion  that  Grand  Traverse  Lodge 
was  justified  in  its  action,  that  the  finding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  should  be  sustained  and  that  the  appeal  should  be  dismissed. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  in  the 
matter  of  the  appeal  of  Albert  H.  Brown  be  sustained  and  his  appeal 
dismissed.

Beport  8.  By  Bep.  Borst,  of  New  York,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  respectfully  report  in  the  matter  of  the 
appeal  of  Coalfield  Lodge  of  Tennessee  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  that  State  as  follows: 

At  the  October,  1908,  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  a 
resolution  was  introduced  and  carried  to  the  effect  that  Coalfield  Lodge 
was  liable  to  Mrs.  Christina  Burress  for  a  funeral  benefit  on  account 
of  the  death  of  her  husband,  and  the  incoming  Grand  Master  was 
directed  to  cause  such  funeral  benefit  to  be  paid. 

This  resolution  was  passed  on  ex  parte  statements  of  Representatives 
of  a  prior  Grand  Lodge  with  no  notice  to  or  hearing  by  the  lodge  thus 
summarily  dealt  with. 

On  the  application  of  Coalfield  Lodge  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee, 
at  its  session  in  October,  1909,  referred  the  matter  to  its  Judiciary 
Committee.  This  committee  reported  that  Coalfield  Lodge  had  been 
unjustly  dealt  with,  and  recommended  that  justice  would  be  best  at¬ 
tained  by  rescinding  and  reversing  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In 
this  report  the  Grand  Lodge  refused  to  concur  and  directed  its  Grand 
Master  to  enforce  the  payment  by  Coalfield  Lodge  to  Mrs.  Burress  of 
the  funeral  benefit  in  question. 

The  subordinate  lodge  should  clearly  have  its  day  in  court,  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  present  its  defense  to  the  payment  of  the  benefit  claimed. 
This  calls  for  the  reversal  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
matter. 
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We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Tennessee  in  this  matter  in  its  resolutions  passed  at  its  October,  1908, 
and  October,  1909,  sessions  be  reversed,  and  that  the  question  of  the 
liability  of  Coalfield  Lodge  in  that  State  for  a  funeral  benefit  to 
Christina  Burress  be  taken  up  and  disposed  of  as  provided  by  the  laws 
of  the  Order  in  that  State,  after  notice  to  and  opportunity  to  be  heard 

by  Coalfield  Lodge.  Signed  by  the  Committee. 


Report  9.  By  Rep.  Phelps,  of  California,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  for  a 
rehearing  of  the  appeal  of  J.  T.  Williams  vs.  Pineville  Lodge,  No.  504, 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  which  appeal  was  before  this  com¬ 
mittee  last  year  for  consideration,  upon  an  “  Agreed  Statement  of 
Facts,”  said  “  Statement  of  Facts  ”  having  been  agreed  to  by  counsel 
for  both  appellant  and  iespondent  and  duly  approved  by  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary  of  Missouri,  beg  to  report  that  in  the 
petition  for  a  rehearing  Pineville  Lodge,  No.  504,  sets  up  the  claim  that 
a  fraud  has  been  perpetrated  on  the  lodge  by  the  submission  of  the 
case  on  appeal  on  a  purported  statement  of  facts,  which  statement  was 
untrue,  not  supported  by  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and  never  con¬ 
curred  in  by  the  lodge. 

From  a  careful  examination  of  the  petition  and  the  transcript  of 
the  evidence  collated  by  the  Trial  Committee,  your  committee  have  no 
hesitancy  in  deciding  that  the  alleged  statement  of  facts  is  not  borne 
out  by  the  testimony.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  the  attorney 
who  was  duly  authorized  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Missouri  to  represent 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  perfecting  the  appeal  one  year  ago,  ever  agreed  to 
such  a  statement  of  the  case  and  it  is  all  the  more  surprising  that  the 
Grand  Officers  of  the  Jurisdiction  approved  over  their  own  signatures 
this  purported  statement  when  the  testimony  in  the  case  was  at  such 
variance  and  which  testimony  does  not,  in  scarcely  a  single  particular, 
justify  the  statement  as  sent  up  to  us  for  decision. 

Your  committee  dislike  very  much  to  establish  a  precedent  by  grant¬ 
ing  a  rehearing,  especially  under  the  peculiar  conditions  surrounding 
this  case.  Here  we  have  an  attorney  regularly  commissioned  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction  (no  question  raised  as  to  his  authority 
to  act  for  the  Grand  Lodge),  agreeing  to  a  statement  of  the  case  which 
is  untrue  and  unsupported  by  the  testimony.  In  all  courts  of  justice 
a  rehearing  under  these  conditions  would  be  denied. 

However,  a  sense  of  overruling  justice  to  a  subordinate  lodge,  upon 
which  such  a  mistake  has  been  committed  as  to  result  in  a  fraud, 
compels  us  to  grant  the  petition  of  Pineville  Lodge,  No.  504,  and  send 
the  cause  back  for  a  new  trial. 

We,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Pineville  Lodge,  No.  504,  for  a  rehear¬ 
ing  of  case  of  J.  T.  Williams  vs.  Pineville  Lodge,  No.  504,  be  granted 
and  that  the  cause  be  remanded  back  to  said  Pineville  Lodge  for  a  new 

trial  upon  its  merits.  ...

(Rep.  Eastin  did  not  participate  in  the  consideration  of  this  case.) 
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Report  10.  By  Bep.  Robertson,  of  Oklahoma,  from  the  same 
committee : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
George  Erb  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  in  affirming  the  action  of  Metropolis  Lodge,  No.  16,  of  said 
Jurisdiction,  whereby  said  George  Erb  was  suspended  for  a  period  of 
five  years,  have  carefully  considered  the  matter  and  beg  leave  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  report.  This  case  has  been  tried  three  times  in 
the  subordinate  lodge  and  three  times  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia.  The  first  and  second  trials  in  the  subordinate  lodge 
resulted  in  conviction  and  expulsion;  for  reasons,  deemed  sufficient, 
the  Grand  Lodge  reversed  the  subordinate  lodge  both  times  and,  in  the 
judgment  of  reversal  in  the  second  hearing  directed  the  subordinate 
lodge  to  vote  as  a  penalty,  if  a  conviction  should  be  had,  some  punish¬ 
ment  less  than  expulsion.  At  the  third  trial  in  the  subordinate  lodge 
the  accused  was  again  convicted  and  his  punishment  fixed  at  suspen¬ 
sion  for  five  years. 

From  this  judgment  the  accused  again  appealed  to  his  Grand  Lodge 
and  at  the  January,  1910,  session  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  the  matter  was 
taken  up,  considered  and  the  subordinate  lodge  was  sustained  in  its 
judgment.  From  this  judgment  the  accused  brings  this  appeal  and 
prays  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
be  reversed. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  and  duly  considered  the 
record  in  this  case  and  each  and  every  assignment  of  error  urged  by 
appellant.  We  find  that  the  case  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  we  are  so  impressed  by 
the  fair  and  comprehensive  report  thereon  by  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  was  adopted  by 
said  Grand  Lodge  on  said  date,  that  we  hereby  set  it  out  in  full  as  a 
part  of  this  report. 

“  To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  the  District  of  Columbia: 

“  Your  Committee  on  Appeals  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

“  We  have  had  under  consideration  the  appeal  of  Bro.  George  Erb 
from  the  action  of  Metropolis  Lodge,  No.  16,  in  suspending  him  from 
membership  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  have  heard  full  argument 
on  both  sides. 

“  This  case  has  been  before  us  on  appeal  upon  two  previous  occa¬ 
sions.  On  the  first  appeal  it  appeared  that  charges  of  conduct  unbe¬ 
coming  an  Odd  Fellow  had  been  preferred  against  the  appellant;  that 
they  had  been  referred  to  a  committee,  which  had  investigated  and 
made  a  report,  all  in  due  form  of  law,  but  that  in  considering  and 
adopting  said  report  and  in  passing  sentence  of  expulsion  (as  was 
done),  the  lodge  had  failed  to  give  the  accused  the  notice  required  by 
the  Constitution  for  the  government  of  subordinate  lodges,  and  had 
not  voted  by  ballot,  as  provided  in  said  Constitution,  but  by  the  voting 
sign  of  the  Order.  The  case  was  reversed  and  remanded  to  the  lodge, 
with  instructions  to  consider  the  report,  after  giving  the  accused  not 
less  than  two  weeks*  notice,  and  to  vote  by  ballot. 
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“  On  the  second  appeal  it  appeared  that  the  report  which  sustained 
the  charges  had  been  regularly  adopted;  but  that  the  sentence  of  ex¬ 
pulsion  which  had  again  been  pronounced  had  not  been  sustained  by 
the  affirmative  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  entitled 
to  vote,  and  the  case  was  again  reversed  and  wras  remanded,  with  in¬ 
structions  to  the  lodge  to  proceed  to  vote  upon  such  motion  or  motions 
as  should  be  made,  fixing  a  penalty  less  than  expulsion. 

“  Pursuant  to  this  mandate,  the  lodge  proceeded  with  the  case  on 
July  16,  1909,  and  adopted  a  motion  suspending  the  accused  for  five 
years. 

“  The  case  is  now  brought  here  on  the  following  assignment  of  errors: 

“  1.  The  allegations  of  the  charges  forming  the  basis  of  the  action 
of  the  lodge  do  not  constitute  an  offense  under  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

“  2.  The  evidence  submitted  before  the  Trial  Committee  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient  to  substantiate  the  charges. 

“  3.  The  report  of  the  Trial  Committee  is  not  justified,  for  the  rea¬ 
son  that  the  evidence  submitted  fails  to  support  its  findings. 

“  4.  The  action  of  the  lodge  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  Trial  Com¬ 
mittee  was  wrong  and  unjustified,  for  the  reason  that  the  evidence  does 
not  justify  its  findings. 

“  5.  The  penalty  sought  to  be  imposed,  and  alleged  to  have  been  im¬ 
posed,  by  the  action  of  the  lodge,  even  had  any  or  either  of  the  offenses 
charged  been  proven  and  held  to  constitute  a  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  Order,  is  excessive,  unjust,  and  entirely  unwarranted  by  any  fair, 
impartial,  and  just  consideration  of  the  case. 

“  6.  I  have  already  suffered  two  unjust  and  illegal  expulsions  from 
membership  in  the  lodge  and  the  Order  by  the  action  of  Metropolis 
Lodge  on  these  same  charges,  and  been  twice  restored  to  membership 
on  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction.  I,  therefore,  sub¬ 
mit,  to  my  brothers  that  the  present  action  of  the  lodge  above  com¬ 
plained  of  amounts,  in  substance,  to  persecution,  and  is  in  spirit  a  plain 
violation  of  the  mandates  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  dated  June  26,  1909, 
directing  Metropolis  Lodge  ‘  to  vote  upon  such  motion  or  motions  as 
may  be  made  fixing  a  penalty  less  than  expulsion. 

“  7.  On  July  7,  1909,  on  the  advice  of  brothers  whose  actions  were 
based  on  representations  of  brothers  of  Metropolis  Lodge  to  the  effect 
that  if  I  would  offer  an  apology  the  whole  matter  would  be  dropped,  I 
submitted  to  said  lodge  a  due  and  ample  apology,  for  any  and  all 
offenses  I  ever  committed  against  said  lodge  or  any  of  its  members, 
in  good  faith  on  my  part,  supposing  it  would  end  all  the  trouble  be¬ 
tween  me  and  said  lodge;  but,  notwithstanding  said  apology,  said 
lodge  proceeded  to  vote  on  my  suspension  on  the  meeting  night  follow¬ 
ing,  without  any  notice  to  me  whatever,  wholly  ignoring  said  apology, 
not  even  acknowledging  its  receipt.  I  respectively  submit  that  such 
action  on  the  part  of  the  lodge  is  wholly  at  variance  with  the  teachings 
and  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  its  laws,  and  is,  therefore,  a 
plain  violation  of  all  our  teachings  and  obligations,  and  excessively 
unjust  and  unwarranted. 

Counsel  have  stipulated  that  the  record  on  each  of  the  former 
appeals  may  be  considered  as  before  us  in  connection  with  this  appeal. 
Counsel  for  appellant  concedes  that  he,  said  counsel,  was  present  in 
the  lodge  when  the  action  now  appealed  from  was  taken. 

“  The  first  t°ur  assignments  of  error  are  identical  with  the  assign¬ 
ments  of  corresponding  numbers  embraced  in  the  second  appeal,  and 
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your  committee  consider  them  as  disposed  of,  and  see  no  reason  for  re¬ 
opening  them. 

“  The  fifth  assignment  of  error  is  to  the  effect  that  the  penalty  im¬ 
posed  is  excessive,  unjust,  and  unwarranted.  Whatever  may  he  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  as  to  the  propriety  of  inflicting  a  lighter 
penalty,  they  are  unable  to  conclude  that  as  a  matter  of  law  this 
penalty  is  so  excessive  as  to  be  unwarranted,  and  to  amount  to  a  denial 
of  justice.  It  has  been  held  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  nu¬ 
merous  decisions  that  suspensions  must  be  for  reasonable  periods;  and 
while  we  are  not  able  to  conclude  that  five  years  is  unreasonable  in 
this  case,  whether  it  is  or  not  is  a  question  for  the  subordinate  lodge, 
as  the  Constitution  governing  subordinate  lodges,  in  Section  1,  of 
Article  IX  thereof,  clearly  delegates  to  the  subordinate  lodge  the  power 
and  duty  of  fixing  the  penalty,  and  when  such  lodge  has  acted  its 
decision  is  final  (Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  1869,  page  4591). 
For  both  of  these  reasons,  we  are  of  opinion  that  this  assignment  of 
error  cannot  be  sustained. 

“  The  sixth  assignment  of  error  raises  in  another  form  the  question 
of  excessive  punishment.  Whether  the  punishment  the  accused  has 
already  undergone  because  of  the  two  abortive  attempts  to  expel  him 
should  have  been  taken  into  consideration  in  mitigation  of  the  penalty 
finally  imposed  was  a  matter  peculiarly  within  the  province  of  the 
lodge,  and  while  it  might  appropriately  have  done  so,  and  may  have 
done  so  for  aught  this  committee  knows  to  the  contrary,  its  failure  to 
do  so  cannot  be  reviewed  here. 

“  The  gist  of  the  seventh  assignment  is  the  failure  of  the  lodge  to 
accept  an  apology  tendered  by  the  accused.  That  likewise  was  wholly 
within  the  discretion  of  the  lodge.  While  want  of  notice  is  not  defi¬ 
nitely  stated  as  a  ground  of  error  in  this  assignment,  it  is  recited 
therein  that  the  lodge  proceeded  to  vote  on  suspension  without  notice 
to  accused.  According  to  the  record  and  decision  on  the  second  appeal, 
the  report  of  the  Investigating  Committee  appears  to  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  adopted  after  notice,  leaving  nothing  to  be  done  save  to  take  the 
vote  .on  the  punishment  as  directed  by  the  mandate  on  said  appeal. 
Under  Sections  19  and  20  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  governing 
subordinate  lodges  the  time  for  debate  had  closed;  the  accused,  if 
notified,  would  not  even  have  been  entitled  to  be  personally  present  in 
the  lodge  when  the  vote  on  fixing  penalty  was  taken;  hence  notice  to 
him,  so  far  as  any  right  to  be  personally  present  is  concerned,  would 
have  been  futile.  It  is  conceded,  as  stated,  that  counsel  for  accused 
was  present;  the  rights  of  accused  were  fully  protected.  We  are  un¬ 
able  to  find  reversible  error  in  this  action,  even  if  it  be  intended  to  as¬ 
sign  it  as  such. 

“  Your  committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  : 

“  Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Bro.  George  Erb  from  the  action  of 
Metropolis  Lodge,  No.  16,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  dismissed  and 
that  the  action  of  the  lodge  in  the  premises  be  sustained.” 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  accused  has  had  a  fair  and 
impartial  trial;  that  all  his  rights  have  been  jealously  guarded  not 
only  in  his  own,  but  in  the  Grand  Lodge;  that  substantial  justice  has 
been  done  and  that  the  action  of  the  subordinate  lodge  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  sustained. 

We,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  affirming  the  judgment  of  Metropolis  Lodge,  No.  16,  where¬ 
by  George  Erb  was  suspended  for  a  term  of  five  years  for  conduct  un¬ 
becoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  sustained  in  all 
things.

Report  11.  By  Reps.  McClurg,  of  Mississippi,  and  Mohr,  of 
Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Decision 
19  of  the  Grand  Sire,  fraternally  submit  that  Article  IV  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  limits  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  decision  of  questions 
submitted  to  him,  “  by  the  several  State  Grand  Lodges  or  Encamp¬ 
ments,  or  by  the  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  under  the  im¬ 
mediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Body.”  The  proposition  before  us 
is  not  within  the  purview  of  this  law,  hence  not  properly  before  this 
committee. 

However,  following  the  evident  purpose  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  accom¬ 
modate  himself  to  the  questions,  we  hold  that  the  vote  necessary  to 
reinstate  a  chevalier  regularly  dropped  for  the  non-payment  of  dues, 
must  be  measured  by  the  local  law  in  force  in  the  canton  at  the  time 
the  ballot  is  passed.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  there  is  an  actual  decrease  in 
assets  of  $23,520.24,  which  is  found  in  amount  of  receipts  from  sale  of 
supplies  of  $15,833.60,  and  interest  on  deposits  and  bonds  of  $467.71. 
There  is  an  increase  of  supplies  on  hand  of  $8630.89,  a  large  portion 
of  which  will  be  charged  off  when  the  exchange  of  Rebekah  Rituals  is 
completed  December  31,  1910,  and  which  have  been  paid  for.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  falling  off  of  assets  in  the  past  two 
years  of  $28,160.63,  and  if  the  desire  for  spending  money  continues,  we 
will  soon  be  selling  our  bonds  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Grand  Body,  as  we  have  only  approximately  $25,000  on  hand,  after 
paying  the  expenses  of  this  session.  We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the 
necessity  of  keeping  the  expenses  within  our  legitimate  and  necessary 
demands.  The  cost  for  exchange  of  Subordinate,  Encampment  and 
Rebekah  Rituals  has  been  enormous,  amounting  to  over  $50,000.

Report  13.  By  Rep.  Trautmann,  of  New  York,  from  the  Special 
Committee  on  Using  Emblems  of  the  Order : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

The  undersigned,  appointed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  this  Grand 
Body,  as  a  Special  Committee  of  One,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary 
found  at  page  393  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body 
for  1909,  relating  to  the  publication  and  use  of  the  three  links  as  a 
trade-mark  upon  goods  manufactured  and  sold  by  the  Utica  Drop  Forge 
&  Tool  Co.,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  respectfully  reports: 

That  the  Utica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Co.  is  a  corporation  organized  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  that  none  of  its 
officers  or  managers  are  members  of  the  Order. 

That  the  present  trade-mark  of  the  company  consisting  of  the  com¬ 
bination  of  the  three  links  with  the  word  “  Utica  ”  now  in  use  by  the 
company  upon  its  manufactured  goods  was  adopted  by  the  company 
in  or  about  the  year  1900  and  registered  in  the  U.  S.  Patent  Office  in 
that  year.  The  design  of  the  trade-mark  was  the  suggestion  of  a  then 
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employee  of  the  company  who  was  probably  a  member  of  the  Order, 
but  who  no  longer  remains  in  the  company’s  employ,  and  who  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  three  links  of  the  Order  could  be  aptly  used  in  com¬ 
bination  with  the  name  “  Utica  ”  as  used  in  the  trade-mark,  which  ever 
since  has  been  stamped  upon  the  pliers  and  nippers  manufactured  by 
the  company  and  published  in  various  weekly  magazines,  periodicals 
and  advertising  circulars  extensively,  and  the  claim  of  the  company  is, 
that  it  has  expended  between  $50,000  and  $75,000  in  its  advertisements 
in  which  the  trade-mark  formed  part. 

The  company  asserts  that  in  the  adoption  of  the  design  of  the  three 
links  in  combination  with  the  name  “  Utica  ”  for  a  trade-mark,  it  acted 
in  good  faith  and  without  any  intention  on  its  part  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  of  the  Order  in  the  three  links  as  the  distinctive  emblem 
of  the  Order,  at  the  same  time  declining  to  concede  to  the  Order  the 
exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  the  emblem. 

Believing  it  advisable  to  adjust  the  question  amicably  and  satis¬ 
factorily  to  all  parties  and  without  litigation,  I  wrote  the  company  for 
an  interview  and  received  the  following  letter: 

“  Utica,  N.  Y.,  U.  S.  A.,  Jan.  21,  1910. 

Mr.  Trautmann,  132  Nassau  St.,  New  York  City. 

Dear  Sir. — The  matter  relative  to  the  protection  of  the  emblem  of 
the  Odd  Fellows  has  been  turned  over  to  the  writer  for  attention  and 
would  say  that  we  would  like  to  meet  you  at  some  time  to  talk  this 
matter  over. 

You  will  understand  that  the  Utica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Co.  has 
spent  from  $50,000  to  $75,000  advertising  this  trade-mark  a*nd  it  is  on 
all  of  our  advertising  literature  which  is  going  out  and  is  at  present 
the  standard  name  for  the  best  line  of  nippers  and  pliers  on  the  market. 
It  is  going  to  put  us  to  considerable  expense  and  no  end  of  trouble  to 
change  the  design  of  our  trade-mark,  the  getting  up  of  which  the  writer 
had  nothing  to  do  with,  the  trade-mark  being  established  before  I  be¬ 
came  connected  with  this  company. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  company  to  cause 
any  ill  feeling  or  irritation  by  copying  something  which  will  be  ob¬ 
jectionable  to  you  or  your  brother  Odd  Fellows,  and  it  is  our  desire 
to  meet  you  and  talk  this  matter  over  with  you  so  we  can  arrange  to 
take  some  steps  to  meet  your  views  and  still  protect  us. 

Kindly  let  us  hear  from  you,  and  we  remain.

On  its  reception  I  corresponded  with  Hon.  Joseph  Ackroyd  (former 
State  Senator  from  Utica),  Past  Grand  Master,  to  arrange  for  a  con¬ 
ference  with  the  head  of  the  company  (Brother  Ackroyd  being  per¬ 
sonally  acquainted  with  the  president  and  others  connected  with  the 
company) . 

I  thereupon  visited  Utica  and,  with  Brother  Ackroyd,  called  upon 
Mr.  W.  Pierrepont  White,  president  of  the  company,  at  the  office  of  the 
counsel  of  the  company  at  Utica,  where  a  full  and  fair  discussion  of 
the  subject  matter  was  had,  all  parties  maintaining  a  spirit  of  fairness 
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and  respect  for  the  rights  and  claims  of  the  other.  After  much  dis¬ 
cussion  pro  and  con  a  proposition  was  made  and  submitted  by  the 
company’s  representative  that  it  would  be  willing  to  cease  the  use  of 
the  trade-mark  provided  there  would  be  no  objection  on  the  part  of  the 
Order  to  the  company  substituting  in  place  of  the  three  links  the  squares 
of  either  of  the  following  characters: 


Your  committee  met  the  proposition  by  saying  that  submission  there¬ 
of  would  first  have  to  be  made  to  the  Grand  Sire,  the  executive  head 
of  the  Order,  before  accepting  or  refusing  the  same,  which  was  agreed 
to,  and  with  that  understanding  the  whole  matter  was  in  the  mean¬ 
while  to  be  held  in  abeyance. 

Your  special  committee  submitted  the  proposition  of  the  substitution 
of  the  use  of  “  squares  ”  in  place  of  the  links  to  the  Grand  Sire  by 

the  following  letter:

W.  L.  Kuykendall ,  Esq.,  Grand  Sire  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F., 
Saratoga,  Wyoming , 

My  Dear  Brother  Kuykendall. — Referring  to  Report  123  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary  and  of  action  thereon  pages  393  and  408  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  Journal,  1909,  in  addition  to  correspondence  had  with  the 
Utica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Co.,  I  went  to  Utica  and  called  upon  and  had 
an  interview  with  the  general  manager  of  the  company,  and  also  with 
its  counsel.  My  talk  with  them  was  with  the  view  of  inducing  them  to 
desist  in  and  to  abandon  the  use  of  the  three  links  in  connection  with 
their  business  as  a  trade-mark.  I  was  treated  courteously  and  the  sub- 
!  ject  received  consideration.  I  have  since  heard  from  them  and  have 
agreed  to  again  call  upon  them  in  the  near  future. 

I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  their  recent  letter  to  me.  I  have  got  the  matter 
in  such  shape  that  I  am  led  to  believe  the  company  will  refrain  from 
the  further  use  of  the  links  and  provided  they  can  substitute  three 
squares  as  follows: 

(Same  as  above.) 

The  question  of  the  Order’s  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  three 
links  is  in  my  opinion  and  of  other  lawyers  here  a  very  close  one,  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  if  we  succeed  in  inducing  the  company  to  desist 
from  the  use  thereof  and  we  make  no  objection  to  the  use  by  them  of 
the  squares  the  Order  may  be  congratulated. 
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None  of  the  officers  nor  any  of  the  management  of  the  Forge  Co.  are 
members  of  the  Order.  They  cannot,  therefore,  be  reached  through  the 
Order. 

The  course  adopted  in  my  conference  with  the  company  has  been  one 
of  kindly  persuasion — no  threat  of  any  proceeding  or  action,  and  a 
good  impression  as  to  our  rights  has  been  made  on  them.  I  believe 
they  intend  to  do  what  is  fair. 

Do  you  think  that  I  will  be  justified  in  saying  to  the  company  that 
the  Order  can  have  no  objection  to  the  use  of  ‘  three  squares  ’  if  the  use 
of  the  ‘  three  links  ’  is  discontinued  by  them?  May  I  ask  you  to  give  me 
your  views?

I  received  in  answer  thereto  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Sire  as  follows: 

“  Saratoga,  Wyoming,  U.  S.  A.,  March  23,  1910 
Mr.  F.  P.  Trautmann,  Grand  Representative,  New  York  City. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother. — Have  been  absent  from  home  visiting  Juris¬ 
dictions  down  South  during  the  past  month,  which  accounts  for  delay 
in  answering  your  letter  of  February  26,  which  I  found  awaiting  me 
on  my  return  home  yesterday. 

As  to  the  question  of  your  being  justified  in  saying  to  the  company 
that  the  Order  can  have  no  objection  to  the  use  of  the  three  squares 
connected  as  you  have  them  in  your  letter  to  me,  provided  they  will 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  three  links  as  now  used  by  them,  will  say 
that  I  believe  that  you  will  be  justified  in  saying  that  there  can  be  no 
objection  thereto,  as  it  seems  to  me  that  our  emblem  is  the  three  links, 
not  in  the  form  of  squares  as  you  have  them  in  your  letter.  With

Upon  receiving  the  letter  from  the  Grand  Sire  I  visited  Utica  again 
for  a  further  conference  with  the  management  of  the  company,  but 
was  disappointed  in  not  meeting  the  president  or  counsel  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  they  having,  as  I  was  informed,  been  obliged  to  leave  the  city 
on  important  matters,  and  upon  my  return  I  wrote  the  following  letter: 

“  New  York,  July  13,  1910. 

TJtica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Co.,  Utica,  N.  Y. 

Gentlemen. — In  the  early  part  of  this  year  I  called  upon  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  your  company  relative  to  the  use  of  the  three  links  by  your 
company  as  a  trade-mark.  Later  on,  in  May,  while  in  your  city,  I 
called  at  the  law  office  of  Mr.  White,  but  he  was  out  of  town. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  will 
hold  its  annual  communication  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  during  the  third  week 
of  September  next,  at  which  time  I  shall  make  a  report  upon  the  matter. 

Since  interviewing  your  president  I  corresponded  with  the  Grand 
Sire  relative  to  the  proposition  that  was  talked  about  at  the  interview, 
that  in  lieu  of  your  company  using  the  three  links  as  now  used  the 
company  use  three  squares,  viz.: 

(Same  as  above.) 
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If  your  company  will  consent  to  the  substitution,  I  think  the  whole 
matter  can  in  that  way  be  amicably  adjusted,  and  I  submit  the  same 
to  you  for  further  consideration,  feeling  that  you  intend  to  do  only  that 
which  you  believe  to  be  just  and  avoid  that  which  may  otherwise  be¬ 
come  a  subject  of  trouble  to  both. 

Trusting  I  may  have  a  favorable  answer  from  you  at  an  early  day,  I

and  received  the  following  answer  thereto: 

“  Utica,  N.  Y.,  U.  S.  A.,  July  14,  1910. 

F.  P.  Trautmann,  132  Nassau  Street,  New  York  City. 

Dear  Sib. — We  have  your  favor  of  July  13  and  are  very  glad  to  again 
hear  from  you,  as  we  were  under  the  impression  that  nothing  more 
was  to  have  been  done  on  this  matter,  having  heard  nothing  from  you. 
The  matter  has  been  turned  over  to  the  writer  for  attention  and  he 
would  very  much  have  liked  to  have  met  you  and  talked  the  matter 
over. 

The  matter  of  changing  our  trade-mark,  would  say  that  this  is  not 
a  matter  that  can  be  altered  in  a  short  time,  as  the  previous  trade¬ 
mark  has  been  advertised  during  the  last  ten  years,  and  something 
close  to  $70,000.00  has  been  spent  in  getting  the  trade-mark  before  the 
public.  To  change  th’e  trade-mark,  as  you  suggest,  will  cost  us  an  end¬ 
less  amount  of  annoyance  unless  we  have  the  co-operation  and  assist¬ 
ance  of  your  Order.  This,  we  think,  is  only  fair,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  so  much  money  has  been  spent  in  introducing  it.  There  is  no 
question  but  what  we  want  to  take  all  the  steps  necessary  to  change 
this  trade-mark  so  as  not  to  cause  you  any  annoyance.  At  the  same 
time,  it  is  going  to  be  costly  to  us,  and  we  want  to  do  it  with  as  little 
item  of  expense  as  possible. 

Our  proposition  is,  therefore,  that  we  will  adopt  the  three  squares, 
as  suggested  by  you,  instead  of  the  three  links  as  at  present,  you,  on 
your  part,  notifying  all  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  lodges  in  the  United  States 
that  we  have  made  this  change  at  the  request  of  your  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  Second,  that  we  be  allowed  to  state  in  our  advertising  copy 
that  our  trade-mark  is  changed,  owing  to  the  criticism  on  the  part  of 
the  Odd  Fellows. 

If  this  meets  with  your  approval,  kindly  advise  us  and  we  will  take 
immediate  steps  to  see  that  the  change  is  at  once  carried  out,  and  we

to  which  I  replied  as  follows:

Your  special  committee  therefore  submits  the  foregoing  to  this  Grand 
Body  with  the  recommendation  that  the  proposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Utica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Co.,  of  Utica,  to  the  effect  that  it  will  at  once 
terminate  and  abandon  the  use  of  the  three  links  as  part  of  its  trade- 
make  in  its  business  or  otherwise  be  accepted,  and  that  in  such  case  this 
Grand  Body  declare  that  the  substitution  of  either  of  the  foregoing 
three  squares  in  place  of  the  three  links  is  unobjectionable  to  the 
Order,  and  that  this  Grand  Body  does  not  object  to  the  company  stating 
in  its  advertising  copy  that  the  change  in  its  trade-mark  was  made 
at  the  request  of  the  Order  owing  to  criticism  on  the  part  of  the  Order, 
provided,  however,  that  such  statement  shall  not  be  used  as  an  ad¬ 
vertising  medium  for  the  sale  of  the  company’s  goods  and  merchandise, 
and  provided'  further  that  the  said  Utica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Company 
by  written  communication  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  declare  the  foregoing  acceptable, 
in  which  case  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon  both  parties.

Report  14.  By  Rep.  Huddleston,  of  Alabama,  from  the  Special 
Committee  on  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  in  pursuance 
of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  1909  session,  beg  to  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  further  report: 

Your  committee  have  given  the  sanitarium  matter  diligent  and  care¬ 
ful  consideration.  We  have  visited  institutions  similar  to  the  one  pro¬ 
posed  and  have  conferred  with  various  eminent  authorities,  seeking 
light  on  the  question  and  collecting  data  and  information  to  enable 
us  to  act  confidently  and  intelligently.  The  result  of  our  investigations 
has  been  embodied  in  a  series  of  articles  which  we  have  issued  to  the 
Odd  Fellow  Press,  for  dissemination  among  our  membership.  The 
fraternal  journals  have  given  us  assistance  in  the  work  by  editorial 
comment  and  publishing  our  articles.  Many  of  the  journals  have  ad¬ 
vocated  the  establishing  of  a  sanitarium,  and  have  given  us  suggestions 
of  much  value.  On  the  whole,  we  have  met  with  much  encouragement 
from  the  Order  at  large,  and  believe  that  there  is  a  strong  sentiment 
in  our  fraternity  favorable  to  the  sanitarium,  and  that  the  further 
progress  is  anxiously  awaited.  A  number  of  Grand  Jurisdictions  have 
adopted  resolutions  endorsing  the  sanitarium  and  pledging  it  their 
support. 

NECESSITY  FOR  SANITARIUM. 

Authorities  estimate  that  tuberculosis  causes  about  thirty  per  cent 
of  all  deaths  occurring  between  twenty-one  and  fifty  years  of  age. 
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Taking  this  estimate  as  a  basis,  the  deaths  from  this  disease  in  our 
Order  amount  to  approximately  4000  annually.  It  is  further  estimated 
that  for  every  death  from  tuberculosis,  there  are  three  persons  afflicted 
with  the  disease,  so  that  there  are  approximately  12,000  Odd  Fellows 
who  are  afflicted.  These  figures  are  approximately  correct,  but  if  we 
discount  them  one-third,  the  fact  is  patent  that  there  is  the  greatest 
need  for  an  institution  designed  for  the  treatment  of  our  afflicted 
brothers. 

Sanitarium  treatment  is  highly  desirable  for  tuberculosis.  Patients 
are  treated  with  scientific  care,  which  greatly  increases  the  chances 
for  cure,  and  are  surrounded  with  safeguards  which  prevent  the  in¬ 
fection  of  their  families  and  friends.  It  is  estimated  that  fully  seventy 
per  cent  of  all  consumptives  may  be  cured  by  sanitarium  treatment 
if  taken  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.  Home  treatment  is  lacking 
in  the  discipline  and  facilities  which  produce  the  best  results.  The 
chances  are  against  the  cure  of  tuberculosis  at  home.  The  treatment 
is  long  and  monotonous,  and  few  will  follow  it  closely  unless  under 
the  constant  care  of  an  experienced  attendant  and  at  an  institution 
where  the  best  methods  are  most  studiously  followed.  Of  all  diseases, 
it  may  be  said  that  tuberculosis  is  the  one  most  imperatively  demand¬ 
ing  hospital  treatment. 

While  law  makers  are  awaking  on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis,  no 
adequate  provisions  have  yet  been  made  for  its  treatment.  In  thirty- 
six  American  States  and  eight  Canadian  Provinces  no  provisions  have 
been  made  by  the  State  or  provincial  authorities.  Tuberculosis  hos¬ 
pitals  are  maintained  by  State  or  provincial  authorities  in  only  one 
Canadian  Province  and  in  thirteen  States,  and  in  every  case  the  capacity 
is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  number  of  afflicted.  It  is  said  that  in  no 
instance  is  there  governmental  provision  for  beds  for  exceeding  one 
per  cent  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  among  its  citizens.  In  a  number 
of  communities  local  authorities  have  provided  sanitaria  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  victims.  These  are  usually  designed  for  the  treatment  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community  only,  and  other  persons,  even  from  the  same 
State,  are  not  admitted.  There  are  also  a  respectable  number  of  hos¬ 
pitals  maintained  by  charitable  societies.  However,  in  fourteen  States 
and  five  Canadian  Provinces  there  is  no  sanitarium,  either  public  or 
private,  charitable  or  otherwise,  where  a  tuberculosis  patient  may  re¬ 
ceive  treatment.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  we  cannot  rely  upon  public 
institutions  for  the  treatment  of  our  afflicted  brothers. 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  separate  Grand  Jurisdictions  to  provide  for 
their  own  members,  for  many  of  them  are  small  and  weak  and  not 
financially  able  to  maintain  such  an  institution.  The  plan  is  objec¬ 
tionable  for  the  further  reason  that  it  would  result  in  a  great  number 
of  small  and  poorly  equipped  sanitaria,  with  the  result  that  the  treat¬ 
ment  would  not  be  of  the  best  and  the  expense  would  be  dispropor¬ 
tionately  large.  The  suggestion  that  a  sanitarium  be  maintained  by 
groups  of  Jurisdictions  under  a  voluntary  system  of  maintenance  has 
some  merit,  but  the  plan  is  objectionable  for  the  reasons  that  harmony 
and  efficiency  in  management  would  be  difficult  to  maintain;  and  for 
the  further  important  reason  that  there  are  large  numbers  of  afflicted 
brothers  sojourning  in  the  more  favorable  climates  and  it  would  be 
unjust  to  tax  with  the  burden  of  their  care  a  Jurisdiction  other  than 
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that  in  which  they  have  membership.  The  point  that  we  should  he 
careful  to  safeguard  is  to  see  that  brethren  everywhere  have  equal 
facilities  for  treatment,  that  the  work  proceed  harmoniously  and  be 
done  in  the  most  economical  way,  and  be  thoroughly  systematized. 
We  are  thus  brought  to  conclude  that  the  only  feasible  plan  by  which 
afflicted  brethren  may  be  relieved  and  the  ravages  of  this  dread  dis¬ 
ease  stayed  in  our  ranks,  is  by  establishing  sanitaria  under  the  con¬ 
trol  and  patronage  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

COST. 

The  cost  of  establishing  a  sanitarium  depends  largely  upon  what 
system  is  employed.  A  few  of  the  institutions  have  large  and  hand¬ 
some  buildings  in  which  the  patients  are  housed.  The  more  recent 
and  approved  system  is  the  tent  or  cottage  system,  tents  being  used 
in  dry  climates  and  small  wooden  cottages  in  the  humid  climates; 
these  tents  and  cottages  are  used  in  connection  with  central  permanent 
administration  buildings.  The  latter  system  is  much  less  expensive 
to  establish  and  more  satisfactory  for  a  number  of  reasons.  Where 
tents  are  used  they  are,  of  course,  on  a  permanent  basis,  well  floored, 
heated,  fitted  with  lights,  water  and  bells  and  every  necessity  for  the 
patients’  comfort.  Under  the  tent  or  cottage  system,  accommodations 
for  100  patients  may  be  provided  and  fully  equipped  for  from  $60,000 
to  $75,000.  The  cost  of  a  larger  hospital  is  slightly  less  per  patient. 

The  course  of  having  a  single  large  institution  has  been  generally 
followed,  but  wre  call  attention  to  the  feasibility  of  having  two  or  more 
sanitaria  situated  in  convenient  parts  of  the  country.  The  latter  plan 
has  the  advantage  of  treating  the  patients  near  their  homes;  it  saves 
the  expense  and  fatigue  of  long  journeys  and  the  homesickness  at¬ 
tendant  on  being  remote  from  their  homes.  Also,  too  great  a  change 
in  climate  and  altitude  is  not,  in  all  cases,  beneficial. 

The  expense  of  maintenance  depends  largely  upon  the  accommoda¬ 
tions  furnished  and  whether  convalescent  patients  are  required  to  do 
light  work,  as  is  the  case  in  many  institutions.  While  in  proper  cases 
work  is  beneficial  to  the  patient,  as  it  gives  him  exercise  and  occupies 
his  attention,  we  believe  that  this  feature  will  hardly  be  desirable 
with  us.  Also,  we  will  perhaps  desire  to  give  slightly  better  accommo¬ 
dations  than  institutions  conducted  on  the  most  economical  basis.  For 
this  reason,  we  believe  that  our  cost  of  maintenance  may  run  perhaps 
as  high  as  $1.50  per  day  per  patient,  although  some  hospitals  reduce 
the  cost  as  low  as  80  to  90  cents  per  day. 

THE  QUESTION  OF  FINANCES. 

The  problem  of  financing  sanitaria  such  as  is  contemplated  is  not 
so  serious  as  many  believe.  While  a  great  many  of  our  brethren  are 
suffering  from  this  disease,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  make  provision 
for  more  than  a  very  small  percentage  of  them  at  the  beginning.  This 
course  is  desirable,  as  it  will  afford  experience  in  management  as  the 
work  progresses,  and  such  further  development  may  be  made  as  later 
circumstances  require.  Perhaps  at  the  beginning  accommodations  for 
200  patients  should  be  provided.  We  have  in  our  treasury  at  present 
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$155,000  in  the  form  of  interest-bearing  securities,  for  which  we  have 
no  immediate  need.  These  funds  could  be  devoted  to  the  construction 
of  a  sanitarium.  It  is  feasible  to  raise  the  funds  for  maintenance  by 
assessing  the  actual  cost  of  treatment  against  the  brothers  admitted, 
payment  to  be  made  either  by  the  subordinate  lodge  of  which  he  is  a 
member  or  by  the  brother  himself  from  his  own  funds.  The  subordi¬ 
nates  could  well  afford  to  pay  the  cost  of  treatment  of  each  of  their 
afflicted  members,  as  it  would  be  a  means  of  economy  to  them.  The 
average  sick  benefit  is  $4  per  week,  which  lacks  only  about  $6.50  per 
week  of  being  sufficient  to  pay  for  maintenance  on  the  basis  of  $1.50  per 
day.  When  we  consider,  however,  that  in  favorable  cases  a  cure  may 
be  made  in  20  weeks,  with  a  total  cost  to  the  lodge  of  $200,  and  that 
without  sanitarium  treatment  the  sick  brother  will  probably  linger  on 
the  sick-list  for  an  average  of  52  weeks,  drawing  benefits  to  the  total 
of  $208,  and  will  then  die  so  that  he  is  lost  as  a  contributing  member  by 
his  lodge  and  his  premature  funeral  benefit  must  be  paid,  it  will  be 
seen  what  a  boon  to  subordinates  the  sanitaria  will  be,  even  from  a 
financial  standpoint. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that  the  sanitarium  should  be  main¬ 
tained  by  means  of  a  per  capita  tax, and  your  committee  favors  this 
course.  However,  no  such  tax  can  be  levied  under  existing  laws,  since 
Article  XIV  of  our  Constitution  does  not  allow  such  a  tax  as  a  means 
of  revenue.  The  constitutional  amendment  proposed  at  the  1909  ses¬ 
sion  provides  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  create  a  fund  for 
sanitarium  purposes.  The  adoption  of  this,  we  believe,  will  not  give 
the  power  to  levy  a  per  capita  tax  for  that  purpose.  It  undoubtedly 
gives  the  power  to  create  the  sanitarium  fund  from  any  funds  in  the 
treasury  raised  as  provided  by  Article  XIV,  and  if  there  is  any  doubt 
on  that  point,  it  will  be  removed  by  the  adoption  of  the  amendment. 
However,  we  believe  the  amendment  cannot  be  construed  as  increasing 
the  sources  of  revenue.  If  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  to  support 
the  sanitaria  by  a  direct  tax,  an  amendment  to  Article  XIV  authoriz¬ 
ing  such  a  tax  should  be  adopted.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  right 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  increase  its  sources  of  revenue  by 
proper  constitutional  amendment. 

OKGANIZATION. 

The  matter  of  organization  and  government  of  sanitaria  is  worthy 
of  careful  consideration,  economy  and  efficiency  being,  of  course,  of 
the  first  importance.  We  believe  that  no  numerous  or  expensive  boards 
should  be  created.  The  matter  is  largely  a  business  one,  and  should 
be  so  regarded,  and  since  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  works  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  our  Head  should  be  thoroughly '  conversant 
and  in  touch  with  its  activities.  We  believe  that  a  board  of  five  will 
be  found  sufficiently  large.  Of  these,  three  should  be  brothers  selected 
for  their  ability  and  diligence,  and  the  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  should  be  members.  This  board  should  have  full  control  of  all 
questions  affecting  the  sanitarium,  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be 
adopted  from  time  to  time  and  to  specific  instructions  given  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Matters  of  mere  detail  should  be  left  largely 
to  the  discretion  of  the  board.  The  creation  of  this  board  will,  in  our

judgment,  require  a  constitutional  amendment  and  for  that  reason  a 
recommendation  on  the  subject  is  not  within  the  scope  of  this  report. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

In  pursuance  of  the  views  we  have  outlined,  the  members  of  your 
committee  in  their  capacity  as  Representatives  will  submit  amendments 
to  our  Constitution  designed  to  obviate  some  of  the  legal  difficulties 
pointed  out.  In  order  that  the  work  may  be  kept  up  during  the  interval 
between  sessions,  we  recommend  that  a  special  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  further  consider  the  subject  and  to  report  at  our  next 
annual  session.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  be  at  no  expense  in 
this  connection.

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  II. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  1,  Article  II,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Who  are  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This 
Grand,  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members,  to  wit:  A 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer, 

Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger, 

and  Grand  Representatives  from  the  several  State,  District  and  Terri¬ 
torial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal 
unreclaimed  charters  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,”  be,  and  is,  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  the  word  “  Provincial  ”  after  the  word  “  State,” 
and  by  striking  out  the  words  “  and  Grand  Encampments,”  and  insert¬ 
ing  in  place  thereof  the  words  “  Grand  Encampments  and  Department 
Councils,”  so  that  said  section  when  amended  will  read  as  follows:

and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments  and  Department 
Councils,  working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted  by  this 
Grand  Lodge.” 

Robertson,  of  Okla¬ 
homa,  moved  that  the  consideration  thereof  be  indefinitely  post¬ 
poned,  which  was  agreed  to.

words  “  or  Department  Councils  ”  or  “  and  Department  Councils,”  as 
may  be  proper,  so  as  to  make  it  read  as  follows:

section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  Apportionment  of  Grand  Representatives.  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  shall  be  apportioned  as  follows,  viz.:  To  every  State,  Pro¬ 
vincial,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Encampment, 
having  under  its  jurisdiction  one  thousand  or  less  members  in  good 
standing,  one  Representative;  to  every  State,  Provincial,  District  or

No.  28.  Eeps.  Leedy,  Hastings,  Kean,  and  McSheehy,  of  Indiana, 
moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation : 
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Whereas,  The  obligation  and  duty  to  assist  and  care  for  sick  and 
distressed  members  of  the  Order  rests  equally  upon  all  Odd  Fellows; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  when  a  member  of  the  Order  temporarily  or  per¬ 
manently  takes  up  his  residence  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  other 
than  his  own,  or  who,  at  the  time  this  law  shall  become  effective,  is 
residing  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  other  than  his  own,  shall  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  such  change  of  residence,  or  the  taking 
effect  of  this  law,  report  himself  to,  and  register  with,  the  lodge  nearest 
his  residence,  or  with  one  thereof  if  two  or  more  lodges  be  equally 
near;  provided  he  has  not  already  resistered  under  heretofore  existing 
registration  laws  of  the  State  Jurisdiction  wherein  he  may  reside. 

2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  assist  in  caring  for  and  nursing  the  sick 
of  such  lodge  in  the  same  manner  as  the  lodge  with  which  he  registers 
does.  If,  by  assessment,  he  shall  pay  an  assessment,  as  provided  in 
Section  6  hereof,  or  such  assessment  as  the  member  of  such  lodge 
under  its  By-Laws  pays,  or  watch  with  the  sick,  alternating  with  its 
members,  as  its  By-Laws  provide;  and  while  in  the  jurisdiction  of  such 
lodge  and  while  complying  with  the  provisions  thereof  shall  be  exempt 
from  similar  assessments  from  his  own  lodge. 

3.  Should  he  require  same  he  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  from 
the  lodge  with  which  he  registers  the  same  care  and  nursing  it  is  re¬ 
quired  to  give  to  its  own  members  under  like  circumstances  without 
expense  to  his  own  lodge  for  care,  nurse  hire  or  watchers. 

4.  Should  a  member  upon  taking  up  his  temporary  or  permanent 
residence  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  other  than  his  own,  be,  at  the 
time,  sick  or  disabled  and  receiving  pecuniary  benefits  from  his  own 
lodge,  the  lodge  with  which  he  registers  shall  not  be  liable  during  that 
sickness  or  disability  for  any  attentive  benefits  that  might  be  due  him, 
other  than  the  fraternal  courtesies  due  all  members  so  situated;  but 
such  attentive  benefits  and  care  shall  be  provided  by  the  brother’s  own 
lodge  through  the  lodge  with  which  he  registers,  during  the  continuance 
of  such  sickness  or  disability. 

5.  During  the  continuance  of  such  sickness  or  disability,  as  last  men¬ 
tioned,  the  brother  so  registering  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  lodge  with 
which  he  registers  for  nurse  hire  assessments,  if  any,  or  to  watch 
with  the  sick  until  he  is  discharged  of  such  sickness  or  disability, 
when  such  liability  shall  begin. 

6.  Should  the  lodge  with  which  a  brother  registers  pay  its  nurse 
expense  from  its  general  fund  or  treasury,  then,  in  that  event,  the 
brother  registering  shall  pay  to  such  lodge  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents  per 
quarter  or  sixty  cents  per  year  as  compensation  under  this  law. 

7.  If, a  brother,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  so  report,  register  and  sub¬ 
ject  himself  to  the  requirements  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  lodge  in  whose 
jurisdiction  he  takes  up  his  residence,  or  comply  with  Section  6  of 
these  resolutions,  he  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  what¬ 
ever  assessment  his  own  lodge  may  impose  upon  its  members,  nor 
shall  he  be  entitled  to  attentive  benefits  from  either  his  own  lodge  or 
the  lodge  with  which  he  registers. 

8.  Upon  the  registering  of  a  brother,  the  Secretary  of  the  lodge 
with  which  he  registers,  shall  at  once,  under  seal,  notify  the  lodge  to 
which  the  brother  belongs  of  such  registration,  and  upon-  his  removal 
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from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge,  notice  shall  likewise  be  given  the 
brother’s  lodge. 

9.  Hereafter  Grand  Lodges  may,  and  are,  hereby  empowered  to  legis¬ 
late  so  as  to  require  the  same  qualifications  to  entitle  members  to 
attentive  benefits  or  nurse  hire  as  are,  or  may  be,  required  to  entitle 
members  to  weekly  sick  benefits. 

10.  All  legislation  in  conflict  herewith  is  hereby  repealed. 

(Laid  on  table  until  next  session.  See  Report  141.) 

No.  29.  Reps.  Crew,  Millan,  and  Wood,  of  District  of  Columbia, 
moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation : 

Whereas,  No  action  was  taken  on  Resolution  28,  page  241,  Journal 
of  1909,  which  was  presented  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  subordinate  lodges,  subordinate  encampments, 
cantons  and  Rebekah  lodges  are  permitted  and  empowered  to  take  into 
full  membership  and  confer  the  degrees  without  charge  on  officiating 
clergymen  not  engaged  in  secular  employment,  the  dues  and  benefits 
being  the  same  as  other  beneficial  members,”  the  same  is  reintroduced 
with  request  for  consideration  and  action  at  this  session. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  42.) 

No.  30.  Reps.  Kierstead  and  Thoms,  of  Connecticut,  under  in¬ 
structions  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  a  Grand  Master  shall  have  power  to  grant  a  dispen¬ 
sation  in  his  Jurisdiction  enabling  subordinate  lodges,  in  case  of 
emergency,  to  transfer  the  initiation  of  candidates  from  their  own 
lodge  to  some  other  lodge  in  adjacent  territory.

No.  31.  Rep.  Kingsbury,  of  Massachusetts,  under  instructions 
from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts,  submitted  the 
reports,  resolutions,  and  action  of  the  said  Grand  Encampment 
relative  to  proposed  merger  of  Encampment  and  Patriarchs  Militant 
Divisions  of  the  Order  and  moved  the  reference  to  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  of  seven  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  COMMUNICATION  OF  HERBERT  N.  KINGS¬ 
BURY,  GRAND  PATRIARCH  TO  THE  GRAND  ENCAMPMENT, 
I.  0.  O.  F.,  OF  MASSACHUSETTS,  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION 
HELD  FEBRUARY  9,  1910. 

....  We  commenced  the  year  with  a  new  Ritual,  new  to  us  all,  and 
I  believed  that  the  most  effective  means  which  could  be  used  to  enable 
us  to  pass  an  intelligent  opinion  upon  it  was  to  “  try  it  out  ”  in  actual 
service  in  every  encampment,  so  that  not  alone  the  Grand  Officers 
might  see  it,  but  the  brother  patriarchs  as  well.  I  believed  that  every 
encampment  that  promised  to  work  a  degree  before  the  Grand  Officers 
would  at  once  set  about  the  securing  of  real  candidates  and  this  would 
mean  the  putting  forth  of  genuine  effort  by  every  encampment  and  a 
pull-all-together  in  the  work  of  increasing  our  membership. 

Every  encampment  has  been  visited  in  accordance  with  our  pro¬ 
gramme.  Everything  has  been  done  in  this  and  every  other  way  to 
increase  our  usefulness,  encourage  our  encampments  and  enlarge  our 
membership.  What  more  could  have  been  done  in  this  Jurisdiction  than 
has  been  done?  The  results  are  before  you.  A  net  gain  of  79  with  a 
membership  of  approximately  59,000  in  our  subordinate  lodges  from 
which  to  enlarge  our  ranks!  I  am  optimistic  by  education,  training  and 
temperament,  but  are  not  the  results  lamentably  and  pitifully  meager 
as  a  return  for  the  honest,  earnest,  sincere,  indefatigable  and  united 
effort  that  has  been  given?  It  has  been  cheerfully  and  gladly  given 
not  alone  by  your  Grand  Officers,  but  by  our  entire  membership  as 
well.  There  is  something  radically  wrong  somewhere.  I  dislike  to 
report  to  you  in  this  way.  I  would  be  glad,  unutterably  glad,  to  have 
my  report  one  truthful  and  long  paean  of  satisfaction  and  encourage¬ 
ment,  but  I  conceive  it  to  be  my  duty  to  be  honest  with  you  and  pre¬ 
sent  things  to  you  as  I  see  them  and  as  I  believe  them  to  exist.  I  am 
sure  you  would  rather  face  the  truth  than  to  be  left  in  peace  but  in 
darkness.  We  are  men  of  courage  and  of  earnest  purpose,  with  a  soul¬ 
stirring  desire  to  face  problems  as  they  confront  us  and  to  advance  the 
welfare  of  our  well-beloved  and  entire  Order.  I  am  surrendering  my 
office  to  you  with  a  larger  membership  in  this  branch  of  our  Order  than 
ever  before  in  its  entire  history,  it  is  true,  but  we  have  not  the  number 
which  should  be  with  us  by  many  thousands.  You  have  a  right  to 
ask  me  if  I  have  in  my  own  mind  any  reason  or  reasons  why  our 
membership  is  not  greater  and  if  I  have  anything  to  offer  by  sug¬ 
gestion  or  recommendation  which  I  believe  will  prove  the  remedy  and 
solve  the  problem.  In  answer  would  say,  I  have  and  that  they  have 
been  arrived  at  only  after  most  careful  thought,  close  observation, 
conscientious,  painstaking  study  and  a  sincere  and  heartfelt  desire 
to  arrive  at  only  such  conclusions  as  would  appeal  to  the  honest,  un¬ 
biased  mind  of  every  man  who  would  consider  them  in  the  same  spirit. 
To  me  they  are  absolutely  convincing.  I  believe  they  will  be  to  you. 
And  as  the  matter  is  so  important  I  will  leave  it  to  the  conclusion 
of  my  report  to  be  treated  upon  more  fully. 

In  concluding  this  communication  I  will  give  to  you  my  opinion 
as  to  what  should  be  done  to  better  the  conditions  of  the  Encampment 
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branch  of  the  Order.  It  is,  that  the  Encampment  branch  and  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  branch  should  be  consolidated  and  made  one,  and 
that  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  That  they  should,  be  brought 
into  one  undivided  body,  with  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  each  Jurisdiction 
as  its  head.  And  right  here,  I  want  to  say  to  every  member  of  the 
Militant  branch  that  I  hold  no  grudge  against  it;  that  you  are  all 
patriarchs;  that  you  have  assisted  in  placing  me  where  I  am;  that 
for  many  years  I  was  a  member  of  the  organization  myself  and  so 
continued  until  the  surrender  of  the  charter  of  the  canton  to  which 
I  belonged;  that  I  participated  in  the  good  times  which  we  had  and 
enjoyed  it  all,  and  whatever  I  say  to  you  now,  is  that,  and  that  only, 
which  I  believe  will  be  for  “  the  good  of  the  Order.”  I  base  my 
opinion  upon  a  close  study  of  the  conditions  which  obtained  for  a 
long  period  of  years  prior  to  the  existence  of  the  Militant  branch, 
commencing  with  1868,  computing  the  relative  strength  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  to  the  subordinate  membership  in  America,  up  tq  the 
time  of  the  organization  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  1886;  continuing 
from  that  time  the  study  of  the  relative  strength  of  the  Encampment 
branch  to  the  subordinate  membership,  as  before;  the  relative  strength 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  to  the  Encampment  branch,  and  the 
relative  strength  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  to  the  subordinate  mem¬ 
bership.  This  I  have  done  with  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  membership 
in  all  three  bodies.  I  have  also  made  the  same  study  of  conditions  in 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  all  great  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  carrying  the  study  from  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the 
Militant  branch  up  to  and  including  the  last  report  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  1909.  I  submit  to  you  herewith  the  figures  from 
which  computations  were  made  and  the  results.  I  have  arranged  each 
comparison  by  itself  and  the  results,  so  that  you  may  readily  and 
quickly  judge  for  yourselves.  I  know  that  statistics  are  “  dry.”  I 
also  know  that  for  some  purposes  nothing  else  will  answer  the  pur¬ 
pose.  I  have  endeavored  to  simplify  them  as  much  as  possible.  The 
results  obtained  have  made  perfectly  clear  to  me  that  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  has  not  been  a  benefit  to  the  Encampment  branch  or 
to  the  Order  at  large;  on  the  contrary  that  it  has  been  a  positive 
detriment  and  no  one  regrets  it  more  than  myself.  When  the  Militant 
branch  was  organized  it  was  hoped  and  believed  that  it  would  result 
in  great  good  and  be  wondrously  successful,  but  the  passing  of  the 
years  has  demonstrated  beyond  doubt,  to  me,  that  the  results  hoped 
for  have  not  been  realized.  There  have  been  many  things  connected 
with  it  that  have  occasioned  heart-burnings  and  the  severest  criticisms. 
No  better  proof  of  this  is  needed  than  the  fact  that  to-day  it  has  not 
as  large  a  membership  as  it  had  eighteen  years  ago,  while  there  are 
now  213,075  encampment  members  from  which  to  recruit  its  forces, 
as  compared  with  114,743  at  that  time.  There  have  been  serious  dis¬ 
sensions  within  its  own  ranks  and  as  the  members  are  all  patriarchs 
who  meet  each  other  in  the  encampment  meetings,  and  elsewhere,  it 
has  not  alone  worked  against,  but  has  prevented,  that  perfect  harmony 
and  common  purpose  which  should  and  must  exist  in  our  encamp¬ 
ments,  if  we  are  to  do  our  best  and  most  efficient  work.  If  con¬ 
solidation  were  effected  the  cause  of  the  lack  of  harmony  now  existing 
would  be  removed  and  the  patriarchs  would  once  more  become  a  united 
body  of  earnest  workers.  I  am  not  alone  in  the  belief  that  the  Militant 
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branch  has  not  helped  the  Encampment  branch.  In  1905,  Robert  E. 
Wright,  at  that  time  Grand  Sire,  and  one  of  the  most  accomplished 
and  able  men  our  Order  has  ever  had,  a  lawyer  of  high  reputation 
with  a  clear  and  logical  mind,  said,  “  It  seems  to  me  statistics  clearly 
indicate  that  it  is  a  mistaken  view  that  the  encampments  are  helped 
by  the  Militant  branch.”  He  then  makes  a  study  for  eight  period 
years  ranging  from  1865  to  1904  inclusive,  and  sums  up  as  follows: 
“  These  figures  are  a  complete  answer  to  the  statement  that  the  Mili¬ 
tant  branch  has  helped  the  Encampment  branch.”  I  go  farther  than 
this;  I  believe  that  it  has  been  a  detriment,  the  figures  prove  it,  and 
we  must  face  another  fact,  which  is,  that  in  the  minds  of  many 
patriarchs,  especially  the  older  ones,  there  is  a  positive  feeling  of 
antagonism  existing  toward  the  Militant  branch,  as  such,  and  as  a 
result  in  a  reflected  way,  it  has  a  bad  influence  upon  the  Encampment 
branch.  These  old  patriarchs  feel  that  in  some  way  they  were  wronged 
when  the  Militant  branch  was  established  and  have  never  felt  kindly 
toward  it.  As  Grand  Sire  White  said  in  1887,  “  They,  the  encamp¬ 
ments,  have  purchased  uniforms  at  great  expense  and  desire  to  retain 
both  their  uniforms  and  their  organization.  They  will  not  muster  in 
as  cantons  but  will  disband  first.  They  do  not  desire  to  come  in 
under  military  rules.”  This  and  other  things  which  have  transpired 
since  have  created  an  unhealthy  feeling  in  the  minds  of  many  patri¬ 
archs  and  also  of  those  who  should  become  patriarchs.  There  has 
been  now  for  a  number  of  years,  a  constant  worry  and  wonderment 
as  to  whether  the  Militant  branch  was  to  continue  to  live.  The  san¬ 
guine  hopes  of  its  founders  have  not  been  realized.  Read  what  Grand 
Sire  Underwood  said  in  1889,  “  The  result  of  the  establishment  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  has  been  to  greatly  increase  the  membership  in  the 
lodges  and  ^encampments  where  cantons  have  been  active  and  suc¬ 
cessful.”  Read  what  he  said  in  1894,  five  years  later,  “  There  is  an 
uncertainty  as  to  the  future  of  the  degree  (militant)  and  the  former 
promise  of  stability  made  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  frequently 
quoted  and  questioned.”  In  1900  “  our  own  ”  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton 
said,  “I  confess  disappointment  concerning  the  Militant  Branch  of  the 
Order.  While  in  a  few  departments  considerable  interest  is  mani¬ 
fested  the  general  report  is  of  apathy  and  indifference.”  In  1906 
Grand  Sire  Wright,  in  his  second  annual  report,  said,  “  I  desire  again 
to  present  to  the  serious  consideration  of  this  Body,  the  condition  of 
our  Militant  branch.  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  approaching  its  disso¬ 
lution  and  will  cease  to  exist  unless  some  radical  steps  are  taken  to 
place  it  on  a  substantial  basis.” 

With  this  condition  of  things  existing,  and  it  does  exist,  as  the 
figures  conclusively  prove,  is  it  not  wise  and  best  that  we  patriarchs, 
some  of  us  not  members  of  the  Militant  branch,  and  those  who  are, 
should  try  and  get  together  on  some  reasonable  basis  and  so  work 
together  for  one  common  purpose.  It  is  high  time  we  got  together, 
and  many  of  the  very  ablest  men  in  the  Order,  in  all  branches,  are 
ready  for  it  and  prepared  to  try  and  better  the  existing  conditions. 

I  have  talked  this  matter  over  thoroughly  with  many,  one  of  whom 
was  Major-General  Alvin  E.  Bliss,  for  six  years  and  at  the  present 
time  the  Department  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Massachusetts, 
and  I  give  you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  he  wrote  to  me 
and  which  is  as  follows; 
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Headquarters..  Department  of  Massachusetts, 
Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  O.  O.  F.

Mr.  Herbert  N.  Kingsbury,  Grand  Patriarch ,  Grand  Encampment , 
I.  0.  0.  F.,  515  Tremont  Street,  Boston,  Mass. 

My  Dear  Brother  Kingsbury:  With  further  reference  to  our  conver¬ 
sation  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Encampment  regarding  proposed 
consolidation  of  the  Encampment  and  Patriarchs  Militant  branches,  I 
would  state  as  I  did  at  that  time,  that  I  am  ready  and  willing  to  co¬ 
operate  with  you  in  any  way  that  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

There  is,  of  course,  a  question  in  our  mind  as  to  what  would  be 
considered  as  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Order,  but  I  assure  you  that 
I  will  be  very  glad  to  go  into  this  matter  in  detail  with  you,  and  if 
possible  assist  in  devising  some  plan  which  will  carry  out  the  results 
we  are  both  endeavoring  to  obtain.

Another  very  important  thing  would  be  accomplished  by  a  con¬ 
solidation  and  that  would  be  the  elimination  of  the  very  considerable 
expense  to  which  the  patriarchs,  who  are  members  of  the  Militant 
branch,  are  now  subjected  in  the  maintaining  of  an  entirely  separate 
organization.  This  expense  annually  in  the  aggregate  is  very  large  and 
is  something  -which  should  not  be  forgotten  for  a  moment  in  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  subject.  I  am  sure  it  will  appeal  to  your  good  sense. 

Any  plan  must  eventually  be  approved  by  our  Sovereign  Body, 
composed  of  representative  Odd  Fellows  from  all  the  various  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  who  certainly  may  be  depended  upon  to  consider  the  whole  mat¬ 
ter  in  a  broad  and  intelligent  manner.  In  the  event  that  a  consolidation 
is  effected  my  own  personal  view  of  the  matter  would  be  that  no  Mili¬ 
tant  member  should  in  any  way  be  deprived  of  any  title  or  right  which 
is  now  his;  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  uniformed  display 
and  that  such  ritualistic  changes  or  provisions  should  be  made  (possi¬ 
bly  the  elimination  of  one  or  more  of  the  present  degrees)  as  would 
accomplish  the  most  desirable  results.  Is  it  at  all  improbable,  in  fact, 
is  it  not  exceedingly  probable  that  if  such  consolidation  were  effected 
and  such  ritualistic  changes  made,  that  in  the  making  of  such  changes, 
any  objections  which  may  now  exist  in  the  minds  of  any  of  the 
patriarchs  to  the  present  Ritual  could  be  and  would  be  removed?  I 
believe  it  would  mean  a  happy,  reasonable  and  desirable  solution  of 
our  troubles.  I  believe  the  consolidation  of  the  Encampment  branch 
and  the  Militant  branch  would  be  of  great,  very  great  good  to  our 
entire  Order.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  this  Grand  Body  be  instructed  to  present  the  subject  matter  herein 
contained  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session  and  to 
use  their  best  efforts  to  effect  its  accomplishment.  I  believe  the  time' 
is  ripe  for  such  action.

— The  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  has  not 
been  a  benefit  to  the  Encampment  branch.  On  the  contrary  in  my 
opinion  it  has  been  a  detriment  to  the  entire  Encampment  branch,  as 
proven  by  above  figures.

On  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  has  in  my  opinion  been  a  detriment,  as  proven  by  above 
figures.

And  from 
report  of  1890  to  the  present  time  there  has  also  been  a  constant  decline 
in  the  proportion  of  militant  members  to  encampment  members. 

Deduction  and  Conclusion. — The  Militant  branch  has  not  been  a 
benefit  to  the  Encampment  branch  in  Ohio.  On  the  contrary  it  has 
been  in  my  opinion  a  detriment,  as  proven  by  above  figures.

Oscar  A.  Marden,  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  for  the  Committee  on 
Analysis  and  Distribution  of  the  Grand  Patriarch’s  Communication, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  and  adopted. 

Boston,  February  9,  1910. 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Massachusetts : 

The  Committee  on  Analysis  and  Distribution  of  the  Grand  Patriarch’s 
Communication  has  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  it  and  respectfully 
reports  as  follows,  viz.: 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  Grand  Patriarch,  by  his  wise  fore¬ 
thought  in  arranging,  at  the  beginning  of  his  official  term,  for  each 
encampment  to  work  a  degree  for  his  inspection  during  the  year;  by 
his  unhesitating  and  cheerful  sacrifice  of  his  own  time,  comfort,  and 
financial  interests  in  visiting,  at  much  personal  inconvenience,  every 
encampment  in  the  Jurisdiction;  by  his  earnest,  helpful  and  inspiring 
words  of  advice,  commendation  and  encouragement,  presenting  and 
emphasizing  in  the  most  impressive  manner  the  lofty  moral  lessons  of 
the  patriarchal  degrees,  has  discharged  to  the  uttermost,  both  in  letter 
and  spirit,  the  duties  which  he  assumed  with  his  high  office;  has  done 
all  that  lay  in  his  power,  and  more  than  most  men  in  his  position 
could  have  done,  to  promote  not  merely  the  growth  and  prosperity, 
but  the  dignity  and  moral  worth  of  patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Massachusetts,  and  while  your  committee  shares  with  him  the  feeling 
of  regret  and  disappointment  that  the  result  of  the  year’s  work  shows 
so  small  an  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Patriarchal  branch,  it 
feels  that  it  is  entirely  probable  that  but  for  his  unselfish  and  un¬ 
wearying  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  office  there  might  have  been 
shown  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  office  a  substantial  loss  in  membership. 

The  committee  congratulates  him  upon  the  tact,  patience  and  wise 
judgment  which  have  characterized  his  dealing  with  the  delicate  and 
embarrassing  questions  to  which  the  adoption  of  the  new  Ritual  has 
given  rise,  and  feel  that  by  his  course  he  has  done  much  to  allay  any 
feelings  of  dissatisfaction  or  criticism  which  existed  among  the  patri¬ 
archs,  and  to  strengthen  the  sentiment  of  loyalty  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Coming  to  the  various  suggestions  and  recommendations  contained 
in  the  Grand  Patriarch’s  communication,  your  committee  makes  the 
following  recommendations,  viz.:

Representatives:  Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
recommendation  of  the  Grand  Patriarch  relative  to  consolidation  of  the 
Encampment  and  Patriarchs  Militant  branches  of  our  Order,  respect¬ 
fully  and  fraternally  report: 

Our  study  of  this  question  in  the  very  limited  time  afforded  by  your 
request  for  a  report  at  this  session,  has  served  to  impress  us  with  a 
very  sincere  appreciation  of  the  labor  involved  in  the  preparation  of 
the  statistics  presented  in  the  communication  of  the  Grand  Patriarch, 
and  to  convince  us  that  the  conclusions  deduced  from  them  are  in¬ 
evitable;  but  we  are  also  convinced  that  further  study  of  the  question 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  our  Grand  Representatives  to  place 
the  matter  in  concrete  form  before  the  -  Sovereign  Body.  We  know  of 
none  more  competent  to  undertake  this  work  than  the  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  themselves,  and  we  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  them,  with  instructions  to  present  their  conclusions,  and  the  form 
in  which  the  same  will  be  presented  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
to  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers;  and  with  the  approval  of  said  Board, 
the  Grand  Representatives  be  instructed  to  present  the  matter  in  said 
form  as  representing  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Encampment.

THE  PLAN  SUGGESTED  AND  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  GRAND 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

Boston,  June  25,  1910. 

To  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment ,  J.  0.  0.  F., 
of  Massachusetts : 

The  Grand  Representatives,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment,  present  the  following  concrete  statement  based  upon  the 
accepted  report  of  Past  Grand  Patriarch  Kingsbury  relative  to  the 
proposed  amalgamation  of  the  Encampment  and  Militant  branches  of 
the  Order,  the  general  plan  suggested  and  recommended  being  that  the 
subordinate  encampments  and  cantons  be  merged  into  one  body,  the 
same  to  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  Jurisdiction;  that  in  such  merger  the  Militant  degree  should  be¬ 
come  a  degree  of  the  subordinate  encampment  and  that  the  subordinate 
encampment  degrees  should  be  so  reduced  in  number  that  the  amalga¬ 
mated  body  should  not  consist  of  more  than  three  degrees  in  all,  or  else 
that  the  Militant  degree  be  added  to  existing  encampment  degrees; 
that  the  Royal  Purple  members  of  the  encampment  at  the  time  the 
merger  shall  become  effective  shall,  by  virtue  of  such  merger,  become 
members  of  the  Militant  degree,  and  that  all  persons  then  elected  to 
membership  in  the  encampment,  who  have  not  received  the  degree, 
shall  receive  the  Militant  degree  in  addition  to  the  degrees  they  would 
otherwise  receive,  free  of  any  expense;  and  making  it  optional  with 
members  of  the  encampment  who  shall  have  attained  all  of  the  en¬ 
campment  degrees,  whether  or  not  they  shall  provide  themselves  with 
any  military  uniform  or  regalia,  with  the  understanding  that  no  one 
can  parade  without  such  uniform;  that  the  present  uniform  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  the  uniform  of  such  merged  organization, 
and  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  present  regalia  of  the  various  de¬ 
grees  of  the  encampment;  that  in  addition  to  the  present  officers  of  the 
subordinate  encampment,  there  be  elected  one  or  more  field  officers  to 
have  charge  of  the  encampment  on  parade,  and  that  in  such  merger 
provision  shall  be  made  for  giving  due  honors  to  the  past  officers  of  a 
canton  who  have  attained  a  higher  rank  than  Commandant,  and  that 
in  such  merger  the  existing  privileges  of  both  encampment  and  canton 
shall  be  preserved  as  far  .as  possible,  the  purpose  of  the  merger  being 
to  create  one  strong,  active  organization.

Resolved,  That  the  law  in  regard  to  the  transfer  of  membership 
adopted  at  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  at  St.  Paul, 
September,  1907,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  be  adopted  in  its  stead: 

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official 
Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial 
Jurisdiction  of  his  lodge  or  encampment,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a 
lodge  or  encampment  at  his  new  place  of  residence,  upon  making  ap¬ 
plication  for  membership,  accompanied  by  his  Official  Certificate  or 
Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues  paid  in  advance  and  being  elected  as 
provided  by  local  law,  shall  become  a  member  of  the  said  lodge  or 
encampment  from  and  after  his  election.  The  Secretary  or  Scribe  of 
the  lodge  or  encampment  electing  said  member  shall  immediately  notify 
the  Secretary  or  Scribe  of  the  lodge  or  encampment,  to  which  the 
brother  belonged,  of  his  election,  and  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  shall  im¬ 
mediately,  if  no  charges  are  pending  against  said  brother,  issue  with¬ 
out  fee,  and  under  seal  of  the  lodge  or  encampment,  a  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate,  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  Noble  Grand,  dr  Scribe  and  Chief 
Patriarch,  and  forward  same  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for 
the  same;  provided,  that  if  upon  application  of  said  Transfer  Certificate 
there  should  at  that  time  be  charges  pending  against  said  member,  then 
his  membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  electing  him,  shall  be  void 
and  he  shall  remain  a  member  of  his  former  lodge  or  encampment. 

Resolved,  That  the  provisions  hereof  shall  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges 
the  same  as  the  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments. 
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Resolved,  That  the  resolution  on  page  761,  Journal  of  1904,  known

Resolved,  That  it  is  both  advisable  and  practicable  that  all  regalia 
and  paraphernalia  and  other  supplies  used  by  our  Order,  or  any  of  its 
subordinate  branches,  should  be  manufactured  and  sold  under  the 
authority  and  control  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  supplies,  but 
that  it  is  not  desirable  at  this  time  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
should  engage  in  the  actual  manufacture  of  such  supplies,  but  that  it 
should,  through  its  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies,  have  prepared  for 
use  and  distribution  a  catalogue  of  all  such  regalia  and  paraphernalia 
and  other  supplies,  and,  after  securing  bids  from  responsible  manu¬ 
facturers,  enter  into  contracts  with  one  or  more  such  manufacturers 
for  a  series  of  years,  not  less  than  three;  such  contracts  being  so  drawn 
as  to  protect  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  against  any  liability  for  the 
payment  of  the  amounts  due  by  subordinate  bodies  upon  orders  for 
regalia  and  paraphernalia  and  other  supplies  received  by  such  manu¬ 
facturers  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be,  and  it  is, 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  with  all  reasonable  dispatch 
to  carry  out  the  foregoing  resolution,  in  order  that  said  plan  may  be¬ 
come  effective  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  and,  if  possible,  not 
later,  than  July  1,  1911.  That  when  said  committee  shall  have  awarded 
contracts  for  the  manufacture  of  regalia  and  paraphernalia  and  other 
supplies  contemplated  by  these  resolutions,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall 
at  once  notify  all  Grand  Bodies  that  thereafter  all  such  supplies  must 
be  purchased  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  other  sup¬ 
plies  now  are,  and  shall  have  printed  for  distribution  the  catalogue 
hereby  authorized  to  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  said  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Printing  Supplies,  and  issued  under  the  imprint  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  provide  for  and  employ  such  additional  clerical  assistance  in 
his  office,  in  Baltimore,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
objects  and  purposes  of  these  resolutions,  but  the  compensation  of  any 
persons  so  employed  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  this 
Body,  or  its  sub-committee,  if  said  plan  shall  be  put  into  operation  be¬ 
fore  the  1911  communication  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be,  and  it  is, 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  a  catalogue  showing  the 
regalia,  paraphernalia  and  other  supplies  to  be  used  by  the  subordinate 
bodies  of  this  Order,  and  to  fix  the  grades  and  qualities  of  such  sup¬ 
plies  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  mem¬ 
bership,  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  provided  now  for  such 
regalia  and  paraphernalia.

Whereas,  The  charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  has  been 
badly  torn  and  otherwise  mutilated  in  being  transported  from  one 
Grand  Lodge  meeting  place  to  another;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  a  new  charter  issue  without  cost  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Mexico  as  requested  by  that  Eody.

Resolved,  That  any  subordinate  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  have  the 
right  and  power  to  pass  and  promulgate  within  its  Jurisdiction,  any 
and  all  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  per¬ 
mitting  its  subordinates  to  adopt  in  their  By-Laws  a  sliding  scale  for 
the  allowance  and  payment  of  either  sick  or  burial  benefits,  or  both, 
to  its  members,  based  upon  attendance,  of  the  members  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  his  or  their  lodges;  provided,  always,  it  does  not  make 
provision  for  a  less  sum  than  the  minimum  prescribed  for  all  mem¬ 
bers  in  good  standing.

No.  40.  Eep.  Helms,  of  Tennessee,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary: 

Resolved,  That  any  subordinate  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  hereafter 
have  the  right  to  pass  and  promulgate  laws,  providing  that  no  person 
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shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order  within  its  Grand  Juris¬ 
diction,  by  initiation,  card  or  otherwise,  who  is  at  the  time  directly  or 
indirectly  engaged  or  interested  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  either  at 
wholesale  or  retail  of  any  spirituous,  malt  or  vinous  liquors,  or  any 
substitute  therefor  by  any  name  whatsoever,  which  will  intoxicate  as  a 
beverage;  and  to  prescribe  penalties  for  becoming  so  engaged  or  in¬ 
terested,  after  the  passage  and  promulgation  of  such  laws. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  110.) 

No.  41.  Reps.  Hostetler  and  Coolidge,  of  Oregon,  moved  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation :

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official 
Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial 
Jurisdiction  of  his  lodge  or  encampment  to  the  territorial  Jurisdiction 
of  another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  or  encampment  at  his 
new  place  of  residence,  upon  making  application  for  membership,  ac¬ 
companied  by  his  Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues 
paid  at  least  one  month  in  advance,  and  being  elected  as  provided  by 
local  law,  upon  notice  being  sent  by  the  Secretary  or  Scribe,  to  his 
lodge  or  encampment,  said  lodge  or  encampment  shall,  unless  charges 
are  pending  against  him,  without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Trans¬ 
fer  Certificate  with  coupon  attached,  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the 
Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for  the  same;  and  upon  receipt  of  the 
Transfer  Certificate,  the  member  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  become  a  member  of  his  new  lodge  or  encampment  without 
the  payment  of  any  admission  fee;  provided,  that  if  a  physician’s, cer¬ 
tificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the  same.  The  issuing 
of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  not  sever  membership  in  the  lodge  or 
encampment  issuing  it  until  that  lodge  or  encampment  has  received 
notice,  on  coupon  attached  to  such  Transfer  Certificate,  that  the  brother 
has  completed  his  membership  by  signing  the  Constitution  of  the  lodge 
or  encampment  in  which  he  has  been  elected;  his  membership  ceasing 
in  his  former  lodge  or  encampment  only  on  the  night  he  signs  the 
Constitution  of  the  new  lodge  or  encampment  in  which  he  has  been 
elected;  and  otherwise,  the  Transfer  Certificate  shall  become  null  and 
void  after  one  month  from  the  date  of  its  issuance. 

The  provisions  hereof  shall  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges  the  same  as  to 
subordinate  lodges  and  encampments. 

Resolved,  That  all  decisions  and  legislation,  inconsistent  herewith, 
be  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

No.  42.  Reps.  Vaughan,  Montague,  and  Blanks,  of  Virginia, 
moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be  instructed  to 
have  the  Opening  and  Closing  Ceremony  for  encampments,  Rebekah 
lodges  and  Patriarchs  Militant  printed  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
those  for  subordinate  lodges  are  now  published  and  to  be  sold  as 
supplies.

No.  43.  Eep.  PenhallegaiL,  of  Wisconsin,  under  instructions  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin,  exhibited  a  new  and  patented 
ballot  box,  and  submitted  a  question  as  to  the  legality  of  the  use 
of  said  box,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

(No  action  taken.  See  Eeport  38.) 

No.  44.  Eep.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

Resolved,  That  Resolution  28,  on  pages  240  and  241,  Journal  of 
1907,  known  as  “  The  New  Transfer  Law,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
amended  as  follows:  Strike  out  the  following  words  of  the  first  para¬ 
graph,  commencing  in  the  second  line,  viz.:  “changing  his  residence 
from  the  territorial  Jurisdiction  of  one  lodge  or  encampment  to  the 
territorial  Jurisdiction  of  another  lodge  or  encampment,  and  desiring 
to  unite  with  a  lodge  or  encampment  at  his  new  place  of  residence,” 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  “  residing  in  the  territorial 
Jurisdiction  of  any  lodge  or  encampment  other  than  that  of  which  he 
is  a  member  and  desiring  to  unite  with  such  lodge  or  encampment  in 
the  Jurisdiction  of  which  he  now  resides,”  etc.,  so  that  if  amended, 
the  said  law  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official  Certificate, 
or  Visiting  Card,  residing  in  the  territorial  Jurisdiction  of  any  lodge 
or  encampment,  other  than  that  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  desiring 
to  unite  with  such  lodge  or  encampment,  in  the  Jurisdiction  in  which 
he  resides,  upon  making  application  for  membership,  accompanied  by 
his  Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues  paid  in  ad¬ 
vance,  and  being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law,  upon  notice  being 
sent  by  the  Secretary  or  Scribe,  to  his  lodge  or  encampment,  said 
lodge  or  encampment  shall,  unless  charges  are  pending  against  him, 
without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certificate,  and  send 
the  same  at  once  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for  the  same  and 
upon  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  the  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  sign  the  Constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the  said  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  without  the  payment  of  any  admission  fee;  provided,  that 
if  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the 
same. 

“  The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  sever  membership  in 
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the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  it;  provided ,  that  if  a  member  be¬ 
comes  sick  or  disabled,  or  shall  die  within  four  weeks  of  its  date  and 
before  completing  his  membership  by  signing  the  Constitution  of  his 
new  lodge  or  encampment,  the  said  Transfer  Certificate  shall  be  can¬ 
celled  and  said  brother  shall  retain  his  beneficial  standing  in  his  old 
lodge  or  encampment,  the  same  as  though  no  Transfer  Certificate  had 
been  issued. 

“Provided  further ,  that  a  brother  desiring  to  receive  the  advantage 
of  the  preceding  proviso  must  pay  his  dues  four  weeks  in  advance  of 
the  date  of  his  Transfer  Certificate.” 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  66.) 

No.  45.  Rep.  Bryant,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Whereas,  The.  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  shows  an  increase  of  only 
1308  members,  and  that  some  means  should  be  devised  to  arouse  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order;  and 

Whereas,  Many  patriarchs  lose  interest,  and  forfeit  their  member¬ 
ship,  because  there  can  only  a  few  hope  to  qualify  as  Representatives 
to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  their  Jurisdictions  by  having  been  Past 
Chief  Patriarchs,  and  there  being  no  other  benefits  to  be  derived;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  many  subordinate  members  would  join  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order,  were  it  known  that  all  Royal  Purple 
degree  members  could  attend  their  Grand  Encampments;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  seem  unjust  to  require  a  patriarch  to  be  a  Past 
Chief  Patriarch,  or  Past  High  Priest,  to  attend  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment,  when  a  Representative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  is  only  required  to  be  a  Royal  Purple  degree  member; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Encampment  of  North  Carolina  has  already 
passed  a  resolution  in  which  an  amendment  to  its  Constitution  is  pro¬ 
posed,  provided  it  is  sanctioned  by  this  Grand  Body,  giving  all  Royal 
Purple  degree  members  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  meetings,  on  condition  that  such  members  pay  their  own  ex¬ 
penses,  and  do  not  have  the  right  to  vote;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Body  do  grant  to  the  Jurisdiction  of 
North  Carolina,  and  all  such  Jurisdictions  working  under  this  Grand 
Body,  the  right  to  enact  such  laws,  and  regulations,  looking  forward  to 
the  admission  of  Royal  Purple  degree  members,  in  good  standing,  to 

the  floor  of  the  Grand  Encampments,  on  the  basis  already  named.

No.  46.  Rep.  Lester,  of  Florida,  moved  the  following,  for  which 
he  asked  immediate  consideration : 
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Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  request  the  Rev.  John  E.  White, 
pastor  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church,  the  privilege  of  printing  as  a 
part  of  our  proceedings  his  sermon  “  The  Links  that  Bind  the  World,” 
delivered  to  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  this  Body  on  last 
Sunday. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

No.  47.  Rep.  Dana,  of  South  Dakota,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Whereas,  The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  has  no  authorita¬ 
tive  ceremony  for  the  dedication  of  public  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  Occasions  arise  where  the  honor  of  dedicating  State  or 
Provincial  Capitols,  memorial  halls  and  public  edifices  is  conferred 
upon  Grand  Lodges  of  our  various  Jurisdictions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  following  dedicatory  service  be  adopted  by  this 
Sovereign  Body  for  all  such  occasions: 

dedicatory  ceremonies. 

Capitol  Commission  (or  committee  in  charge):  Most  Noble  Sir: 
Being  desirous  that  this  building  should  be  dedicated  with  appropriate 
ceremonies  by  your  Honorable  Order,  we,  the  Capitol  Commission  (or 
the  committee  in  charge)  have  solicited  your  attendance  upon  the 
present  occasion  and  hope  that  it  may  now  be  your  pleasure  to  pro¬ 
ceed  in  the  performance  of  that  service.  The  necessary  preparations 
are  all  made  and  now  await  your  direction. 

Grand  Marshal:  Honored  Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request,  so 
politely  tendered,  I  now  proceed  to  discharge  the  duty  desired,  hoping 
that  this  building  now  completed,  with  satisfaction  to  the  owners  and 
profit  to  the  workmen,  may  long  endure;  peace,  prosperity  and  happi¬ 
ness  abounding  with  this  people  and  justice  always  prevailing. 

Grand  Marshal:  Let  us  be  attentive  while  the  Grand  Chaplain  in¬ 
vokes  Divine  blessing.

Gilbert  vs.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  as  follows: 

This  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  of  Redding  Lodge,  No.  271, 
in  finding  T.  M.  Gilbert,  P.  G.,  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd 
Fellow  on  charges. 

First.  That  on  or  about  March  26,  1907,  said  T.  M.  Gilbert  purchased 
from  J.  A.  Spencer  and  Mina  M.  Spencer  and  became  the  owner  of  that 
certain  lot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  together  with  the  appurtenances 
thereunto  belonging  or  in  any  way  pertaining,  situate  and  being  in  the 
town  of  Anderson,  county  of  Shasta,  State  of  California,  and  known  as 
the  Spencer  Property,  and  being  Lot  6,  Block  3  of  Keeler’s  addition  to 
the  town  of  Anderson,  deed  of  which  was  recorded  on  May  4,  1907. 

Second.  That  on  April  7,  1907,  said  T.  M.  Gilbert  purchased  from 
Tingley  &  Elmore,  three  doors,  three  pair  butts,  nails,  three  rim  locks, 
and  lumber,  the  above  described  articles  being  used  to  repair  said 
house  referred  to  in  specification  first. 

Third.  That  on  April  15,  1907,  said  T.  M.  Gilbert  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  one  Minnie  Gray  for  the  leasing  of  said  lot  and  prem¬ 
ises,  together  with  the  appurtenances,  thereunto  belonging  or  in  any 
way  appertaining,  whereby  said  T.  M.  Gilbert  leased  to  said  Minnie 
Gray  the  said  premises  above  described  for  the  term  of  twelve  months 
at  the  monthly  rental  or  sum  of  forty  ($40.00)  dollars  per  month, 
payable  in  advance  on  the  15th  day  of  each  and  every  month. 

Fourth.  That  immediately  thereafter  said  Minnie  Gray  took  pos¬ 
session  of  said  house  and  conducted  the  same  as  a  house  of  prostitu- 
]  tion  and  said  T.  M.  Gilbert  knew  said  house  was  to  be  used  as  a  house 
of  prostitution  at  the  time  that  said  lease  was  made  and  obtained  and 
knew  that  said  house  was  after  said  April  15,  1907,  conducted  as  a 
house  of  prostitution,  and  on  different  occasions  said  T.  M.  Gilbert  was 
seen  in  company  with  said  women  so  conducting  said  house  of  prosti¬ 
tution  above  referred  to. 

Redding  Lodge,  upon  their  findings,  sentenced  him  to  expulsion  from 
the  Order.  The  Committee  on  Appeals  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  at  its  1910  session,  in  part,  as  follows: 
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“  The  specific  charge  was  that  the  accused  leased  to  Minnie  Gray,  a 
prostitute,  a  house  in  Anderson,  Shasta  County,  Cal.,  for  the  purpose 
of  prostitution,  and  the  accused  brother  appeals  from  the  action  of  the 
lodge,  finding  him  guilty  and  expelling  him.  His  appeal  is  on  the 
ground  that  the  written  charge  is  insufficient,  and  assigns  an  error, 
that  the  evidence  is  insufficient  to  sustain  the  report  of  the  committee; 
that  testimony  of  general  reputation  was  used  to  prove  the  character  of 
the  house  and  occupants,  and  that  the  action  of  the  lodge  in  finding 
the  accused  guilty  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence  or  the  laws  of  the 
Order. 

“We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  charges  as  amended  are  sufficient. 
They  state  with  reasonable  certainty  the  time,  place  and  act  complained 
of,  and  the  testimony  given  upon  the  trial  before  the  committee  proves 
the  charge  and  supports  the  action'  of  the  lodge  in  expelling  appellant. 

“  Renting  a  house  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  is  an  act  condemned 
by  the  Order,  and  constitutes  the  offense  of  ‘  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd  Fellow.’ 

“  That  the  defendant  knew  the  house  was  to  be  for  such  purposes 
when  he  rented  it,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he  purchased  the 
property  for  a  small  price,  leased  it  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $40.00  to  a 
woman  known  in  the  community  as  a  prostitute;  that  in  her  company 
he  purchased  materials  to  alter  and  repair  the  house;  that  as  soon  as 
the  house  was  repaired  she  moved  in;  that  the  house  was  thereafter 
known  as  a  house  of  ill-fame;  that  appellant  went  to  the  house  to 
collect  rent,  and  that  other  property  of  like  value  in  Anderson  could  be 
rented  for  five  or  six  dollars  per  month. 

“  The  defendant  did  not  introduce  any  testimony  to  dispute  these 
facts,  nor  did  he  himself  testify,  and  we  must,  therefore,  hold  that  the 
testimony  was  sufficient  to  sustain  the  verdict  and  support  the  action 
of  the  lodge  in  the  premises. 

“  Appellant  claims  that  the  trial  committee,  over  his  objection,  re¬ 
ceived  and  considered  testimony  of  the  reputation  the  house  and  in¬ 
mates  sustained  or  bore  in  the  community  where  located.  We  think  the 
testimony  properly  admitted.  Such  testimony,  both  by  the  laws  of  the 
land  and  the  usages  of  the  Order,  is  admissible  to  prove  the  fact  that  a 
certain  house  is  in  fact  a  house  of  prostitution. 

“  We  find  no  error  in  the  record  detrimental  to  appellant  and  the 
action  of  the  subordinate  lodge  is  therefore  affirmed.” 

That  the  report  received  careful  consideration  in  the  Grand  Lodge  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  after  its  adoption  on  the  first  day  of  the 
session  the  decision  was  reaffirmed  on  the  fourth  day  by  rejecting  a 
motion  to  reconsider  that  had  laid  upon  the  table  from  the  previous  day. 

From  the  finding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  appeal  was  taken  to  The 
Sovereism  Grand  Lodge,  assignment  of  error  being  claimed  under  forty- 
nine  different  heads. 


OPINION. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  each  count  of  the  appeal 
and  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  they  do  not  severally  or  collect¬ 
ively  constitute  ground  for  disturbing  the  finding  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California. 

Aiding  and  abetting  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  house 
of  prostitution  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  teaching  of  our  Order,  or 
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the  high  character  of  its  membership,  and  when  proven  constitute  con¬ 
duct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  and  punishable  as  such. 

Your  committee  believe  the  evidence  warranted  the  finding  of  Red¬ 
ding  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  in  this  case,  and  „ 
that  the  sentence  of  expulsion  was  not  too  severe.  We,  therefore,  offer 
the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  be  sustained  and  the 
appeal  be  dismissed.

Report  36.  By  Rep.  Starr,  of  Washington,  from  the  Committee

on  the  Judiciary : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Decision  16 
of  the  Grand  Sire,  beg  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered 
the  same  and  recommend  that  the  answer  to  Question  1,  of  said  decision, 
be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words  “  He  has  not  ”  so  the 
decision  shall  read:  “He  has  not.” 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  member  of  the  Order  has 
the  undoubted  right  to  offer  to  sell  and  to  sell  any  of  his  goods  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order,  provided  he  does  not  use  the  name  of  the  Order  or 
the  statement  that  he  is  intending  to  devote  the  profits  arising  from 
such  sale  to  the  use  of  the  Order  or  to  a  charitable  purpose  of  the 
Order,  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  sales;  and  we,  therefore,  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  answering  the  second  ques¬ 
tion  of  Decision  16  be  reversed  and  that  the  answer  be  changed  to  read: 
“  Yes.”

Report  37.  By  Rep.  Bullard,  of  Montana,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  :

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Decision  1 
of  the  Grand  Sire,  have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  report  there¬ 
on  as  follows: 

1.  The  use  of  the  words  “  upon  deposit  of  a  card,”  in  the  statement 
in  this  decision,  raises  the  presumption  that  the  brother  whose  case 
is  under  consideration  sought  to  join  Ross  Lodge,  No.  96,  upon  deposit 
of  his  Withdrawal  Card  from  Long  Pine  Lodge,  No.  114.  If  such  was 
the  fact  his  membership  ceased  in  Long  Pine  Lodge  at  the  time  the 
card  was  issued  and  he  was  entitled  to  benefits  from  that  lodge  from 
the  day  he  became  sick  until  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  his  card. 
Thereafter  he  was  not  entitled  to  benefits,  as  he  was  not  a  member  of 
any  lodge. 
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2.  In  the  answer  in  this  decision  the  phrase  “  Withdrawal  Card,  or 
Transfer  Certificate  ”  is  used.  This  indicates  that  the  Grand  Sire  was 
unable,  from  the  facts  before  him,  to  determine  whether  Brother  Gran- 
bery  sought  to  join  Ross  Lodge  by  deposit  of  Withdrawal  Card  or  under 
the  transfer  of  membership  law  as  it  existed  in  1906.  The  papers  sub¬ 
mitted  to  your  committee  do  not  clear  up  this  ambiguity.  If  Brother 
Granbery  sought  membership  in  Ross  Lodge  under  the  transfer  of  mem¬ 
bership  law  and  the  “  card  ”  mentioned  in  the  statement  was  in  fact 
a  legally  issued  Transfer  Certificate,  then  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Sire  is  correct. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations  your  committee  offer  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  answer  in  Decision  1  of  the  Grand  Sire  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  as  thus  amended  be  approved: 

“  Answer.  If  the  card  mentioned  in  the  statement  was  a  legally 
issued  Withdrawal  Card,  Long  Pine  Lodge,  No.  114,  was  liable  for  bene¬ 
fits  from  the  day  the  brother  became  sick  until  the  date  of  the  issuance 
of  the  card  and  no  longer.  If  the  card  mentioned  in  the  statement  was 
a  legally  issued  Transfer  Certificate,  Long  Pine  Lodge  was  liable  for 
benefits  from  February  8,  1907,  until  the  date  of  the  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  and  one  month  thereafter,  it  appearing  from  the  statement  that  the 
brother  never  became  a  member  of  Ross  Lodge  by  signing  the  constitu¬ 
tion  thereof.”

Report  38.  By  Rep.  Henderson,  of  Iowa,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Resolution 
43,  page  733,  in  reference  to  ballot  box,  submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  considered  the  matter  therein  contained  and  find  that  it  is 
not  within  the  province  of  the  committee  to  determine  and  that  no 
action  thereon  should  be  had  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and,  there¬ 
fore,  return  the  document  with  recommendation  that  no  action  be  taken 
thereon.

(Majority)  Report  39.  By  Rep.  Scott,  of  Illinois,  from  the 
Committee  on  Appeals. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Mendelssohn  Lodge,  No.  285,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  report: 

This  case  involves  the  claim  of  Morris  Reisman  a  member  of  the 
above-named  lodge  for  benefits.  He  was  reported  sick  to  his  lodge  on 
May  28,  1908,  and  placed  on  the  sick  list.  No  question  is  raised  as  to 
the  facts  (1)  that  he  was  a  member  of  Mendelssohn  Lodge;  (2)  that 
he  was  in  good  standing  on  May  28,  1908,  when  he  was  placed  on  the 
sick  list;  (3)  that  he  was  sick. 
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His  lodge  disputes  that  he  was  beneficial.  This  is  on  the  ground 
that  he  was  sick  in  January,  1908,  and  was  in  arrears  for  dues  and 
that  the  sickness,  beginning  May  28,  1908,  was  a  continuation  of  the 
sickness  of  the  January  preceding.  The  record  contains  no  evidence 
of  this  former  sickness,  although  certain  certificates  of  a  man  signing 
himself  as  a  physician  are  printed  in  the  record.  These  medical  certifi¬ 
cates  are  not  certified  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  New  York  as  a  part 
of  the  record.  The  inference  from  the  record  is  that  he  was  in  arrears 
prior  to  April  1,  1908.  Reisman  paid  his  dues  to  April  1,  1908,  and, 
under  the  By-Laws  of  his  lodge,  became  beneficial  ten  weeks  thereafter, 
provided  his  sickness  was  not  continuous  from  a  sickness  beginning 
while  he  was  not  in  good  standing.  The  record  shows  that  on  June  17, 
1908,  Reisman  was  paid  the  sum  of  $5.00  sick  benefits  for  one  week. 
After  that  no  benefits  have  been  paid.  The  records  are  meagre  and  very 
imperfect.  They  were  written  in  German  and  the  translation  seems  to 
have  been  very  poorly  done. 

On  July  1,  1908,  the  Noble  Grand  of  Mendelssohn  Lodge  of  his  own 
motion  decided  that  Brother  Reisman  was  not  entitled  to  sick  benefits. 
The  lodge,  however,  continued  Brother  Reisman  on  the  sick  list  from 
meeting  to  meeting  until  June  2,  1909.  (See  extracts  from  the  minutes 
of  the  lodge,  pages  13  and  14,  of  printed  record.)  On  March  3,  1909, 
in  consequence  of  a  letter  from  Brother  Reisman,  dated  February  16 
(see  page  8),  the  question  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  report 
at  the  next  meeting.  On  March  17,  1909,  this  special  committee  re¬ 
ported  approving  the  decision  of  the  Noble  Grand  refusing  benefits. 
This  decision  was  made  July  1,  1908,  nearly  nine  months  before.  Notice 
of  this  action  was  given  Brother  Reisman,  who  was  in  the  hospital 
piteously  appealing  for  his  rights.  During  this  entire  time  and  up  to 
June  2,  1909,  he  was  kept  by  the  lodge  on  the  sick  list. 

On  April  6,  1909,  Brother  Reisman  again  wrote  asking  for  benefits 
(see  page  8).  In  accordance  with  this  appeal  on  April  21,  1909,  the 
lodge  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  into  his  case  and  report.  No 
evidence  appears  that  the  committee  took  any  action  whatever.  On 
May  19,  1909,  the  committee  was  discharged  and  Brother  Reisman  ad¬ 
vised  to  turn  over  his  case  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 

On  May  31,  1909,  Brother  Reisman  appealed  to  the  District  Grand 
Committee  of  District  9.  Under  New  York  law  this  committee  is  made 
up  of  representatives  of  various  lodges  in  the  district  over  which  the 
D.  D.  G.  M.  presides. 

A  trial  committee  of  the  District  Grand  Committee  was  appointed  to 
take  up  the  case.  A  number  of  meetings  were  held  and  at  each  time 
both  sides  were  represented.  This  committee  asked  Mendelssohn 
Lodge  to  produce  its  original  book  of  minutes.  An  adjournment  for  one 
week  was  taken  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  the  requirement.  The 
representative  of  the  lodge  refused  to  produce  the  records  of  the  lodge 
giving  as  a  reason  that  he  “  did  not  think  it  was  necessary.”  The 
trial  committee  being  denied  access  to  the  minutes  of  the  lodge  were 
only  able  to  judge  the  action  of  the  lodge  from  the  meagre  extracts 
furnished.  The  trial  committee  of  the  District  Grand  Committee  re¬ 
ported  that  there  was  no  evidence  adduced  to  show  that  Brother  Reis¬ 
man  had  had  a  previous  sickness.  They  held  the  decision  of  the  Noble 
Grand  of  July  1,  1908,  and  the  action  of  the  lodge  approving  the  same 
to  be  erroneous.  They  recommended  that  Mendelssohn  Lodge  be  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  to  Brother  Reisman  benefits  from  June  17,  1908,  to  Sep¬ 
tember  8,  1909. 
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On  September  8,  1909,  the  District  Grand  Committee  unanimously 
approved  the  report  of  the  trial  committee  and  the  lodge  was  directed 
to  pay  benefits  accordingly.  Notice  of  this  action  was  sent  to  Men¬ 
delssohn  Lodge  under  date  of  September  10.  From  the  decision  and  I 
order  of  the  District  Grand  Committee,  Mendelssohn  Lodge  appealed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

The  Grand  Lodge  held  that  the  case  was  properly  before  the  District 
Grand  Committee  of  New  York,  District  9,  and  “  by  said  committee 
properly  tried  and  a  correct,  legal,  just  and  equitable  decision  reached 
therein.”  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  then  adopted  the  following:  i 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Mendelssohn  Lodge,  No.  285,  from  the 
decision  and  action  of  the  District  Grand  Committee  of  New  York,  Dis¬ 
trict  9,  be  dismissed  and  the  action  of  said  District  Grand  Committee 
affirmed.” 

Your  committee,  after  laborious  and  exhaustive  consideration,  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  be  affirmed 
and  that  said  Mendelssohn  Lodge,  No.  285,  be  required  to  pay  to  Brother 
Reisman  benefits  in  such  sum  as  its  By-Laws  fixed  as  found  by  the 
District  Grand  Committee  of  District  9  of  New  York. 

Your  committee  hold  that  to  entitle  a  brother  to  benefits  he  must 
show  (1)  that  he  is  a  member  of  a  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows;  (2)  that  he 
is  in  good  standing,  and  (3)  that  he  is  sick.  The  burden  of  proof  is 
on  the  lodge  when  these  facts  are  presented  to  show  that  he  is  not 
beneficial.  In  this  case  there  was  not  a  syllable  of  proof  before  the 
lodge,  the  Grand  Committee  or  the  Grand  Lodge  showing  that  the 
brother  was  non-beneficial.  Certain  certificates  from  a  physician  were 
not  before  any  of  the  bodies  hearing  the  case.  They  are  not  certified 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  as  a  part  of  the  record.  There  are  two  facts 
disclosed  in  the  record  that  go  to  show  that  the  lodge  was  disposed  to 
deprive  Brother  Reisman  of  his  right  to  benefits. 

1.  The  lodge  placed  him  on  the  sick  list,  as  the  fragments  of  minutes 
furnished  by  the  lodge  show.  He  was  kept  there  from  May  28,  1908, 
to  June  2,  1909,  as  shown  on  pages  13  and  14  of  the  record.  Various 
small  sums  were  given  to  him  as  he  appealed  for  help  and  one  week’s 
benefits  were  actually  paid  him.  He  was  not  taken  off  the  sick  list  and 
no  reason  appears  in  the  evidence  why  he  should  have  been. 

2.  The  lodge  refused  to-  show  its  original  book  of  minutes  to  the 
trial  committee.  A  week’s  time  was  given  to  enable  them  to  produce  the 
records.  Though  the  lodge’s  representative  was  present  the  minutes 
were  not  produced,  because  he  did  not  think  it  necessary.  It  is  a 
familiar  rule  of  law,  as  well  as  common  sense,  that  the  failure  or  re¬ 
fusal  to  produce  evidence  in  the  possession  of  a  party  to  a  controversy 
when  required  to  do  so,  raises  the  presumption  that  it  would,  if  pro¬ 
duced,  operate  against  the  party  so  refusing.  In  this  case  the  com¬ 
mittee  was  unable  to  compel  the  production  of  the  minutes.  It  did  not 
have  the  power  of  the  courts  to  fine  and  imprison  for  refusing  the 
proper  demands  of  the  trial  court.  It  is  fair,  therefore,  to  assume  that 
the  lodge  feared  the  effect  of  its  actions  as  recorded  in  its  minutes. 
Presumably  only  such  portions  are  printed  in  the  record  before  us  as 
were  favorable  to  the  lodge  and  adverse  to  Reisman.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  so-called  “  excerpts  from  minutes  ”  are  not  certified 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  New  York  as  being  before  the  several  trial 
bodies.  By  what  means  they  were  inserted  we  are  not  advised. 

Eminent  counsel  appeared  before  your  committee  in  behalf  of  both 
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lodge  and  Brother  Reisman.  After  thorough  consideration  of  all  the 
facts  adduced  from  the  record  filed,  your  committee  believes  that  justice 
can  only  be  done  by  affirming  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York  and  the  decision  of  the  District  Grand  Committee  and  we  so 
recommend.

(Minority)  Report  40.  By  Rep.  Eastin,  of  Missouri,  from  the 
same  committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

A  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Appeals,  having  duly  considered 
the  appeal  of  Mendelssohn  Lodge,  No.  285,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  submit  the  following  report: 

Past  Grand  Morris  Reisman,  made  a  claim  for  sick  benefits  against 
Mendelssohn  Lodge,  and  the  Noble  Grand,  after  looking  into  the  matter, 
decided  “  that,  according  to  Section  6b,  Article  IX,  By-Laws,  Brother 
Reisman  is  not  entitled  to  any  sick  benefits.”  The  By-Law  referred  to 
reads,  “A  member,  being  in  arrears  and  paying  back  dues,  etc.,  and 
who  at  the  time  of  payment  is  sick,  is  not  entitled  to  any  sick  benefits 
during  the  time  of  such  sickness.” 

The  brother’s  illness  continued,  and  reports  upon  his  condition  were 
regularly  received,  but  no  benefits  were  paid  him.  On  February  16, 
1909,  he  wrote:  “I  .  .  .  .  ask  for  the  last  time  that  the  sick  benefits 
due  me  ....  be  ordered  paid  out  to  me.  Should  you  not  settle  this 
matter  in  this  meeting,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  appeal  to  the  higher 
authorities  of  our  Order.”  March  3,  this  letter  was  read  in  the  lodge 
and  “  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  to  report  by  next 
I  meeting.”  March  11  “  the  special  committee  reported  that  they  had 
gone  into  a  thorough  examination  of  the  matter  and  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  decision  of  the  Noble  Grand  of  July  1,  1908,  ....  was 
correct.”  April  21,  the  minutes  of  the  lodge  show:  “  In  the  matter  of 
the  complaint  of  Brother  Reisman,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  ex¬ 
amine  into  and  report  about  it  to  the  lodge  at  the  next  opportunity.” 
May  19,  “  the  committee  last  mentioned  was  by  order  of  D.  D.  G.  M. 
Mesch  discharged,  and  Brother  Reisman  requested  to  turn  his  matter 
over  to  D.  D.  Mesch,  personally.” 

This  seems  to  have  ended  the  matter  with  the  subordinate  lodge,  and 
up  to  this  point,  none  of  the  facts  upon  which  the  claim  was  based  or 
upon  which  payment  was  denied,  appear. 

We  next  hear  of  the  matter  on  .Tune  18,  1909,  when  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  of  the  District  Grand  Committee  met  for  its  consideration. 
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The  papers  in  the  case  not  being  complete,  an  adjournment  was  taken. 
On  July  30,  following,  the  committee  met  again  and  adjourned  for  want 
of  a  quorum.  On  August  6  the  committee  again  met  and  “  Counsel  for 
Mendelssohn  Lodge  contended  that  appellant  had  been  sick  at  the  time 
when  he  was  not  in  good  standing  on  the  books  of  the  lodge.  As  this  did 
not  plainly  appear  from  the  excerpts  of  the  minutes,  the  committee  de¬ 
cided  that  the  representative  of  the  lodge  be  ordered  to  furnish  the 
minutes  of  the  time  from  January  29,  1908,  to  June  3,  1908 — both  dates 
included — to  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee.”  An  adjournment  was 
then  taken  to  August  13. 

The  committee  assembled  pursuant  to  this  adjournment  and  counsel 
for  the  lodge,  being  interrogated,  “  declared  that  he  had  not  brought 
the  original  record  book  ....  because  he  had  not  thought  it  to  be 
necessary,”  and  “  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  with  the  matter  without 
the  record  book.” 

Then  follows  in  the  printed  record  before  us  a  somewhat  extended 
recital,  purporting  to  be  the  finding  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of 
the  District  Grand  Committee.  In  this  paper  many  references  are 
made  to  excerpts  from  the  minutes  of  the  lodge.  Recitals  relative  to 
the  procedure  adopted  occupy  a  large  portion  of  the  report,  and  com¬ 
ments,  arguments  and  conclusions  constitute  the  remainder  of  the 
matter  contained  in  the  document.  Upon  the  vital  question  of  good 
standing  the  report  says:  “The  representative  of  the  appellant  (Reis- 
man)  contended  that  the  appellant  had  paid  all  his  back  dues  on  April 
1,  1908.”  No  official  receipt,  no  entry  upon  the  books,  nothing  but  the 
“  contention.”  This  document  constitutes  the  finding  of  facts  and  the 
judgment  based  thereon,  but  the  facts  recited  do  not  warrant  the  judg¬ 
ment. 

We  are  left,  therefore,  without  light,  and  we  must  blindly  and  ar¬ 
bitrarily  affirm  the  judgment  or  reverse  and  remand  it.  We  cannot 
adopt  the  former  course,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  good  reason  for 
not  adopting  the  latter.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  we  recommend  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  be  re¬ 
versed  and  the  cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial  without  prejudice  to 
either  party.

under  consideration,  the  statistical  information  concerning  the  different 
Homes,  as  given  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  is  just  and  complete.

However,  we  note  that  there  are  ten  Jurisdictions  where  Homes 
have  not  yet  been  established;  all  of  these  Jurisdictions  are  raising 
funds  for  this  purpose,  the  amounts  now  on  hand  ranging  from  $900.00, 
the  lowest,  to  $48,754.93.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  all 
Jurisdictions  who  have  twenty  thousand  dollars  or  more,  should  at 
once  go  to  work  and  establish  a  Home,  and  we  would  recommend  that 
they  do  so. 

The  maintenance  of  Homes  for  the  children  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows, 
and  for  old  and  indigent  members  of  our  Order,  is  a  distinctive  feature 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  we  believe  has  been,  and  is  still,  the  greatest 
factor  in  the  wonderful  growth  of  our  Order. 

We  would,  therefore,  urge  upon  our  members  everywhere  to  continue 
that  liberal  support  to  the  Homes  of  the  Order  that  they  have  hereto¬ 
fore  given.

“  Whereas,  Since  that  date  Grand  Sire  W.  L.  Kuykendall  has  also 
placed  Exploits  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Grand  Falls,  under  the  same  jurisdic¬

“  Whereas,  This  Grand  Body  believes  that  it  would  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  our  Order  that  the  colony  of  Newfoundland  be  brought

“  Resolved ,  That  our  Grand  Representatives  are  hereby  instructed  to 
apply  for  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  sanction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  place  the  colony  of  Newfoundland  as  a  whole  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  Grand  Body,  with  authority  to  institute  all  the  branches 
of  our  Order  therein.” 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  transferring  the  colony  of  Newfound¬ 
land  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
of  Canada  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions.

No.  52.  Eep.  Macgowan,  of  Maritime  Provinces,  moved  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions :

No  hotel  keeper,  licensed 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloon  keeper,  bartender  or  professional 
gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order.” 

Signed  by  Representatives  from  Seven  Grand  Bodies. 

No.  53.  Rep.  Shearer,  of  Indian  Territory,  moved  the  following, 
for  which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  wire  a  request 
to  the  Attorney-General  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  asking  permission  for 
Grand  Representatives  and  visitors  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to 
be  permitted  to  visit  the  Federal  Prison  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  Thursday 
and  Friday,  September  22  and  23,  all  visiting  privileges  having  been 
suspended  owing  to  building  operations  at  present.

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  it  was  adopted. 

No.  54.  Reps.  Birdseye  and  Ralston,  of  Washington,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Bodies  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  given, 
the  power  to  enact  such  legislation  in  their  respective  Jurisdictions  as 
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shall  make  it  compulsory  upon  all  subordinate  lodges  and  encamp¬ 
ments  in  any  city  or  town  therein  having  two  or  more  subordinate 
lodges,  or  one  or  more  subordinate  lodges  and  one  or  more  subordinate 
encampments,  to  form,  and  maintain  by  per  capita  tax  assessment 
upon  the  membership  of  such  subordinate  lodges,  a  General  Relief 
Committee,  and  to  conduct  and  co-operate  in  general  relief  work 
among  sojourning  members  of  the  Order  in  such  cities  and  towns 
through  such  General  Relief  Committee.

(Majority)  Report  59.  By  Rep.  Borst,  of  New  York,  from  the 
Committee  on  Appeals : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Unity  Lodge  of  Michigan  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that 
State,  reversing  the  action  of  Unity  Lodge  in  expelling  J.  C.  vEdden, 
one  of  its  members,  respectfully  report: 

Unity  Lodge  expelled  the  accused  for  contempt  committed  on  his 
trial  under  charges,  contained  in  specifications.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  reversed  the  action  of  the  subordinate  lodge  and  restored  the 
accused  to  membership.  This  result  was  reached  as  stated  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  three  reasons 
which,  if  well  founded,  fully  sustain  that  committee  and  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  adopting  its  report. 

The  reasons,  as  stated  by  the  committee,  were: 

“  First.  That  the  charges  and  specifications  do  not  constitute  any 
lawful  charges  upon  which  the  brother  could  be  tried. 

“  Second.  That  when  Brother  Edden  purged  himself  of  contempt  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  lodge  to  reopen  the  case  and  proceed  then  with 
the  trial;  and 

“  Third.  That  the  law  was  not  complied  with  by  the  lodge  in  read¬ 
ing  the  findings  of  the  committee  at  two  regular  meetings.” 

We  think,  however,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  in  error  in  the  conclusions 
reached  in  each  of  these  three  reasons  assigned  for  reversal. 

A  consideration  of  the  first  of  these  reasons  calls  for  an  examination 
as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  charges  on  which  the  accused  was  put  to 
trial. 

In  these  he  is  distinctly  charged  with  copying  in  the  presence  of 
others  a  charge  in  full  from  the  Ritual  of  the  Order;  with  exhibiting 
in  the  lodge-room  a  typewritten  copy  of  a  part  of  the  Ritual  in  key  form, 
coupled  with  the  remark  that  he  had  no  further  use  for  the  Ritual  as 
he  had  one  of  his  own;  with  the  further  charge  that  he  was  guilty  of 
stealing  or  furnishing  keys  whereby  others  could  enter  and  steal  charges 
against  himself  from  the  Recording  Secretary’s  desk. 

It  needs  no  argument,  we  think,  to  show  that  these  charges  stated 
offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  Order  rendering  a  brother  committing 
them  amenable  to  punishment.  In  fact,  it  has  been  repeatedly  so  held 
by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  2225,  2238. 
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As  the  accused  was  not  tried  on  the  charges  preferred  against  him, 
but  convicted  on  a  matter  ancillary  to  the  trial,  the  charges  being  held 
sufficient,  there  must  of  necessity  be  a  reversal  of  the  judgment  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  The  question  of  whether  such  reversal  should  call  for  a 
new  trial  in  the  subordinate  lodge  we  now  proceed  to  consider. 

A  consideration  of  the  second  reason  assigned  as  cause  for  reversal 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  leads  us  into  a  more  extended  history  of  the  case. 

After  the  selection  of  a  trial  committee  in  the  lodge  for  the  trial 
of  the  accused,  he  challenged  two  of  its  members  without  assigning 
any  reason  therefor.  This  challenge  was  properly  overruled  by  the 
vote  of  the  lodge. 

The  trial  committee  was  thereafter  duly  organized  and  met  on  April 
16,  1909,  to  proceed  with  the  trial  of  the  accused  on  the  charges  to 
which  we  have  referred.  The  accused  had  been  duly  notified  and  was 
present  with  counsel.  He  challenged  the  committee  on  certain  assigned 
grounds  which  were  overruled.  He  then  raised  certain  objections  to 
the  rights  of  the  committee  to  proceed,  which  being  overruled,  he  again 
claimed  the  right  to  challenge  the  committee  which  was  also  over¬ 
ruled,  and  the  trial  directed  to  proceed.  He  and  his  counsel  then  left 
the  committee  and  the  hall  with  no  word  of  excuse  or  apology  so  far 
as  the  record  discloses  for  so  doing.  Thereupon  the  trial  committee 
held  the  accused  guilty  of  contempt  and  recommended  his  expulsion. 
They  prepared  in  due  form  a  resolution  to  carry  their  recommendation 
into  effect  and  reported  the  same  to  the  lodge  at  its  meeting,  April  22. 

The  trial  committee  was  clearly  right  in  its  conclusion  that  the 
accused  was  guilty  of  contempt.  In  fact,  no  other  action  could  be  taken 
by  the  committee  unless  they  abandoned  the  purpose  for  which  they 
assembled.  They  could  not  try  the  accused  in  his  absence  and  he 
.refused  to  remain  for  trial.  The  accused  and  his  counsel  refused  to 
abide  by  the  rulings  of  the  committee,  although  they  had  a  clear  and 
positive  right  to  have  such  rulings  corrected  on  appeal  if  erroneous. 
They  were  contemptuous  toward  the  committee;  their  conduct  was  not 
only  a  direct  insult  to  the  committee,  but  also  to  the  lodge  and  the 
Order,  and  a  direct  repudiation  of  the  obligation  which  the  accused  had 
taken  to  obey  the  laws  and  rules  of  the  Order.  It  has  been  repeatedly 
held  that  if  a  member  of  the  Order  refuses  to  stand  trial  he  cannot  be 
formally  tried,  in  which  case  he  may  be  expelled  for  contempt. 

Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  1025,  1957,  1992. 

Rule  4  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  provides, 
“  Should  the  accused,  having  been  duly  notified  of  the  time  and  place, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  committee  of  trial  at  the  time 
designated,  the  committee  shall  in  the  exercise  of  a  reasonable  discre¬ 
tion,  report  him  guilty  of  contempt  to  the  lodge  and  submit  a  resolution 
for  his  expulsion.” 

In  Busbee’s  Digest  it  is  held  at  Sections  1975,  2063,  “  The  refusal  or 
wilful  neglect  of  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  to  appear  and  answer 
to  charges  preferred  against  him  constitute  contempt.” 

Here  there  was  no  discretion,  no  other  reasonable  course  open  to  the 
committee  except  to  make  the  report  that  was  made.  The  accused  and 
his  counsel  acted  intentionally,  hence  wilfully. 

It  is  held  the  world  over,  that  a  man  is  presumed  to  intend  the 
necessary  consequences  of  his  acts.  Here  the  accused  and  his  counsel 
objected  and  challenged  the  right  of  the  committee  to  proceed.  When 
their  contentions  were  not  sustained  they  left  the  committee  and  thereby 
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necessarily  left  it  to  be  inferred  that  they  would  take  the  necessary 
consequences  to  the  accused  of  their  acts.  The  legal  presumption  in¬ 
evitably  follows  that  the  accused  determined  to  defy  the  committee  and 
abide  by  the  result.  It  is  urged  upon  this  committee  that  later  the 
accused  changed  his  mind.  However,  that  may  be  it  cannot  affect  the 
force  of  what  he  did  before  the  committee,  nor  its  right  to  convict  him 
of  contempt.  His  subsequent  action  may  well  have  been  considered  by 
the  lodge  in  its  disposition  of  the  case,  but  this  in  no  way  affected  his 
legal  status  before  the  committee  or  the  legality  of  its  determination. 

Though  we  should  concede  his  objection  well  taken  before  the  com¬ 
mittee,  that  the  specifications  as  urged  by  the  Committee  of  Appeals  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  charge  no  offense,  yet  the  just,  proper  and  legal  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  laws  of  the  Order  require  that  when  called  for  trial 
to  answer  before  the  proper  tribunal,  he  must  promptly  attend  and 
cheerfully  yield  obedience,  otherwise  the  laws  of  this  great  fraternity 
may  be  repudiated  and  treated  with  contempt  by  its  own  members. 

The  next  step  in  the  history  of  this  case  brings  us  to  the  proceedings 
which  followed  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  the  committee  to  the 
lodge  on  April  22.  At  this  meeting  the  report  was  read  from  the 
minutes  into  which  it  had  been  copied.  The  accused  was  present  and 
said,  “  He  would  like  to  have  the  lodge  reopen  the  case,  that  he  was 
here  to  purge  himself.  No  action  was  taken  in  the  matter.” 

At  the  next  meeting,  held  May  6,  the  accused  was  again  present,  hav¬ 
ing  been  duly  notified  that  final  action  would  be  taken  on  the  report  of 
the  trial  committee.  He  then  presented  objections  to  the  report,  claim¬ 
ing  that  the  trial  committee  had  not  performed  their  duty  in  not  reading 
their  report  at  two  regular  meetings.  This  objection  was  overruled,  the 
report  of  the  committee  adopted  and  he  was  expelled  by  the  vote  of 
the  lodge  duly  taken. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  accused  did  not  purge  himself  of  the  con¬ 
tempt  found  against  him.  He  did  state  at  the  meeting  of  April  29  that 
he  was  there  to  purge  himself,  but  he  did  not  do  so.  Webster  says, 
“  To  purge  is  to  clear  oneself  of  guilt  or  liability.”  To  have  purged 
himself,  he  must  have  explained  his  conduct  and  given  sufficient  rea¬ 
son  for  his  actions.  He  gave  no  excuse,  nor  did  he  offer  any  apology 
for  leaving  the  trial  committee  in  the  way  he  did  and  thereby  refusing 
to  be  tried.  He  made  no  statement  to  the  effect  that  he  had  acted 
wrongly.  The  statement  that  he  was  there  to  purge  himself  without 
anything  further  might  well  have  been  considered*  by  the  lodge  and 
perhaps  was  rightly  so  considered  as  an  attempt  to  avoid  an  apology. 
Possibly  had  some  of  us  been  there,  we  might  have  asked  him  how  he 
wanted  to  purge  himself,  what  excuse  he  had  to  offer  for  his  conduct. 
But  the  members  of  the  lodge  evidently  did  not  feel  called  upon  to 
speak,  and  they  were  not  legally  or  morally  required  to  do  so.  He 
attended  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  lodge  on  May  6  and  then  having 
had  ample  time  for  reflection,  he  made  no  apology,  but  renewed  his 
unfounded  objections  to  the  action  of  the  trial  committee. 

Clause  5  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Order  of  Michigan,  while  not 
making  provision  for  the  specific  case  of  contempt  under  consideration, 
makes  it  clear  that  in  all  the  cases  of  contempt  provided  for  by  such 
laws  the  accused  is  the  actor  and  he  must  purge  himself  of  contempt 
by  presenting  his  excuse  and  ask  for  a  trial  on  the  charges. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  were  con¬ 
fined  under  their  By-Laws,  Article  VI,  Section  3,  to  matters  of  law,  in- 
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formality  or  lack  of  fairness  in  the  proceedings,  and  any  allegation  of 
lack  of  fairness  to  be  entitled  to  any  consideration  must  be  sustained 
by  competent  proof.  As  the  proceeding  was  conducted  according  to  law, 
with  regularity  and  no  claim  shown  or  made  of  lack  of  fairness,  the 
action  of  the  subordinate  lodge  should  stand  so  far  as  the  second  rea¬ 
son  of  the  Grand  Lodge  presented  is  concerned. 

We  may  think  the  punishment  severe,  but  that  was  matter  for  the 
lodge  to  pass  upon.  The  punishment  meted  out  is  one  not  only  author¬ 
ized  in  such  cases  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  expressly  directed, 
as  we  have  seen,  by  Rule  4  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
.Michigan,  and  we  should  not  interfere  with  the  discretion  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  in  that  respect.  To  do  so  except  in  clear  cases  of  ex¬ 
cessive  punishment  would  create  confusion  and  throw  upon  appellant 
tribunals  an  unending  number  of  cases  for  review  in  that  regard. 

The  record  shows  that  the  third  reason  assigned  for  reversal  by  the 
committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  entirely  without  merit.  Clause  6  of 
Section  4,  Article  II  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michi¬ 
gan  requires  a  notice  for  expulsion  after  it  has  been  submitted  in  due 
form  to  be  announced  at  two  regular  meetings  before  final  action  is 
taken.  The  notice  was  read  from  the  minutes  of  the  lodge  at  its  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  held  April  29,  and  again  read  at  the  regular  meeting  May 
6,  at  which  final  action  was  taken.  We  think  this  sufficiently  meets  the 
requirements  referred  to. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  should  be  sustained. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  in  reversing  the  action  of  Unity  Lodge  of  that  State  in  ex¬ 
pelling  J.  C.  Edden,  be  reversed  and  that  the  decision  of  Unity  Lodge 
in  that  regard  be  affirmed.

(Minority)  Report  60.  By  Rep.  Eastin,  of  Missouri,  from  the 
same  committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

A  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Appeals,  finding  themselves  unable 
to  concur  in  the  report  prepared  by  the  majority,  beg  to  submit  here¬ 
with  their  reasons  for  the  dissent. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Edden,  member  of  Unity  Lodge,  No.  407,  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  Michigan,  was  put  upon  trial  in  his  lodge  upon  a  complaint 
charging  him  with  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  in  four  speci¬ 
fications,  as  follows: 

“  Specification  1. — That  the  above-named  brother,  J.  C.  Edden,  is 
guilty  as  charged,  in  this:  That  on  or  about  the  fourth  day  of  August, 
1908,  in  the  lodge-room  in  the  presence  of  other  members,  he  did  write 
the  left  scene  supporter’s  charge  in  full,  copying  same  from  the  Ritual. 
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“  Specification  2. — That  the  above-named  brother,  J.  C.  Edden,  is 
guilty  as  charged,  in  this:  That  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1908,  did  exhibit  and  show  in  lodge-room  of  Unity,  a  typewritten 
copy  of  a  part  of  the  Ritual  in  key  form  (meaning  by  this  the  first 
letter  of  each  word)  purporting  the  same  to  be  the  Noble  Grand’s 
charge  of  the  initiatory  degree,  with  the  opening  and  closing  charges 
of  the  lodge. 

“  Specification  3. — That  the  above-named  brother,  J.  C.  Edden,  is 
guilty  as  charged,  in  this:  That  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1908,  did  make  the  remark  in  the  lodge-room  of  Unity  Lodge,  that 
he  had  no  further  use  for  the  Ritual  as  he  had  one  of  his  own. 

“  Specification  4. — That  the  above-named  brother,  J.  C.  Edden,  is 
guilty  as  charged,  in  this:  That  on  or  about  the  30th  day  of  January, 
1909,  did  steal  or  furnish  keys  whereby  others  could  enter  and  steal 
charges  and  specifications  against  himself  from  the  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary’s  desk,  he  as  Noble  Grand  of  the  lodge  having  keys  to  the  same.” 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge  a  trial  committee  was  selected  and 
the  accused  challenged  two  members  of  the  committee,  but  gave  no  rea¬ 
son  for  his  action.  The  challenges  were  overruled  and  the  committee 
allowed  to  stand,  but  the  accused  proposed  to  add  to  the  order  confirm¬ 
ing  the  appointment  the  words,  “  subject  to  challenge  by  his  counsel 
at  time  of  trial,”  and  stated  that,  although  he  had  no  proof  of  the  fact, 
he  thought  the  brothers  challenged  were  prejudiced  against  him.  The 
amendment  was  denied. 

The  trial  committee  organized  and  appointed  April  16,  1909,  for 
the  hearing  of  the  case.  Timely  and  proper  notice  was  given  and  at  the 
time  and  place  designated  all  parties  appeared.  Counsel  for  the  accused 
asked  to  challenge  the  committee  because  it  was  not  constituted  ac¬ 
cording  to  law.  The  request  was  overruled  and  the  objection  was 
then  made  that  the  accused,  who  was  Noble  Grand  of  the  lodge,  was 
forced  from  the  Chair  and  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Right  Sup¬ 
porter,  which  was  not  according  to  law.  This  objection  was  also  over¬ 
ruled.  The  accused  then  objected  upon  the  ground  that  the  charges 
should  have  been  brought  by  the  Vice  Grand,  and  this  objection  was 
also  overruled.  Whereupon  “  Francois  (counsel  for  the  accused)  again 
declared  that  he  had  a  right  to  challenge  the  committee,  which  was 
overruled  ....  and  the  trial  ordered  to  proceed.  Francois  declared 
that  they  would  not  proceed  with  the  trial  and  got  up,  and  with  Bro. 
J.  C.  Edden,  left  the  hall.” 

The  trial  committee  held  that  this  conduct  constituted  contempt  and 
presented  a  report  to  the  lodge  carrying  with  it  a  resolution  recom¬ 
mending  his  expulsion.  A  copy  of  the  resolution  was  served  upon  the 
accused  and  at  a  regular  meeting  held  April  29,  1909,  the  report  of  the 
trial  committee,  having  been  recorded  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  April  22, 
was  read  therefrom,  whereupon.  Brother  Edden  “  said  he  would  like  to 
have  the  lodge  reopen  the  case;  that  he  was  there  to  purge  himself.  No 
action  taken  in  the  matter.” 

At  a  regular  meeting  on  May  6,  the  lodge  proceeded  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  report  and  resolution  of  the  trial  committee,  and  by  vote  of 
13  to  6  adopted  the  resolution  and  expelled  the  brother. 

He  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  and  that  Body  reversed 
the  action  of  the  lodge  upon  the  grounds  stated  succinctly  in  the  report 
of  its  Committee  on  Appeals,  as  follows: 
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“  First.  That  the  charges  and  specifications  do  not  constitute  any 
lawful  charges  upon  which  the  brother  could  be  tried. 

“  Second.  That  when  Brother  Edden  purged  himself  of  contempt  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  lodge  to  reopen  the  case  and  proceed  then  with  the 
trial;  and 

“  Third.  That  the  law  was  not  complied  with  by  the  lodge  in  reading 
the  findings  of  the  committee  at  two  regular  meetings.” 

The  lodge  received  permission  to  appeal  to  this  Body  and  the  case  is 
here  for  review. 

The  minority  of  your  committee  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  by 
the  majority  upon  the  first  and  third  grounds  assigned  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan  for  a  reversal  of  the  cause,  and  believe  that  upon 
those  grounds  the  Grand  Lodge  was  in  error.  Our  dissent  is  based 
solely  upon  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  majority  of  your  committee 
upon  the  second  ground. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  held  that  the  brother  had  purged 
himself.  The  minority  of  your  committee  will  not  go  so  far.  The 
record  shows  that  the  accused  brother  at  the  first  meeting  after  the 
report,  and  before  any  action  could  have  been  taken  under  the  law, 
requested  to  have  the  lodge  reopen  the  case  and  stated  that  he  was 
ready  to  purge  the  contempt.  Upon  this  request  no  action  was  taken. 
What  was  the  situation  at  that  moment?  The  contempt  had  been  com¬ 
mitted  before  the  committee.  The  committee  so  found  and  made  a 
formal  report  to  the  lodge.  That  report  had  been  before  the  lodge  one 
week  and  had  to  lie  there  still  another  before  action  could  be  taken. 
The  majority  report  says,  “  It  will  be  noted  that  the  accused  did  not 

purge  himself  of  the  contempt  found  against  him . He  gave  no 

excuse,  nor  did  he  offer  any  apology  for  leaving  the  trial  committee  in 
the  way  he  did  and  thereby  refusing  to  be  tried.  He  made  no  statement 
that  he  had  acted  wrongly.” 

In  proceedings  in  contempt  the  offended  tribunal  cannot  be  harsh 
and  technical.  In  criminal  contempt,  to  which  this  case  belongs,  the 
accused  is  entitled  to  all  the  presumptions  that  prevail  in  his  favor  in 
any  other  criminal  proceeding.  There  can  be  no  criminal  contempt 
unless  there  is  a  wilful  purpose  and  intent  to  be  contemptuous,  and, 
as  the  purpose  is  entirely  in  the  mind  of  the  accused,  he  may  always 
be  heard  either  in  extenuation  or  apology. 

The  accused  in  this  case  asked  that  the  case  be  reopened  and  said, 
“  I  am  here  to  purge  the  contempt.”  Upon  this  the  lodge  took  no 
action.  When  the  brother  made  his  offer  the  lodge  should  have  heard 
him  and  should  have  signified  its  willingness  to  permit  him  to  relieve 
himself  of  the  charge.  It  will  not  suffice,  in  such  a  proceeding  as  this,  to 
say  that  the  brother  offered  no  excuse  or  apology.  He  could  not  do  this 
until  he  had  the  consent  of  the  lodge.  When  he  made  the  request  to 
reopen,  accompanied  by  the  offer  to  purge,  “  no  action  ”  by  the  lodge 
was  tantamount  to  adverse  action. 

He  might  have  made  known  a  valid  reason  for  leaving  the  presence 
of  the  committee,  or  he  might  have  made  such  amends  for  his  conduct 
that  the  committee  could  have  forgiven  him,  or  should  have  forgiven 
him,  or  that  the  lodge  would  have  said  he  should  have  been  forgiven. 
If  he  failed  to  make  a  satisfactory  showing  the  lodge  would  have  had 
his  efforts  before  it  and  could  have  passed  intelligently  upon  them. 

If  the  brother  had  succeeded  in  removing  the  contempt  the  case  be- 
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gun  originally  against  him  could  have  proceeded  to  trial  in  an  orderly 
manner,  and  we  should  have  had  the  judgment  of  the  lodge  upon  the 
grave  offenses  charged  in  the  complaint.  Instead,  we  have  a  brother 
placed  upon  trial  for  one  offense  and  convicted  of  another,  and  that 
too  without  a  hearing  upon  either.  To  approve  such  a  judgment  would 
tend  to  license  tyranny. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  be  reversed  and  that  the  cause  be  returned  to  Unity  Lodge 
with  directions  to  give  the  accused  a  hearing  in  the  contempt  pro¬ 
ceeding.

It  shows  the  Order  to  be  in  an  excellent  condition,  while  the  increase 
in  membership  is  not  as  large  as  last  year,  nor  are  the  finances,  in  as 
good  condition,  yet  there  are  reasons  of  such  a  decrease  apparent  to 
every  Odd  Fellow,  in  the  business  condition  of  the  country  and  we  hope 
and  trust  that  next  year  will  show  a  marked  increase  in  membership 
and  finances  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  * 

We  approve  the  Anniversary  and  Memorial  Proclamations.  We  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Sire  in  approving  the  By-Laws  of 
the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges,  on  page  496,  be  approved,  and  that 
charters  be  issued  to  the  three  new  lodges  instituted  during  the  past 
year.  We  also  approve  the  Constitution  of  La  Gloria  Rebekah  Lodge 
of  Cuba  and  recommend  that  the  action  be  approved  and  charter  be 
issued.

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are  pending  against  him,  without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Trans¬ 
fer  Certificate  with  coupon  attached,  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the 
Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for  the  same;  and  upon  receipt  of  the 
Transfer  Certificate,  the  member  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  become  a  member  of  his  new  lodge  or  encampment  without  the 
payment  of  any  admission  fee;  provided,  that  if  a  physician’s  certifi¬ 
cate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the  same.  The  issuing  of 
a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  not  sever  membership  in  the  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  issuing  it  until  that  lodge  or  encampment  has  received  notice, 
on  coupon  attached  to  such  Transfer  Certificate,  said  coupon  bearing 
seal  of  lodge  or  encampment  sending  same,  that  the  brother  has  com¬ 
pleted  his  membership  by  signing  the  Constitution  of  the  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  in  which  he  has  been  elected;  his  membership  ceasing  in 
the  former  lodge  or  encampment  only  on  the  night  he  signs  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  new  lodge  or  encampment  in  which  he  has  been  elected, 
and  otherwise,  the  Transfer  Certificate  shall  become  null  and  void  after 
one  month  from  the  date  of  its  issuance. 

The  provisions  hereof  shall  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges  the  same  as  to 
subordinate  lodges  and  encampments. 

Resolved,  That  all  decisions  and  legislation,  inconsistent  herewith, 
be  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

3.  We  would  recommend  that  the  semi-annual  return  forms  be  re- 
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vised  by  inserting  in  the  record  of  membership  both  in  the  additions  and 
deductions  a  provision  for  recording  the  number  of  members  trans¬ 
ferred  under  the  new  transfer  law. 

4.  We  further  recommend  that  a  new  line  be  inserted  calling  for 
the  net  gain  and  loss. 

5.  We  would  further  recommend  that  the  semi-annual  blank  forms  be 
amended  so  that  the  word  transferred  be  inserted  below  the  words 
“  admitted  by  card,”  and  also  below  the  words  “  withdrawn  by  card  ” 
as  required  by  the  new  transfer  law. 

6.  We  would  also  point  out  that  the  Committee  on  Returns  in  Journal 
1908,  being  Report  57,  on  page  686,  recommended  that  in  the  blanks 
for  reports  from  subordinate  bodies  thereafter  printed  there  should  be 
added  spaces  to  show  the  net  gain  or  loss  in  membership  and  the  net 
gain  or  loss  in  assets  in  the  various  subordinates.

Regretting,  as  I  do,  my  inability  to  agree  with  my  brethren  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  I  feel  constrained  to  file  a  minority 
report  on  Resolution  45,  for  the  reasons  herein  set  forth: 

First.  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  said  resolu¬ 
tion  would  materially  aid  in  fostering  the  interest  in  the  Encampment 
branch  of  the  Order  and  materially  aid  in  the  enlargement  of  that 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Second.  That  it  would  materially  aid  all  Jurisdictions  when  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  is  small  in  number. 

Third.  That  there  appears  no  valid  reason  why  a  Grand  Encampment 
should  require  a  higher  qualification,  i.  e.,  that  of  Past  Chief  Patriarch, 
to  allow  a  visitor  to  be  present  in  a  Grand  Encampment  than  the  qualifi¬ 
cation  required  for  a  visitor  to  be  present  at  a  session  of  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body. 

Fourth.  That  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  in  no  wise  makes  it 
incumbent  for  any  Jurisdiction  to  permit  visitors  who  are  only  Royal 
Purple  degree  members,  but  only  permits  Jurisdictions  which  are  weak 
in  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  to  allow  Royal  Purple  degree 
members  to  visit  the  Grand  Encampment,  if  it  shall  so  elect,  to  so 
amend  its  Constitution. 

Fifth.  Because  in  many  Jurisdictions  such  rule  would  help  the 
Grand  Encampment  materially  in  securing  reduced  railroad  rates,  be¬ 
cause  many  Grand  Encampments  are  held  at  another  time  than  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  held. 
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Sixth.  It  is  not  just  that  all  Royal  Purple  degree  members  should 
have  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  Grand  Encampment,  for  the  reason 
that  such  members  are  often  asked  to  help  entertain  the  Grand  En-. 
campment  and  when  the  Grand  Encampment  comes  are  not  permitted 
to  visit  this  Body. 

Seventh.  It  is  urged  by  those  opposed  to  the  resolution  that  it  would 
be  necessary  for  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  amend  its  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  Constitution  and  that  this  Sovereign  Body  should  wait  until  such 
amendment  is  before  it  for  approval,  but  despite  this  objection  seem¬ 
ingly  forceful,  there  is  absolutely  no  reason  why  this  Sovereign  Body 
should  not  say  at  this  time  that  Grand  Encampments  may  have  the 
privilege  of  so  amending  their  Constitutions  in  this  respect  if  it  shall 
so  elect. 

For  these  reasons  the  resolution  should  be  adopted.

Athens,  Geoegia,  August  16,  1910. 

We  have  read  with  horror  in  the  press  of  our  country  of  the  oppres¬ 
sion  and  injustice  to  our  Hebrew  brethren  by  the  rulers  that  govern 
Russia. 

In  this  land  of  liberty  and  justice  to  all,  as  a  fraternal  Order  teach¬ 
ing  Friendship  and  Love  toward  all  mankind,  we  deplore  such  tyranny 
and  in  a  kindiy  spirit  of  what  we  deem  our  privilege  and  duty: 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Representatives  of  the  several  lodges  of  this, 
the  Sixteenth  Division,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  State 
of  Georgia,  United  States  of  America,  in  convention  assembled,  thus 
protest  against  such  inhuman  treatment  of  the  Jews  and  all  other 
oppressed  classes  in  the  Russian  Empire. 

Resolved  further,  That  it  is  not  the  purpose  or  sense  of  these  resolu¬ 
tions  to  enter  the  realm  of  politics  or  in  any  way  to  undertake  to  direct 
the  affairs  of  government,  but  to  thus  vigorously  protest  against  such 
treatment  toward  human  kind;  with  the  hope  that  the  same  may  lead 
to  such  action  by  the  powers  of  the  world,  as  will  change  this  unhappy, 
unfortunate  and  deplorable  condition. 

Resolved  further.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  division  meeting  furnish 
copies  of  these  resolutions  to  each  of  the  newspapers  in  the  counties 
here  represented,  and  that  copies  also  be  sent  to  each  of  our  Sovereign 
Representatives,  with  the  request  that  the  same  be  presented  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  session  in  September,  1910,  in  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  urging  such  action  on  the  subject  by  that  Body  as  will  promulgate 
a  protest  from  our  entire  Order  to  all  the  world  of  liberty  loving 
people.

Ho.  66.  Rep.  Boyd,  of  Tennessee,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Whereas,  Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  the  first  reg¬ 
ularly  constituted  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  on  the  North  American  Conti¬ 
nent,  was  instituted  in  strict  conformity  with  the  laws  and  usages  of 
English  Odd  Fellowship,  by  five  English  Odd  Fellows,  each  and  every 
one  of  whom  had  been  an  active  member  of  the  Order  in  England 
previous  to  his  emigration  to  this  Continent;  and 
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Whereas,  The  phraseology  of  our  Order’s  Anniversary  Proclamation 
is  such  as  to  often  lead  the  uninformed  both  in  and  out  of  our  Order, 
to  the  erroneous  conclusion  that  April  26,  1819,  was  the  date  on  which 
Odd  Fellowship  had  its  beginning;  and 

Whereas,  April  26,  1819,  was  not  the  date  on  which  either  English 
Odd  Fellowship  or  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  had  theii 
beginning,  but  was  simply  the  date  on  which  the  first  regularly  con¬ 
stituted  lodge  of  English  Odd  Fellowship  in  North  America  was  insti¬ 
tuted  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  strict  conformity  with  the  laws  and 
usages  of  English  Odd  Fellowship,  which  Order  at  the  time  was  one  of 
the  strongest  and  oldest  in  the  world;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  all  Grand  Sires,  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Presidents  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  all 
others  whose  duty  it  is  to  prepare  and  promulgate  the  Anniversary 
Proclamation  of  our  Order,  to  hereafter  in  the  drafting  and  wording  of 
said  Anniversary  Proclamations  to  specifically  state  and  declare  therein 
that  the  said  date  of  April  26  is  the  anniversary  of  the  organization 
and  institution  of  the  first  regularly  constituted  subordinate  lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows  on  the  Continent  of  North  America  and  that  the  same 
was  instituted  by  Thomas  Wildey,  John  Duncan,  John  Cheatham,  John 
Welch  and  Richard  Rushworth,  five  English  Odd  Fellows,  and  that  said 
subordinate  lodge  was  instituted  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  law 
and  usage  of  Odd  Fellowship — the  purpose  of  such  specific  declaration 
being  to  correct  the  erroneous  and  inexcusable  impression  which  exists 
in  the  minds  of  many  uninformed  Odd  Fellows  that  our  Order  cele¬ 
brates  the  anniversary  of  its  birth  on  April  26,  which  wrong  impression 
is  largely  attributable  to  the  heretofore  misleading  and  faulty  wording 
of  the  Anniversary  Proclamation.  The  facts  being  uncontroverted  that 
English  Odd  Fellowship  was  an  ancient  Order  at  the  time  that  five  of 
its  members,  who  had  emigrated  to  the  United  States,  extended  the 
Order  into  the  Western  world,  and  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  United 
States  was  not  divorced  from  the  parent  branch  of  the  Order  until 
February  22,  1821,  on  which  date  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
had  its  beginning.

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No.  67.  Rep.  Huddleston,  of  Alabama,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  in¬ 
coming  Grand  Sire  to  further  consider  and  report  at  our  next  annual 
session  upon  the  matter  of  establishing  and  maintaining  under  the  pat¬ 
ronage,  support  and  control  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  sanitarium 
or  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the  Order  having 
tuberculosis,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  be  at  no  expense  in  con¬ 
nection  with  such  committee. 

(Adopted.  See  Report  132.) 

Rep.  Huddleston,  of  Alabama,  laid  on  the  table  the  following 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution : 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  be  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  under  an  appropriate  number  the  follow¬ 
ing  as  a  separate  article: 

ARTICLE. 

Section  1.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  a  Board  of  Five 
Sanitarium  Trustees,  composed  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
and  three  members  to  be  selected  as  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  are  elected,  and  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  required  of 
Grand  Representatives.  One  of  such  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  their  respective 
successors  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  The  Grand  Sire 
shall  be  Chairman  of  such  Board,  and,  subject  to  such  rules,  regula¬ 
tions,  and  provisions  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to 
time  make  or  establish,  it  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  locating, 
establishing,  and  maintaining  one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  members  of  the  Order  having  tuberculosis.  Said  trustees 
shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  paid  their 
actual  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  elective  members  of  said  Board  shall  not,  because  of  such  mem¬ 
bership,  be  members  of  The  Sovereign  Lodge,  or  be  entitled  to  vote  or 
voice  therein. 

Signed  by  Representatives  from  Three  Grand  Bodies. 

Rep.  Huddleston,  of  Alabama,  laid  on  the  table  the  following 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution : 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  XIV  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  which  now  reads  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  revenue  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows: 
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1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments  or  subordinate 
lodges  or  encampments,  working  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction, 
$30.00. 

2.  Dues  from  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  En¬ 
campments,  $75.00  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall  be  entitled  to  in 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Dues  from  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments,  working  under 
the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  5  per  cent  on  their 
receipts. 

4.  Proceeds  of  the  sales  of  books,  cards,  diplomas,  odes  and  certifi¬ 
cates.” 

Be  amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof: 

“  5.  Proceeds  of  assessments  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  member 
per  annum,  which  may  be  levied  against  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments,  and  subordinate  lodges,  and  encampments,  working  under  its 
immediate  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintain¬ 
ing  one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Order  having  tuberculosis,”  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  1.  Revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  revenue  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments,  or  subordinate 
lodges  or  encampments  working  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction, 
$30.00. 

2.  Dues  from  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  En¬ 
campments,  $75.00  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall  be  entitled  to  in 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Dues  from  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments,  working  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  five  per  cent  on  their 
receipts. 

4.  Proceeds  of  the  sales  of  books,  cards,  diplomas,  odes  and  certificates. 

5.  Proceeds  of  assessments  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  member 
per  annum,  which  may  be  levied  against  Grand  lodges,  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  and  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  working  under  its 
immediate  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining 
one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Order  having  tuberculosis. 

Signed  by  Representatives  from  Three  Grand  Bodies. 

No.  68.  Rep.  Brett,  of  Ontario,  under  instructions  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order: 

Whereas,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  session  in  Seattle  in 
1909,  amended  the  Veteran  Jewel  regulations  providing  for  the  figures 
on  the  jewel  being  made  changeable,  so  that  every  five  years  of  addi¬ 
tional  service  could  be  added,  but  that  such  jewels  must  be  sent  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  such  changes,  with  the  sum  of  $2.00  to  pay 
the  cost  of  the  change;  and 
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Whereas,  It  would  be  impracticable  for  the  Canadian  Jurisdictions  to 
take  advantage  of  this  legislation,  on  account  of  the  express  charges 
and  duty  and  also  no  end  of  red  tape;  and 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  desires  permission  to  have  the 
change  of  the  date  of  the  jewels  in  Canadian  Jurisdictions  made  in 
Canada;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  legislation  be  introduced  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  grant  the  request  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario,  so  as  to  avoid 
all  red  tape  and  expense  in  connection  therewith. 

(Not  reported  on.) 

Bep.  Montague,  of  Virginia,  laid  on  tlie  table  the  following  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

Resolved,  That  Section  4,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  4.  Appeals.  With  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment  of  a  State,  District  or  Territory,  an  appeal  may  be  had 
by  any  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  such  consent,  however,  not  being  necessary  when  an  expelled 
lodge  or  encampment,  after  having  surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Encampment  all  its  effects,  appeals  from  such  decision.  Appeals 
may  also  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members  of  a  State,  District  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  from  the  decision 
thereof,  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  of  the  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Encampment,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until 
reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  appeal  therefrom.  All  appeals 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  subject  to  such  general  regula¬ 
tions  as  it  may  adopt,”  be,  and  is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
entire  sentence  in  line  8  of  said  Section  4,  after  the  word  “  decision  ” 
which  sentence  to  be  so  stricken  out  reads  as  follows: 

“  Appeals  may  also  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members  of  a  State, 
District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  from  the 
decision  thereof,  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  of  the  State,  District  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive  until  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  appeal  there¬ 
from,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  sentence  to  read  as  follows: 
“  Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of  the  Order  as  a  matter  of 
right,  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Encampment;  but 
in  all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal  therefrom,”  so  that  said 
Section  4,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution,  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  4.  Appeals.  With  the  consent  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment,  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  any  subordinate  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  such  consent,  however,  not 
being  necessary  when  an  expelled  lodge  or  encamnment,  after  having 
surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  all  its  effects, 
appeals  from  such  decision.  Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of 
the  Order,  as  a  matter  of  right,  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a 
Grand  Encampment;  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal 
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therefrom.  All  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  subject 
to  such  general  regulations  as  it  may  adopt.” 

Signed  by  Representatives  from  Four  Grand  Bodies. 

No.  69.  Eeps.  Cox,  of  Kentucky,  and  Hall,  of  Pennsjdvania, 
moved  the  following  and  asked  that  they  be  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Whekeas,  By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  Report  or  Resolutions  53,  presented  by  General  M. 
A.  Raney,  Commanding  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  as  such  President  of 
the  General  Military  Council  Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  O.  0.  F.  (Journal, 
pages  ,329-332)  1909,  it  will  be  seen  that  various  sections  of  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  Code  were  sought  to  be  amended  by  striking  out  or  add¬ 
ing  and  inserting  a  few  words  only  in  several  sections  thereof,  without 
showing  how  any  of  said  sections  would  read  as  amended,  and  without 
properly  showing  the  subject  matter  or  the  effect  of  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ments;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Report  or  Resolutions  53  were  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Patriarchs  Militant,  as  a  whole,  which  committee  made 
majority  and  minority  reports  thereon  (Journal,  page  389),  and  upon 
the  consideration  of  said  reports  (being  Reports  111  and  112,  Journal, 
page  407),  and  being  considered  without  further  reference,  said  Report 
or  Resolutions  53,  as  proposed  by  the  General  Military  Council,  was 
amended  in  two  particulars,  viz.:  Providing  that  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  coat  lapel  gold  badge  be  not  changed,  and  that  the  words  “  Asleep 
in  Jesus  ”  in  the  proposed  memorial  service  be  stricken  out  and  some 
suitable  hymn  substituted,  and  as  so  amended  upon  the  consideration 
of  said  Reports  111  and  112,  said  Report  or  Resolutions  (53)  as  sub¬ 
mitted  on  behalf  of  the  General  Military  Council  Patriarchs  Militant, 
was  recorded  and  reported  as  adopted  (Journal,  page  407) ;  and 

Whereas,  On  considering  said  Report  or  Resolutions  53  as  amended 
and  adopted,  a  number  of  Representatives  found  that  the  amendments 
gave  to  the  Military  Council  the  fees  for  all  commissions  issued  to  De¬ 
partment  Commanders,  officers  of  cantons  not  attached  to  Department 
Councils,  and  retired  officers.  Also  that  said  legislation  gave  to  the 
Military  Council  the  discount  on  all  supplies  sold  to  cantons  not  at¬ 
tached  to  Department  Councils,  and  according  to  information  sought 
and  obtained  it  was  found  that  these  various  items  would  give  an 
aggregate  of  about  $800  to  $1000  to  the  Military  Council;  and 

Whereas,  On  ascertaining  this,  two  Grand  Representatives  submitted 
the  same  to  the  Grand  Sire,  with  questions  in  regard  thereto.  The 
Grand  Sire  rendered  a  decision  holding  that  the  legislation  was  null 
and  void  because  the  amendments  affected  the  revenue  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  were  not  referred  to  or  considered  by  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  as  required  by  Rule  of  Order  38,  and  on  the  further  ground 
that  the  discount  thus  created  on  supplies  sold  to  cantons  not  attached 
to  Department  Councils,  and  which  was  undertaken  to  be  given  by  such 
legislation  to  the  Military  Council,  was  not  a  discount  in  any  proper 
sense,  and  that  such  discount,  if  allowed,  should  be  given  to  the  cantons 
and  not  to  the  Military  Council.  The  decision,  therefore,  prevents  the 
allowance  of  the  fees  for  commissions  and  the  discounts  named  to  the 
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Military  Council.  The  Representatives  submitting  the  matter  to  the 
Grand  Sire  also  made  the  point  that  the  manner  of  amending  was  in¬ 
sufficient  and  while  the  Grand  Sire  held  that  it  was  a  radical  departure 
from  the  general  course  of  amendment  pursued  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  and  was  probably  illegal,  he  could  not  see  his  way  to  hold  it 
illegal  on  that  ground,  but  did  so  on  the  two  other  grounds;  and 

Whereas,  The  Military  Council  gets  a  per  capita  tax  of  five  cents 
annually  on  each  member  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  which  aggregates 
at  least  $1200.00  per  year,  it  does  not  appear  how  or  why  this  additional 
sum  was  necessary  to  its  work,  especially  as  the  Military  Council  had 
a  balance  of  about  $1200.00  left  over  in  its  treasury;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  said  legislation  (Report  or  Resolutions 
53,  as  amended.  Journal  1909,  pages  329-332,  389,  407),  as  purports  to 
amend  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  paragraphs  numbered  three,  seven  and  eight  of  said  Report 
or  Resolutions  53,  be,  and  the  same  are.  hereby  declared  null  and  void 
as  not  having  been  legally  adopted  at  the  1909  annual  communication 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  because  so  much  of  said  legislation  as 
would  operate  to  amend  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  was  not  properly 
set  forth  so  as  to  show  the  purpose  and  effect  of  such  amendments,  nor 
so  as  to  show  how  such  sections  of  the  Code  would  read  when  so 
amended,  and  further  because  so  much  of  said  legislation  as  is  hereby 
declared  null  and  void  operated  to  appropriate  moneys  of  this  Grand 
Body  without  said  resolutions  having  that  effect;  having  first,  or  at 
some  time  before  their  consideration,  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  for  its  consideration  and  report  thereon  as  required  by  a 
standing  rule  of  this  Body,  providing  how  appropriations  of  money 
shall  be  made  in  all  cases. 

Resolved,  That  Section  6  of  the  Revised  Code  of  Laws  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “  have  served  one  term  as  a  Department 
Commander  and,”  so  that  said  Section  6  of  said  Patriarchs  Militant 
Code,  when  so  amended,  will  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Sire  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  shall  be  ex-officio  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Adjutant-General.  The 
active  command  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  vested  in  an  officer 
elected  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  a  term  of  four  years,  with 
the  rank  of  General.  He  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services 
and  expenses  such  sum  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  determine 
at  each  annual  session.  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  General  Com¬ 
manding,  a  chevalier  must,  at  the  time  of  election  be  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  canton  in  good  standing.” 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  legislation  adopted  at  the  meeting  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1909  annual  communication  and  em¬ 
braced  in  Report  or  Resolutions  53,  as  amended  and  adopted  (Journal 
1909,  pages  329-332,  389,  407),  as  purports  to  amend  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  Code,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  particularly  paragraphs 
numbered  three,  seven  and  eight  of  said  Report  or  Resolutions  53,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed. 

(See  Report  153.) 

No.  70.  Brother  Pinkerton,  Past  Grand  Sire,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  for  which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 
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"Whereas.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has,  without  invitation,  and  of 
its  own  volition  lor  reasons  of  economy,  voted  to  hold  its  next  session 
in  the  city  of  Indianapolis;  therefore,  he  it 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  does  not  expect  the 
brethren  of  Indiana  to  furnish  to  it  costly  and  elaborate  entertainment. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

No.  71.  Rep.  Boyd,  of  Tennessee,  moved  the  following,  for 
which  he  asked  immediate  consideration ; 

Resolved,  That  Grand  Representative  J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  far  away  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  be  invited  to  address  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  this  time. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

Rep.  Smith,  of  Australasia,  accordingly  addressed  the  Body  in  an 
able  and  eloquent  manner. 

Rep.  Kean,  of  Indiana,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  : 

Believing  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  progressive  in  its  character  and 
that  one  of  its  great  objects  is  to  elevate  the  character  of  man;  and 

Knowing  that  many  evil  influences  are  at  work  day  and  night,  in 
every  country  on  the  globe  where  Odd  Fellowship  exists,  to  demoralize 
and  ruin  thousands  upon  thousands  of  excellent  young  men  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  twenty-one  years;  and 

Firmly  believing  that  the  young  men  of  to-day,  with  all  of  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  Christian  churches,  of  the  greatest  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  the  world  has  ever  known,  and  living  under  the  influences  of 
the  greatest  fraternal  societies  that  ever  existed  on  the  face  of  the 
earth,  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  just  as  intelligent,  just  as  honest, 
better  educated,  and  in  every  particular,  just  as  worthy  of  membership 
in  our  Order  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  as  were  the  young  men 
twenty-one  years  of  age  who  were  admitted  to  our  Order  a  half  or  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago;  and 

Being  of  the  firm  and  conscientious  opinion  that  a  change  in  the 
Constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should  be  made,  so  that 
worthy  young  men  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  over,  can  be  admitted  to 
membership  in  our  noble  Order;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XVI  (16),  of  the  Constitution  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  :of  Odd  Fellows, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  ex¬ 
cept  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  .the 
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age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age 
shall  be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  therefrom  the  word  twenty-one  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  eighteen,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as 
follows; 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to 
age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation.”

Blake,  Stanger,  Pine,  ancl  Falk,  of  New  Jersey,  submitted 
the  following,  which  was  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal. 

Wm.  H.  Izard,  P.  G.  P.,  P.  G.  Rep.,  of  Camden,  N.  J.,  sends  greetings 
to  this  Grand  Body  and  wishes  to  be  remembered  especially  to  the  old 
time  friends.  As  many  of  you  remember,  he  was  a  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  for  many  years  from  New  Jersey. 

Eeport  122.  By  Eep.  Borst,  of  New  York,  from  the  Committee 
on  Appeals : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  John  Keckley  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  your  committee  report: 

John  Keckley  was  a  member  of  Union  Lodge  of  Iowa.  Early  in  1909 
charges  were  preferred  against  him  in  said  lodge,  to  which  reference 
will  be  more  fully  hereafter  made.  A  trial  committee  of  the  lodge  was 
appointed,  he  was  found  guilty  of  the  charges  alleged  to  have  been 
made  against  him  and  expelled.  He  appealed  to  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  District,  who  affirmed  his  conviction,  and  he  then 
appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  which  affirmed  the  previous 
decision.  He  has  appealed  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body  with  the 
consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa.  The  record  has  not  been  certified 
by  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  of  Iowa,  but  this  committee 
being  in  possession  of  the  evidence  and  the  papers  in  the  case  have 
been  directed  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  take  up  this  appeal, 
consider  and  report  upon  it. 

We  find  that  the  charges  made  against  thg"accused  were  for  conduct 
unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  the  specifications  of  which  are  as  follows: 

“  Specification  I. — For  that  said  brother  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
Order  and  in  violation  of  Sections  71,  80  and  82,  subordinate  constitu- 
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tion,  did  at  various  places  and  times  and  to  various  persons,  misrepre¬ 
sent  and  circulate  wilfully  and  maliciously  slander  of  various  kinds 
with  the  intent  to  defame  the  good  name  and  character  of  Bro.  D.  B. 
Gunn,  a  member  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  175,  also  of  Sister  Mary  Chapman, 
a  member  of  Faith  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  174. 

“  Specification  II. — That  Brother  Keckley  did  on  or  about  November, 
1908,  make  false  and  malicious  representation  to  Mrs.  Eva  Kerrihard, 
accusing  Bro.  E.  O.  Anderson  of  speaking  in  a  disrespectful  manner  of 
Sister  Eva  Kerrihard  while  at  Marshalltown,  Iowa,  in  October,  1908. 

“  Specification  III. — That  the  said  Brother  Keckley,  did  to  one  or  more 
brothers  of  the  Order  represent  that  Sister  Kate  Kerrihard  and  Sister 
Eva  Kerrihard  did  act  in  a  compromising  way  at  Clarinda,  Iowa, 
January,  1908,  at  I.  O.  0.  F.  Convention.” 

To  these  charges  the  accused  demurred  and  objected  specifically  in 
writing  that  they  were  indefinite,  insufficient,  did  not  specify  offenses 
against  the  Order,  gave  no  names,  places,  or  language;  and  asked  that 
they  be  dismissed.  He  was  overruled  and  tried  and  convicted. 

It  may  well  be  that  there  was  sufficient  evidence  to  sustain  a  charge 
that  the  accused  had  used  disrespectful,  if  not  slanderous,  language, 
with  reference  to  Bro.  D.  B.  Gunn  and  Sister  Mary  Chapman.  On  the 
appeal  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Iowa  and  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body,  the  accused  insists  that  his 
demurrer  and  objection  to  the  specifications  were  well  taken.  We  agree 
with  him  that  the  demurrer  and  objections  which  he  made  to  the  speci¬ 
fications  should  have  been  sustained.  The  first  specification,  which 
constitutes  substantially  the  only  one  under  which  any  evidence  was 
given,  clearly  charges  no  offense  with  such  clearness  and  such  detail 
as  is  required  by  the  procedure  in  this  Order. 

The  conviction  of  the  accused  must,  therefore,  be  reversed.  We  reach 
this  conclusion  with  great  regret,  but  we  cannot  subscribe  to  a  decision 
which  holds  that  these  specifications  are  sufficient  and  have  that  stand 
as  the  law  of  this  Grand  Body. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  of  Union  Lodge  be  re¬ 
versed,  and  that  said  case  be  remanded  to  Union  Lodge,  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  sustain  the  demurrer  and  objections  raised  by  the  accused  to 
the  specifications  under  which  he  was  charged  with  the  right  of  said 
lodge  to  amend  said  specifications’  so  as  to  make  them  sufficient  to 
comply  with  the  laws  of  this  Order,  and  then  if  it  so  elects  to  try  said 
accused  thereunder.  The  accused  is,  in  the  meantime,  restored  to 
membership  in  the  said  lodge  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  therein 
the  same  as  though  he  had  not  been  expelled  under  said  charges  herein¬ 
before  referred  to.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  have  had  under  considera¬ 
tion  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Emmins,  of  Texas,  and  the  accompanying 
document,  as  follows: 
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“  Atlanta,  Ga.,  September  21.  1910. 
To  the  Grand  Sire ,  Grand  Representatives  and  Grand  Officers  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge ,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  novo  in  Session  in  the  city  of 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

We,  the  Past  Presidents,  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretaries  and 
members  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies  of  the  various  Jurisdictions,  do 
ask  that  the  proper  consideration  be  given  to  the  request  from  the 
officers  of  th6  several  Jurisdictions  who  have  come  for  the  purpose  of 
asking  of  this  Grand  Body  the  granting  of  a  Rebekah  Association 
Charter  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  in  closer  touch  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Order  over  the  world.  Annually  we  meet  at  the  time 
and  place  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  with  no  expense  to  this  Body, 
and  no  provisions  are  made  to  bring  together  those  who  are  deeply 
interested  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order,  and  daily  are  the  needs  of 
such  an  organization  coming  to  us.  Realizing  that  the  Order  in  this 
advanced  age  needs  more  careful  legislation,  that  our  worthy  brothers’ 
time  at  these  meetings  is  too  valuable  to  give,  and  that  those  who  are 
working  among  the  members  realize  that  many  things  can  be  done 
under  a  charter  that  otherwise  cannot  be  accomplished,  we,  the  under¬ 
signed  members  of  the  Order  with  their  rank  attached,  ask  that  this 
petition  be  acted  upon  at  this  meeting;  and  that  a  charter  be  granted 
in  time  for  the  perfecting  of  such  an  organization  as  a  Rebekah  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  be  done  in  this  meeting  in  the  city  of  Atlanta,  Ga.

Slater,  Michigan;  Mrs.  Susan  Jones,  President  R.  A.  of  Maryland.” 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  sister  members  of  our 
Rebekah  lodges,  with  a  membership  of  over  400,000,  have  become  one  of 
the  most  faithful,  efficient  and  valuable  forces  in  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
should  be  given  greater  privileges  than  they  have  possessed  in  the  past, 
and  opportunity  for  greater  self-development.  We,  therefore,  offer  the 
following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted,  and  that  a 
dispensation  be  prepared  and  issued  authorizing  the  formation  of  a 
General  Rebekah  Assembly,  to  be  composed  of  a  Representative  of  each 
Rebekah  Jurisdiction  having  a  Rebekah  Assembly,  such  Representative 
to  be  selected  by  the  respective  Rebekah  Assemblies  from  among  the 
sister  Past  Noble  Grands  of  such  Jurisdictions.  Such  dispensation  shall 
be  revokable  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  pleasure. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Grand  Sire  appoint  a  com¬ 
mission  of  three  members  present  at  this  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  prepare  a  dispensation,  rules  to  govern  said  General 
Rebekah  Assembly,  fixing  means  of  creating  revenues  for  its  support, 
rules  for  its  government,  etc.,  said  commission  to  serve  without  com¬ 
pensation. 

Resolved  further,  That  said  Assembly  shall  meet  only  during  the  time 
and  at  the  place  of  the  annual  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
Shall  be  given  power  to  select  its  officers,  provide  for  its  expenses,  etc., 
53 
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discuss  matters  of  interest  to  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
and  may  submit  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  through  the  Grand 
Representatives,  recommendations  as  to  changes  in  law,  etc.,  but  shall 
not  have  power  to  enact  laws  affecting  Rebekah  Jurisdictions,  Rebekah 
Lodges  or  Rebekah  members.  Such  Assembly  shall  not  have  power  to 
entertain  appeals,  nor  shall  it  possess  any  legislative  or  judicial  powers 
whatsoever.  < 

Such  General  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  without  expense  for  any 
purpose  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

Report  124.  By  Rep.  Potter,  of  Kentucky,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred 
that  portion  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  found  on  pages  500  and  501  under 
the  caption,  “  Consolidation'  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Indian  Territory 
and  Oklahoma,”  report  that  we  have  given  this  subject  a  very  thorough 
consideration,  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  to  our  committee  from  the 
eight  Representatives  from  these  two  Jurisdictions,  at  which  meeting 
the  said  Representatives  gave  us  a  very  full  account  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  their  respective  Jurisdictions.  We  were  greatly  pleased 
to  find  that  these  two  Jurisdictions  are  made  up  of  a  very  large  number 
of  splendid  Odd  Fellows,  and  the  Order  in  each  of  them  is  flourishing 
and  doing  a  great  work;  each  of  them  have  Widows’  and  Orphans’ 
Homes  and  are  in  every  sense  of  the  word  zealously  at  work  for  the 
great  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.  They  tell  us  that  each  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  will,  during  the  present  month,  vote  on  a  proposition  of  consolida¬ 
tion  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges  into  one  Grand  Lodge  from  the  great 
State  of  Oklahoma.  We  believe  they  are  conscientiously  trying  to  com¬ 
plete  the  consolidation  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  In  any  event 
we  feel  that  the  consolidation  will  be  completed  by  the  next  meeting 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  We  realize  the  importance  of  an  early 
completion  of  this  work  and  believe  that  the  members  of  these  two 
Jurisdictions  realize  as  fully  as  we  do  this  fact.  We  believe  the  whole 
matter  will  be  disposed  of,  as  we  have  said  before,  within  the  next 
twelve  months  and  truly  hope  the  much  desired  end  may  be  consum¬ 
mated  without  The  Sovereign  Grand  Body  having  to  take  steps  to  per¬ 
fect  the  consolidation.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
part  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  found  on  page  503,  relating  to  the 
“  Regalia  Question,”  commend  in  the  highest  terms  the  positive  and 
intelligent  stand  taken  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  put  an  end  to  certain 
Regalia  houses  manufacturing  and  selling  to  the  lodges  of  our  Order 
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certain  devices  and  paraphernalia  not  provided  for  under  the  laws  of 
our  Order.  Reporting  further  on  all  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Sire’s 
report  found  on  pages  503,  505-510,  relating  to  his  efforts  to  discourage 
the  practice  of  some  of  our  brothers  in  organizing  secret  societies  and 
becoming  members  of  same,  membership  of  which  societies  is  made  up 
mainly  or  altogether  of  brothers  belonging  to  our  Order,  we  have  given 
all  this  matter  full  consideration,  and  endorse  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Sire  in  all  his  efforts  to  protect  our  Order  from  impositions  as  against 
the  societies  named;  but  we  do  not  deem  it  best  to  enact  any  new  legis¬ 
lation  on  this  subject  as  the  laws  of  our  Order  now  seem  to  cover  all 
these  points,  as  will  be  shown  by  reference  to  the  following  reports,  to- 
wit:  No.  81,  pages  693-4  by  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  of  session 
1908;  No.  67,  page  337;  No.  68,  page  338,  by  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Order;  No.  86,  page  381,  Committee  on  Legislation  of  the  session 
1909. 

We  believe  that  the  future  Grand  Sires  will  exercise  the  same  vigilance 
in  their  attempt  to  correct  these  matters,  and  if  the  Grand  Masters, 
Grand  Patriarchs  and  Presidents  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies  will  co¬ 
operate  in  their  efforts  to  eliminate  the  evils  mentioned  in  the  Grand 
Sire’s  report,  that  in,  a  large  measure  these  practices  can  eventually  be 
discontinued.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  Report  13, 
from  the  Special  Committee  on  Using  Emblems  of  the  Order,  have  care¬ 
fully  considered  the  matter  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  dignified  and  courteous  manner  in  which  the  correspondence 
and  negotiations  were  conducted  between  the  special  committee  and  the 
Utica  Drop  Forge  &  Tool  Co.  is  to  be  highly  commended.  The  offer 
of  the  company  to  change  its  trade-mark  was  considerate,  and,  in  view 
of  all  the  facts  developed  by  the  correspondence,  generous.  The  use  of 
squares  instead  of  links  would  remove  all  objection  to  the  trade-mark 
on  our  part.  In  order,  however,  to  a  full  acceptance  of  the  offer  of  the 
company,  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  would  be  required 
to  notify  all  lodges  in  the  United  States  that  the  change  in  the  trade¬ 
mark  had  been  made  by  the  company  at  the  request  of  this  Body.  This 
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would  impose  an  expense  and  an  amount  of  clerical  work,  out  of  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  importance  of  the  object  to  be  attained,  and  such  action 
would  be  of  doubtful  propriety.  The  following  resolution  is,  therefore, 
offered  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That  further  consideration  of  Report  13,  from  the  Special 
Committee  on  Using  Emblems  of  the  Order,  and  of  the  subject  matter 
of  said  report,  be  indefinitely  postponed.

Report  135.  By  Rep.  Simpkin,  of  Utah,  from  the  Committee 
on  the  Patriarchal  Branch  of  the  Order : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Patriarchal  Branch  of  the  Order,  to  whom 
was  referred  that  part  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  found  on  page  499, 
under  the  caption  “  Encampment  Branch,”  would  respectfully  report 
as  follows: 

The  statistics  of  the  year,  which  reveal  so  small  a  growth  in  the  en¬ 
campments  as  1308  members  only,  are  the  occasion  for  the  reference 
by  the  Grand  Sire,  in  his  report,  to  the  work  of  this  branch. 

In  a  year  that  saw  an  increase  of  41,608  members  in  the  subordinate 
lodges,  the  slight  advance  made  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  affords  a 
singular  instance  of  the  great  comparative  disparity  between  its  growth 
and  that  of  the  subordinate  lodges,  which  has  for  years  been  evident  in 
the  annual  reports  of  the  fraternity. 

Following  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Sire  your  committee  would 
point  to  some  causes,  which  in  our  opinion,  are  responsible  for  the 
failure  of  the  encampment  to  realize  its  due  measure  of  growth.  The 
disappointing  evidence  of  its  failure  to  make  relative  advance  has  over 
and  again  been  confessed.  That  it  is  not  in  the  personnel  of  the  mem¬ 
bership  is  evident,  for  it  is  the  same  whose  enthusiasm  and  devotion 
makes  the  success  of  subordinate  lodges. 

Neither  can  it  be  a  lack  of  inherent  dramatic  interest,  lofty  ethics  or 
pleasing  variety  in  the  ritualistic  work  for  these  are  unsurpassed. 

We  are  compelled,  therefore,  to  believe  that  something  in  the  organic 
life  of  the  encampment  holds  the  secret  of  manifest  weakness. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  perhaps  the  real  cause  of  the  con¬ 
dition  complained  of  by  the  Grand  Sire  lies  in  the  plan  of  the  encamp¬ 
ment  work  which  superimposes  upon  the  best  fraternal  and  beneficiary 
society  on  earth — the  subordinate  lodge — a  secondary  beneficiary  or¬ 
ganization  which  is  doing,  in  a  less  capable  and  efficient  way,  the  same 
work  as  the  subordinate  lodge. 

There  is  provided  by  the  subordinate  the  main  framework  of  relief 
and  attentive  and  mortuary  benefits.  When  the  encampment  enters 
as  a  secondary  agent  in  this  work  the  field  is  covered,  largely  by  the 
very  same  men  who  must  carry  out  the  encampment  system  of  relief. 

Without  minimizing  the  excellencies  of  Patriarchial  relief  the  fact  of 
this  anomalous  condition  of  a  fraternity  having  two  organs  for  the 
same  function — one  greater,  one  lesser — strikes  forcibly  the  student 
of  conditions  as  peculiar,  leading  to  the  enquiry  whether  this  anomaly 
holds  the  secret  of  weakness. 

It  may  be  well  to  note  that  the  comparative  per  capita  relief  paid 
by  each  branch  in  a  decade  past  is  as  two  and  a  third  to  one  in  favor 
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of  the  subordinate,  remembering  that  both  dues  and  benefits  are  lower 
in  the  encampment.  Coupled  with  the  organic  problem  pointed  out  is 
that  growing  out  of  the  local  diffusion  of  subordinate  encampments. 

We  believe  that  too  many  encampments  are  planted  where  possibility 
for  maintaining  effective  organization  and  steady  growth  is  meagre. 
The  fact  that  18  per  cent  of  subordinate  membership  has  been  the 
highest  average  ever  enrolled  in  the  Encampment  branch  is  suggestive 
in  connection  with  this  problem.  The  criticism  of  the  Grand  Sire 
lodges  largely  in  the  small  and  practically  dormant  encampments  insti¬ 
tuted  in  exceedingly  limited  communities. 

Brevity  of  time  for  the  consideration  of  this  important  question  is  so 
obvious  that  your  committee  can  but  touch  the  problem.  We  are  con¬ 
vinced,  however,  that  the  problem  roots  in  the  organic  fact  we  have 
suggested. 

While  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  Encampment  branch  can  dupli¬ 
cate,  approximately  even,  the  numerical  strength  of  the  subordinate 
body,  as  does  the  higher  branch  of  no  other  fraternal  body  that  of  its 
fundamental  branch,  we  are  convinced  that  the  emphasis  of  the  social, 
rather  than  the  beneficial  note,  without  destroying  the  latter,  will  do 
much  to  remedy  the  situation. 

If  the  character  of  the  encampment  work  could  be  modified  to  make 
it  especially  the  social  branch  of  the  Order,  retaining  its  unsurpassed 
ritualistic  beauties  your  committee  believes  that  much  would  be  ac¬ 
complished  in  strengthening  its  membership,  and  we  are  impressed 
with  the  thought  that  an  interweaving  of  the  military  feature  with  this 
work  would  be  beneficial. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  noted,  however,  the  causes  and  remedies 
being  so  involved  and  extensive,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  de¬ 
mand  patient,  sympathetic,  non-iconoclastic  study. 

We  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  appointment  by  the  incoming 
Grand  Sire  of  a  committee  of  five,  who  shall  investigate  carefully  the 
whole  question  and  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
session.

Your  Committee  on  Merger  of  Patriarchal  Branches,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts, 
would  respectfully  report: 

After  a  long  session,  in  which  was  considered  the  proposal  in  the 
resolution  referred  to  above,  your  committee  are  convinced  that  the 
brief  time  at  our  disposal  prevents  the  submission  at  this  session  of 
intelligent  and  constructive  judgment  upon  this  very  important  matter.

crease  of  Rebekah  membership  is  7247  brothers  and  22,437  sisters;  in 
Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  the  net  gain  is  1308,  to  which  should 
be  added  that  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  2215,  making  the  total 
74,815.  The  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  1,534,086,  together  with  a 
membership  of  418,335  sisters  only,  of  the  Rebekah  branch,  make  the 
total  membership  only  47,579  less  than  2,000,000  members.

Whereas,  We  believe  that  as  the  years  go  by,  this  intermingling  of 
our  brethren  from  all  parts  of  the  world  shall  be  increased,  the  growth 
and  influence  and  efficiency  of  our  beloved  Order  shall  be  fostered  and 
strengthened;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  this  Grand  Body  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
fraternal  feeling  as  expressed  by  these  invitations  and  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  requested  to  communicate  with  Grand  Sire  Paul  Gerlach, 
making  suitable  acknowledgment  of  our  appreciation  of  this  courtesy;

Resolved,  That  Australasia  has  evidenced  a  splendid  wisdom  in 
selecting  as  Representative  at  the  Atlanta  session,  one  so  well  equipped 
in  heart  and  mind  as  is  our  esteemed  Brother  Smith.  We  find  in  him 
a  charming  personality  and  an  able  counsellor. 

Resolved,  That  we  wish  for  Brother  Smith  a  full  measure  of  pleasure 
during  his  present  stay  in  America,  and  in  time  to  come,  for  him,  and 
those  who  are  near  to  him,  every  condition  of  happiness.  We  should 
be  greatly  pleased  to  have  Brother  Smith  with  us  again  at  some  future 
session. 

Resolved,  That  we  commission  Brother  Smith  to  convey  to  our 
brethren  in  Australasia  our  fraternal  greetings.  We  hail  them  as 
worthy  comrades  of  the  most  progressive  Jurisdiction  beyond  the  seas, 
whose  energies  are  aligned  with  ours  in  the  benign  effort  to  bring  to¬ 
gether  all  peoples  under  the  banner  of  a  universal  brotherhood.

The  first  resolution,  which  we  have  designated  “  A  ”  contains  a  re¬ 
cital  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Body  at  its  1009  session  upon  Resolu¬ 
tion  53,  presented  by  M.  A.  Raney,  General  Commanding,  and  declares 
certain  portions  of  said  1909  legislation  void  for  the  reasons  therein 
recited.  Your  committee  find  that  this  first  resolution  is  the  same  in 
effect  as  Decision  2  of  the  Grand  Sire,  which  has  now  been  approved 
by  this  Grand  Body,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  further  action 
is  now  necessary  upon  so  much  of  said  resolutions  and  accordingly  so 
report. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  second  of  said  reso¬ 
lutions,  which  we  have  designated  “  B,”  and  which  amends  Section  6  of 
the  Revised  Code  of  Laws  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  which  reads 
as  follows: 

“Resolved,  That  Section  6  of  the  Revised  Code  of  Laws  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  ‘  have  served  one  term  as  a  Department  Com¬ 
mander  and,’  so  that  said  Section  6  of  said  Patriarchs  Militant  Code 
when  so  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Sire  of  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  shall  be  ex-officio  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Adjutant-General.  The 
active  command  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  vested  in  an  officer 
elected  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  a  term  of  four  years,  with 
the  rank  of  General.  He  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services 
and  expenses  such  sum  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  determine 
at  each  annual  session.  To  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  General  Com¬ 
manding  a  chevalier  must,  at  the  time  of  election,  be  an  active  member 
of  a  canton  in  good  standing.” 

Your  committee  further  report  that  they  have  considered  the  third 
of  said  resolutions  which  we  find  covers  the  same  subject  as  that  em¬ 
braced  by  Decision  2  of  the  Grand  Sire,  w’hich  has  been  approved  by 
this  Grand  Body  and  that  no  action  should  now  be  taken  on  the  said 
last  portion  of  said  resolution  which  we  have  designated  “  C,”  and  ac¬ 
cordingly  so  report.

Reps.  Ivierstead,  Smith,  Pratt,  and  Thoms,  of  Connecticut,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — George  Hubert  Cowell,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  died  at  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  August  10,  1910,  at  the  age  of 
70  years. 

He  was  born  at  Waterbury,  on  March  25,  1840,  became  a  member  of 
Nosahogan  Lodge,  No.  21,  of  Waterbury,  on  February  5,  1870,  was  in¬ 
stalled  as  its  Noble  Grand  in  January,  1872,  was  elected  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Conecticut  in  1891,  and  Representative  from  that 
Grand  Lodge  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  1892  and  1893. 

Our  Brother  Cowell  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  honored  and 
eminent  citizens  of  the  community  in  which  he  lived  and  served  it  in 
almost  every  capacity. 

As  a  member  of  its  local  government,  as  its  Representative  in  the 
General  Assembly,  and  as  a  judge  of  one  of  the  higher  courts  of  his 
State,  his  record  was  a  long  and  honorable  one.  But  he  was  best 
known  to  his  people  in  Connecticut  as  a  big-hearted  man,  who  loved 
his  fellows  and  who  all  his  life  long,  was  doing  some  kindness  to  some 
body. 

Throughout  his  life  he  was  a  consistent  and  devout  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  willing  and  generous  supporter  of 
all  organizations  and  movements  for  the  uplifting  of  his  fellows.  It 
was  his  gift  that  first  gave  vigor  to  the  plan  for  the  building  for  a 
Home  for  aged  Odd  Fellows  in  Connecticut,  a  plan  which  he  lived  to 
see  fully  accomplished.  His  private  charities  were  many  and  for  the 
most  part  known  only  to  those  whom  he  helped. 

He  was  a  conscientious  and  faithful  judge,  whose  only  weakness 
was  perhaps  a  tendency  to  be  too  merciful  to  the  delinquents  who  came 
before  him.  With  a  consciousness  of  how  far  we  all  come  short  ot 
doing  what  we  ought,  it  was  hard  for  him  to  inflict  the  punishment 
that  the  law  demanded.  But  even  this  failing,  if  it  was  such,  but 
endeared  him  to  those  who  knew  him,  for  it  arose  from  the  greatness 
of  his  heart  and  his  desire  to  do  what  he  could  to  help  the  weak  and 
erring. 

In  asking  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body  of  the  greatest  of  fraternities 
to  place  upon  its  records  these  few  words  in  memory  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Cowell,  we  believe  that  we  can  truthfully  say  that  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  has  known  few  better  men.  As  a  lawyer  he  was  faithful  and 
zealous  in  the  interest  of  his  clients;  as  a  sincere  and  upright  believer 
in  the  truths  of  the  Christian  church,  he  brought  no  reproach  upon 
his  faith;  as  an  Odd  Fellow  he  carried  into  his  life  the  Friendship,  Love 
and  Truth  that  we  profess,  for  he  would  speak  no  slander  of  anyone; 
no,  nor  listen  to  it.  He  honored  his  God  by  doing  good  to  his  fellow- 
men  and  he  died  full  of  years  and  honors. 

Dear,  beauteous  death,  the  jewel  of  the  just! 

Shining  nowhere  but  in  the  dark; 

What  mysteries  do  lie  beyond  thy  dust, 

Could  man  outlook  that  mark. 
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Past  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Representative  Hiram  K.  Scott,  was 
born  April  14,  1822,  at  Ridgefield,  Connecticut,  where  he  spent  his 
honored  and  useful  life. 

He  was  initiated  into  Pilgrim  Lodge,  No.  46,  August  27,  1847;  he 
became  Grand  Master  in  1859,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1859  and 
1860. 

As  a  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  Balti¬ 
more,  he  was  privileged  to  sit  with  Thomas  Wildey,  the  founder  of 
our  Order. 

For  35  years  he  was  Judge  of  Probate  of  the  District  of  Ridgefield, 
serving  until  debarred  by  the  age  limit;  he  was  also  town  clerk  for 
47  years  until  death  closed  his  career. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  nine  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  of  Connecticut 
to  tender  him  a  complimentary  dinner  at  the  Bailey  Inn  at  Ridge¬ 
field  on  Friday,  August  20,  1909,  at  which  time,  although  87  years  of 
age,  his  mind  and  memory  were  clear  and  vigorous  as  one  of  middle 
life. 

He  died  November  9,  1909,  with  a  record  of  62  years  of  membership 
in  the  Order  that  he  loved  and  adorned.

Bro.  Isaac  H.  Coe,  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  Past  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive,  was  born  in  Waterbury,  Conn.,  May  12,  1847;  he  was  made  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Nosahogan  Lodge  of  Waterbury  the  day  he  was  21  years  old; 
early  in  1869  he  removed  to  Hartford  and  was  one  of  those  who  revived 
the  charter  of  Charter  Oak  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Hartford.  He  was  also  a 
charter  member  of  Midian  Encampment,  No.  7,  passing  the  chairs 
therein  and  becoming  a  member  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Con¬ 
necticut. 

He  was  Grand  Patriarch  in  1886-1887,  and  Grand  Representative  in 
1888-1889. 

Although  he  was  prominent  in  business  life  and  in  church  work,  yet 
he  never  lost  his  interest  in  our  Order,  but  remained  active  in  both 
the  subordinate  lodge  and  encampment  until  his  death. 

He  was  one  of  the  most  staunch,  upright  and  faithful  Odd  Fellows 
that  ever  lived.  He  died  at  Hartford,  October  20,  1909,  and  was  buried 
in  Riverside  cemetery  at  Waterbury.

Bro.  Geo.  N.  Moses  was  born  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  October  12, 
1837;  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  in  1874  and  Grand  Master  in  1879, 
and  was  Grand  Representative  in  1881-1882. 

For  many  years  he  was  Secretary  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Mutual  Aid 
Association  of  Connecticut,  giving  faithful  and  efficient  service. 

He  not  only  served  his  fellow-men  and  fraternity,  but  also  served 
his  country  in  time  of  strife  and  war. 

His  interest  in  our  Order  continued  unabated  to  the  end;  he  died 
April  27,  1910,  at  his  home  in  New  Haven,  aged  73  years.

— Dr.  Ezekiel  W.  Cooper,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  November  6, 
1837;  died  February  21,  1910,  aged  73  years. 
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Was  admitted  to  Amity  Lodge,  No.  20,  of  Camden,  Delaware,  February 
12,  1868,  and  became  a  Past  Grand  of  Amity  Lodge  in  1873,  admitted 
to  the  Encampment  branch  May  26,  1875,  elected  Chief  Patriarch 
January  24,  1877,  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware,  1873, 
elected  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Delaware  in  1876,  elected 
Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  1894,  and  served 
until  1898. 

He  was  an  honor  to  his  Jurisdiction  and  Odd  Fellowship  at  large. 

Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Representative  W.  C.  L.  Carnagy 
died  at  Kirkwood,  Delaware,  January  25,  1910. 

Brother  Carnagy  was  born  in  Brandywine  Hundred,  Delaware,  Feb¬ 
ruary  12,  1851. 

He  was  admitted  a  member  of  National  Lodge,  No.  32,  of  St.  Georges, 
and  passed  the  chairs,  going  from  lodge  to  encampment,  being  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Phcenix  Encampment,  No.  10,  of  St.  Georges,  Delaware. 

He  was  an  active  and  zealous  worker  in  all  his  undertakings,  whether 
it  be  in  his  own  interest  or  the  interest  of  others,  it  mattered  not. 

While  he  has  passed  to  his  reward,  the  noble  deeds  which  he  has 
done  will  live  in  our  memory,  as  a  lasting  tribute  to  his  nobility  of 
character  and  love  of  his  fellow-men. 

Geo.  M.  Stevenson,  a  member  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  of  Smyrna, 
Delaware,  was  an  active  worker,  and  faithful  officer. 

His  interest  in  the  Order  and  the  work  so  successfully  done,  led  him 
into  a  larger  field  of  usefulness,  and  he  became  very  active  in  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

After  years  of  service  he  was  chosen  a  Grand  Representative  for  two 
terms  and  here  served  with  distinction. 

He  lived  a  faithful,  useful,  Christian  life  in  his  local  church  and  his 
memory  is  hallowed. 

Daniel  W.  Brereton,  Past  Grand  Representative  of  Delaware. 

Brother  Brereton  was  a  man  of  quiet  and  modest  temperament  and 
one  whose  value  was  only  known  to  those  who  were  privileged  to  be 
with  him. 

Eep.  Leedy,  of  Indiana,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Bro.  James  B.  Kenner,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  died  at  his  home  in 
Huntington,  Indiana,  August  26,  after  an  illness  of  two  months,  and 
thus  has  passed  another  of  the  old  guards  that  have  so  greatly  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

He  was  born  at  Hancock,  Maryland,  November  5,  1846,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  nearly  64  years  of  age.  He  came  to  Indiana  in 
his  early  youth  and  was  graduated  at  the  Roanoke  classical  school  (1865- 
1870)  and  at  the  State  University  (1870-1871),  where  he  was  graduated 
in  the  last-mentioned  year.  December  20,  1873,  he  was  married  to 
Minerva  C.  Morgan,  who  with  four  children — Miss  Prudence  Kenner, 
of  Huntington;  Mrs.  Walter  Haymond,  of  Muncie;  Mrs.  Orva  Sale,  of 
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Saskatchewan,  Canada,  and  Summer  Kenner,  attorney  and  division 
claim  agent  for  the  Erie  Railroad — survive  him. 

In  1871  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  at  Huntington,  and  with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three  brief  intervals,  continued  in  his  profes¬ 
sion  until  his  death.  In  1880  he  was  elected  to  the  legislature.  He  at 
once  rose  to  prominence  and  was  elected  leader  of  the  majority  and  be¬ 
came  the  whip  of  the  session. 

As  chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  Major  Kenner 
wielded  a  great  influence,  and  it  was  largely  due  to  his  efforts  that  a 
law  was  passed  revising  the  entire  tax  system  of  the  State;  a  measure 
compelling  railroads  to  put  an  ax,  saw  and  sledge  in  each  passenger 
coach;  free  gravel  roads  bill  and  a  number  of  other  important  acts. 
He  was  also  chairman  of  the  new  State  House  Committee,  and  it  was 
mainly  through  his  efforts  that  the  law  allowing  women  to  hold  school 
offices  was  passed. 

In  1883,  Brother  Kenner  became  associated  with  Mohler  &  Mohler  in 
editing  and  managing  the  Herald  newspaper  at  Huntington,  and  under 
his  leadership  the  old  ring  methods  and  corruption  in  county  politics 
were  exposed. 

When  a  lad  of  hut  sixteen,  James  Kenner  attempted  to  enlist  under 
the  call  of  Lincoln.  He  was  rejected,  but  managed  to  muster  in  the 
following  year  as  a  member  of  the  One-Hundred-Forty-Second  Indiana 
Volunteer  Infantry.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish-American  War  he 
enlisted  and  received  a  commission  as  paymaster  with  the  rank  of 
major.  He  was  assigned  to  work  in  Cuba.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he 
returned  to  Huntington  and  resumed  his  legal  practice.  Of  late  years 
he  has  been  engaged  in  writing  a  history  of  the  Spanish-American  War. 
Major  Kenner  was  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Republican  party.  A£ 
one  time  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  of  Congressman  for  the 
Eleventh  District. 

He  became  a  member  of  Lafontaine  Lodge,  No.  42,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  at  Hunt¬ 
ington,  in  December,  1875,  and  soon  after  the  encampment  at  the  same 
place.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1879,  and  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  in  1884.  In  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  he  attended  for  fully 
sixty  sessions,  he  was  elected  Grand  Warden  in  1884;  Deputy  Grand 
Master  in  1885;  and  Grand  Master  in  1886,  and  Grand  Representative 
in  1887,  serving  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  sessions  of  1888  and 
1889.  For  ten  years  he  was  on  the  Committee  of  Grievances  and 
Appeals.  He  was  the  author  and  secured  the  passage  of  the  original 
resolution  establishing  the  Home  for  Indigent  Odd  Fellows  and  their 
wives  and  widows  and  orphans,  now  in  such  successful  operation  at 
Greensburg.  He  was  well  known  and  had  many  friends  in  the  Order, 
particularly  in  the  Grand  Bodies,  and  his  death  will  be  sincerely 
mourned.

With  the  emotions  of  one  who  has  lost  a  dear  friend  we  record  the 
death  of  Bro.  George  Washington  Trester,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and 
Past  Grand  Representative,  which  occurred  at  his  home,  surrounded 
by  his  family  at  Aurora,  Indiana,  Monday  evening,  June  6,  1910,  after 
a  lingering  illness,  of  heart  trouble. 

Brother  Trester  was  born  at  Aurora,  March  7,  1845,  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  65  years  and  3  months  old.  His  grandfather  came 
from  Germany,  his  grandmother  from  Maryland.  George  lived  in 
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Aurora  all  his  life,  receiving  his  education  in  the  local  schools.  He 
was  engaged  in  the  transfer  business.  He  was  married  November  10, 
1869,  to  Miss  Isabella  L.  McFee,  who  survives  him,  together  with  five 
sons.  He  was  a  member  of  the  city  council  from  1882  to  1886,  and 
chief  of  the  fire  department  for  many  years  after  1898.  He  became  an 
Odd  Fellow,  November  29,  1870,  by  initiation  in  Chosen  Friends  Lodge, 
No.  13,  which  membership  was  continuous  to  the  date  of  his  death. 
He  joined  in  the  encampment  in  1871  and  also  the  Rebekah  lodge.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Encampment  in  November,  1872,  and  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  May,  1873.  He  was  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  1886,  and  Grand  Herald  in  1895.  Was  Grand  Trustee  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  in  1898  and  1899.  In  November,  1899,  he  was  elected 
Grand  Junior  Warden;  in  1900  Grand  Senior  Warden;  in  1901  Grand 
High  Priest;  in  1902  Grand  Patriarch;  in  1903  Grand  Representative  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  discharged  the  duties  of  these  respec¬ 
tive  positions  with  dignity  and  honor.  He  was  earnest  in  all  his  work, 
particularly  in  the  responsible  position  of  Grand  Patriarch,  when  he 
was  required  to  pass  upon  many  important  matters,  which  he  disposed 
of  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  others  at  interest. 
He  was  scrupulously  honorable  in  all  his  dealings  and  fearless  in  the 
enforcement  of  law.  In  his  subordinate  lodge  he  was  true,  constant  and 
faithful,  both  before  and  after  his  elevation  to  high  honors,  being  a 
regular  attendant  at  lodge  meetings  and  ready  and  willing  to  do  what¬ 
ever  possible  for  the  relief  of  members  and  the  honor  of  the  Order.  As 
a  friend  none  were  truer — kindly,  sympathetic  and  generous.  He  was  a 
good,  clean  man,  whose  modest  life  was  devoted  to  the  family  he  so 
dearly  loved  and  of  which  he  was  so  proud,  and  to  his  Order.  There 
are  left  to  mourn  his  death  a  wife  and  five  big  boys  of  which  any  man 
might  be  proud.  Sister  Trester  was  the  second  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  State,  and  an  estimable  lady. 

Reps.  McDonald  and  Shearer,  of  Indian  Territory,  submitted  the 
following : 

Representative  George  W.  Mowbray,  of  Indian  Territory,  passed  to 
his  reward  January  12,  1910,  at  his  home,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma.  In  his 
death  this  Body  has  lost  a  worthy  and  useful  brother,  and  we,  with 
sorrow,  inscribe  his  name  among  those  of  our  number  who  have  finished 
their  work  and  rest  from  their  labors. 

Reps.  Kimball,  Allen,  Merrill,  and  Jackson,  of  Maine,  submitted 
the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
and  Past  Grand  Patriarch  Joseph  T.  Mason,  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  Maine,  died  in  the  city  of  Biddeford,  where  he  resided,  on  Thursday, 
March  10,  1910.  Brother  Mason  was  born  at  North  Conway,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  May  27,  1843,  and  was  therefore  nearly  sixty-seven  years  of  age. 
His  people  moved  to  Biddeford  when  he  was  seven  years  of  age,  where 
he  resided  all  his  life,  except  about  a  year  spent  in  Philadelphia  study- 
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ing  the  art  of  decorating.  His  father  carried  on  a  large  business  in 
paints  and  oils,  assisted  by  Brother  Mason  till  he  was  twenty  years  of 
age,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  27th  Maine,  serving  the  term  of  his  enlist¬ 
ment,  receiving  an  honorable  discharge,  when  on  account  of  his  father’s 
failing  health  the  entire  responsibility  of  their  large  business  devolved 
on  him,  his  two  brothers  being  in  the  United  States  service.  He  was 
much  interested  in  interior  decorating  and  spent  much  of  his  spare 
time  in  that  study,  which  he  subsequently  embraced  as  his  profession 
after  disposing  of  his  business.  Of  his  success  many  silent  testi¬ 
monials  are  in  existence.  He  became  a  member  of  Laconia  Lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows,  April  23,  1873,  and  had  passed  all  the  chairs  July  1,  1881, 
and  never  after  failed  to  attend  a  Grand  Lodge  session  while  he  lived. 
He  wras  a  member  of  York  Encampment,  in  which  he  filled  all  the 
chairs,  and  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Maine,  in  October,  1895;  serving  his  term  with  zeal  and  fidelity,  followed 
by  an  election  as  Grand  Representative  for  two  years  and  attended  the 
sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  in 
1897,  and  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1898,  discharging  his  duties  in 
that  faithful  manner  that  has  ever  characterized  his  life  work.  He 
was  a  constant  attendant  at  the  meetings  of  his  lodge  and  encampment, 
never  missing  one  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary.  He  was  in  the 
front  rank  of  every  movement  designed  to  reform  the  conditions  of 
social  life.  He  was  also  active  in  the  Grand  Army,  and  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  will  be  long  remembered  by  them  as  one  of  their  worthy 
members.  He  leaves  as  members  of  his  immediate  family  to  mourn  his 
loss  a  wife  and  married  daughter. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  make  the  further  announcement 
of  the  decease  of  Past  Grand  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch,  David  M.  Parks,  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Maine,  which 
sad  event  occurred  at  the  Central  Maine  General  Hospital,  at  Lewis¬ 
ton,  in  that  State,  on  April  7,  1910.  Brother  Parks  had  undergone 
an  operation  for  appendicitis,  and  seemed  to  be  making  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  rapid  recovery  when  pneumonia  suddenly  developed  and 
baffled  the  skill  of  the  best  medical  talent  in  the  State,  and  in  the 
short  space  of  twenty-four  hours  proved  fatal;  thus  passed  from 
our  midst  one  of  the  most  loved  and  respected  members  of  the  Order. 
One  of  his  strong  features  was  his  great  fondness  for  children,  his 
large  heart  having  a  place  for  all.  He  was  a  very  charitable  man 
ever  ready  to  assist  the  needy  in  the  largest  measure,  and  his  path 
through  life  is  strewn  with  countless  acts  of  courtesy  and  kindness 
which  brought  him  a  priceless  reward,  and  has  left  sweet  memories  to 
his  family  and  friends  to  cheer  them  in  their  great  bereavement. 
Brother  Parks  occupied  a  prominent  position  in  civil  and  social  life 
being  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  for  some  years  prior  thereto, 
president  of  the  Maine  Sportsman’s  Fish  and  Game  Association,  and 
as  such  his  acquaintance  was  widely  extended  far  beyond  the  limits 
of  his  native  State.  He  had  trailed  its  wilderness,  traveled  on  the 
Canadian  borders,  paddled  his  canoe  with  Indian  guides,  and  was 
filled  with  the  lore  of  the  woods.  He  numbered  among  his  friends 
men  of  all  professions  and  vocations  who  manifested  genuine  sorrow 
at  his  untimely  death,  at  a  little  less  than  fifty-seven  years  of  age,  while 
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in  the  full  zenith  of  his  manhood.  He  was  well  known  and  prominent 
in  fraternal  circles,  both  as  a  Mason  and  an  Odd  Fellow.  He  had  been 
Past  Noble  Grand  of  his  lodge,  Past  Chief  Patriarch  of  his  encamp¬ 
ment,  and  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Maine,  in  October  A.  D.,  1893,  serving  a  full  term  with  distinction,  and 
elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
attended  the  sessions  at  both  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  and  at  Dallas, 
Texas,  and  will  long  be  remembered  by  his  associates  for  his  genial 
disposition  and  cheerful  deportment  under  all  circumstances;  for  his 
was  a  disposition  that  never  looked  on  the  dark  side  of  the  picture, 
choosing  rather  to  look  at  the  silver  lining  and  see  the  best  of  every 
view  presented.  Marked  respect  was  shown  to  his  memory  at  the 
burial  service,  which  was  attended  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Association,  men  holding  high  posi¬ 
tions  in  civil  life  with  large  representations  from  the  several  fra¬ 
ternities  with  which  he  held  membership.  He  leaves  to  mourn  his 
loss,  a  widow,  daughter,  four  brothers  and  two  sisters,  and  a  host  of 
friends. 

Sympathy  from  companions,  friends  and  acquaintances  throughout 
the  State  was  extended  to  the  family  in  their  sorrow  in  a  manner 
most  touching.

“  Death  is  the  test  of  life,  the  known  assay  that  shows  the  certain 
standard  of  our  deeds.  He  who  knows  well  to  die  has  not  lived  ill, 
nor  has  he  vainly  squandered  all  his  time  who  to  his  memory  its  last 
portion  spends.” 

Charles  H.  Morrill,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive,  was  born  in  Corinth,  Maine,  March  15,  1856,  and  died  at  his  home, 
Newport,  Maine,  January  25,  1910. 

Brother  Morrill,  the  most  active  business  man  in  his  town,  found 
ample  time  to  assist  in  every  phase  of  good  work.  He  was  a  humble 
yet  mighty  worker  for  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  he  rarely 
missed  the  meetings  of  his  lodge  or  encampment. 

The  acknowledged  leader,  he  became  a  tower  of  strength  for  the 
uplift  for  good  in  his  typical  New  England  town.  His  life  was  crowded 
with  activities;  he  had  successively  engaged  in  the  printing  and  news¬ 
paper,  boot  and  shoe,  condensed  milk  and  banking  business.  He  was 
one  of  the  originators  of  the  Newport  Water  Works  System,  and  was 
treasurer  of  the  company.  For  nine  years  he  held  the  responsible  posi¬ 
tion  of  town  clerk,  and  for  twelve  years  he  was  assistant  postmaster. 

Singularly  moderate  in  movement,  he  accomplished  much  because 
he  was  never  idle.  Charles  H.  Morrill  was  one  of  the  most  sincerely 
modest  men  that  ever  held  a  public  trust.  In  him,  self-effacement  was 
coupled  with  ability;  extremely  quiet  and  unassuming,  the  full  worth 
of  the  man  did  not  instantly  impress  one;  association  with  him,  how¬ 
ever,  brought  forth  from  behind  the  unruffled  nature  a  keen  mind  and 
a  kindly  heart  revealing  a  sturdy  manhood  true  as  steel. 

Brother  Morrill  became  an  Odd  Fellow  February  5,  1890,  by  initiation 
in  Old  Hickory  Lodge,  No.  105;  he  also  joined  Paran  Encampment  and 
Victoria  Rebekah  Lodge.  He  served  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maine  as  Grand 
Master  in  1906,  and  was  a  member  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body  in 
1908. 
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His  home  life  was  sweetness  itself,  with  wife,  son  and  daughter, 
companionable  and  loving  neighbors,  Charlie  Morrill  was  a  man  to  be 
envied  indeed. 

“  Let  me  but  live  my  life  from  year  to  year, 

With  forward  face  and  unreluctant  soul. 

Not  hastening  to  nor  turning  from  the  goal, 

Not  mourning  for  the  things  that  disappear 
In  the  dim  past  nor  holding  back  in  fear 
From  the  future  veils,  but  with  a  whole 
And  happy  heart,  that  pays  its  toll 
To  youth  and  age,  and  travels  on  with  cheer. 

“  So  let  the  way  wind  up  the  hill  or  down. 

Through  rough  or  smooth  the  journey  will  be  joy; 

Still  seeking  what  I  sought  for  when  a  boy — 

New  friendship,  high  adventure,  and  a  crown — 

I  shall  grow  old,  but  never  lose  life’s  zest. 

Because  the  road’s  last  turn  will  be  the  best.” 

Eep.  Marden,  of  Massachusetts,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Charles  C.  Fuller,  Past 
Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative  of  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Massachusetts,  died  July  28,  1910.  He  was  a  man  of  quiet  tastes  and 
ways;  genial  but  not  demonstrative  in  manner;  slow  in  forming  friend¬ 
ships,  but  slower  yet  in  breaking  them;  careful  and  conscientious  in 
the  performance  of  the  duty  which  lay  next  his  hand,  and  with  that 
devotion  to  family  and  home  which  rounds  and  perfects  the  character 
of  the  man  who  loyally  discharges  all  his  civic  obligations. 

He  was  born  in  Winchendon,  Massachusetts,  in  1852,  and  became  a 
member  of  Quinsigamond  Lodge  and  Wachusett  Encampment,  both  in 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  in  1881,  and  in  both  of  these  bodies  was  a 
faithful  and  zealous  worker. 

He  became  Grand  Patriarch  of  Massachusetts  in  1898  and  Grand 
Representative  the  following  year.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Worcester 
County  Veteran  Odd  Fellows’  Association  and  of  the  Massachusetts 
Odd  Fellows’  Association,  and  was  for  several  years  Assistant  Grand 
Instructor  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts. 

His  business,  which  was  that  of  manufacturing  and  selling  regalia, 
brought  him  into  contact  with  members  of  the  fraternity  in  all  parts 
of  the  Jurisdiction  and  he  bore  an  enviable  reputation  among  them  for 
fair  dealing  and  promptness  in  meeting  his  obligations. 

In  religious  belief  he  was  a  Universalist  and  an  active  member  of 
All  Souls  Church  in  Worcester,  at  whose  place  of  worship  his  funeral 
was  held,  July  31,  1910. 

His  sudden  and  unexpected  death,  resulting  from  a  fall,  came  as  a 
great  shock  to  his  friends,  and  their  grief  and  sense  of  loss  are  deep, 
but  they  feel  that  his  life,  his  character  and  his  faith  were  such  that 
could  he  have  foreseen  his  end  he  would  have  been  prepared  to  meet 
it  “  Like  one  who  wraps  the  draperies  of  his  couch  about  him  and  lies 
down  to  pleasant  dreams.” 
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Rep.  Wheeler,  of  Missouri,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — John  W.  Black,  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative  of  Missouri,  died  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  February  2,  1910, 
aged  77  years.  Brother  Black  was  twice  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Patriarch  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Missouri,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  Grand  Scribe  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  Grand  Herald  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri. 

Brother  Black  took  an  active  interest  in  all  branches  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  and  never  missed  a  meeting  of  a  lodge  or  encampment,  when  his 
strength  allowed  him  to  be  present.  Brother  Black  was  able  to  fill 
every  chair  in  both  branches  of  our  Order,  and  his  knowledge  of  the 
secret  work  of  our  Order  was  perfect.  His  official  and  fraternal  record 
is  written  in  our  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  and  the 
memory  of  his  labors  in  behalf  of  this  great  brotherhood  will  leave  a 
lasting  impression  upon  the  hearts  and  minds  of  his  associates. 

Brother  Black  was  a  quiet,  unassuming  man,  but  ever  ready  to  do 
his  duty  and  lend  a  helping  hand  to  a  brother  Odd  Fellow.  He  was 
often  referred  to  as  “  a  diamond  in  the  rough,”  beneath  the  seeming 
unfinish  of  the  man,  there  was  true  nobility  and  genuine  fraternity. 

“  Be  this  alone  his  epitaph, 

Whose  life  has  closed  its  span; 

Beneath  this  stone  a  brother  sleeps, 

Who  loved  his  fellow-man.” 

Rep.  Emerson,  of  New  Hampshire,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — John  W.  Bourlet,  Grand 
Scribe,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  in 
New  York  City,  March  7,  1850,  from  which  city  he  removed  with  his 
parents  nine  years  later  to  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  education  of  the  public  schools  till  seventeen  years  of  age, 
when  he  was  apprenticed  as  a  printer  with  the  Concord  Monitor,  in 
which  office  he  rose  by  stages  to  be  foreman  of  the  job  shop.  In  1893 
he  was  appointed  Labor  Commissioner  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
which  position  he  held  for  three  years,  afterward  resuming  his  trade 
with  the  Monitor,  but  leaving  that  office  to  establish  the  Rumford 
Press  of  which  he  was  a  director  and  was  superintendent  to  the  time 
of  his  death  January  19,  1910. 

As  an  Odd  Fellow,  he  was  a  member  of  White  Mountain  Lodge, 
Penaco  Encampment,  Fidelity  Rebekab.  Lodge  and  Canton  Wildey,  all 
of  Concord,  in  each  of  which  he  was  an  earnest  worker;  he  was  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  1891-1892,  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative  1892-1893,  Grand  Guardian  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
1899-1900,  Official  Reporter  1896-1897,  1901,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his 
death  Grand  Scribe  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  Secretary  of  the 
Military  Council  and  Aid  on  the  Staff  of  the  General  Commanding. 

Brother  Bourlet  was  well  known  for  twenty  years  as  the  editor  of 
the  Popular  Odd  Fellow,  which  periodical  was  edited  with  great  ability 
and  was  of  great  service  to  the  Order.  There  remains  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  New  Hampshire  no  brother  who  has  rendered  the  Order  so 
great  service,  or  who  was  so  well  and  favorably  known. 

A  wife  and  one  son  survive  him.

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Samuel  B.  Page,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Representative,  was 
born  in  Littleton,  New  Hampshire,  June  23,  1832.  He  was  educated 
in  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School 
in  1860,  receiving,  in  1868,  the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  Dartmouth  College; 
he  practiced  law  in  Warren,  Concord  and  Woodsville  all  in  New  Hamp¬ 
shire;  was  always  interested  in  politics  and  though  connected  with 
the  minority  party  sat  in  fifteen  sessions  of  the  legislature  where  he 
was  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  best  parliamentarians  in  the  State  and 
one  of  the  leading  orators.  He  never  missed  a  State  Convention  of 
his  party  after  he  became  of  age. 

Brother  Page  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  in  1901,  Grand  Representative  in  1902  and  1903;  he  was  also 
Grand  Chancellor  for  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  Grand  Sachem  of  the 
Red  Men.  Death  came  to  him  April  6  after  an  illness  of  three  weeks 
from  pneumonia,  following  months  of  feebleness,  during  which  time 
he  was  cared  for  by  his  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  and  buried  by  them.

George  A.  Bailey,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Representative,  was 
born  in  West  Boyleston,  Mass.,  October  25,  1846;  he  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  and  in  the  academies  of  Mclndoes 
Falls  and  St.  Johnsbury,  Vermont.  In  1866  he  entered  the  employ  of 
the  Amoskeag  Mfg.  Co.,  of  Manchester,  to  learn  the  machinist’s  trade, 
which  he  afterward  followed  with  them  and  with  Bloods’  Locomotive 
Works  of  Manchester.  Under  President  Harrison  he  was  appointed  to 
a  position  in  the  Treasury  Department  and  while  there  engaged, 
took  up  the  study  of  medicine  and  received  the  title  of  M.  D.  Later 
he  became  the  private  secretary  of  Congressman  Sulloway,  of  New 
Hampshire,  which  position  he  occupied  to  his  death,  which  came  to 
him  suddenly  at  his  duties  in  the  committee  room  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

Brother  Bailey  was  advanced  from  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  the 
position  of  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1893  by  the  death  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  was  himself  regularly 
elected  thereto  in  1894,  and  served  as  Grand  Representative  in  1895 
and  1896.  He  was  greatly  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Good  Templars, 
occupying  for  fifteen  years  the  position  of  Grand  Templar  and  State 
Lecturer,  he  was  a  member  of  Hillsboro  Lodge  and  Mt.  Washington 
Encampment,  of  Manchester,  and  was  buried  in  the  city  of  Manchester 
by  the  Order. 

Keps.  Garver,  Emmons,  Kolb,  and  Jordan,  of  Ohio,  submitted  the 
following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  again  becomes  the  painful 
duty  of  the  Representatives  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ohio  to  announce 
the  death  of  a  former  associate. 

On  the  return  of  Charles  W.  Manning,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and 
Grand  Representative,  from  the  last  assession  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  he  was  confined  to  his  house  by  illness  which  resulted  in  his 
death  at  his  home  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  October  22,  1909.  He  was 
born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  June  23,  1855,  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Order  by  initiation  in  Crystal  Fount  Lodge,  No.  176,  of  that  city,  and 
he  soon  became  interested  in  the  Encampment  branch,  and  in  July, 
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1904,  he  was  installed  as  Grand  Patriarch  of  Ohio,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  serving  his  first  term  as  Grand  Representative  from 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio. 

He  was  faithful  to  every  trust  imposed  upon  him,  and  faithfulness 
was  a  distinguishing  characteristic  of  Brother  Manning.  He  always 
maintained  a  high  standard  of  integrity,  and  this  was  done  in  the 
same  modest,  yet  firm  manner  which  marked  his  entire  life.  He  was 
called  from  life’s  work  years  before  he  had  reached  the  allotted  period 
and  his  friends  will  cherish  his  memory  and  fully  realize  that — 

“  There  is  a  Reaper  whose  name  is  Death, 

And,  with  his  sickle  keen, 

He  reaps  the  bearded  grain  at  a  breath, 

And  the  flowers  that  grow  between.” 

Rep.  Hostetler,  of  Oregon,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — A.  D.  Helman,  Past  Grand 
Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  in  Ashland  County, 
Ohio,  April  10,  1824,  removing  to  Oregon  in  1852.  He  was  initiated 
January  10,  1874,  in  Ashland  Lodge,  No.  45;  admitted  October  16,  1877, 
in  Table  Rock  Encampment,  No.  10,  of  Jacksonville,  and  became  a 
charter  member  of  Pilot  Rock  Encampment,  No.  16,  of  Ashland,  April 
28,  1884;  died  March  5,  1910.  Brother  Helman  was  elected  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch  in  1891,  Grand  Representative  in  1892,  and  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  same  year.  The  ripe  age  of  86  years,  to  which  he  had 
almost  attained,  attests  to  the  clean,  exemplary  life  which  he  has 
always  led.  He  was  always  a  worker  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship 
until  age  and  infirmities  prevented  further  attendance  at  lodge 
meetings. 

Reps.  Newcomb  and  Hall,  of  Rhode  Island,  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Peter  J.  Trumpler,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  died  at  his  home  in  the 
city  of  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  June  26,  1910.  Brother  Trumpler  was 
born  in  Hohensulzen,  Germany,  October  16,  1846.  At  the  age  of  seven 
years  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Mansfield,  Ohio,  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  early  education.  He  learned  the  trade  of  printer  and  was 
particularly  proficient  and  successful  in  newspaper  work,  having 
worked  as  pressman,  compositor,  business  manager  and  publisher.  He 
was  a  man  of  strong  character  and  the  interest  manifested  by  him 
in  Odd  Fellowship  was  always  in  the  right  direction,  his  work  com¬ 
manding  the  greatest  respect  of  the  fraternity.  He  was  initiated  into 
Roger  Williams  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  Providence,  March  23,  1869,  and  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  February  6,  1877.  He  was 
elected  Grand  Master,  February  3,  1891.  February  2,  1892,  he  was 
elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  and  in  1894  re-elected  for  another  term  of  two  years.  He 
was  initiated  into  Narragansett  Encampment,  No.  1,  of  Providence, 
December  15,  1871.  and  admitted  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Rhode 
Island,  March  7,  1877;  he  was  also  a  member  of  Rachel  Rebekah  Lodge, 
No.  15,  of  Providence. 
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Reps.  Hubbard,  Schwartz,  Keller,  and  Emmins,  of  Texas,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — In  announcing  the  death  of 
T.  L.  Wren,  Past  Grand  Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand 
Representative,  we  can  truly  say  that  the  Order  in  Texas  has  lost  a 
true  Odd  Fellow,  one  who  had  labored  long  and  faithfully  in  the  cause 
for  the  “  amelioration  of  the  human  race.”  We  have  been  members 
of  our  Grand  Lodge  for  varying  periods  of  time,  from  sixteen  to  twenty- 
three  years,  but  Brother  Wren  had  preceded  us. 

Brother  Wren  was  born  in  Mississippi,  April  6,  1839,  and  died  in  the 
city  of  Austin,  March  13,  1910,  a  few  days  after  the  close  of  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  that  city,  possibly  the  only  session 
he  had  ever  missed  since  he  had  been  a  member.  He  was  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  for  eight  years,  Grand  Master  in  1905,  and  Grand  Representative 
for  the  years  1905,  1906,  1907  and  1908. 

Brother  Wren  was  not  a  brilliant  man  as  the  world  calls  brilliancy, 
but  he  was  a  worker  in  the  truest  meaning  of  the  term,  and  his  name 
is  found  on  many  pages  of  the  proceedings  of  our  Grand  Lodges,  for  he 
wielded  a  facile  and  a  trenchant  pen,  and  his  reports  from  his  com¬ 
mittees  are  models  of  force,  lucidity  and  logic.  He  plodded  along  in 
his  unobtrusive  way,  doing  that  “  which  his  hand  found  to  do,”  and 
when  at  last,  he  laid  him  down  to  rest,  we  know  that  he  would,  if  it 
were  possible,  have  joined  with  us  who  had  known  him  long  and  well,  in 
repeating  these  lines: 

“  Let  sober  triumphs  wait  upon  my  bier: 

IT1  not  forgive  that  friend  who  sheds  one  tear. 

Let  no  unworthy  sounds  of  grief  be  heard. 

No  loud  laments,  not  one  unseemly  word: 

For  whether  gathered  in’  life’s  early  morn. 

Or  in  old  age  he  drops,  like  an  ear  of  corn 
Full  ripe;  he  dies  on  nature’s  noblest  plan 
Who  lives  to  reason  and  who  dies  a  man.” 

Rep.  Emmins,  of  Texas,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — John  M.  Spellman,  Past 
Grand  Representative,  departed  this  life  April  26,  1910.  For  thirty 
years  this  brother  followed  and  taught  the  principles  of  this  great 
brotherhood,  he  ever  held  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  brothers  in 
Texas  as  was  well  evidenced  by  the  honors  so  often  conferred  on  him. 
Peace  to  his  ashes. 

Reps.  Blanks,  Pohlig,  and  Montague  of  Virginia,  submitted  the 
following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — One  by  one  they  pass  to  the 
great  beyond.  Fifty-two  Past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Virginia  have  answered  roll  call  for  the  last  time  on  earth  and  are 
now  enrolled  with  the  great  majority  on  the  other  shore,  thus  forcibly 
reminding  us  that  we  are  “  born  to  die.” 
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The  last  one  to  obey  the  summons  was  the  lovable  Norman  Ashby,  a 
noble,  Christian  gentleman,  an  earnest,  faithful  Odd  Fellow,  a  true  and 
devoted  husband,  a  loving,  tender  father,  a  loyal  and  useful  citizen, 
gone  to  rest. 

Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  Norman  Ashby, 
was  born  near  Markham,  Fauquier  County,  Virginia,  September  21, 
1859,  a  worthy  scion  of  an  honored  ancestry,  whose  name  has  aided  in 
making  Virginia  renowned,  on  account  of  the  deeds  of  her  noble  sons. 

When  a  young  man,  Norman  Ashby,  moved  to  Culpeper,  Va.,  and 
engaged  in  active  mercantile  pursuits;  he  was  a  successful  merchant 
and  an  honored  citizen. 

On  April  3,  1894,  just  sixteen  years  ago,  he  was  initiated  into  the 
mysteries  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  59,  Culpeper,  Va., 
and  at  once  became  an  enthusiastic  member.  He  entered  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia  at  Lynchburg,  in  May,  1899,  was  elected  Grand  Master 
in  1905,  and  Grand  Representative  at  the  May  session  of  1907.  While 
honored  by  his  brethren,  he  in  turn  was  faithful  to  every  trust  reposed 
in  him;  he  was  quiet  and  unassuming  in  his  daily  avocation,  temperate 
in  his  habits,  honest  in  his  dealings,  faithful  to  his  Christian  vows  and 
he  loVed  his  family. 

“  His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements  so  mixed  in  him  that  nature 
might  stand  up  and  say  to  all  the  world,  this  was  a  man.” 

On  July  2,  1909,  his  deathless  spirit  winged  its  flight  to  realms  eternal, 
leaving  a  loving  wife,  a  devoted  daughter  and  two  noble  sons  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  husband  and  father. 

Reps.  Poll,  Webel,  and  McCallum,  of  Wyoming,  submitted  the 
following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  becomes  our  duty  to  re¬ 
port  the  passing  of  three  prominent  members  of  our  great  fraternity 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Wyoming,  since  the  last  session  of  this  Grand 
Body. 

Richard  A.  Proctor,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and 
Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  April  14, 
1853,  and  died  at  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  January  1,  1910. 

Brother  Proctor  served  as  Department  Commander  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  of  the  Order  to  which  he  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time; 
his  services  were  invaluable.  He  was  a  gallant  soldier,  an  honorable 
citizen,  a  faithful  official  and  a  true  Odd  Fellow. 

This  Jurisdiction  will  not  soon  forget  our  friend  and  brother.  His 
influence  will  continue  to  be  felt  for  years  to  come;  his  family  have 
lost  a  kind  husband  and  father  and  have  the  sympathy  of  the  entire 
Jurisdiction.

Jerome  F.  Brown,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past 
Grand  Representative  was  born  in  Batavia,  New  York,  July  9,  1835, 
died  at  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  February  2,  1910,  aged  74. 
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Brother  Brown  was  a  member  of  our  Order  for  fifty-two  years,  join¬ 
ing  when  he  was  22  years  of  age  and  continuing  a  member  until  his 
death. 

He  was  a  true  man  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  a  kind  husband  and  a 
faithful  friend.  On  January  i,  1909,  he  celebrated  his  golden  wedding. 

He  was  of  a  most  kindly  disposition  and  lived  a  true  Christian  life. 
He  was  devoted  in  his  love  for  the  Order  and  did  his  part  with  earnest 
fidelity  and  won  the  high  esteem  of  his  brethren.  We  mourn  his  loss 
to  the  fraternity  and  deeply  sympathize  with  the  breaved  family. 

Thus  passes  away  another  of  the  faithful  old  guard,  one  who  was 
beloved  by  all  for  his  work  and  for  his  kindly  benevolent  and  Christian 
character.

During  the  long  period  of  his  service  he  stood  like  a  mighty  oak, 
strong,  vigorous  and  steady  in  his  devotions  to  the  principles  of  our 
fraternity.

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Brother  Kuykendall,  retiring  Grand  Sire,  in  handing  the  gavel  to 
his  successor,  spoke  as  follows : 

Representatives:  In  closing  my  term  as  Grand  Sire  at  this  session 
when  I  should  be  entering  thereon  for  two  years  brings  with  it  regret 
that  my  time  was  too  short  to  attempt  the  accomplishment  of  some 
things  mapped  out  for  the  advancement  and  material  benefit  of  our 
Order.  With  this  regret,  however,  is  the  comforting  pleasure  that  I 
have  closed  my  work  and  made  up  the  record  relating  thereto  as  your 
chief  executive  officer  and  now  lay  aside  its  duties  with  a  feeling  of 
great  pleasure  and  relief.  In  the  performance  of  every  duty  I  have 
endeavored  to  be  fair  and  prompt  in  all  cases.  In  surrendering  the 
position  I  trust  my  successor  will  not  be  confronted  with  problems 
such  as  were  in  a  few  cases  forced  upon  me  to  settle.  They  were  not 
of  my  choosing  as  the  record  demonstrates  and  whilst  a  few  of  our 
membership,  in  five  or  six  Jurisdictions,  may  feel  aggrieved,  they  will, 
I  am  sure,  eventually  be  fair  enough  to  do  me  justice.  I  do  not  claim 
to  be  infallible  and  we  will  all  do  well  never  to  loose  sight  of  the  man 
who  claims  to  be  perfect  and  the  other  who  never  makes  mistakes. 
Assuring  you  of  my  unbounded  faith  in  and  loyalty  to  our  Order  and 
its  work,  I  congratulate  you  upon  the  splendid  work  of  this  session 
and  the  rapid  dispatch  of  business  and  thank  you  for  all  the  many 
kindnesses  extended  to  me  by  you  as  a  Body  and  individually  during 
this  session  and  during  my  term  of  office,  which  I  now  surrender  with 
pleasure  and  best  wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  every  Representative 
present  and  for  the  continued  welfare  of  our  great  fraternity. 

In  assuming  his  duties,  Grand  Sire  Cockrum,  briefly  addressed 
the  Body,  as  follows : 

Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge:  My  first  duty  is  to 
gratefully  thank  the  Representatives  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
for  the  high  compliment  paid  to  Indiana  by  selecting  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  occupy  the  high  and  exalted  position  of  Grand  Sire. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  responsibility  accompanying  this  selec¬ 
tion,  nor  do  I  fail  in  the  observance  of  the  fact  that  this  position  has 
been  filled  by  the  great  men  of  the  Order  who  have  lended  ability  and 
character  to  its  important  requirements.  Those  who  have  preceded 
me  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  position  have  given 
much  time  and  labor  to  the  demands  of  the  Order,  and  out  of  their 
efforts  and  the  help  of  a  loyal  brotherhood  have  come  the  great  ad¬ 
vances  the  Order  has  made  in  the  fraternal  world,  occupying  as  it  does 
to-day  the  first  place  in  the  world’s  statistics  relating  to  fraternal 
bodies.  How  gratifying  to  those  patriarchs  of  our  great  organization 
that  have  been  spared  to  us,  and  how  pleasing  to  the  families  of  those 
who  have  passed  into  the  unseen  lodge-room,  must  be  the  review  of 
this  splendid  achievement. 

It  is  with  these  facts  before  me  that  I  undertake  the  work  imposed 
by  this  high  and  responsible  position. 
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We  must  keep  pace  with  the  advancing  tendency  of  the  times  in 
which  we  live  and  lend  every  effort  to  keep  the  interests  of  our  great 
and  good  Order  in  the  advance  of  all  others.  To  this  end  I  solicit  your 
faithful  co-operation  and  am  assured  I  shall  have  it.  Without  your 
help  and  the  help  of  the  good  brothers  and  sisters  whom  you  represent, 
it  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  to  do  the  things  necessary  to  carry 
forward  the  success  of  our  Order.  United  effort,  however,  will  attain 
the  result  we  all  desire  and  I  feel  sure  will  bring  to  us  all  the  comfort¬ 
ing  realizations  of  work  well  performed. 

Again  I  thank  you  most  kindly  for  your  consideration  of  the  claims 
of  Indiana  and  wish  you  individually  every  happiness,  good  health 
and  success  until  we  meet  again. 

Deputy  Grand  Sire  Keeler  in  response  to  calls  made  a  brief  and 
appropriate  address,  but  could  not  furnish  a  copy  of  the  same. 

Being  called  upon  by  the  Grand  Sire,  brief  addresses  were  made 
by  Past  Grand  Sires  Campbell,  Pinkerton,  and  Conway.  Request 
was  made  for  all  these  addresses,  but  Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton 
could  not  furnish  any  copy  of  his. 

The  address  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Campbell  was  as  follows: 

As  the  Senior  Past  Grand  Sire  present  this  afternoon,  and  as  the 
third  oldest  in  point  of  service,  I  am  beginning  to  realize  that  I  am 
attaining  the  honors,  as  well  as  bearing  the  burdens,  of  those  who  have 
reached  the  patriarchal  age.  Looking  back  to  my  first  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  when  Harmon  and  Glenn  sat  on  this  plat¬ 
form,  and  Ridgely  occupied  the  Secretary’s  desk,  and  the  seats  were 
filled  with  Representatives  whose  faces  are  no  longer  seen,  and  whose 
voices  have  been  stilled  forever,  the  solemn  fact  is  impressed  upon  me, 
that  our  “  days  are  gliding  swiftly  by,”  and  that  old  age  has  come. 

And  yet,  though  some  of  us  have  grown  old;  though  the  snows  of 
many  winters  have  whitened  our  hair,  and  the  passing  of  years  has 
marked  us  with  the  signs  of  decay,  there  is  this  consoling  thought 
that  Odd  Fellowship  never  grows  old.  “  Time  writes  no  wrinkles  on 
its  brow.”  For  it  “old  age  ”  does  not  mean  weakness  and  decrepitude. 
The  older  it  grows  the  stronger  it  becomes — the  wider  its  influence — 
the  more  powerful  its  beneficent  effect  on  humanity.  How  wonderful 
its  progress!  How  magnificent  its  development!  How  far-reaching  its 
sphere  of  usefulness! 

But  to  you  I  need  not  speak  of  this.  You  are  the  leaders  of  the 
Order,  and  you  know  what  it  has  done,  and  what  it  still  can  do.  Only 
one  thought  I  wish  to  leave  with  you.  It  may  be  this  will  be  the  last 
time  I  shall  speak  to  you.  I  hope  not,  but  our  life  is  uncertain  at  the 
best,  and  if  I  should  never  look  into  your  faces  again  I  wish  to  im¬ 
press  on  you  a  thought  to  which  I  have  often  given  attention  in  the 
subordinate  lodge. 

We  are  too  apt,  as  we  think  of  the  great  beneficent  work  of  our 
Order,  to  look  on  it  only  as  a  great  charitable  institution,  relieving 
the  distress  of  humanity.  Let  us  not  forget  that  this  is  only  a  very 
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small  part  of  its  usefulness.  Greater  than  this,  in  my  mind,  is  Odd 
Fellowship  in  its  relation  to  the  State,  which  it  assists  and  upholds. 
Not  only  does  it  by  its  pecuniary  aid  relieve  the  State  from  a  heavy 
burden  which  it  would  otherwise  bear,  but  its  doctrines  teach  pa¬ 
triotism  for  our  country,  and  loyalty  to  the  community  in  which  we 
live.  An  Odd  Fellow  must  be  a  good  and  loyal  citizen,  ready  to  give 
his  time,  his  service,  his  money,  for  his  country.  And  that  is  the 
great  need  of  the  age.  We  want  men,  not  men  seeking  office,  but  men 
ready  to  accept  office,  and  do  the  work  of  the  office  with  zeal  and 
integrity,  and,  if  no  office  calls  for  them,  ready  to  do  what  they  can  in 
their  own  place,  no  matter  how  humble  it  be.  If  it  is  only  a  vote  they 
have  to  give,  to  give  it  intelligently  and  honestly  for  the  best  men 
and  the  best  measures,  regardless  of  party,  or  creed,  or  personal  bias. 
Never  forget  that  your  obligations  call  you  to  serve  not  only  your  neigh¬ 
bor  and  your  brother  directly  as  an  individual,  but  indirectly  as  you 
serve  the  collected  men  we  call  the  State. 

And  now,  as  we  part,  to  go  to  our  homes,  I  leave  you  with  that  good 
old  Saxon  word,  so  full  of  meaning — •“  Farewell.” 

The  address  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Conway  was,  in  part,  as  follows : 

I  have  been  thinking  while  listening  to  the  addresses  preceding  me 
and  the  encomiums  heaped  on  our  great  Order,  that  there  must  be 
some  reason  why  Odd  Fellowship  has  grown  to  such  magnificent  pro¬ 
portions.  One  of  the  enterprising  food  manufacturing  establishments 
heads  its  advertisements  with  the  words  “  There  is  a  reason,”  and  to 
my  mind  there  must  be  a  reason  why  Odd  Fellowship  has  accomplished 
so  much. 

Society  may  be  safely  divided  into  three  classes;  first,  the  sordid 
money  getter,  who  spends  all  his  time  and  energy  in  the  pursuit  of 
gain,  apparently  taking  great  joy  and  satisfaction,  first,  in  watching 
the  dollars  pile  upon  each  other,  and  secondly,  in  the  intoxication  that 
comes  with  the  power  of  wealth  to  such  an  extent  that  he  neglects  his 
family,  and  forgets  his  obligation  to  society  and  the  State.  Every 
community  possesses  such  characters  within  its  limits.  In  due  course 
of  time  this  class  of  men  die,  and  are  entirely  forgotten,  as  they  should 
be. 

At  the  other  extreme  is  the  individual  who  imagines  that  all  the 
obligations  of  citizenship  and  the  care  of  the  unfortunate  rest  alone  on 
his  shoulders,  and  he  spends  his  entire  time  not  only  in  philanthropic 
work,  but  also  in  looking  after  the  civic  and  political  affairs  of  the 
community  in  which  he  lives,  to  the  neglect  of  his  own  family  and 
those  who  are  dependent  upon  him.  This  individual  is  as  one-sided  as 
the  first  described,  but  he  is  not  quite  so  useless  a  citizen. 

The  third  class,  and  the  one  that  should  be  placed  between  these 
two,  embraces  the  man  who  is  possessed  of  a  proper  commercial  spirit, 
and  who  recognizes  that  the  accumulation  of  property  is  most  com¬ 
mendable  because  without  the  exercise  of  that  spirit  of  thrift  our 
country  would  never  become  great  either  socially,  morally  or  intellectu¬ 
ally,  but  who  also  acknowledges  his  obligation  to  society,  and  does  his 
full  share  of  civic  work  and  in  helping  to  care  for  those  who  are  less 
fortunate  than  himself. 

In  this  third  class  is  involved  the  principle  that  Odd  Fellowship 
stands  for  from  the  fact  that  a  man  cannot  become  an  Odd  Fellow  un- 
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less  he  is  self-sustaining,  frugal  and  industrious.  We  do  not  want 
drones  in  our  ranks,  nor  do  we  seek  the  selfish.  In  other  words,  an 
Odd  Fellow  is  a  full-rounded  man,  developed  on  all  sides  alike,  well 
balanced,  symmetrical  in  character,  and  honest,  but  no  man  can  be 
honest  unless  he  meets  his  moral  as  well  as  his  legal  obligations.  The 
man  who  will  locate  his  family  in  a  neighborhood  where  there  is  an 
absence  of  saloons,  with  the  necessary  complement  of  schools  and 
churches,  and  is  desirous,  as  every  sane  man  should  be,  to  rear  his 
family  in  a  neighborhood  where  the  environment  is  wholesome,  and 
who  pays  his  school  tax  chiefly  because  it  is  a  statutory  obligation  and 
must  be  paid  or  his  property  confiscated,  and  who  yet  fails  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  support  of  some  church,  is  not  an  honest  man.  No  man 
can  be  honest  and  not  pay  his  legal  debts;  but  the  payment  of  a  legal 
debt  does  not  alone  constitute  honesty. 

An  honest  man  regularly  meets  his  moral  the  same  as  he  discharges 
his  legal  obligations;  and  I  believe  I  can  safely  say  that  our  beloved 
Order  has  done  more  to  develop  such  full-rounded  citizens,  as  I  have 
described  as  composing  this  middle  class,  than  any  and  all  other 
agencies  combined,  save  only  the  broadening  influence  of  the  church 
itself. 

I  love  our  Order  for  its  democracy.  Without  the  democratic  spirit 
our  country  as  a  republic  cannot  long  endure.  Caste  and  democracy 
are  as  disassociated  as  oil  and  water,  and  if  we  hope  to  remain  a  re¬ 
public,  a  government  of  the  people,  for  the  people,  and  by  the  people, 
we  must  cultivate  the  democratic  spirit,  and  recognize  the  man  not  for 
what  he  may  know  or  possess,  but  for  his  character.  Our  Order  is 
developing  that  higher  type  of  manhood,  and  on  that  account  I  think 
it  has  become  one  of  the  greatest  forces  for  good  in  our  national  life. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  following  communication : 

Hon.  John  B.  Goodwin ,  Grand  Secretary,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

Dear  Brother  Goodwin:  In  order  that  we  may  offer  the  membership 
in  general  something  to  stimulate  renewed  efforts  to  forward  the 
Order’s  interests,  I  have  concluded  to  suggest  two  things  that  are  new. 

I  do  this  not  to  be  ahead  of  someone  else,  not  to  outstrip  any  who 
have  preceded  me  in  this  high  place,  but  with  the  sole  object  of  bring¬ 
ing  myself  in  touch  with  all  the  members  of  the  Order  wherever  the 
flag  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  raised. 

I  propose  to  give  a  silver  cup  to  cost  not  less  than  $100.00  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  will  show  the  greatest  gain  in  subordinate  lodge 
membership;  this  cup  to  be  engraved  as  a  gift  from  the  Grand  Sire  to 
the  successful  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the  award  to  be  made  upon  a  show¬ 
ing  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  between  December  31,  1910,  and 
December  31,  1911. 

I  also  propose  to  give  to  the  subordinate  lodge  showing  the  largest 
increase  in  membership  for  the  same  period,  to  be  determined  in  the 
same  way,  a  lodge  banner  to  cost  $100.00;  the  same  to  show  that  it  has 
been  given  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  the  lodge  for  the  work  done  as  herein 
outlined. 

I  hope  by  these  means  to  encourage  the  members  of  the  Order  and  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  everywhere  to  enter  upon  a  friendly  contest  that 
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will  add  to  our  already  large  membership  and  stimulate  an  effort  to 
keep  to  the  front,  in  the  march  of  time,  the  position  of  our  beloved 
Order. 

I  respectfully  request  that  the  Grand  Lodge  give  its  consent  to  this 
suggestion.

Resolved ,  That  the  generous  offer  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  present  a  cup 
and  banner  to  the  Jurisdiction  and  lodge  making  the  largest  increase 
in  membership  be  accepted  with  grateful  appreciation. 

That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  the  Grand 
Sire’s  letter  to  each  Grand  Secretary  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  request  the  Grand  Secretaries  to  send  a 
copy  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  letter  to  every  lodge  in  their  Jurisdiction  in 
order  that  the  greatest  publicity  may  be  given  the  offer,  so  that  every 
lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  may  have  an  opportunity  to  contest  for  the  prizes. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

No.  77.  Rep.  Blanks,  of  Virginia,  offered  the  following,  for 
which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  with  pleasure  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
satisfactory  and  impartial  manner  in  which  our  retiring  Grand  Sire, 
W.  L.  Kuykendall,  has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  the  eighty- 
sixth  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  the  faithful  man¬ 
ner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  responsible  duties  of  Grand  Sire. 
He  has  unqualified  approbation  of  his  brother  members  of  this  Grand 
Body,  and  we  request  that  he  favor  us  by  sitting  for  his  portrait  to  be 
hung  in  the  Grand  Lodge  room  at  Baltimore.  We  further  ask  him  to 
accept  the  desk  and  typewriter  purchased  for  him  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

No.  78.  Rep.  Robertson,  of  Oklahoma,  moved  the  following,  for 
which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $250.00,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be,  and  the  same,  is,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a  portrait  of  our  beloved  Past  Grand  Sire,  W.  L.  Kuykendall, 
for  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

Blanks,  of  Virginia,  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  such 
resignation. 

No.  79,  Rep.  Boyd,  of  Tennessee,  moved  the  following,  for  which 
he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  for  the  manifold  and  innumerable  acts  of  hospitality 
and  deeds  of  fraternal  consideration  shown  the  members  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  during  this  session  by  Reps.  Robt.  T.  Daniel,  J.  L. 
Bass,  J.  T.  Blalock,  and  E.  A.  Baughan.  of  Georgia,  we  express  our  deep 
appreciation  and  lasting  gratitude. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  unanimously  adopted.

Goudy,  of  Colorado,  Hud¬ 
dleston,  of  Alabama,  and  Jordan,  of  Ohio.

Wheeler,  of  Missouri,  Trautmann,  of  New  York,  Arnett,  of  Kentucky, 
Wood,  of  District  of  Columbia,  and  Birdseye,  of  Washington.

Lodge  adjourn  sine  die ,  which  was  agreed  to. 


The  Officers  and  Representatives  joined  in  singing  the  closing 
ode. 

The  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  R.  K.  Stephenson,  addressed  the 
Throne  of  Grace,  as  follows : 

Our  Heavenly  Father,  we  recognize  the  guidance  and  providential 
care  during  this  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge. 

No  accident  has  befallen  us  while  coming  or  during  our  stay  in  this 
city.  Sickness  has  not  marred  our  pleasure  nor  hindered  our  work. 

We  bless  Thee  for  the  fellowship  of  our  brethren,  the  work  and 
teaching  of  our  fraternity,  and  the  hospitality  of  the  city  and  State. 
For  all  these  blessings  we  make  Thee  grateful  acknowledgement. 

We  are  now  about  to  separate  and  travel  to  our  respective  fields  of 
labor.  We  pray  that  Thy  protecting  care  may  go  with  us,  and  give  us 
large  success.  May  the  teachings  here  impressed  make  us  better  Odd 
Fellows,  and  more  truly  brothers. 

Command  the  special  blessing  to  rest  on  our  Grand  Sire.  We  thank 
Thee  for  his  life  and  work,  may  they  still  be  precious  in  Thy  sight, 
and  his  work  for  mankind  never  have  been  so  efficient  as  in  these  com¬ 
ing  years  as  he  shall  direct  this  mighty  brotherhood. 

Bless  his  corps  of  officers  an'd  helpers,  and  every  brother  and  sister 
to  do  and  be  their  best. 

May  we  be  truly  Thy  servants  in  ennobling  manhood  and  woman¬ 
hood,  relieving  the  needs  of  our  brothers  and  their  families. 

If  it  shall  be  Thy  will  may  we  be  spared  to  meet  again  at  the  next 
Grand  Lodge  session  to  recount  our  toil  and  success,  and  plan  for 
grander  work. 

If  in  Thy  wisdom  it  shall  be  otherwise,  and  any  of  us  should  fall, 
may  it  be  in  the  line  of  work,  and  may  we  hear  Thee  say  well  done. 

We  ask  these  blessings  in  the  name  of  our  Divine  Lord.  Amen. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Sire,  declared 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  sine  die.

EIGHTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION  OF 
THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE 

RECEPTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  IN  ATLANTA, 

GEORGIA. 

The  eighty-sixth  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was 
held  in  Atlanta,  the  capital  and  metropolis  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  and 
the  greeting  extended  by  members  of  the  Order  in  that  Jurisdiction, 
and  by  the  citizens,  was  magnificent  and  delightful.  The  city  itself  is 
noted  for  the  enterprise  and  public  spirit  of  its  people,  and  the  Order 
there  is  strong  and  appreciated  by  all  the  people.  It  is  difficult  to 
specify  all  the  incidents  contributing  to  the  pleasure  of  the  members 
and  visitors  during  the  entire  week.  All  arrangements  for  the  session 
had  been  well  and  capably  provided,  the  local  reception  committee,  of 
which  Hon.  John  A.  Hynds,  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  chairman, 
and  Hon.  Aldine  Chambers,  secretary,  was  a  strong  and  active  one  and 
performed  their  duties  with  great  success  and  satisfaction.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  and  citizens  of  the  city  generally,  were  ready  and 
anxious  everywhere  and  on  all  occasions  to  be  of  service  and  to  make 
all  comfortable  and  happy.  The  newspapers  of  the  city  were  generous 
in  recognition  and  space,  both  editorially  and  in  the  news  columns. 
The  representatives  of  the  State  and  city  governments  joined  actively 
in  the  welcome,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  issuing  a  proclamation  calling 
for  a  general  suspension  of  business  on  the  afternoon  of  the  parade, 
on  Wednesday,  September  21,  which  was  generally  and  extensively 
complied  with.  Most  of  the  leading  features  of  the  reception  are  sepa¬ 
rately  referred  to,  among  the  first  being 

EXCURSION  TO  MARIETTA. 

A  delightful  excursion  to  Marietta,  extended  by  the  city  authorities 
and  the  commercial  organization  of  that  city,  on  Saturday  the  17th, 
was  an  interesting  feature  and  was  attended  by  the  officers,  Repre¬ 
sentatives  and  visitors  who  had  arrived  in  Atlanta  in  time  for  the  same. 
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On  arriving  at  Marietta  a  welcome  address  was  delivered  by  Hon.  E.  H. 
Clay,  Mayor  of  the  city,  which  was  acknowledged  and  responded  to 
by  Hon.  John  B.  Cockrnm,  Deputy  Grand  Sire.  A  splendid  and  abun¬ 
dant  lunch  was  served  to  the  vast  throng  of  visitors  in  the  beautiful 
Court  House  park  and  square,  after  which  automobiles  were  provided 
for  all  and  the  visitors  carried  to  the  interesting  points  in  and  near  the 
city,  the  foot  of  historic  Kenesaw  Mountain  and  the  National  Cemetery 
being  included  in  the  ride.  On  the  return  a  visit  was  made  to  the 
cotton  field  of  J.  Gid  Morris,  Esq.,  and  all  who  desired  enjoyed  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  picking  cotton.  The  experiences  of  the  day  will  never  be 
forgotten  by  those  who  made  the  trip,  and  all  returned  to  the  city  of 
Atlanta  with  pleasant  recollections  of  the  outing. 

SUNDAY  SERMONS. 

During  the  official  service  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Venable,  as  Grand  Chaplain, 
he  was  frequently  called  upon  to  preach  the  annual  sermon  on  the 
Sunday  preceding  the  opening  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  since 
his  attendance  this  custom  had  not  been  observed,  until  the  present 
year  when  Rev.  W.  I.  Canter,  Grand  Chaplain,  was  invited  by  the  local 
committee  to  preach  on  this  occasion,  his  sermon  being  delivered  at  the 
Wesley  Memorial  Church.  This  great  church  auditorium  was  filled 
with  members  and  visitors  and  members  of  the  congregation  of  the 
church.  The  pastor  of  the  church  presented  Grand  Representative,  Rev. 
J.  B.  McDonald,  of  Oklahoma,  who  offered  the  opening  prayer,  after 
which  Judge  Robt.  T.  Daniel,  Grand  Representative  of  Georgia,  intro¬ 
duced  Dr.  Canter,  the  Grand  Chaplain,  who  delivered  the  following 
strong  and  eloquent  sermon: 

SERMON  OF  REV.  W.  I.  CANTER,  GRAND  CHAPLAIN. 

“And  Who  is  My  Neighbor?  ”  Luke  x:29. 

In  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews  the  service  was  after  the  fashion  of  the 
modern  Sunday  School.  Any  hearer  had  the  privilege  of  asking  ques¬ 
tions  upon  the  subject  under  discussion.  Hence  when  the  Great  Teacher 
was  delivering  this  sermon  on  eternal  life  it  was  with  perfect  pro¬ 
priety  that  a  certain  interested  lawyer  arose  to  ask  what  he  might  do 
to  inherit  this  life,  untainted,  as  it  was,  with  the  germs  of  destruction. 

The  whole  scene  is  vividly  depicted  in  the  inspired  narrative,  and  is 
more  or  less  familiar  to  all.  The  reiteration  of  the  moral  requirements 
of  the  “Commandments,”  the  natural  reply  of  one  brought  up  under 
this  law,  as  to  his  obedience  thereto,  with  the  implied  question  of 
application. 

To  this  Jew  it  was  easy  to  love  God,  whom  he  had  been  taught  to  wor¬ 
ship  and  adore  from  childhood.  But  with  him,  as  with  every  other 
man,  the  requirement  of  love  for  his  fellow-man  was  perplexing.  It 
was  not'  a  very  hard  task  to  have  love  for  God  in  his  perfection  and 
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purity,  but  it  was  beyond  his  conception  how  one  could  so  love  the 
poor,  weak,  cold,  unresponsive  and  altogether  unsatisfactory  fellow- 
mortal.  Therefore  the  question  at  the  head  of  this  sermon,  “  Who  is 
my  neighbor?  ” 

The  neighbor  question  has  always  been  the  hardest  one  of  all  for  us. 
We  may  easily  establish  our  relation  to  the  Great  Father,  but  not 
always  with  equal  facility,  that  toward  our  human  brother.  God  is  so 
great  and  so  good  that  we  instinctively  love  Him,  and  we  are  so  weak 
and  so  bad  that  we  are  often  in  the  same  mood  as  the  lawyer,  and 
ready  to  ask  of  the  One  who  made  us  that  he  will  instruct  us  as  to 
who  is  really  the  neighbor. 

The  “  Good  Samaritan  ”  of  the  incident  is  the  concrete  answer  to  this 
troublesome  query.  He  who  was  kinder  than  priest  or  Levite,  he  who 
was  more  tender  than  the  professional  servant,  he  whose  love  over¬ 
leaped  the  boundaries  of  a  country,  the  barriers  of  caste,  and  the  con¬ 
fines  of  an  ecclesiasticism,  he  who,  though  bound  by  no  formal  tie, 
took  off  his  own  coat  to  shield  a  fallen  wayfarer  from  the  cold,  ad¬ 
ministered  his  own  emergency  remedies,  and  paid  with  his  own  coin 
for  shelter  for  an  unknown  traveller,  is  presented  as  the  answer  to 
the  question. 

“  He  is  my  neighbor  who  needs  me,  and  I  am  his  if  I  act  the  part  of 
a  neighbor,”  said  Latimer  in  his  sermon  before  Edward  YI,  in  1550,  and 
all  the  interpretation  of  these  centuries  has  found  no  better  definition. 

A  neighborhood  is  not  the  creation  of  a  surveyor’s  chain.  There  are 
no  arbitrary  boundaries  to  the  idea  of  neighborship.  London  is  nearer 
to  New  York  to-day  than  Atlanta  was  to  Charleston  a  hundred  years 
ago.  Like  the  shuttle  of  a  weaver’s  loom,  the  transports  of  the  sea 
have  woven  the  web  of  human  life  into  one  piece,  until  nations  are 
nearer  to  each  other  than  were  the  townships  of  earlier  days. 

Human  thought  has  expanded  until  a  neighborhood  may  refer  to  a 
city  block,  a  nation,  or  a  world  according  to  the  terms  in  which  we 
think.  And  it  is  almost  proper  to  go  beyond  this  and  say  that  it  may 
mean  a  whole  planetary  system,  of  which  our  little  solar  system  is  one 
of  the  small  communities  among  the  constellations  of  worlds  that 
swing  about  the  circles  of  that  vast  unfathomed  boundlessness  of  space. 
Whatever  the  figure  of  our  speech,  or  the  unit  of  measurement,  the 
neighborhood  refers  to  those  who  are  bound  by  a  community  of  interest, 
and  are  mutually  dependent. 

Let  us  suppose  that  I  am  a  rich  man,  I  dwell  in  a  palace  upon  the 
principal  boulevard  of  this  fair  Southern  City,  I  am  surrounded  by 
every  luxury  of  this  luxurious  age,  I  sit  upon  my  veranda,  under  the 
fair  sky  and  inhale  the  perfume  of  the  sweet  flowers  of  this  delightful 
land,  there  is  no  wish  ungratified,  no  possible  want  in  my  life. 

Who  is  my  neighbor?  To  ask  the  question  is  to  answer  it — in  the 
practical  fashion  of  the  day.  My  neighbor  is  the  man  who  lives  in 
another  mansion,  on  the  same  street,  surrounded  by  the  same  luxury. 

But  is  he  my  neighbor  in  the  spirit  of  this  subject?  Nay,  he  may  not 
in  any  moral  sense  be  my  neighbor  at  all.  That  neighbor  may  exist 
in  a  squalid  hovel  of  the  alley  that  runs  in  the  rear.  There  may  live 
the  man  whom  every  high  obligation  makes  my  neighbor,  and  if  I  fail 
to  discover  him  there,  I  may  miss  life’s  sweetest  lesson. 

I  will,  of  course,  invite  my  friend  to  my  home,  I  will  set  before  him 
the  richest  and  best  of  my  larder,  but  he  does  not  need  it,  and  he  will 
in  turn,  invite  me  to  his  home  and  perhaps  feast  me  on  richer  and  rarer 
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viands  than  I  had  provided.  This  is  social  intercourse,  not  neighbor* 
ship. 

But  if  I  carry  to  the  sick  child  of  my  poor  neighbor  in  the  alley  but 
a  small  portion  of  the  good  things  on  my  table,  I  will  bring  happiness 
and  perhaps  health  where  it  could  not  otherwise  be.  He  may  not  be 
able  to  make  any  visible  return,  but  in  the  sparkle  of  the  baby’s  eye, 
as  well  as  in  the  pleasures  of  a  good  conscience  I  shall  have  the  fullest 
reward. 

On  a  hot  July  day  this  summer,  there  occurred  on  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railway  a  serious  wreck.  One  of  the  great  trains  which  run 
between  New  York  and  St.  Louis,  while  rounding  a  curve  not  far  from 
my  home,  ran  into  a  huge  stone  which  had  fallen  down  upon  the  track. 
Under  the  engine  the  engineer  was  caught,  and  the  steam  from  a  broken 
pipe  literally  cooked  the  flesh  from  his  bones. 

He  was  quickly  rescued  and  laid  upon  the  grass,  while  a  hundred 
helpless  men  stood  round  and  shuddered  to  see  his  awful  agony.  Not 
one  of  them  could  think  of  a  thing  to  relieve  his  suffering,  but  in  the 
Pullman  at  the  rear  was  a  woman  whose  heart  was  tender,  whose  brain 
was  quick. 

As  soon  as  she  could  make  her  way  over  the  debris,  she  came  to  the 
place  where  lay  the  engine  driver,  the  most  seriously  hurt  of  all  the 
victims  of  the  wreck.  With  her,  to  see  such  need  was  to  at  once  devise 
means  of  relieving  the  sufferer.  There  is  always  an  appalling  scarcity 
of  appliances  in  cases  like  this,  but  love  will  find  a  way. 

Sending  to  the  Pullman  for  linen,  and  to  the  diner  for  oils,  she  deftly 
and  quickly  bound  up  the  poor  twisted  body  of  the  almost  dead  man, 
and  when  the  bandages  were  all  used  tore  the  very  garments  from  her 
own  body  to  supply  the  needs. 

Now,  my  friends,  the  social  chasm  between  the  rear  Pullman  and 
engine  cab  of  a  trans-continental  flyer,  is  as  wide  as  the  poles  of  the 
universe,  and  yet  a  woman’s  tender  heart  swung  easily  to  the  opposite 
side,  and  amid  the  hiss  of  escaping  steam,  and  the  groans  of  dying  men, 
calmly  answered  the  age-old  question,  and  found  a  neighbor  in  the 
seared  and  blackened  victim  of  the  wreck. 

This  is  the  only  view  adequate  to  the  proper  disclosure  of  the  mighty 
forces  of  human  sympathy  as  it  contemplates  the  dreary  wastes  of 
human  loneliness  and  hungriness  of  heart.  A  narrower  view  will  dwarf 
the  love  and  dull  the  sensibilities  of  the  soul. 

This  is  the  conception  which  builds  the  school,  where  the  overplus  of 
the  large  tax-payer  educates  the  child  of  the  non-producer  of  public 
wealth.  It  founds  the  hospital,  with  free  wards  for  the  poor  in  his 
illness,  while  here  and  there  it  builds  a  rescue  home  to  stand  like  a 
monument  to  our  charity  for  the  erring,  and  an  invitation  to  wTalk  in 
the  right  path. 

This  large  idea  of  brotherhood  thus  uses  the  means  of  the  man  who 
has,  to  lessen  the  limitations  of  him  who  has  not. 

But  these  visible  signs  of  the  fraternal  spirit  are  but  the  crude  and 
unfinished  product.  As  in  all  realms  it  is  true  that  the  unseen  is  higher 
than  the  visible,  so  it  is  the  province  of  the  good  spirit  of  the  philan¬ 
thropy  of  man  to  minister  to  those  agonies  of  heart  which  yield  to 
none  of  the  tangible  medications  of  charity;  to  ease  the  subtler  pains 
that  really  cause  the  heartache  of  the  world. 

This  enlarged  view  must  at  last  solve  every  problem  of  capital  and 
labor.  It  must  teach  the  conservation  of  to-day’s  wealth  for  genera- 
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tions  yet  to  be  born.  It  must  muzzle  tbe  vile  beast  of  greed,  which  to 
sate  its  capacious  hunger  will  wring  the  purity  of  womanhood  from 
out  her  life,  or  grind  in  the  mills  of  commerce,  the  bones  of  little 
children  into  gold.  It  must  stop  the  heedless  avarice  which  destroys 
the  moral  and  material  wealth  of  a  continent,  wasting  what  it  cannot 
use,  satisfied  only  if  it  may  feed  upon  this  wretched  feast  until  it 
perish  of  its  lust,  forgetful  of  those  other  feet  that  yet  must  tread  the 
path  of  life.  It  must  direct  the  forces  of  law  against  the  embezzler  of 
millions  as  relentlessly  as  against  highwayman  or  nocturnal  thief,  so 
that  each  shall  pay  the  penalty  of  his  crime. 

Like  the  “  wedding  garment  ”  of  olden  time,  it  must  bring  us  all 
into  the  presence  of  the  king  with  equal  honor  and  privilege,  so  that 
the  rags  of  the  beggar  and  the  tawdry  tinsel  of  wealth  shall  alike  be 
hidden  from  the  eye  of  justice. 

It  must  construct  for  the  ages  to  come,  a  highway  of  human  progress, 
midway  between  a  destructive  socialism  on  one  hand,  and  a  fatal  in¬ 
equality  of  possession  and  power  upon  the  other.  It  must  organize, 
among  the  nations,  a  neighborhood  whose  limits  shall  encircle  the 
earth,  and  make  all  humanity  to  feel  the  universal  heartache,  and  its 
answering  throb  of  pity,  and  bring  all  men  in  the  brotherhood  of  love 
to  realize  their  responsibility,  and  their  rights  as  the  children  of  a 
common  father. 

Innumerable  barriers  impede  the  progress  of  the  achievement,  but 
this  should  only  strengthen  our  purpose  to  accomplish  the  desirable 
end  to  be  attained.  Every  movement  of  the  race  toward  higher  ideals 
has  been  forced  to  overcome  the  laws  of  moral  gravitation,  and  literally 
lift  mankind  to  altitudes  sublimer  than  before.  But  true  and  brave, 
the  dreamers  of  the  better  things  to  come  have  always  met  such  impedi¬ 
ments  with  loyal  courage  and  unfailing  patience  until  the  cause  be 
won.  Let  us  notice  a  few  of  the  many  obstacles  in  the  way  of  world¬ 
wide  brotherhood. 

1.  Racial  and  Social  Distinctions. — The  world  has  no  universal  lan¬ 
guage,  and  in  the  diversity  of  tongues  there  is  a  vast  difference  in  the 
angles  of  moral  and  social  vision.  It  is  impossible  to  translate  from 
one  language  to  another  the  finer  and  more  complex  ideas  of  life  and 
thought. 

While  we  may  understand  the  professional  and  commercial  tongue  of 
another  people,  there  lie  hidden  from  us  many  idiomatic  expressions, 
touching  the  deepest  emotions  of  men,  which  cannot  be  clearly  revealed. 
Thus  we  have  what  may  be  termed  the  American,  German,  French,  or 
Chinese  ideal,  a  thing  too  subtle  to  be  defined. 

2.  The  Wide  Diversity  of  Industrial  and  International  Interests. — • 
From  this  cause  come  the  distressing  disturbances  between  employed 
and  employer.  From  Haymarket  to  Columbus  our  own  fair  banner  has 
been  again  and  again  soiled  with  the  blood  which  we  levy  as  a  tribute 
to  misunderstanding  and  greed  through  all  the  weary  strike-cursed 
years. 

From  the  same  cause  we  have  the  red  glare  of  war,  with  its  trail  of 
misery  and  death,  leaving  uncounted  graves  like  the  pustules  of  a 
loathsome  disease  upon  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Thus  do  workmen  and  capitalists,  as  well  as  nations  and  empires 
waste  much  of  their  substance  in  the  conflicts  of  hatred,  and  in  the 
burdensome  preparation  therefor,  to  say  nothing  of  the  irretrievable 
loss  sustained  from  every  such  disaster. 
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3.  The  Intolerance  of  Greed. — Some  of  the  bitterest  wars  of  earth 
have  been  waged  upon  the  question  of  interpretation.  The  barriers 
between  the  followers  of  the  faiths  have  been  among  the  hardest  to 
overcome. 

For  ages  men  strove  more  earnestly  to  establish  their  chosen  and 
ofttimes  minor  ecclesiastical  contentions,  than  to  lift  the  world  into  the 
holier  life  which  comes  from  the  vision  of  God. 

In  the  vaporings  of  implacable  contenders,  and  in  the  clouds  of 
religious  conflict,  there  have  been  times  when  the  face  of  a  loving 
father  was  so  disguised  and  distorted  as  to  make  the  less  trustful  fear 
that  he  was  hidden  forever. 

But  he  was  not.  And  the  clouds  are  riven  with  glory  of  a  dawning 
whose  noon  shall  dazzle,  and  whose  eventide  shall  be  golden  with  many 
a  bountiful  harvest  from  the  field  of  human  achievement. 

Against  all  the  giant  hosts  of  selfishness  and  greed,  the  better 
peoples  of  earth  are  combining  in  a  magnanimous  brotherhood  of  toler¬ 
ance  and  arbitration. 

The  cosmopolitan  expansion  of  inter-communication,  with  highways 
upon  the  seas,  and  steel  bands  from  shore  to  shore,  with  sub-marine 
and  wireless  conduits  for  the  flow  of  mortal  speech,  until  the  voice  of 
a  man  flung  out  upon  the  breeze  is  heard,  as  though  it  were  the  voice 
of  a  god,  unto  the  utmost  bounds  of  the  earth,  and  the  recent  amazing 
daring  of  the  inventors  of  aerial  transports  has  grappled  the  nations 
with  hooks  of  steel,  and  bound  them  together  with  links  of  gold. 

If  the  three-link  emblems  worn  by  the  two  millions  of  Odd  Fellows 
were  forged  into  one  chain,  it  would  be  of  such  length  that  I  could  lay 
the  cable  about  the  outmost  limits  of  this  great  city  where  are  gathered 
to-day  the  world’s  representatives  of  an  Order,  than  which  no  other 
more  emphatically  embraces  and  urges  the  world-wide  fraternization  of 
mankind. 

We  will  never  have^one  universal  language,  but  the  time  is  coming 
when  we  can  communicate  with  our  brother  no  matter  from  what  clime. 

When  the  most  successful  of  all  attempts  to  construct  a  language 
for  universal  communication  was  about  to  be  accomplished,  its  founders 
sought  a  suitable  and  descriptive  name  for  this  tongue. 

It  is  significant  that  they  went  back  to  the  root  from  which  came  an 
obsolete  English  word.  That  word  was  esperance,  meaning  hope.  Put 
into  the  form  of  the  new  language,  and  properly  constructed  as  to  termi¬ 
nation  it  gives  us  the  name  of  the  language — Esperanto — meaning 
hoper,  or  a  hoping  person.  So  into  all  the  progress  of  the  race  is 
written  in  letters  of  ink,  and  fire  and  steel  the  greatest  of  all  words 
of  expectation,  and  we  have  hope  of  better  things  to  come. 

So,  likewise,  the  conflicts  of  commerce,  the  differences  of  labor  and 
employment  are  beginning  to  seek  methods  of  peacable  adjustment, 
while  kingdoms  and  empires  are  finding  it  far  better  to  settle  many 
a  national  problem  by  unsanguinary  arbitration. 

The  peace  capitol  of  The  Hague  is  a  mile-stone  far  along  the  road 
to  universal  peace,  and  the  international  arbitrament  of  tolerance. 

The  Church  of  God,  always  the  leader  of  those  movements  which  are 
to  emancipate  mankind,  has  long  been  marshalling  its  invincible  hosts 
for  an  onslaught  on  selfishness  and  hatred,  and  in  the  new  birth  of 
love,  and  its  emulation  to  save  men,  has  almost  forgotten  to  cavil  about 
creeds  and  translations.  It  has  heard  the  bugle  call  to  battle  line,  and 
with  plume  and  banner  it  has  gone  forth  to  win  the  world. 
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Ecumenical  convocations  are  not  sufficiently  infrequent  to  be  rare, 
and  lately  the  world  has  seen  in  the  great  city  of  the  land  of  Knox,  a 
gathering  of  all  nations  and  tongues  and  peoples,  of  all  churches  and 
creeds  and  politics,  assembled  to  consider  the  progressive  program  of 
Christendom,  and  the  battle  cry  of  this  ransomed  throng  was  “  The 
Evangelization  of  the  World  in  this  Generation.” 

Surely  when  all  the  world  is  seeking  an  answer  to  the  question 
“Who  is  my  neighbor?”;  that  question  will  soon  be  answered,  and  in 
the  answer  we  will  hear  the  shout  of  millions  made  free  from  the 
galling  fetters  of  prejudice  and  hate. 

Slowly,  but  surely,  we  are  coming  to  the  victory  over  the  selfish  ego. 
Each  year  we  are  a  little  nearer  to  the  goal.  Some  day  we  will  see  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  innate  goodness  of  our  fellow-man,  and  the  victory 
of  love  will  be  complete. 

The  Potomac  River  rises  amid  the  peaks  of  the  Appalachians.  Its 
source  is  near  the  historic  spot  where  George  Washington,  then  a 
surveyor  lad,  planted  the  Fairfax  Stone.  For  many  leagues  it  is  a  tiny 
rivulet,  turned  hither  and  yon  by  root,  and  tree  and  stone.  But  as  it 
advances  it  is  reinforced  by  many  other  tiny  streams,  until  it  begins  to 
travel  in  a  path  of  its  own  choosing.  By  and  by  one  will  come  to  the 
place  where  the  barrier  of  the  Blue  Ridge  is  flung  across  its  path. 
But  there  is  the  great  notch  cut  out  of  the  eternal  hill,  and  the  river 
flows  on  through  valley  and  plain  with  the  flower  and  fruit  of  Virginia 
and  Maryland  on  either  shore,  until  passing  under  the  shadow  of  the 
nation’s  capitol  it  becomes  the  bearer  of  commerce,  enlarging,  but 
growing  more  quiet  as  its  depth  and  width  increase,  murmuring  a 
gentle  song  taught  it  in  the  morning  of  time,  charming  the  eye  with 
beauty,  and  the  ear  with  liquid  notes  of  peace,  until  it  at  last  goes  out 
to  mingle  with  the  tides  of  the  great  sea. 

I  have  followed  it  from  its  source,  wondered  at  its  growing  strength, 
marvelled  at  its  conquest  of  the  mountain,  not  knowing  whether  it 
called  to  aid  the  instantaneous  forces  of  a  cataclysm,  or  won  its  way 
by  the  erosions  of  ages,  until  I  stood  entranced  with  the  beauty  of  the 
stream  where  it  flung  itself  like  a  graceful  giant  over  many  leagues. 
One  thing  above  all  others  that  inspired  me  is  the  river’s  conquest  of 
the  land.  Though  but  a  soft  and  yielding  body  of  water  it  has  fought 
its  way  to  the  sea. 

Likewise,  my  friends,  this  great  river  of  love  had  its  birth  among 
the  rugged  peaks  of  far  away  years,  in  that  day  when  the  heart  was  a 
wilderness  unbroken,  and  full  of  deadly  hates.  For  a  long  time  this 
little  river  found  itself  turned  and  tossed  by  the  moods  of  the  human 
race,  but  onward  ever  flowing  it  has  gathered  strength  from  every 
century  through  which  it  passed,  it  has  pushed  aside  many  a  mountain 
built  of  hearts  as  hard  as  the  granite  of  Virginia’s  hills,  and  to-day  it 
begins  to  broaden  and  enlarge  as  it  passes  toward  the  moral  Arcadia 
we  seek,  and  it  will  win  at  last. 

Gathering  volume  from  the  various  converging  interests  of  uplifted 
manhood,  it  will  water  the  valleys  of  time  until  they  shall  blossom  and 
bear  fruit  where  all  was  desert  before.  The  wild  mountain  song  shall 
swell  into  quieter  and  deeper  harmony,  and  it  shall  carry  away  on  its 
ample  bosom  the  heartache  and  longing  of  humanity,  and  afterward 
bear  us  too,  as  the  immortal  freight  of  its  heavenly  commerce  as  it 
goes  out  to  mingle  and  live  in  the  tides  eternal,  swelling  even  now  up 
to  the  throne  of  God. 
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In  that  glad  day  no  man  shall  stop  to  ask  “Who  is  my  neighbor?” 
but  every  one  will  vie  with  his  brother  in  doing  good  to  all  who  come 
into  the  circles  of  his  life. 

“  There’s  a  good  time  coming  brothers,  a  good  time  coming. 

We  may  not  live  to  see  the  day,  but  earth  shall  glisten  in  the  ray 

Of  the  good  time  coming. 

Cannon  balls  may  aid  the  fight,  but  love’s  a  weapon  stronger;] 

We’ll  win  the  battle  by  its  might!  Wait  a  little  longer.” 

SERMON  OF  REV.  J.  E.  WHITE,  D.  D.,  AT  THE  SECOND  BAPTIST  CHURCH. 

Appropriately  showing  honor  to  Odd  Fellowship  and  its  principles, 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  E.  White,  the  beloved  pastor  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church, 
delivered  a  sermon  on  Sunday  morning,  the  subject  of  which  was  “  The 
Links  That  Bind  the  World,”  which  was  listened  to  with  interest  and 
greatly  enjoyed  by  the  members  of  his  congregation  and  several  hun¬ 
dred  visiting  members  of  our  Order.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  a 
copy  of  this  admirable  sermon  could  not  be  obtained  for  insertion  here 
as  the  honor  shown  this  Order  is  highly  appreciated  by  the  membership 
who  were  favored  with  the  privilege  of  hearing  it. 

PUBLIC  RECEPTION  AT  CAPITOL. 

At  9  o’clock  on  Monday  morning,  the  opening  day  of  the  session, 
public  reception  exercises  were  held  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  splendid  State  Capitol  Building,  the  hall  and 
galleries  being  filled  with  members  and  visitors.  This  hall  was  beau¬ 
tifully  decorated  with  the  flags  of  all  the  countries  where  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  exists  and  presented  added  interest  and  attractiveness.  Hon.  John 
A.  Hynds,  Chairman  of  the  General  Reception  Committee,  called  the 
meeting  to  order  and  presented  Bro.  Orrin  Roberts,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  occasion.  Rev. 
W.  I.  Canter,  Grand  Chaplain,  pronounced  the  invocation.  A  splendid 
band  played  “  America  ”  while  the  vast  audience  remained  standing. 
The  Grand  Master  presented  Hon.  Joseph  M.  Brown,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Georgia,  who  delivered  a  welcome  address  in  part  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  GOVERNOR  JOSEPH  M.  BROWN. 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasing  duty  which  has  been  placed  upon  me  to  ex¬ 
tend  to  you  a  welcome  on  behalf  of  this  which  we,  its  citizens,  delight 
to  believe  merits  the  title,  the  Empire  State  of"the  South. 

But  as  I  look  upon  this  array  before  me,  and  see  in  these  faces 
stamped  the  high  order  of  intelligence,  and  am  assured  by  your  records 
that  you  have  the  interests  of  your  fellow-man  at  heart,  and  know  that 
you  have  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  deliberating  as  to  certain  matters 
for  the  good  of  your  Order  with  its  Rituals  and  forms  about  which  I 
confess  I  know  nothing,  I  am  led  to  the  realization  that  in  all  climes, 
in  all  ages  of  the  world,  among  all  peoples,  there  has  been  something 
in  the  occult  which  has  held  a  charm  for  the  mind.  “  Mystery  ” — what 
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does  it  cover?  What  is  behind  the  veil?  What  is  there  that  we  do  not 
know,  that  moves  the  hidden  spring  which  causes  the  operation  of  cer¬ 
tain  forces,  and  brings  the  effect  of  certain  causes?  We  read  that  in 
the  ancient  times  of  Chaldea  and  Babylon,  in  the  days  of  Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar,  and  later  of  Belshazzar  that  there  were  the  magi,  the  men  who 
knew  things  that  were  above  the  knowledge  even  of  kings  and  to  whom 
kings  in  their  dire  extremities  sent  their  petitioners  for  help. 

Even  among  the  North  American  Indians  we  find  that  they  had  the 
same  secret  society  cult,  the  Society  of  the  Metai.  They  allowed  nobody 
to  come  within  the  enclosure  who  was  not  a  member.  There  was  one 
white  man  who  had  done  great  favors  for  that  people,  and  to  whom  it 
was  allowed  to  be  initiated.  He  held  enough  of  honor  to  maintain  to 
himself  the  secrets,  except  that  he  said  that  one  main  thing  for  which 
they  maintained  reverence  was  the  simple  sea-shell,  around  which 
clustered  traditions  which  even  he  would  not  reveal.  I  bring  this  for 
the  purpose  of  illustration  that  even  in  that  tribe  which  we  esteemed 
as  more  than  half  barbarian  there  was  this  secret  order  which  they  held 
in  highest  reverence. 

I  know  that  while  the  Ritual  of  the  Odd  Fellows  is  your  own,  while 
as  to  the  workings  of  your  Order  you  are  exclusive  from  necessity,  yet 
we  all  meet,  all  Georgians,  all  peoples  of  civilization,  upon  the  com¬ 
mon  ground  of  a  common  faith  of  love  and  dependency  toward  the 
one  great  tribunal  above  us.  I  am  looking  to-day  into  faces  whose 
owners  are  uplifting  humanity  and  will  join  with  all  of  us  in  the  com¬ 
mon  aim. 

Gentlemen,  now  let  me  welcome  you  to  this  State.  You  are  welcome 
not  only  to  our  soil,  not  only  to  our  homes,  but  to  our  hearts.  May  God 
aid  you  in  everything  you  do,  guide  you,  and  sustain  you  wherever  and 
whenever  you  may  call  upon  His  aid. 

The  Grand  Master  then  introduced  Hon.  Robert  F.  Maddox,  Mayor  of 
the  city  of  Atlanta,  who  delivered  the  following  address: 

ADDRESS  OF  MAYOR  ROBERT  F.  MADDOX. 

Mr.  Grand  Sire  and  Gentlemen  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. — In  behalf  of  Atlanta,  I  extend 
to  you  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  Gate  City  of  the  South.  We  appreciate 
the  honor  you  have  paid  us  by  accepting  our  invitation;  and  now  the 
only  way  we  can  hope  to  “  get  even  ”  with  you  Odd  Fellows  is  to  have 
you  enjoy  to  your  “  fullest  ”  capacity  the  “  spirit  ”  which  has  made 
Atlanta  “  near  ”  famous. 

I  am  reminded,  however,  that  “  owing  to  the  pronounced  convivial 
nature  of  the  English  branch  of  this  organization,  the  American  branch 
became  dissatisfied  and  in  1842  became  officially  separated  and  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  English  body.”  I  suppose  this  difference  arose  on  ac¬ 
count  of  something  stronger  than  tea,  which  at  one  time  caused  Ameri¬ 
cans  to  differ  with  England  and  declare  their  independence,  and  I  can 
only  hope  that  the  “  convivial  nature  ”  of  your  Atlanta  members  may 
not  lead  to  another  breach  in  your  ranks. 

The  pleasant  duty  of  welcoming  distinguished  visitors  has  fallen  to 
my  lot  a  number  of  times  since  I  have  been  Mayor  of  this  city,  but  I 
assure  you  that  I  sincerely  feel  a  keener  pride  and  pleasure  in  welcom¬ 
ing  you  here  to-day  than  I  have  on  any  former  occasion.  . 
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When  I  see  before  me  che  Representatives  of  the  greatest  fraternal 
and  beneficial  Order  in  all  the  world,  representing,  as  you  do,  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  two  millions;  when  I  realize  that  you  are  the  Representatives 
of  a  fraternity  which  has  given  to  the  widow,  the  orphan,  the  desolate 
and  the  sick  something  like  the  enormous  sum  of  $125,000,000;  when  I 
feel  that  I  am  speaking  to  gentlemen  who  have  come  from  nearly  every 
State  in  our  Union,  and  from  foreign  lands,  I  cannot  fail  to  be  filled 
with  the  deepest  happiness  in  telling  you  that  you  are  welcome  in  our 
midst.  Knowing  as  I  do  that  the  membership  of  your  Order  in  Atlanta 
comprises  our  best  and  most  patriotic  citizens,  I  can  but  believe  that 
the  delegates  from  other  cities  and  other  climes  represent  the  highest 
type  of  good  citizenship  in  the  respective  places  from  whence  they 
come;  and  Atlanta  is  proud  to  have  you  within  our  gates,  and  we  hope 
that  your  stay  will  be  as  pleasant  to  you  as  it  is  sure  to  be  profitable 
to  us. 

If  I  might  single  out  from  this  distinguished  gathering  one  of  your 
number  and  call  him  by  name,  I  would  mention  the  name  of  your  Grand 
Secretary,  Hon.  John  B.  Goodwin.  We  are  all  glad  to  welcome  him  back 
to  his  native  State  and  to  his  old  home,  where  he  was  twice  Mayor  of 
this  city.  As  one  of  my  predecessors  in  this  office,  I  desire  to  personally 
extend  to  him  a  warm  welcome.  And  in  doing  this  I  may  tell  you  gen¬ 
tlemen  that  while  he  occupied  the  Mayor’s  chair  in  Atlanta  he  gave  to 
her  service  the  same  consecration  of  purpose,  energy,  integrity  and 
ability  which  I  am  sure  he  now  gives  to  the  duties  of  his  present  high 
and  responsible  office. 

We  recall  that  36  years  ago  you  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  city 
to  hold  your  annual  convention  here.  You  came  less  than  a  decade  after 
this  city  was  left  in  ashes  by  the  ruthless  hand  of  war — when  our 
people  had  hardly  recovered  from  the  poverty  and  desolation  which 
followed  in  its  wake;  but  you  found  here  that  the  men  who  had  followed 
Lee  and  Gordon  to  the  surrender  at  Appomattox  were  defeated  but  not 
discouraged,  and  were  determined  to  yet  win  a  glorious  victory  in  the 
development  of  the  splendid  opportunities  they  saw  stretching  out 
before  the  new  South. 

No  city  suffered  more  from  the  dark  days  of  the  60’s  than  Atlanta, 
and  I  am  glad  to  say,  no  city  caught  up  quicker  the  sunshine  of  promise 
and  progress  after  the  cannon  had  ceased  firing  and  the  banners  had 
been  furled. 

I  feel  sure  that  the  coming  of  your  fraternity  in  1874  did  much  to 
show  that  Atlanta  and  the  South  cherished  no  unkind  feeling  for  the 
citizens  in  other  parts  of  this  Republic;  that  we  were  loyal  to  the 
Union,  and  that  we  desired  and  deserved  the  friendship  of  all  mankind. 

I  can  see  a  deeper  meaning  to  such  annual  conventions  of  interna¬ 
tional  orders  than  the  mere  passing  of  a  pleasant  week  amid  congenial 
surroundings.  I  believe  the  gathering  in  different  parts  of  the  world 
of  such  Orders  for  the  fraternalizing  of  all  good  men  can  do  more 
toward  preserving  peace  and  good-will  among  all  nations  of  the  earth 
than  battleships,  standing  armies,  or  even  peace  conferences  can  ever 
accomplish. 

I  am  sure  you  will  share  with  us  the  pride  we  feel  in  the  progress  of 
our  city  since  you  were  last  our  guests.  We  have  grown  from  a  village 
of  about  20,000  to  a  metropolis  of  155,000  happy  and  progressive  people. 
We  now  have  an  assessed  valuation  of  115  millions  of  dollars.  Our  post 
office  receipts  and  building  record  exceed  those  of  any  other  city  in  the 
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South.  We  are  educating  in  our  public  schools  20,000  young  American 
citizens.  Our  residence  streets  are  lined  with  beautiful  homes,  and 
towering  above  our  marts  of  trade  are  the  finest  office  buildings  to  be 
found  in  any  city  three  times  our  size;  and  throughout  the  26  square 
miles  of  our  territory  225  church  steeples  point  heavenward,  bearing 
silent  testimony  to  our  faith  in  a  home  at  last  beyond  the  stars. 

To  such  a  city  and  from  such  a  people,  in  the  deepest  “  truth  ”  I  ex¬ 
tend  to  you  the  glad  hand  of  “  love  ”  and  “  friendship.”  Stay  with  us  as 
long  as  you  can;  and  when  you  leave,  may  you  each  reach  your  home  in 
safety,  carrying  with  you  what  I  am  sure  you  will  leave  behind — sweet 
memories  of  your  visit  and  a  longing  for  your  return. 

The  Grand  Master  introduced  Judge  Robert  T.  Daniel,  of  Georgia, 
Grand  Representative,  who  delivered  the  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  en¬ 
tertaining  Jurisdiction  in  the  following  address; 

ADDRESS  OF  JUDGE  ROBERT  T.  DANIEL. 

In  my  long  and  happy  experience  in  fraternal  life,  no  event  comes  to 
me  crowned  with  more  gladness  than  this  occasion.  As  I  stand  in  this 
presence,  and  look  into  your  happy  expectant  faces,  I  rejoice  that  it  is 
my  privilege  to  extend  to  you  a  fraternal  and  cordial  welcome  to 
Georgia.  To  Georgia ,  radiant  in  the  soft  sunlight  of  a  generous  hos¬ 
pitality;  to  Georgia,  a  land  fairer  and  more  beautiful  than  the  longing 
eyes  of  Israel’s  prophet  ever  saw.  Welcome  to  our  mountains  bathed 
in  a  golden  glory,  to  our  broad  acres  where  the  cotton  waves  to  you  its 
white  banners  of  peace,  and  the  corn  waves  back  its  banners  of  gold, 
to  our  forests  singing  the  songs  of  gladness,  to  our  rivers  running  in 
rippling  laughter  to  the  seas,  to  our  sunsets,  fairer  than  Italy’s  skies 
rainbow-hued,  loath  to  fade  away. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  has  in  fitting  words  welcomed  you  in 
behalf  of  the  State. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  a  most  charming  and  liberal  manner  has 
given  you  the  freedom  of  this  city,  has  recounted  to  you  the  magic 
worth  of  this  splendid  city,  and  his  dreams  of  its  future  greatness. 

The  pleasure  is  now  mine  to  voice  a  welcome  from  the  Odd  Fellows 
of  this  Jurisdiction. 

Permit  me  to  say  that  ever  since  the  glad  tidings  flashed  over  the 
wires  twelve  months  ago  that  you  had  accepted  our  invitation  to  hold 
this  session  here,  every  Odd  Fellow  in  Georgia  has  looked  forward  to 
this  day  as  the  fulfillment  of  a  long  cherished  hope.  And  to-day,  we 
open  wide  every  portal  and  bid  you  enter  and  be  happy.  The  State  is 
one  great  organ  throbbing  with  sweet  harmonies  and  all  for  you.  The 
subordinate  lodge  members  welcome  you  this  autumnal  day,  in  the 
plentitude  of  a  new  and  promising  harvest  and  with  joy  and  gladness  in 
their  hearts.  They  have  come  from  every  section  of  our  great  State  to 
greet  you,  and  to  them  the  whole  world  has  grown  warm  and  beautiful 
in  the  light  of  your  presence,  and  they  ask  only  the  happiness  of  serv¬ 
ing  you. 

Somewhere  I  saw  a  famous  painting  of  a  blacksmith  at  the  forge. 
In  the  glow  of  the  fire-light  he  stood.  On  his  face  was  a  look  of  de¬ 
termination  in  the  strength  that  comes  when  one  is  master  of  his  art. 
The  great  veins  of  his  strong  sinewy  right  arm  stood  out  like  whip¬ 
cords  as  blow  after  blow  fell  from  his  hammer,  and  spark  after  spark 
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flashed  about  him.  He  was  making  a  chain,  each  link  a  masterpiece 
of  his  skillful  work,  each  link  a  strong  and  perfect  one.  An  humble 
calling  in  life  some  may  say,  but  the  artist  of  the  sensitive  brush  and 
an  innate  knowledge  of  the  heart  of  man,  placed  the  blacksmith  side 
by  side  with  kings,  and  masters  of  fame,  in  the  gallery  of  the  Louvre. 

Every  man  in  our  Order  is  a  link  in  the  great  and  mighty  chain  that 
circles  the  Universe.  Every  man  weakens  or  strengthens  this  chain  as 
he  builds  and  develops  his  character.  Georgia  Odd  Fellows  are  of  the 
truest  metal,  they  ring  clear  and  true,  they  are  40,000  links  in  the  chain 
that  binds  us  together  in  a  great  world-wide  brotherhood. 

The  patriarchs  composing  the  Encampment  branch,  the  keystone  of 
Odd  Fellowship,  as  they  reverently  kneel  at  the  altar  of  Faith,  Hope  and 
Charity,  and  the  Patriarchs  Militant  with  their  chivalrous  vows  belted 
around  them  like  rainbows  upon  a  summer  sea,  command  me  to  pre¬ 
sent  their  fraternal  greetings  and  express  their  joyousness  at  your  com¬ 
ing.  These  patriarchs  are  as  true  and  steadfast  as  the  compass  to  its 
polar  star,  and  they  pray  that  blessings  be  on  you  like  the  rain,  love 
like  the  dew,  and  joy  for  you  like  the  odor  of  the  flowers. 

I  delight  to-day  to  render  just  praise  to  those  who  have  contributed 
so  much  to  our  growth  and  greatness,  the  uncrowned  queens  of  our 
Order,  the  Rebekahs.  By  their  devotion  and  by  their  fealty  to  our 
cause,  and  its  principles,  they  have  reflected  eternal  glory  on  woman¬ 
hood. 

In  many  cities  scattered  all  over  the  world  are  monuments  erected 
to  men,  rich  in  the  spoils  of  war  or  commercial  life,  and  great  in  the 
achievements  of  science  of  art.  Many  of  these  statutes  represent  the 
man  being  crowned,  and^ always  it  is  the  fair  hand  of  woman  who  places 
the  victors  wreath  upon  the  noble  brow.  And  it  is  ever  so,  a  woman’s 
beautiful  hand  holds  the  wreath  to  crown  every  act  of  goodness  and 
greatness,  and  a  woman’s  voice  is  ever  heard  in  encouragements  and 
in  uplifting  the  right. 

So  to-day  these  noble  Rebekahs  present  their  cordial  greeting  to  you 
their  brothers  and  to  you  their  sisters,  and  bid  me  say  that  no  measured 
phrases  can  adequately  express  their  joy  and  gladness  in  having  an 
opportunity  of  extending  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  Georgia 
welcome. 

Grand  Sire  and  Representatives,  you  will  find  that  true  spirit  of  Odd 
Fellowship  which  uplifts  and  glorifies  manhood  and  womanhood,  a  vital 
force  and  an  aggressive  power  in  Georgia. 

Here  you  will  find  that  high  type  of  chivalry  which  catches  its 
peculiar  refinement  from  the  soft  balm  of  Southern  skies,  from  the 
flowers  that  bloom  in  perpetual  gladness.  You  are  among  the  red,  old 
hills  of  Georgia,  where  heaven’s  purest  breezes  fan  the  warm  blood  into 
life  and  activity,  where  nature  hath  stored  her  richest  treasures.  Here 
you  will  find  a  people  endowed  with  all  the  faculties  requisite  to  great 
achievements,  and  a  people  destined  to  attain  a  success  as  enduring 
as  our  rich  hills,  that  stand  as  monuments  to  the  integrity  of  our  sons, 
and  as  pure  as  our  crystal  rivers  that  reflect  the  beautiful  image  of 
our  fair  daughters. 

Georgia  and  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  State  have  marched  hand  in  hand 
up  the  rugged  path  to  a  splendid  and  triumphant  realization  of  their 
fondest  dreams. 

Georgia  is  to-day  one  of  the  brightest  stars  in  the  galaxy  of  States, 
resplendent  in  her  wonderful  developments  abreast  with  the  best  in 
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all  things  that  go  to  make  up  for  civic  righteousness.  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Georgia,  has  with  gigantic  strides  and  militant  power,  lived  down 
the  skepticism  of  the  past,  conquered  the  opposition  of  the  present, 
and  successfully  challenges  a  list  of  the  future. 

In  this  splendid  spirit  of  fraternity,  I  come  to-day  in  behalf  of  all 
the  Odd  Fellows  of  Georgia,  I  bid  you  a  cordial  fraternal  welcome. 
And  I  voice  the  sentiments  of  every  Odd  Fellow  when  I  say,  “  that  we 
wish  that  we  possessed  the  fable  magic  of  the  open  sesame,  with  which 
we  could  charm  away  every  shadow  from  your  brow,  every  burden 
from  your  hearts,  we  would  gladly  put  length  of  days  in  your  right 
hand,  and  in  your  left  riches  and  honor.  We  would  compass  you  about 
with  love’s  strong  arm  and  crown  you  with  love’s  sweet  forget-me-nots. 
And  when  at  last  wearied  with  life’s  toilsome  journey  you  lay  your 
weary  burdens  down,  may  earth’s  last  whispered  “  good  night  ”  be  lost 
in  Heaven’s  “  welcome  home.” 

The  response  to  the  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  Hon.  W.  L. 
Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire,  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  W.  L.  KUYKENDALL,  GRAND  SIRE. 

Mr.  Chairman. — Who  could  be  present  on  this  occasion  and  hear  the 
addresses  of  welcome  by  the  Executive  of  this  great  Commonwealth,  the 
Mayor  of  this  city  and  the  Representative  of  all  branches  of  our  Order 
without  becoming  enthused  over  the  eloquent  words  of  welcome  which 
have  been  extended  by  each  to  the  officers  and  Representatives  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  those  accompanying  them,  including  many 
sisters  and  brothers  enjoying  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  kindly  greet¬ 
ing  which  you  have  extended  to  this  Grand  Assembly  of  people  in  behalf 
of  this  grand  old  State  of  the  Southland,  this  historic  city  and  of  every 
branch  of  our  great  fraternal  Order? 

In  responding  to  your  many  expressions  of  good-wili  and  wishes  for 
the  future  of  all  present  and  for  the  continued  progress  and  prosperity 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  I  esteem  it  a  great  honor  and  privilege  as  it  is  one 
of  personal  pleasure  to  extend  to  each  of  you  and  to  those  you  severally 
represent  my  earnest  and  sincere  thanks  and  in  behalf  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  assembled  here  from 
every  State  of  our  country,  from  every  Province  of  the  great  Dominion 
of  Canada  and  Australasia  to  assure  you  of  their  appreciation  of  the 
warm  welcome  and  generous  invitation  to  enjoy  the  world-wide  hos¬ 
pitality  of  your  State  and  city  and  their  unbounded  thanks  for  all  of 
the  many  kind  as  well  as  fraternal  expressions  tendered  them  in  your 
very  appropriate  and  eloquent  words  of  welcome,  all  of  which  will 
be  remembered  and  treasured  by  all  present  as  another  pleasant  event 
in  our  journey  through  life. 

For  the  first  time  since  our  meeting  in  Dallas,  Texas,  in  1896,  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets  in  what  is  termed  one  of  the  Cotton 
States  and  at  a  season  of  the  year  that  would  have  been  considered 
nearly,  if  not  out  of  the  question,  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  owing  to 
the  danger  of  the  yellow  fever  epidemic,  which  seemingly*  has  been 
eliminated;  brought  about  through  a  change  in  improved  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  in  which  it  has  kept  pace  with  the  great  and  wonderful  material 
progress  of  your  great  State  which  has  so  nobly  recovered  from  the 
ravages  of  war.  In  assisting  in  this  progress  the  great  Order  we  are 
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here  representing,  can  in  some  measure  lay  claim,  for  when,  in  1865, 
everything  seemed  and  really  was  dark  and  gloomy  all  over  the  South¬ 
land  to  the  honor  and  credit  of  that  noble  old  Roman  Grand  Sire, 
Veitch,  the  estrangement  of  four  years  among  our  brethren  of  the 
North  and  the  South  was  brought  to  a  happy  close  through  his  inviting 
Representatives  from  the  latter  to  appear  at  the  session  of  that  year 
and  resume  the  seats  so  long  vacant  and  answer  the  roll-call  to  which 
there  had  been  no  response  for  four  long  years,  although  seats  had 
been  provided  for  them  and  the  roll  of  every  State  had  been  called  at 
every  session.  To  this  appeal  a  few  who  were  financially  able  responded 
and  were  welcomed  as  we  have  been  here  this  day  and  thus  an  example 
was  set  which  it  is  said  a  bishop  of  a  great  church  in  New  York  called 
attention  to  when  asked  what  the  church  should  do  towards  establishing 
peace,  harmony  and  good-will  between  the  sections,  he  replied,  “  Do  as 
the  Odd  Fellows  have  done.”  That  action  of  our  Sovereign  Body 
being  followed  by  addresses  delivered  .from  four  stands  on  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Exposition  grounds  in  Philadelphia  in  1876,  representing  the 
North,  South,  East  and  West,  added  to  the  foundation  for  a  better  feel¬ 
ing  between  the  people  and  especially  our  membership  in  all  sections 
of  our  country;  thus  beginning  a  new  era  in  our  Order,  which  as  the 
years  went  by  culminated  in  preparing  a  way  for  the  descendants  of 
those  who  wore  the  blue  and  the  gray  to  demonstrate  to  the  world  in 
the  recent  war  with  Spain  that  we  were  again  a  united  country  with 
our  sons  of  every  section  as  ready  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  to¬ 
gether  as  heretofore  in  defense  of  our  country’s  flag  when  endangered  by 
a  foreign  foe.  If  our  Order  had  never  accomplished  any  other  great  and 
lasting  deed  this  alone  entitles  it  to  the  commendation  of  all  civilized 
people  of  the  earth  and  notably  of  our  country.  It  is,  however,  but  a 
tithe  of  the  great  and  increasing  work  and  labor  of  love  it  has  ac¬ 
complished  and  will  continue  to  accomplish  in  the  field  occupied  for 
its  daily  ministrations  as  long  as  unity  of  purpose  is  maintained  which, 
let  us  hope,  will  be  until  time  shall  be  no  more. 

With  a  record  of  the  expenditure  of  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  million  dollars  for  the  relief  of  its  members  in  cases  of 
sickness  and  death  to  its  credit  as  an  organization,  with  its  Orphans’ 
Homes  erected  and  maintained  in  nearly  all  of  our  States  and  Prov¬ 
inces  of  the  great  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  this  land  of  ours,  and  across 
the  border  on  the  North,  with  the  quick  response  of  our  membership 
financially  and  otherwise  to  the  cry  of  distress  in  every  case  of  disaster 
by  fire,  flood,  earthquake  and  epidemic  and  the  daily  practice  of  its 
teachings  and  principles  by  the  two  million  men  and  women  as  mem¬ 
bers  engaged  therein  and  in  its  great  work  of  improving  the  moral 
standing  and  building  up  of  human  character  and  the  betterment  of 
humanity,  it  stands  without  a  peer  in  nearly,  if  not  every  branch  of 
humanitarian  work  which  it  has  entered.  Such  being  its  record  for 
accomplishment  of  results  of  great  material  benefit  to  the  people  and 
officials  generally  of  every  community  where  our  Order  has  an  abiding 
place  it  seems  should  receive  their  earnest  commendation  and  support. 

With  us  to-day  in  this  building  are  boys  and  girls  of  our  great  family 
who  will  make  their  mark  in  some  walk  in  life  and  fill  important  posi¬ 
tions  of  responsibility  because  of  their  moral  standing,  ability  and 
merit.  Some  of  them,  especially  our  band  boys  from  Corsicana,  Texas, 
are  not  strangers  to  me  and  they  and  all  of  our  children  are  worthy, 
entitled  to  and  should  receive  all  the  care  and  attention  coupled  with 
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good  advice  and  admonition  which  can  be  bestowed  upon  them.  Let 
us  all  remember  that  we  too  were  children  once  and  have  not  for¬ 
gotten  and  should  not  forget  the  good  words  of  advice  and  kind  treat¬ 
ment  we  received  from  good  men  and  women  in  whom  we  had  confi¬ 
dence  which  has  not  been  forgotten  and  its  effect  has  been  of  a 
beneficial  character  so  will  it  be  with  the  children  we  have  asssumed 
to  cherish  and  protect  that  they  may  be  good  citizens  when  they  take 
their  places  in  the  busy  affairs  of  life. 

In  all  the  grand  work  of  our  Order,  especially  in  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  our  Orphans’  Homes,  our  good  sisters  of  the  Rebekah 
branch  of  the  Order  have  been  great  factors  leading  to  the  great  suc¬ 
cess  of  that  laudable  undertaking,  and  here  I  wish  I  were  able  to  pay 
a  fitting  tribute  to  woman,  the  uncrowned  queen  of  this  organization, 
who  has  done  so  much  for  the  work  that  has  made  all  mankind 
brothers.  As  in  every  work  which  is  really  worth  while  the  women 
have  labored  long  and  faithfully  and  their  reward  shall  be  far  brighter 
than  the  bare  recognition  of  their  worth  by  forgetful  mortals. 

And  to  you,  as  the  executives  of  this  State  and  city  respectively, 
who  have  so  kindly  lent  your  presence  with  eloquent  greetings  to  the 
membership  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  seated  before  you,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  represent  a  great 
army  of  peace  in  whose  ranks  there  is  no  place  for  anarchists;  on  the 
contrary  in  every  State,  Province  and  Country  among  the  best  law- 
abiding 'citizenship  will  generally  be  found  our  members  ever  ready  to  do 
their  duty  as  citizens  and  in  all  other  relations  of  life,  and  I  assure 
you  of  the  loyalty  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  your  City  and  State  in  the 
support  of  law  and  order  and  in  the  great  work  of  progress  in  advanc¬ 
ing  the  material  interests  and  industries  of  this  your  great  Southern 
Commonwealth. 

As  I  am  now  nearing  the  close  of  my  term  as  Grand  Sire  here  in 
this  one  of  the  main  historic  cities,  made  famous  through  the  Civil 
War,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  say  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
not  only  provided  for  re-uniting  our  Order,  but  in  a  few  years  there¬ 
after  elected  four  Grand  Sires  who  wore  the  Gray  and  here  in  the  State 
first  so  signally  honored  in  that  way  is  the  most  fitting  place  for  me  as 
the  last  ex-confederate  soldier  who  will  ever  be  Grand  Sire  of  our 
Noble  Order  to  close  my  service  in  that  office  with  love  and  admiration 
for  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  and  loyalty  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body  with  which  I  have  been  connected  for  more  than  a  third 
of  a  century  and  to  the  flag  of  our  country  which  may  it  ever  wave 
untarnished  over  our  people  as  long  as  they  are  free. 

All  of  the  addresses  were  entertaining  and  liberally  applauded. 

RECEPTION  AT  THE  PIEDMONT  DRIVING  CLUB. 

An  informal  reception  at  the  Piedmont  Driving  Club  was  given  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Military  Council,  Grand  Secretaries,  Past 
Grand  Representatives,  members  of  the  fraternal  press  and  ladies, 
Monday  afternoon,  September  19,  by  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Atlanta. 

There  were  between  two  and  three  hundred  present,  among  them  be¬ 
ing  the  wives  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  leading 
Rebekahs. 

A  light  luncheon  was  served  in  open  air,  and  during  this  time  a  band 
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rendered  old  time  songs,  popular  waltzes,  and  selections  from  the 
operas. 

Everything  possible  was  done  to  make  the  visitors  at  home.  There 
were  no  addresses  made,  and  no  attempt  at  impromptu  speeches.  The 
reception  was  given  in  order  that  every  one  might  become  acquainted, 
and  before  the  afternoon  was  over  this  was  accomplished.

The  banquet  was  a  novelty  to 
many  of  those  who  attended  and  this  one  was  bountiful,  both  as  to  the 
Brunswick  stew  and  the  menu  generally,  and  was  prepared  in  a  man¬ 
ner  to  please  the  appetite  and  win  praise  from  all  who  were  able  to 
attend. 


PAST  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REUNION. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  Past  Grand  Representatives’  Reunion  was 
held  at  Cable  Hall,  near  the  headquarters’  hotel,  and  all  who  attended 
were  fortunate  in  spending  a  pleasant  evening  and  enjoying  an  ex¬ 
cellent  entertainment,  consisting  of  short  addresses  and  good  inusic. 
The  meeting  was  ably  and  gracefully  presided  over  by  Hon.  E.  S.  Con¬ 
way,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  the  Junior  Past  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  who  stated  the  objects  of  the  meeting  and  introduced  the 
several  speakers.  Addresses  were  made  by  members  in  the  following 
order:  John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary  and  Past  Grand  Sire,  of 
Maryland,  formerly  of  Atlanta,  Georgia;  J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia;  J.  Whit  Potter,  Grand 
Representative  from  Kentucky;  W.  R.  Humphrey,  Past  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative,  of  Illinois;  J.  J.  McSwain,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of 
South  Carolina.  In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  request  was  made  of  the  several  speakers  for  a  copy  of 
their  addresses  respectively,  but  none  were  obtained,  except  from  Grand 
Representative  J.  C.  Smith,  of  Australasia,  and  extracts  from  the 
address  of  Past  Grand  Representative  Humphrey,  of  Illinois,  both  of 
which  are  given  below: 

ADDRESS  OF  J.  C.  SMITH,  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE  OF  AUSTRALASIA. 

Past  Grand  Sire,  Ladies  and  Brothers. — It  is  true  that  I  have 
traveled  a  long  way  and  have  a  long  way  to  return  to  my  home  in  that 
distant  land  of  Australasia.  I  am  learning  one  thing  here  in  this  great 
land,  that  patriotism  makes  the  wheels  go  round,  and  it  is  creeping 
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slowly  Into  me  that  if  there  is  one  thing  more  than  another  it  is 
patriotism,  and  I  am  going  to  preach  that  thing  when  I  get  hack  for 
all  it  is  worth. 

I  have  been  an  Odd  Fellow  only  for  a  little  while,  compared  with 
some  of  the  great  men  with  whom  I  have  been  sitting  and  communing 
to-day  and  yesterday.  I  have  only  been  an  Odd  Fellow  for  about  thirty- 
five  years,  and  from  the  very  first,  from  the  night  of  my  initiation,  I 
took  what  appeared  to  me  and  to  others  to  be  quite  an  interest  in  the 
cause  of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  I  fear  now  that  judging  from  the  lesson 
that  I  have  learned  during  the  last  two  weeks,  that  we  are  only  very 
small  potatoes  and  only  very  few  in  the  hill.  I  am  not  going  to  tell 
them  that  when  I  get  back,  that  might  discourage  them,  I  am  going  to 
preach  the  good  things  when  I  get  back,  and  I  am  going  to  try  to  en¬ 
thuse  them,  that  seems  to  make  everything  go,  and  this  great  Order 
has  been  built  upon  that  or  I  do  not  know  anything.  Now  we  have 
worked  along  in  Australasia  for  a  good  many  years,  sometimes  getting 
a  little  ahead  and  sometimes  going  a  little  back,  and  hundreds  of  us 
getting  discouraged,  but  a  few  thousand  arduous  Odd  Fellows,  I  do  not 
know  whether  they  were  imbued  with  the  spirit  you  have  here,  but 
they  were  imbued  with  a  spirit  that  did  not  acknowledge  defeat,  kept 
steadily  on,  and  since  you  have  been  kind  enough  to  allow  us  to 
affiliate  with  you  progress  has  not  been  very  rapid,  but  it  has  been  very 
sure.  We  have  built,  and  are  building,  on  what  we  consider  strong 
and  definite  lines,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  some  day  or  other  when 
Brother  Clarke,  who  was  here  two  years  ago,  and  myself  get  audiences 
of  Odd  Fellows  together  we  can  pump  some  of  that  enthusiasm  into 
them  that  we  have  learned  here.  When  it  was  decided  that  we  were 
to  be  one  and  the  same  body  as  yourself,  and  it  was  determined  to 
affiliate  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  there  were  many 
misgivings  amongst  us,  and  we  lost  a  lodge  or  two  by  the  battle  which 
absolutely  refused  to  join  in  the  affiliation,  and  we  were  unfortunately 
advised  by  several  lawyers  that  we  could  go  to  law  with  them,  and  we 
lost  their  money  and  the  lodges  too.  I  do  not  say  this  in  any  reflection 
to  the  legal  gentlemen  who  are  sitting  around  me,  it  is  sometimes  you 
are  ill-advised;  we  were  ill-advised  but  still  we  were  not  discouraged, 
and  when  we  had  a  visit  from  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Harmon  he  gave  us 
a  little  of  that  enthusiasm  which  we  see  among  the  officers  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  indeed  amongst  the  whole  membership, 
and  he  seems  to  have  laid  the  foundation  stone  for  the  upbuilding  of 
Odd  Fellowship  in  Australasia.  I  do  not  want  to  say  anything  dis¬ 
paraging  of  my  own  people,  but  somehow  or  other  it  appears  to  me  that 
they  cannot  get  hold  of  the  true  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  have 
preached  this  theme  to  them,  and  so  have  many  others,  but  it  is  some¬ 
thing  like  the  seed  the  sower  placed  on  stony  places  and  has  not  done 
much  good.  However,  it  has  kept  the  flag  flying,  and  we  are  thankful 
for  that. 

We  have  taught  a  few  lessons  to  fraternal  societies  generally,  and 
that  is  to  provide  for  the  old  member,  who  through  no  fault  of  his 
own,  and  through  the  closing  of  his  lodge,  has  been  left  out  in  the  cold. 
We  have  provided  for  him  by  taking  him  under  the  wing  of  the  State 
Grand  Body,  and  when  he  finds  himself  out  from  a  lodge,  and  no  other 
lodge  will  take  him  because  he  is  old,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  his  State 
says  to  a  lodge  which  he  lives  near,  and  which  he  has  desired  to  join, 
you  take  this  man  on  the  books  of  your  lodge,  take  his  contributions. 
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and  we  will  be  responsible  for  anything  that  has  to  be  paid  out  on 
account  of  his  benefits.  I  am  doubtful  if  that  rule  operates  here  in  any 
State  Jurisdictions,  I  have  been  told  it  does  not,  but  that  there  is  some 
idea  of  trying  to  provide  for  such  law. 

We  have  lately  gone  into  a  further  scheme.  We  lose  lodges  from 
various  reasons.  For  instance,  in  small  mining  towns  it  often  happens 
that,  with  rather  a  good  lodge  for  a  while,  mining  goes  down;  the  people 
drift  away  and  leave  the  old  and  sick  behind  and  that  lodge  is  unable 
to  go  on,  it  has  to  be  closed  and  it  is  unfortunate  to  close  a  lodge  in  a 
district,  because  when  a  change  takes  place  in  that  village,  the  first 
thing  stated  against  the  re-organization  of  a  lodge  in  that  section  is 
that  a  lodge  was  there  before  and  would  go  broke  again.  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  overcome  these  views  too,  because  they  are  told  to  the  people  by 
the  people  whom  they  know,  who  have  grown  up  with  them,  and  the 
worst  is  that  the  possibility  is  the  man  who  said  it  is  a  member  of 
another  society  and  does  not  want  you  to  be  established  there. 

I  want  to  tell  you  that  we  have  also  provided  means  whereby  lodges 
may  stand  up  and  live  ■with  only  a  few  members.  The  subordinate 
lodges  in  all  the  States  but  one  have  agreed  to  pool  their  benefit  funds, 
and  the  result  is  that  the  whole  of  the  sickness  liabilities  and  benefits 
will  be  paid  out  of  the  central  fund.  The  subordinate  lodges  will 
make  a  claim  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a  refund.  Of  course,  we  have 
been  told  that  we  shall  have  people  boodle  the  funds,  but  we  have  the 
experience  of  South  Australia,  where  this  method  has  been  in  operation 
for  five  or  six  years,  and  instead  of  sickness  increasing,  it  has  slowly 
decreased  under  the  new  regulations.  With  that  before  us  we  feel  safe 
in  going  on  with  this  scheme. 

I  want  to  say  that  I  have  been  much  impressed  by  my  visit  to  the 
United  States.  I  have  been  more  impressed  as  I  came  through  the 
country  down  here  to  Atlanta,  meeting  many  friends  by  the  way,  every 
one  of  whom  seemed  to  enjoy  meeting  me  and  knowing  me,  and  coming 
here  to  Atlanta  where  the  people  (not  the  ladies)  literally  took  me  in 
their  arms.  Of  course,  the  ladies  could  if  they  liked.  This  has  made 
such  an  impression  on  me  that  from  last  Saturday  evening,  when  I 
arrived,  I  kept  asking  myself  and  pinching  myself  to  know  if  I  was 
the  same  man  that  left  Australasia  two  or  three  months  ago.  I  had 
never  experienced  anything  of  the  kind  and  it  seemed  so  strange  that 
men  should  come  and  express  their  delight  at  meeting  me  here  in 
Atlanta  and  as  a  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  I 
found  out  that  I  was  perfectly  sane  and  it  was  all  true  and  now  I  am 
convinced  of  this  fact  that  they  were  just  as  pleased  to  see  me  as  I 
was  to  be  here,  and  that  they  meant  every  word  of  what  they  said.  If 
I  have  seemed  distant  I  ask  you  to  forgive  me,  I  did  not  know  I  was, 
and  I  could  not  come  exactly  into  your  ways  all  at  once. 

ADDRESS  IN  PART  OF  PAST  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE  W.  R.  HUMPHREY,  OF 

ILLINOIS. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — I  appreciate 
very-  much  the  privilege  of  a  visit  to  the  beautiful,  progressive  and 
fraternal  city  of  Atlanta — a  city  which  is  not  only  the  pride  of  the 
great  empire  State  of  Georgia,  but  of  our  country  as  well.  I  also  con¬ 
sider  it  a  very  great  honor  to  have  the  opportunity  to  speak  a  few'  words 
to  you  on  Odd  Fellowship,  a  subject  that  it  most  dear  to  me  and  one 
to  which  I  have  given  much  of  my  thought  and  much  of  my  time  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  twenty  odd  years. 
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The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  is  the  largest  fraternal  Order 
in  the  world  and  it  is  likewise  the  richest.  It  spends  more  money 
annually  in  its  God-given  work  than  the  total  amount  yearly  expended 
for  a  like  purpose  by  all  other  fraternal  orders  combined.  This  great 
fraternity  has  been  wonderfully  successful  mainly  for  the  reason  that 
it  has  high  ideals  founded  upon  the  everlasting  truth.  It  has  the 
highest  ideal  of  friendship,  it  has  the  highest  ideal  of  love  and  its 
members  have  most  faithfully  and  efficiently  endeavored  to  live  up  to 
these  ideals.

THE  PARADE. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  the  parade  occurred,  and  the  following 
account  of  the  same  from  the  Atlanta  Constitution  of  the  following 
day  is  given: 

“  With  the  longest  and  most  resplendent  pageant  that  ever  paraded  the 
streets  of  Atlanta  there  came  on  Wednesday  afternoon  a  crowning 
climax  to  Odd  Fellowship’s  capture  of  the  Gate  City  of  the  South.  With 
cohorts  all  gleaming  in  purple  and  gold,  with  gorgeous  banners,  beau¬ 
tifully  decorated  floats,  the  tramp  of  hundreds  of  martial  fleet,  the  play¬ 
ing  of  brass  bands  and  the  applause  of  the  multitude  of  appreciative 
spectators,  the  magnificent  pageant  scored  a  success  as  no  other  similar 
parade  had  ever  done  in  Atlanta. 

It  required  exactly  45  minutes  for  the  parade  to  pass  a  given  point, 
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and  as  it  was  moving  at  the  rate  of  over  three  miles  an  hour  this 
showed  that  the  procession  was  nearly  two  miles  in  length. 

It  was  a  most  brilliant  spectacle,  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  were 
there  in  their  attractive  uniforms,  the  floats  were  there  presenting  great 
tableaux,  the  lovely  women  of  the  Rebekah  lodge  were  there,  the  “  goat  ” 
was  there,  and  last,  but  far  from  least,  the  three  links  of  “  Friendship, 
Love  and  Truth  ”  were  there,  the  links  that  have  bound  hearts  to  hearts 
through  all  the  civilized  world. 

There  were  men  in  the  parade  from  every  State  in  the  Union,  from 
Canada  and  from  Australia.  1 

Some  of  the  striking  features  of  the  great  parade  were  the  handsome 
floats,  the  cantons  in  full  uniform,  and  the  picturesque  costumes  worn 
by  the  Buffalo  Lodge,  which  was  resplendent  in  purple  robes,  with 
sandals  and  turbans.  Each  man  carried  a  sunflower  fan. 

Among  the  attractive  floats  were  that  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge  of  At¬ 
lanta,  the  Aurora  Rebekah  Lodge,  and  Capital  Lodge  of  Atlanta. 

Barnes  Lodge  walked  two  men  abreast  and  between  each  of  the  two 
was  suspended  the  Odd  Fellowship  symbol  of  three  links. 

The  police  department,  which  headed  the  parade,  never  looked  better, 
and  they  kept  the  streets  along  the  line  of  march  clear  from  start  to 
finish. 

The  Seventeenth  Infantry  of  the  United  States  made  a  fine  appear¬ 
ance  in  their  new  uniforms  and  by  their  excellent  marching. 

After  the  United  States  soldiers  came  General  Clifford  Anderson, 
chief  marshal,  and  his  aides,  all  mounted. 

They  were  followed  by  cantons  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  who  made  a 
brilliant  spectacle  in  their  bright  uniforms. 

The  parade  was  in  seven  divisions,  each  headed  by  a  brass  band. 
The  Grand  Officers  of  the  Order  were  in  autos  and  carriages,  many  of 
which  were  beautifully  decorated. 

Nor  was  the  spectacle  merely  one  that  was  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The 
men  in  the  great  parade  marched  with  a  pride  which  every  Odd  Fellow 
takes  in  the  Order.  It  was  with  a  light  step  and  much  merriment 
that  the  thousands  of  Odd  Fellows  passed  along  the  streets,  for  they 
felt  within  them  that  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship  that  has  made  the 
Order  one  of  the  greatest  known  among  men.  The  parade  was,  there¬ 
fore,  one  of  joy  as  well  as  one  of  show. 

That  the  thousands  who  witnessed  the  parade  were  pleased  was  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  continued  applause  that  kept  up  all  along  the  line  of 
march.  On  the  sidewalks,  men,  women  and  children  cheered  the 
marchers  and  shook  flags  and  banners  at  the  men  as  they  passed.

AMENDMENTS  TO  EXISTING  LAWS,  ETC. 

1.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  contemplating  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  existing  laws  or  the  revision  of  decisions  heretofore  rendered, 
shall,  when  presented  for  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  that  section  of  the  law  to  he  affected,  or  of 
the  decision,  as  the  same  would  read  if  amended.  (1893,  page  13,421.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  into  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal 
and  when  reported  from  committee  for  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  reference  to  said  resolutions  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be 
sufficient  identification  thereof  without  repeating  its  provisions  at 
length  in  the  committee  report.  (1899,  pages  378,  402,  416.) 

APPEALS. 

3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  without  consent,  the  only  condition 
being  that  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Body  shall  stand  as 
final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(Article  I,  Section  4,  Constitution;  Journal  1883,  pages  9325,  9442;  and 
1885,  pages  9984-9994,  10,151.) 

4.  A  Past  Grand,  a  member  of  a  State  Grand  Body,  may  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  consent  of  the  State  Grand  Body 
in  case  of  a  claim  for  benefits  made  by  him.  (1885,  pages  9984,  9994, 
10,151.) 

5.  A  subordinate  lodge  cannot  appeal  without  permission  of  its  State 
Grand  Lodge,  except  in  the  case  of  an  expelled  lodge  which  has  sur¬ 
rendered  its  effect.  (1848,  page  1283;  and  1858,  pages  2860,  2925,  2963.) 

6.  Individual  members  of  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  appeal.  (1832- 
33,  pages  119,  120,  131.) 

7.  The  records  in  all  cases  of  appeals  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Mon¬ 
day  in  September  in  each  year,  so  that  they  may  be  furnished  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals  by  the  morning  of  the  Wednesday  following,  and 
that  the  briefs  of  both  appellants  and  appellees,  if  printed  at  all,  shall 
be  printed  separate  and  apart  from  the  record.  (1891,  page  12,681.) 

8.  Appeal  papers  must  be  furnished  by  the  appealing  parties,  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  on  a  page  of  the  same  size  as  that  of  the  printed  Jour¬ 
nal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1855,  pages  2493, 
2499,  2521;  1880,  pages  8367,  8469.) 
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9.  It  is  not  required  that  the  record  in  appeals  from  the  action  of 
subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  printed.  (1882,  pages  8840,  9025,  9101.) 

10.  Appellants  must  furnish  250  copies  of  all  appeal  papers,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  legislation  of  1855  and  the  legislation  of  1875,  found  on 
page  6562  of  the  Journal.  (1885,  page  10,049;  1897,  page  15,509.) 

11.  In  all  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  be  required 
of  the  appellants  to  send  with  their  papers  a  certified  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  their  Grand  Body,  of  the  Constitution  for 
subordinates  and  of  the  By-Laws -of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  involved  in  the  appeal.  (1886,  page  10,481.) 

12.  The  statement  of  facts  must  be  certified  under  the  Seal  of  the 
Grand  Body  and  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  or  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
signatures  must  be  written.  (1863,  page  3532;  1893,  pages  13,430,  13,563; 
1894,  pages  13,991,  14,065.) 

13.  The  appeal  must  show  that  the  Grand  Body  appealed  from  has 
given  its  consent  to  the  appellant,  except  in  the  case  of  a  suspended  or 
expelled  subordinate  that  has  surrendered  its  effects  and  as  provided 
in  Sections  3,  4  and  6  above.  (1864,  pages  3684,  3698;  1865,  pages  3833, 
3847;  1868,  pages  4339,  4388,  4389,  4418;  1879,  pages  8111,  8178.) 

14.  Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  send  to  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  no  record  of  appeal  unless  the  same  is  certified,  as  by  our 
laws  required;  and  when  any  appeal  shall  be  received  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  not  so  certified,  he  shall  immediately  return  it  for  proper 
certification.  (1898,  pages  16,013,  16,050.) 

15.  Resolved ,  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  appellant,  at  the  time  the  appeal  is  filed,  shall  notify  the 
appellee  of  such  filing;  and  thereafter  either  party  filing  any  argument 
or  brief  shall  serve  a  copy  on  the  opposite  party.  When  a  Grand  Lodge 
is  appellee  such  service  shall  be  by  sending  the  copy  to  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  such  Grand  Lodge.  (1898,  pages  16,136,  16,158.) 

16.  The  Grand  Secretary  is  authorized  and  required  to  announce  that 
the  Annual  Communications  of  this  Sovereign  Body  commence,  pro 
forma,  on  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  third  Monday,  and  that  all  per¬ 
sons  desiring  to  be  heard  before  the  Committee  on  Appeals  must  be 
present  at  that  time;  but  that  no  other  business  than  that  now  provided 
shall  be  transacted  before  the  third  Monday,  and  no  per  diem  allowed 
to  members  other  than  as  at  present  provided.

17.  Applications  to  open,  rehear,  or  review  decisions  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  appeal  cases,  whether  by  petition,  memorial,  or  other¬ 
wise,  must  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
under  the  same  rules  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Body  for  appeals,  and 
be  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals.

COMPENSATION  OF  COMMITTEEMEN. 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  compensation  allowed  committeemen  who  may 
render  services  for  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  during  the  recess  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  allowed  Representatives  in  regular  session,  viz., 
$5.00  per  day  while  in  actual  session,  and  five  cents  per  mile  traveled  to 
and  from  the  place  of  meeting,  to  be  computed  by  the  nearest  route 
traveled  to  such  place.  But  no  salaried  officer  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
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Lodge  shall  receive  any  per  diem  compensation  for  such  services.  (1908,

19.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Committees  on  Appeals  and  of 
the  Judiciary  who,  because  of  their  having  to  attend  the  meetings  of  said 
committees  in  advance  of  the  sessions  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body, 
are  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the  reduced  rates  of  transportation 
given  to  its  meetings,  shall  be  allowed  and  have  added  to  their  regular 
mileage,  as  computed  generally  for  the  members  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  the  amount  of  extra  transportation  expense,  if  any,  so 
incurred  by  such  members  of  said  committees.  (1910,  pages  805,  828.) 

20.  Resolved,  That  when  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws  of  this  Body  is  proposed,  the  section  proposed  to  be  amended  shall 
be  set  forth  at  length  in  the  resolution  proposing  the  amendment  and 
also  the  changes  proposed  and  the  section  as  it  would  read  should  the 
proposed  amendment  be  adopted. 

21.  Whereas,  Article  XXI  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  provides  that  any  amendment  to  that  instrument,  “  If  agreed  to 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  on  a  call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,”  shall  become  part  of  such  Constitution; 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
in  contemplation  of  said  constitutional  provision  no  member  can  be 
deemed  “  present  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  ”  whose  vote,  or  that  of 
his  colleague  for  him,  does  not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,  unless  he  is  excused  by  a  vote  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  voting.  (1878,  page  7891.) 

DAILY  JOURNAL,  ETC. 

22.  Resolved,  That  each  Officer,  Past  Grand  Sire,  and  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall,  on  or  before  the  opening  day 
of  the  annual  session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable,  fur¬ 
nish,  in  duplicate,  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  mailing  list  of  names 
and  addresses  of  the  persons,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  to  whom 
he  desires  to  have  mailed  the  Daily  Journal  of  Proceedings;  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  employ  a  clerk  or 
assistant,  at  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  allowed  Grand  Represen¬ 
tatives,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  mail  each  day  the  Journal 
of  Proceedings  to  the  persons  whose  names  and  addresses  shall  have 
been  so  furnished  as  aforesaid — necessary  postage  to  be  provided  by 
this  Grand  Lodge.  (1908,  page  621.) 

23.  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  be 
mailed  to  each  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Sire  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1892,  pages  13,170,  13,197; 
1896,  pages  14,881,  14,932,  15,016.) 

24.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed 
to  furnish  the  Fraternal  Press  with  a  copy  of  the  Officers’  Reports  and 
each  day’s  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1900,  pages 
834,  851,  875.) 

25.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Officers  be  requested,  at  the  same  time 
they  forward  advance  copies  of  their  reports  to  Grand  Representatives, 
to  also,  forward  copies  of  Such  reports  to  each  Fraternal  Journal  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  which  shall  regularly 
send  a  copy  of  its  publication  to  the  ofoce  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  (1900, 
pages  958,  964.) 
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26.  Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand 
Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Adjutant-General,  and  Grand  Treasurer  to 
all  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  and  Secretaries  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  (1904,  pages  816,  838.) 

27.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Adjutant- 
General  and  Grand  Treasurer  to  the  Department  Commanders  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  same  as  he  is  now  required  to  do  the  Grand 
Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and  Secretaries  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies. 

28.  Resolved,  That  the  printer  of  the  Daily  Journal  be  interdicted  by 
the  proper  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  permitting  any 
person  to  have  access  to  the  manuscript  or  matter  entrusted  to  his  care, 
that  he  is  to  regard  the  matter  as  private.,  and  no  one  shall  be  allowed 
to  copy  or  make  extracts  therefrom,  but  every  copy  printed  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(1877,  page  7413.) 

29.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  of  this  Grand 
Body  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  increase  the  number  of 
Daily  Journals  for  the  use  of  this  Grand  Body  by  having  250  additional 
copies  printed  and  distributed.  (1910,  page  712.) 

AKTICLE  XVIII. 

30.  Each  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  shall  annually 
be  furnished  with  as  many  copies  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  it  has  subordinate  lodges,  and  ten  copies  for 
the  use  of  such  Grand  Lodge.  Each  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished  in  the  same  manner.  Each  Rebekah  Assembly  and  each  Depart¬ 
ment  Council  shall  be  furnished  with  five  copies  for  the  use  of 
said  bodies.  Each  Grand  Representative  shall  be  furnished  with  five 
copies,  and  each  Grand  Officer  and  each  Past  Grand  Sire  with  one  copy 
of  such  Proceedings,  and  each  lodge  working  under  a  charter  from  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  also  be  furnished  with  a  copy.  The  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  shall  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  within  fifteen  days  after  October  1st  of  each 
year  how  many  lodges  or  encampments  there  were  in  his  Jurisdiction 
on  said  date,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  received  in  sending  out  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings.  In  case  he  receives  no  communication  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  or  Grand  Scribe,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  in  his 
last  report  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1902,  pages  955,  970.) 

31.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  hereafter  furnish  to  each  canton  working  under  a  charter 
from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  one  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings.  (1906,  pages  704,  738,  763.) 

DONATIONS. 

32.  Resolved,  That  as,  under  the  organic  construction  of  the  Order,

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  is  considered  as  a  standing 
rule  that  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

FINANCE. 

33.  Resolved,  That  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,

35.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  secure  the  best  and  most  economical 
management  of  the  financial  affairs  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies,  and  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  are  directed 
to  confer  together  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  more 
economical  and  better  methods  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  in  the, 
purchase  of  supplies,  and  the  publication  of  the  Journals  and  Proceed¬ 
ings.  And  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  carry  into  effect  any  such 
changes  as  will  result  in  saving  money,  decreasing  the  annual  charges'; 
and  at  the  same  time  maintain  a  high  standard  of  quality.  (1897,  pages

36.  Resolved,  That  the  Reading  Clerk  be  paid  mileage  and  per  diem 
at  future  sessions  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

39.  Resolved,  That  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments,  and  all  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  subordinate  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  submitting  their 
Constitutions,  or  amendments  thereof,  to  this  Sovereign  Body  for  ap¬ 
proval,  shall  be  required  first  to  furnish  the  Grand  Secretary  a  com¬ 
plete  copy  of  their  Constitutions,  with  all  amendments  thereto  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
or  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  (when  such  lodge  or  encampment 
may  be  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
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Lodge),  attested  by  the  Secretary  and  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Body  or 
subordinate  attached.  (1870,  page  4929.) 

40.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  laws  sent  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  approval  shall  bear  the  Seal  of  the  body  adopting  them,  and 
all  documents  without  a  Seal  (where  the  body  has  one)  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  without  consideration.

44.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  each  year 
ascertain  *the  number  of  organized  Veteran  Odd  Fellow  Associations, 
together  with  the  number  of  members  in  each,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  presiding  officers  and  secretaries  of  same,  and  publish 
such  information  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this 
Body.

years  he  served  as  Grand  Representative,  and  to  furnish  in  same  man¬ 
ner  a  copy  of  such  Journal  to  each  Past  Grand  Sire.  (1901,  pages  303,

47.  Resolved,  That  the  Digest  and  Bound  Journals  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  hereafter  be  sold  to  members  and  past  members  at 
cost  and  carriage  of  same,  and  the  Bound  Journals  to  Odd  Fellows 
libraries  and  Odd  Fellows’  Homes  at  cost.

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Past  Grand  Sire  what  rate  has  been  secured;  provided ,  that  in  giving 
such  information  no  official  route  shall  he  named.

and  that  said  copies  contain  no  more  than  twenty  names  on  each  pagq 
alphabetically  arranged.

55.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary 
shall  report  only  the  names  of  deceased  members  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  Past  Grand  Sires  in  the  event  of  their  decease,  and 
that  Grand  Representatives  shall  announce  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand 
Representatives  of  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  in  fitting  terms,  with¬ 
out  referring  said  notices  to  a  committee.  (1879,  page  8188.) 

56.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Sire,  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand 
Secretary  issue  a  proclamation  annually,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to 
the  10th  of  June,  requesting  all  lodges  to  assemble  on  the  second  Tues- 
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day  of  June  and  engage  in  appropriate  services  respecting  their  dead 
members,  such  services  to  be  conducted  in  an  appropriate  manner.

59.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  invitations  will  be  accepted  that  will 
intrude  on  the  time  or  interfere  with  the  business  of  this  Sovereign 
Body  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  first  submitted  to  the  Grand  Sire 
and  receive  his  endorsement.  (1890,  page  12,223.) 

MILEAGE. 

60.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  compute  the  distance  traveled  by  the 
Grand  Representatives  to  all  future  sessions  by  the  nearest  practicable 
route.  (1890,  pages  12,199,  12,200.) 

PAST  GRAND  SIRES. 

61.  Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  all  Past  Grand  Sires  who  shall  be  present  at  the  sessions  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  receive  mileage  and  per  diem  the  same 
as  now  paid  to  the  Representatives.

SESSIONS.

Degree;  and  by  being  a  Past  Grand  is  meant  having  the  Grand  Lodge

“  Throughout  his  life  he  was  a  consistent  and  devout 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  willing 
and  generous  supporter  of  all  organizations  and  movements 
for  the  uplifting  of  his  fellows.  It  was  his  gift  that  first 
gave  vigor  to  the  plan  for  the  building  of  a  Home  for 
aged  Odd  Fellows  in  Connecticut,  a  plan  which  he  lived  to 
see  fully  accomplished.  His  private  charities  were  many 
and  for  the  most  part  known  only  to  those  whom  he  helped. 

“  He  was  a  conscientious  and  faithful  judge,  whose  only 
weakness  was  perhaps  a  tendency  to  be  too  merciful  to  the 
delinquents  who  came  before  him.  With  a  consciousness  of 
how  far  we  all  come  short  of  doing  what  we  ought,  it  was 
hard  for  him  to  inflict  the  punishment  that  the  law  de¬ 
manded.  But  even  this  failing,  if  it  was  such,  but  endeared 
him  to  those  who  knew  him,  for  it  arose  from  the  greatness 
of  his  heart  and  his  desire  to  do  what  he  could  to  help  the 
weak  and  erring.” — Journal ,  page  848. 

Hiram  K.  Scott,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Connecti¬ 
cut,  aged  87  years. 

“  As  a  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its 
session  in  Baltimore,  he  was  privileged  to  sit  with  Thomas 
Wildey,  the  founder  of  our  Order. 

“  For  35  years  he  was  Judge  of  Probate  of  the  District  of 
Ridgefield,  serving  until  debarred  by  the  age  limit;  he  was 
also  town  clerk  for  47  years  until  death  closed  his  career. 

“  It  was  the  privilege  of  nine  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  of 
Connecticut  to  tender  him  a  complimentary  dinner  at  the 
Bailey  Inn  at  Ridgefield  on  Friday,  August  20,  1909,  at 
which  time,  although  87  years  of  age,  his  mind  and  memory 
were  clear  and  vigorous  as  one  of  middle  life.” — Journal , 
page  849. 

Isaac  H.  Coe,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Connecticut, 
aged  62  years. 

“  Although  he  was  prominent  in  business  life  and  in 
church  work,  yet  he  never  lost  his  interest  in  our  Order, 
but  remained  active  in  both  the  subordinate  lodge  and  en¬ 
campment  until  his  death. 

“  He  was  one  of  the  most  staunch,  upright  and  faithful 
Odd  Fellows  that  ever  lived.  He  died  at  Hartford,  October 
20,  1909,  and  was  buried  in  Riverside  cemetery  at  Water- 
bury.” — Journal,  page  849. 
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“  Stronger  by  weakness,  wiser  men  become, 
As  they  draw  near  to  their  eternal  home.”

He  was 
the  author  and  secured  the  passage  of  the  original  resolu¬ 
tion  establishing  the  Home  for  Indigent  Odd  Fellows  and 
their  wives  and  widows  and  orphans,  now  in  such  successful 
operation  at  Greensburg.  He  was  well  known  and  had 
many  friends  in  the  Order,  particularly  in*  the  Grand  Bodies, 
and  his  death  will  be  sincerely  mourned.” — Journal,  page

Geo.  W.  Trester,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Indiana, 
aged  65  years. 

“  He  was  scrupulously  honorable  in  all  his  dealings  and 
fearless  in  the  enforcement  of  law.  In  his  subordinate 
lodge  he  was  true,  constant  and  faithful,  both  before  and 
after  his  elevation  to  high  honors,  being  a  regular  attend¬ 
ant  at  lodge  meetings  and  ready  and  willing  to  do  what¬ 
ever  possible  for  the  relief  of  members  and  the  honor  of 
the  Order.  As  a  friend  none  were  truer — kindly,  sympa¬ 
thetic  and  generous.  He  was  a  good,  clean  man,  whose 
modest  life  was  devoted  to  the  family  he  so  dearly  loved 
and  of  which  he  was  so  proud,  and  to  his  Order.  There 
are  left  to  mourn  his  death  a  wife  and  five  big  boys  of 
which  any  man  might  be  proud.

In  him,  self-effacement  was  coupled  with 
ability;  extremely  quiet  and  unassuming,  the  full  worth 
of  the  man  did  not  instantly  impress  one;  association  with 
him,  however,  brought  forth  from  behind  the  unruffled 
nature  a  keen  mind  and  a  kindly  heart  revealing  a  sturdy 
manhood  true  as  steel.” — Journal,  page  854. 

Charles  C.  Fuller,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  aged  58  years. 

“  In  religious  belief  he  was  a  Universalist  and  an  active 
member  of  All  Souls  Church  in  Worcester,  at  which  place 
of  worship  his  funeral  was  held,  July  31,  1910.

Brother  Black  was  able  to  fill  every  chair  in  both  branches 
of  our  Order,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  secret  work  of  our 
Order  was  perfect.  His  official  and  fraternal  record  is 
written  in  our  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  and 
the  memory  of  his  labors  in  behalf  of  this  great  brother¬ 
hood  will  leave  a  lasting  impression  upon  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  his  associates.

“  As  an  Odd  Fellow  he  was  a  member  of  White  Mountain 
Lodge,  Penacoe  Encampment,  Fidelity  Rebekah  Lodge  and 
Canton  Wildey,  all  of  Concord,  in  each  of  which  he  was  an 
earnest  worker;  he  was  Grand  Master  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Hampshire  1891-1892,  Grand  Representative  1892- 
1893,  Grand  Guardian  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  1899- 
1900,  Official  Reporter  1896-1897  and  1901,  and  was  at  the 
time  of  his  death  Grand  Scribe  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
and  Secretary  of  the  Military  Council  and  Aid  on  the  Staff 
of  the  General  Commanding.  Brother  Bourlet  was  well 
known  for  twenty  years  as  the  editor  of  the  Popular  Odd 
Fellow,  which  periodical  was  edited  with  great  ability  and 
was  of  great  service  to  the  Order.  There  remains  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire  no  brother  who  has  ren¬ 
dered  the  Order  so  great  service  or  who  was  so  well  and 
favorably  known.”

Samuel  B.  Page,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  New 
Hampshire,  aged  78  years. 

“  He  practiced  law  in  Warren,  Concord  and  Woodsville, 
all  in  New  Hampshire,  was  always  interested  in  politics 
and  though  connected  with  the  minority  party  sat  in 
fifteen  sessions  of  the  legislature,  where  he  was  looked 
upon  as  one  of  the  best  parliamentarians  in  the  State  and 
one  of  the  leading  orators.  He  never  missed  a  State  con¬ 
vention  of  his  party  after  he  became  of  age.  Brother  Page 
was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire 
in  1901,  Grand  Representative  in  1902  and  1903;  he  was 
also  Grand  Chancellor  for  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and 
Grand  Sachem  of  the  Red  Men.” — Journal,  page  857. 

George  A.  Bailey,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  New 
Hampshire. 

“  Brother  Bailey  was  advanced  from  Deputy  Grand 
Master  to  the  position  of  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Hampshire  by  the  death  of  the  Grand  Master,  and 
was  himself  regularly  elected  thereto  in  1894,  and  served 
as  Grand  Representative  in  1895  and  1896.  He  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Good  Templars,  occupying  for 
fifteen  years  the  position  of  Grand  Templar  and  State 
Lecturer;  he  was  a  member  of  Hillsboro  Lodge  and  Mt. 
Washington  Encampment  of  Manchester,  and  was  buried  in 
the  city  of  Manchester  by  the  Order,” — Journal,  page  857.

“  He  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  June  23,  1855,  and  be¬ 
came,  a  member  of  the  Order  by  initiation  in  Crystal  Fount 
Lodge,  No.  176,  of  that  city,  and  he  soon  became  interested 
in  the  Encampment  branch,  and  in  July,  1904,  he  was  in¬ 
stalled  as  Grand  Patriarch  of  Ohio,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  serving  his  first  term  as  Grand  Representative 
from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio. 

“  He  was  faithful  to  every  trust  imposed  upon  him,  and 
faithfulness  was  a  distinguishing  characteristic  of  Brother 
Manning.  He  always  maintained  a  high  standard  of  in¬ 
tegrity,  and  this  was  done  in  the  same  modest,  yet  firm 
manner  which  marked  his  entire  life.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


Proposed  at  September  Session,  1910. 


AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  5,  ARTICLE  XVI. 

Resolved,  That  Section  5,  Article  XVI,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  5.  Saloon  keepers,  etc.,  not  admitted.  No  saloon  keeper,  bar¬ 
tender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order,”  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words,  “  Hotel 
keeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,”  after  the  word  “  No  ”  in 
the  first  line  thereof,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  will  read  as 
follows: 

“  Sec.  5.  Saloon  keepers,  etc.,  not  admitted.  No  hotel  keeper,  licensed 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloon  keeper,  bartender  or  professional 
gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order.” — Journal ,  page 
770. 

ARTICLE  - . 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  be  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  under  an  appropriate  number  the  follow¬ 
ing  as  a  separate  article: 

ARTICLE. 

Section  1.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  a  Board  of  Five 
Sanitarium  Trustees,  composed  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
and  three  members  to  be  selected  as  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  are  elected,  and  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  required  of 
Grand  Representatives.  One  of  such  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  their  respective 
successors  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  The  Grand  Sire 
shall  be  Chairman  of  such  Board,  and,  subject  to  such  rules,  regula¬ 
tions,  and  provisions  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to 
time  make  or  establish,  it  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  locating, 
establishing,  and  maintaining  one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  members  of  the  Order  having  tuberculosis.  Said  trustees 
shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  paid  their 
actual  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  elective  members  of  said  Board  shall  not,  because  of  such  mem¬ 
bership,  be  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  or  be  entitled  to 
vote  or  voice  therein. — Journal,  page  811. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  XIV. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  XIV  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  which  now  reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  revenue  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows:

1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments  or  subordinate 
lodges  or  encampments,  working  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction, 
$30.00. 

2.  Dues  from  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  En¬ 
campments,  $75.00  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall  be  entitled  to  in 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Dues  from  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments,  working  under 
the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  5  per  cent  on  their 
receipts. 

4.  Proceeds  of  the  sales  of  books,  cards,  diplomas,  odes  and  certificates. 

Be  amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof: 

“  5.  Proceeds  of  assessments  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  member 
per  annum,  which  may  be  levied  against  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments,  and  subordinate  lodges,  and  encampments,  working  under  its 
immediate  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintain¬ 
ing  one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Order  having  tuberculosis,”  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  1.  Revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  revenue  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments,  or  subordinate 
lodges  or  encampments  working  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction, 
$30.00. 

2.  Dues  from  State,  Districts  or  Territoral  Grand  Lodges  and  En¬ 
campments,  $75.00  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall  be  entitled  to  in 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Dues  from  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments,  working  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  five  per  cent  on  their 
receipts. 

4.  Proceeds  of  the  sales  of  books,  cards,  diplomas,  odes  and  certificates. 

5.  Proceeds  of  assessments  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  member' 
per  annum,  which  may  be  levied  against  Grand  lodges,  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  and  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  working  under  its 
immediate  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining 
one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Order  having  tuberculosis. — Journal,  page  811. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  4,  ARTICLE  I. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  4,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  4.  Appeals.  With  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment  of  a  State,  District  or  Territory,  an  appeal  may  be  had 
by  any  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  such  consent,  however,  not  being  necessary  when  an  expelled 
lodge  or  encampment,  after  having  surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Encampment  all  its  effects,  appeals  from  such  decision.  Appeals 
may  also  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members  of  a  State,  District  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  from  the  decision 
thereof,  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  of  the  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Encampment,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until 
reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  appeal  therefrom.  All  appeals 
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to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  subject  to  such  general  regula¬ 
tions  as  it  may  adopt,”  be,  and  is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
entire  sentence  in  line  8  of  said  Section  4,  after  the  word  “  decision  ” 
which  sentence  to  be  so  stricken  out  reads  as  follows: 

“  Appeals  may  also  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members  of  a  State, 
District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  from  the 
decision  thereof,  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  of  the  State,  District  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive  until  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  appeal  there¬ 
from,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  sentence  to  read  as  follows: 
“  Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of  the  Order  as  a  matter  of 
right,  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Encampment;  but 
in  all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal  therefrom,”  so  that  said 
Section  4,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution,  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  4.  Appeals.  With  the  consent  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment,  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  any  subordinate  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  such  consent,  however,  not 
being  necessary  when  an  expelled  lodge  or  encampment,  after  having 
surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  all  its  effects, 
appeals  from  such  decision.  Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of 
the  Order,  as  a  matter  of  right,  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a 
Grand  Encampment;  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal 
therefrom.  All  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  subject 
to  such  general  regulations  as  it  may  adopt.” — Journal ,  page  813. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  2,  ARTICLE  XVI. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XYI  (16),  of  the  Constitution  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  ex¬ 
cept  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age 
shall  be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  therefrom  the  word  twenty-one  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  eighteen,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to 
age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation.” — Journal,  page  816.
